number  and  shape  on  an  authentic  piece, 
even  on  opposite  sides  of  the  same  draw- 
er. Moreover,  age  will  often  have  shrunk 
and  changed  the  look  and  size  of  the 
drawers.  The  same  is  true  for  the  top  of  a 
tea  table  or  the  turned  parts  of  a  chair. 
Natural  aging  will  show  more  clearly 
on  the  undersides  of  drawers,  chairs 
and  on  the  inside  of  case  goods.  For 
example,  the  underside  of  the  top  drawer 
would  generally  be  a  light  tobacco  brown, 
a  color  that  would  progress  to  a  darker 
mellowed  brown  beneath  the  bottom 
drawer.  Pieces  made  before  1840  would 
rarely  show  circular  saw  marks,  although 
the  saw  was  in  use  at  that  time. 

Signs  of  age  usually  absent  in  a  newly

original,  for  S20  000  The  museum  brought 
the  chair  to  the  Sacks  for  authentication. 
The  Sacks  had  35-mm  slides  document- 
ing the  appearance  of  this  chair  and  the 
set  of  four  at  each  alteration.  They  were 
able  to  divert  the  museum  from  its  pur- 
chase Slides  also  help  the  Sacks  identify 
a  particular  grain  pattern  of  an  especially 
prominent  piece  of  furniture.  Like  a  fin- 
gerprint, such  graining  would  be  impos- 
sible to  reproduce  exactly. 
Painted  country  furniture  is  common- 
ly copied,  often  brought  in  from  Nor- 
way and  Sweden  to  be  sold  as  Ameri- 
can country.  Even  Victorian  period 
pieces,  of  heavy  American  oak,  are  turn- 
ing up  as  fakes.  There  really  is  no  Ameri- 
can period  not  currently  misrepresented 
somewhere  by  some  present-day  crafts- 
man ready  to  cash  in  on  the  craze  for 
antiques.  Particularly  avoid  the  dealer 
who  tells  you  he  is  able  to  sell  for  bar- 
gain prices  because  "he  is  in  a  rural  neigh- 
borhood and  his  overhead  is  practically 
nil,"  or  "he  is  down  on  his  luck  and 
wants  to  unload  his  collection"  or  "needs 
to  sell  in  a  hurry  to  pay  his  creditors  In 
the  end,  the  best  bargain  is  quality. 

Perhaps  the  safest  way  to  avoid  trouble 
and  assure  authenticity  is  to  ask  for  a 
written  guarantee.  This  document  should 
list  place  of  origin,  period,  date  it  was 
made  (as  nearly  as  possible),  description 
of  the  piece  and  a  guarantee  by  the  deal- 
er that  the  piece  is  authentic. 

If  the  dealer  pulls  you  aside  and  tells 
you  in  a  conspirational  tone  that  a  chair 
"came  directly  from  George  Washington's 
estate,"  thank  him  and  leave. 

Should  you  want  to  learn  more  about 
detecting  fakes.  I'd  suggest  you  read 
Early  American  Furniture  by  John  T.  Kirk 
(Knopf.  $17.50).  Look  in  the  library  for 
these  out-of-print  books:  American  Furni- 
ture by  Helen  Comstock  (Viking),  Ameri- 
can Furniture  of  the  Federal  Period  1788- 
1825  by  Charles  F.  Montgomery  (Viking), 
and  Fine  Points  o'  Furniture:  Early  Ameri- 
can by  Albert  Sack  (Crown).

Most  new  cat  owners  are  very  concerned 
about    their    kitten's    insatiable    desire    to 


scratch  the  furniture  and/or  the  carpet- 
ing. It  is  a  serious  problem  considering 
the  cost  of  reupholstering  an  overstuffed 
sofa  or  suede-covered  couch. 

In  order  to  better  understand  this  prob- 
lem and  its  training  solution.  Jerry  Beni- 
satto  was  consulted.  Benisatto  is  a 
breeder  of  purebred  cats  and  is  one  of 
the  most  knowledgeable  cat  persons  in 
America  He  operates  Felines  of  Distinc- 
tion, a  store  in  New  York  City  devoted 
exclusively  to  cats  He  believes  that 
scratching  problems  must  be  eliminated 
m  kittenhood.  It  helps  if  the  kitten  is  able 
to  watch  its  mother  scratch  on  a  scratch- 
ing pole  The  owner  must  also  help.  Take 
the  kitten  to  the  scratching  post,  gently 
squeeze  the  front  paws  until  the  claws 
show  and  rub  them  into  the  material  until 
he  gets  the  feel  of  pulling  on  this  area. 
Benisatto  says  that  the  scratching  post 
•urdy  enough  and  tall  enough 
'or  the  animal  to  b»  able  to  reach  up  and 
out   on   it  without  tipping   it  over. 


A  12-inch  post  may  be  an  ex- 
cellent toy  for  a  kitten,  but  you'll 
find  it's  useless  as  a  substitute 
for  your  furniture. 
When  a  cat  scratches,  it  is 
sharpening  its  claws  and  re- 
moving dead  tissue.  This  is  an 
important  exercise  for  your  cat 
and  must  not  be  denied  him. 
You  simply  redirect  the  activity 
to  an  acceptable  location. 
Teaching  your  cat  to  use  a 
scratch  post  must  be  done  on  a 
daily  basis  and  as  often  as  pos- 
sible. When  you  find  the  animal 
scratching  any  place  other  than 
the  post,  you  must  discipline  it 
with  the  proper  technique.  Take 
the  cat  by  the  nape  of  the  neck. 
pck  it  up,  hold  it  out  in  midair 
with  the  bottom  feet  supported 
and  shake  its  head  At  the  same 
time,  use  the  word  'No"  with 
firm  authority  so  that  there  can 
be  no  mistake  about  your  mean- 
ing. Do  not  shake  the  cat's  head 
too  hard.  This  is  the  manner  in 
which  the  mother  chastises  the 
kittens.  It  is  perfectly  accept- 
able as  well  as  effective  The 
command  "No"  can  be  admin- 
istered in  this  fashion  for  all  un- 
acceptable behavior  and  can  be

Eventually,  saying  "No"  in  a 
firm  voice  will  suffice  without  the 
shaking.  Consistency  is  very  im- 
portant Once  you  begin  disci- 
plining with  the  word  "No."  al- 
ways use  that  word  exclusively 
for  that  purpose — no  other.  In 
that  way,  the  word  becomes  an 
effective  training  tool  Say  it 
in  a  loud  and  resonant  voice. 

Benisatto  points  out  that  rub- 
bing the  scratch  post  with  cat- 
nip is  only  effective  once  the  ani- 
mal is  past  five  months  of  age. 
They  do  not  respond  to  catnip 
until  they  begin  to  mature  sex- 
ually. Some  neutered  cats  never 
respond  to  catnip. 
Teaching  your  cat  to  do 
tricks  is  a  matter  of  observ- 
ing what  the  animal  likes  to 
do  on  its  own  and  then  en- 
couraging it  to  perform  when 
asked.  For  example,  many  cats 
enjoy  rolling  over.  If  you  can 
catch  him  in  the  act,  give  him  a 
tidbit  and  an  affectionate  pat 
and  develop  a  command  phrase 
to  communicate  your  desire.  If 
you  say  Roll  over"  every  time 
the  cat  is  about  to  do  it  and  then 
reward  him  afterwards,  he  will 
eventually  do  it  on  command. 
The  same  applies  to  shaking 
hands,  jumping  on  your  shoul- 
der, retrieving,  as  well  as  the 
dubious  feat  of  begging. 

Training  your  cat  to  practice 
the   social   amenities   will   allow 
you  to  breathe  easier  and  enjoy 
ife  in  his  home.  ■

The  "  +  1"  refers  to  the  fourth 
element  on  the  range  that's  to  be  used 
for  favorite  pans  that  are  not  flat. 
Several  refrigerator  introductions  are 
designed  to  conserve  both  energy 
and  money.  Amana,  for  example,  has 
engineered  several  known  as  the  "2  + 
2V2"  that  operate  at  dramatic  savings. 
These  14-  and  16-cubic-foot  "Free'O 
Frost"  refrigerators  provide  a  minimum 
saving  of  27%  in  operating  costs.  Either 
one  of  these  units  uses  little  more  ener- 
gy than  a  100-watt  light  bulb. 

The  refrigerator  with  freezer  at  the 
base  was  popular  during  the  1960s, 
then  disappeared  with  the  advent  of  side- 
by-side  units.  Consumer  demand  has 
brought  it  back.  Amana's  20-cubic-foot 
refrigerator  has  a  6.5-cubic-foot  bottom 
freezer.  Whirlpool  has  a  19-cubic-foot 
box  with  a  6-plus-cubic-foot  freezer,  and 
now  two  more  are  on  the  market — a  19- 
cubic-foot  "Kenmore"  from  Sears,  Roe- 
buck and  Co.  and  an  18-cubic-foot  unit 
from  Montgomery  Ward.

How  did  Philadelphia  Cream  Cheese 
gets  its  name? 

Cream  cheese,  an  original  American 
cheese,  was  first  produced  in  1880  by  the 
Empire  Cheese  Co.  of  South  Edmeston, 
NY.,  for  a  New  York  distributor  by  the 
name  of  Reynolds.  The  distributor  named 
it  "Philadelphia"  after  America's  cradle 
of  liberty,  first  capital,  and  City  of  Broth- 
erly Love.  After  the  Empire  Cheese  plant 
burned  down  in  1900,  it  was  succeeded 
by  Phenix  Cheese  Co.,  which  inherited, 
along  with  the  business,  the  process  for 
the  cheese  and  its  name.  In  1928,  the 
Phenix  Cheese  Co.  merged  with  Kraft, 
and  Philadelphia  Cream  Cheese  became 
an  exclusive  with  Kraft. 

Is  it  true  that  frozen,  boneless, 
rolled  turkey  roasts  are  no  longer 
on  the  market? 

Yes,  unfortunately.  One  of  the  best  of  the 
"new"  turkey  products  introduced  less 
than  a  year  ago,  the  processors,  for  some 
reason  that  defies  reason,  have  with- 
drawn them.  However,  another  excellent 
"new"  product,  frozen  turkey  cutlets  (al- 
so called  turkey  tenderloins  and  turkey 
fillets),  are  still  on  the  market  and,  we  are 
informed,  are  gaining  wide  acceptance. 
They  deserve  it.  They  are  cooked  exactly 
as  you  would  scaloppine,  Italian  style.  In 
the  event  you  want  a  boneless  rolled  tur- 


key roast  for  some  particular  purpose, 
you  can  buy  frozen  breast  of  turkey,  bone 
in.  If  you  have  the  luck  of  this  editor,  you 
will  go  to  Gristede's  to  buy  the  turkey  and 
you  will  find  that  the  man  behind  the 
meat  counter  will  thaw  the  breast,  bone 
it  and  roll  it  for  you.  You  wont  achieve 
quite  the  perfection  of  a  frozen,  boneless, 
rolled  turkey  roast,  but  you'll  come  close 
to  the  original. 

Is  there  a  meat  cookbook  with  metric 
measurements? 

Yes.  The  American  Metric  Beet  Cook- 
book, published  by  the  Beef  Industry 
Council  of  the  National  Live  Stock  & 
Meat  Board.  Since  we  are  mo/ing  toward 
metrification,  it  is  not  one  minute  too 
soon  for  every  cook  in  the  land  to  learn 
to  use  and  cook  with  metric  measures. 
This  book,  devoted  to  meat,  gives  both 
metric  and  the  familiar  U.S.  measures 
plus  factual  information  on  meat  cuts,  a 
glossary  of  beef  terms  and  an  excellent 
collection  of  beef  recipes.  To  order  the 
book,  send  $2.50  in  check  or  money  or- 
der for  each  copy  to  Beef  Industry  Coun- 
cil, Department  Books,  444  N.  Michigan 
Ave.,   Chicago  60611. 

What  is  artificial  cheese? 

Artificial  or  imitation  cheeses,  made  in  all 
styles  with  chemicals  and  organic  ma- 
terials as  varied  as  cottonseed  and  coco- 


nut, are  known  in  the  indust', 
logs"  because  they  are  supposed  to  be 
analogous  to  real  natural  cheese.  Impor- 
tantly, and  unfortunately,  they  "travel" 
under  real  cheese  names  such  as  Colby, 
Cheddar,  longhorn,  Muenster.  mozzarella. 
Gouda,  etc.,  adding  confusion  to  an  al- 
ready confused  situation.  They  should  be 
correctly  designated  fake  cheeses," 
which  they  are,  right  on  the  package. 

What  are  crumpets? 

A  British  teatime  delicacy  made  with 
flour,  yeast,  salt,  milk  and  water.  They  are 
cooked  in  special  crumpet  rings  and 
cooked  on  one  side  only  on  a  heated 
baking  sheet  or  griddle  over  a  high  heat. 
The  uncooked  top  is  full  of  holes.  Crum- 
pets are  usually  eaten  toasted,  spread 
with  sweet  butter. 

What  is  bubble-and-squeak? 

Like  our  own  red-flannel  hash,  bubble- 
and-squeak,  an  English  dish  nearly  200 
years  old,  is  the  aftermath  of  another 
meal.  The  name,  we  see  in  The  Food  of 
the  Western  World,  An  Encyclopedia  of 
Food  from  Europe  &  North  America 
(Hutchinson  of  London),  by  Theodora 
FitzGibbon,  comes  from  the  noise  of  the 
frying  vegetables.  Today,  the  name  is 
more  usually  given  to  a  mashed  mixture 
of  cabbage  or  greens  and  potato,  fried  on 
each  side  until  brown.

FINDING  OLD  COOKBOOKS 
AND  NEW 'FRIENDS' 


By  JACQUELINE  BUIE  □  A  friend  of  mine  has  an  enviable 
array  of  recently  published  cookbooks  and,  with  their  help  has 
become  an  extraordinarily  good  cook.  Her  books  will  always  be 
in  mint  condition  because  she  is  careful  to  cover  opened  paqes 
with  clear  plastic  as  she  beats  and  stirs  and  slices  so  no 
splatters  will  mar  the  paper. 

My  cookbooks,  on  the  other  hand,  are  battered  and  worn  All 
the  volumes  in  my  collection  are  in  various  stages  of  calamity 
and  disintegration,  but  that's  the  way  I  like  them.  They  were  in 
fact,  like  that  when  I  bought  them. 

For  years,  I  have  pursued  a  gentle  hobby  that  not  only 
fulfills  my  need  for  acquiring  books,  a  sometimes  expen- 
sive passion,  but  also  satisfies  my  ongoing  love  affair  with 
good  food.  I  choose  my  cookbooks  not  for  their  value  on  the 
rare  book  market,  but  for  how  well  used  they  are  and  how  well 
stuffed  with  clippings  and  recipes,  some  of  the  latter  in  the 
handwriting  of  the  original  owner. 

I've  found  additions  to  my  collection  in  used  book  stores,  at 
rummage  sales  and  sundry  other  places.  Publication  dates 
range  back  to  the  mid-1800s.  Bindings  may  be  broken,  covers 
bent,  but  they  are  full  of  the  people  who  owned  them,  women  I 
have  never  met  but  whom  I  now  know  very  well.  Their  old-fash- 
ioned penmanship  covers  margins  and  blank  spaces  with  some- 
times random  thoughts  and  personal  reminders. 

The  continuing  saga  in  one  particular  book,  my  favorite,  filis 
many  pages  with  a  number  of  homely  little  things  that  made  up

its  owner's  life:  "Buy  ointment,  set  rolls  before  Church."  There 
are  comments  after  many  recipes:  "Very  tasty"  or  "Mighty 
good."  The  book  must  have  been  in  constant  use. 

And  lest  we  think  those  were  easier  times,  I  quote  the  pub- 
lisher's dedication:  "To  the  Plucky  Housewives  of  1876." 

It  may  have  been  the  perfect  choice  of  words.  There  is  some 
evidence  the  lady  not  only  baked  and  baked,  but  made  her  own 
yeast  with  potatoes  and  hops,  and  prepared  supplies  of  baking 
powder  as  well — filling  two  one-pound  cans  at  a  time.  Many  of 
her  cookbook  pages  still  have  a  dusting  of  old  flour  on  them, 
and  yellow  spots  of  egg  yolk.  Page  190,  "Mincemeat,"  is  nearly 
obscured  by  what  must  have  been  an  exploding  pie,  marking 
forever  an  obviously  disastrous  day! 

The  lady  saved  clippings  from  newspapers  and  maga- 
zines, and  they  run  all  the  way  from  handy  household 
hints  ("Dust  with  a  turpentined  cloth")  to  bits  of  poetry,  notice 
of  a  church  celebration,  even  a  fragile  bit  of  newsprint  that  con- 
tains an  article  voicing  disappointment  with  the  way  President 
McKinley  was  running  the  country.  Home  treatment  for  injury 
and  illness  is  also  covered  quite  thoroughly — young  peach 
leaves  and  sugar  for  cholera,  crushed  onion  as  a  poultice  for 
diphtheria,  the  warning  "Freckles  are  caused  by  bad  digestion." 

And  there  is  a  letter,  neatly  folded,  dated  October  1,  1910: 
Dear  Delia, 

Sat.  morning.  Will  write  that  recipe  for  you.  sorry  didn't 
it  before.

If   the   flesh   of  a   cut  avocado   has   dark- 
ened before  you've  had  a  chance  to  use 
it    cut  a  thin  slice  off  the  top  and  you'll

TO  PREPARE  RIPE  AVOCADOS 

For  half  shells:  Halve  the  avocados  length- 
wise and  twist  gently  to  separate  the 
halves  Whack  a  sharp  knife  directly  into 
the  seeds  and  twist  to  lift  out  If  the  seed 
coat  (a  thin  brown  film)  sticks,  lift  it  out 
with  a  knife  or  spoon  and  discard  Half 
shells  are  served  with  and  without  skins. 
To  peel  half  shells:  Place  cut  side  down 
in  the  palm  of  your  hand.  Peel  or  cut  off 
the  skin  with  a  knife  or  your  fingers. 
Chop,  dice,  quarter  or  slice — whatever 
the  recipe  calls  for. 

To  make  balls:  Scoop  out  the  meat  of 
unpeeled  halves  with  a  melon  cutter  or 
half-teaspoon  measure. 
To  make  rings:  Halve  avocados  crosswise. 
Whack  out  seeds,  peel,  then  slice  across. 
To  make  slices:  Place  peeled  halves,  cut 
side  down,  on  work  surface.  Cut  length- 
wise (you  can  dice  or  cube)  or  crosswise 
To  make  angled  slices:  Take  peeled 
halves.  Starting  at  the  narrow  end.  cut  on 
a  sharp  angle  into  thin  slices.  Lay  slices 
down  in  a  fan  shape. 

To  puree  peeled  avocados:  Mash  with  a 
fork,  or  force  through  a  sieve  or  food  mill 
or  puree  in  the  electric  food  processor, 
electric  blender  or  electric  mixer.  When 
working  with  large  amounts,  puree  part  at

By  ELIZABETH  V  WARREN  □  Does 
the  beautiful  china  pitcher  you  found  in 
Aunt  Matilda's  attic  have  more  than  sen- 
timental value?  Perhaps  you  want  to  do- 
nate a  painting  to  a  museum  and  deduct 
its  going  price  from  your  taxes.  But  what 
is  that  price?  Or  you  simply  want  to  up- 
date the  insurance  coverage  on  your  fine 
art  and  antiques.  Each  of  these  situations 
calls  for  a  professional  appraisal.  It's  the 
only  way  you  can  be  sure  of  an  object's 
value,  or  as  sure  as  anyone  can  be.  with- 


A  professional  appraisal 

of  your  art  and  antiques  has 

many  applications 


out  selling  that  object  on  the  open  mar- 
ket. And  each  of  these  situations  calls  for 
a  slightly  different  kind  of  evaluation.

The  values  assigned  to  your  posses- 
sions in  tax  and  insurance  appraisa's 
will  probably  differ.  For  this  reason,  the 
IRS  won't  accept  an  appraisal  obtained 
for  insurance  purposes.  An  insurance  ap- 
praisal will  state  the  replacement  value  of 
the  object.  Some  things,  naturally,  are  ir- 
replaceable or  extremely  hard  to  replace. 
The  replacement  value  in  such  cases  will 
be  high,  often  higher  than  what  you  could 
realize  selling  the  cherished  object.  The 
sales  price,  called  the  lair  market  value. 
is  the  appraisal  required  by  the  IRS 
whether  you  are  deducting  the  price  of  ob- 
lects  donated  or  paying  a  tax  on  pieces 
inherited.  The  fair  market  value  is  de- 
scribed as  the  price  a  buyer  pays  a  seller 
on  the  open  market,  neither  being  under 
compulsion  and  both  with  a  reasonable 
knowledge  of  the  field.  This  amount  usu- 
ally approximates  the  auction  price.

Appraisers 
associated  with  auction  houses  will  be 
aware  of  any  fluctuations  in  fashion  and 
price.  Other  appraisers  can  consult  the 
published  auction  prices,  but  must  know 
how  to  interpret  them — how  to  judge  real 
trends  as  opposed  to  flukes  and  artificial- 
ly inflated  prices. 

Some  appraisals  miss  the  mark.  But  an 
appraisal  is,  after  all,  an  opinion.  By  seek- 
ing a  reputable  appraiser — a  qualified  ex- 
pert in  his  field — you  gain  the  best  opin- 
ion possible.

Fewer  windows,  they 
determined,  meant  less  heat  loss  Today, 
for  example,  several  Scandinavian  coun- 
tries hold  a  limit  on  the  amount  of 
glazing  in  a  new  house.  California  does, 
too  But  the  Energy  Resources  Conser- 
vation and  Development  Commission 
that  sets  the  California  regulation  has 
tempered  its  rules  with  some  up-to- 
date  observations  about  windows,  which 
match  research  undertaken  by  the  Na- 
tional Bureau  of  Standards.  There  are 
some  eye-opening  results  already.

ome  regions  with  more  sunshine 
and  snow  cover,  the  heat  gam  may  be 
much  higher  Generally,  this  benefit  ol 
solar  heating  by  south  triple-glazed  win- 
dows applies  to  the  cold  climates  of 
the  United  States.  In  the  more  moderate 
winter  climates,  with  less  than  4.500 
degree-days,  south  double-glazed  win- 
dows have  similar  benefits ." 

The  California  agency  permits  an  in- 
crease in  glass  area  if  windows  are 
double-glazed  and  face  south,  among 
other  changes  for  energy  conservation. 
Shading  is  also  needed  to  keep  out  the 
heat  of  the  summer  sun. 

Notice,  too.  the  emphasis  on  double 
and  triple  glazing.  This  is  achieved  with 
permanent  double  or  triple  glazing  or 
with  storm  windows. 

Even  the  Federal  Energy  Administra- 
tion admits  that  windows  have  bene- 
fits: winter  solar  heat  gain,  natural 
ventilation,  daylight.  The  key  is  proper 
design.  This  means  that  as  long  as  great 
gaping  glass  areas  do  not  face  north,  you  | 
can  have  all  the  light  and  sun  and  view 
through  windows  you  want.  Some  care- 
ful redesigning  is  in  order  for  those  new 
houses  that  are  built  on  an  east/west 
street  with  a  line  of  front  yards  facing 
north.  But  it  can  be  done. 

The  problem  is  more  difficult  for  exist- 
ing houses  similarly  sited.  Some  owners 
have  reduced  energy  losses  by  putting 
up  front-yard  fencing  as  a  wind  break. 
For  all  orientations  and  climates,  empha- 
sis must  now  be  on  reducing  heat  loss  in 
winter  and  heat  gain  in  summer.  ■

The  floor  has  been  stenciled  with  a 
wind-blown  pattern  of  red  and  pur- 
ple anemones.  The  anemones  on  the 
floor  are  inspired  by  their  counter- 
parts  in   the  room's  wallpaper. 

If  you  have  the  desire  and  the  pa- 
tience, you,  too,  can  stencil  a  floor. 
What  would  you  think  of  a  white 
trellis  stencil  on  an  emerald  green 
floor?  Or  a  stenciled  border  of  yel- 
low tn li ps  with  green  leaves  on  the 
floor  of  your  family  room?  How 
about  stenciling  a  rust  and  beige 
geometric  pattern  on  a  chocolate 
painted  background  in  your  son's 
room?  Remember,  painted  floors 
should  always  be  sealed  with  at  least 
two  coats  of  polyurethane.

REITER  □  A  few  years  ago,  when  Angelo 
Donghia  was  not  unfamous  but  still  not  yet  a 
household  word,  some  friends  joined  him  for 
a  quick  lunch-hour  visit  to  San  Antonio's 
Mexican  market.  In  the  time  it  took  the  rest 
of  us  to  haggle  over  piggy  banks  and  bogus 
jade,  he  had  scanned  the  huge  place  and 
ordered  up  a  carload  of  outsize  olhs,  hand- 
loomed  yardage  and  brass  bowls.  Revealed — 
the  quick,  decisive  eye  for  spotting  the  best, 
a  talent  that  surely  has  been  a  factor  in  his 
awesomely  successful  career.  At  42,  Donghia, 
17  years  out  of  Parsons  School  of  Design,  has 
built  up  five  distinct  corporate  organizations 
that  involve  him  in  interior  design,  importing, 
distribution,  custom  furniture  design  and  a 
marketing  firm  through  which  he  designs  for 
manufacturers  of  sbeets,  towels,  spreads, 
comforters,  upholstery  fabrics,  cushions,  rugs, 
lamps  and  furniture.  A  dizzyingly  versatile 
repertoire,  and  one  that  reflects  a  sharp  head 
for  business  but,  he  says,  "First  of  all,  I  design 
for  people."  This  slim,  quick-moving  man  with 
bright,  brown-black  eyes  and  slender,  lithe 
hands,  hands  that  ought  to  be  sculpted  for 
posterity,  was  born  in  Vandergrift,  Pa.,  grand- 
son of  Italian  immigrants  from  the  Greek- 
flavored  city  of  Bari.

Words  worth  reading:  crucial  points 
in  Donghia's  philosophy  of  good  decorating 


"Don't  ignore  the  ceiling,  that 
most  abused  segment  of  a  room.  It 
doesn't  have  to  be  white;  I  o 
cover  it  with  silver  or  gold  foil  or 
paint  it  blue,  like  the  sky.'' 

"If  it's  affordable,  use  mirror  exten- 
sively. It  expands  space  and 
adds  glamor  to  almost  any  room." 

"If  you  feel  insecure  and  uncomfort- 
able choosing  color,  I  suggest 
staying  away  from  color  and  going 
with  a  neutral  background:  grays, 
beiges,  taupes,  although  hunter 
green — which  seems  to  be  a  favorite 
color  this  year — can  also  be  neutral, 
like  the  green  of  grass.  Some  people 
call  them  sate.'  I  don  t  think  there's 
anything  wrong  in  being  safe.  The 
neutrals  can  be  very  pretty,  mixed 
in  varying  combinations  and  ac- 
cented with  color — usually  one  color 
and  sometimes  no  color,  which  is 
white.  Safe  or  not.  placid,  neutral 
backgrounds  are  comfortable  to  live 
in,  because  they  don't  'upstage' 
the  people  seen  in  the  room." 

"There  is  no  magic  in  color  combin- 
ing. To  decide  on  a  color  you  can 
live  with  happily,  consider  seriously 
the  color  you  feel  the  most  attractive 
and  comfortable  in  in  the  clothes 
you  w^.ar  Combine  this  with  another 
color.  See  how  nature  combines  it  in 
flowers,  birds,  animals,  deserts,  for- 
ests, in  the  colors  of  the  seasons.  I 
don't  think  you  will  rind  ugly  combi- 
nations in  the  natural  scene."

"Slipcovers  need  not  be  complicated. 
I've  a  quick  and  simple  solution  I'd 
like  io  patent — a  sheef  of  fabric  to 
cover  an  armless  chair,  gathered  at 
the  back  of  the  seat  with  a  cord 
laced  through  grommets.  You  have 
to  figure  out  where  the  grommets 
should  go.  /  cover  the  chair  cushion 
with  a  flat,  hemmed  piece  of 
fabric,  with  a  cord  threaded  through 
the  hem  and  then  pulled  tight." 

"Books  and  records  should  not  be 
hidden,  but  shown  as  an  important, 
personal  part  of  the  room  and  a  TV 
should  be  openly  visible,  too."

We  thought  you'd  like  to 
some  of  their  personal  beauty  se- 
crets, so  we  talked  to  these  much- 
photographed  women.  And  we  also 
interviewed  some  of  the  hairstylists 
makeup  people  and  photograi 
who  know  them  well  and,  in  fact, 
have  helped  them  to  stardom. 

Lauren  Hutton  is  the  face  that  first 
comes  to  mind  as  a  model  in  beauty 
ads.  Now  in  her  mid-thirties.  Lauren 
has  appeared  in  Revlon  ads  since 
the  late  1960s  and  was  the  first  model 
to  sign  a  lucrative,  exclusive  con- 
tract with  a  beauty  firm  (in  1973). 

Though   it   has  appeared  on   hun- 
dreds of  magazine  covers  as  well  as 
in  the  Revlon  ads.   Lauren   Hutton's 
face  is  far  from  being  perfect.  First, 
there's    the    gap    between    her    two 
front  teeth,  which  she  can  cover  up 
at  photographic  sessions  with  a  re- 
movable cap  her  dentist  worked  out.

Gillette  adds  Hers  is  a  face  that  can 
up  to  look  many  different 
ways.  To  give  her  a  young,  innocent, 
angelic  look,  her  lips  can  be  evened 
up  to  look  smaller  For  a  gorgeous. 
sexy  look,  we  can  build  up  the  lips  to 
look  full  and  luscious." 

Lauren  simply  has  stopped  worry- 
ing about  the  things  that  are  wrong 
with  her  face  and  concentrates  on 
what's  right.  There's  nothing  that  a 
good  makeup  artist  like  Gillette  and 
a  photographer  like  Scavullo  or  Ave- 
don  can't  do  to  make  her  face  look 
perfect,  and  if  they  miss,  there's 
always  the  retoucher. 

Lauren  Hutton  knows  her  face  well 
and  knows  how  to  do  her  own  make- 
up fairly  quickly.  "Makeup  should 
never  cover  up."  she  says.  "Most 
women  put  on  much  too  much.'  Off- 
camera  she  generally  wears  some 
makeup — not  too  much,  to  be  sure — 
but  a  little  bit  of  gel.  rather  than  a 
base,  to  add  color  and  to  even  out 
her  face.  "The  secret  of  wearing 
makeup  is  so  you  don't  look  made 
up  at  all,"  she  says. 

Surprisingly,  Lauren  does  little  to 
take  care  of  her  skin,  not  even  when 
she's  exposed  to  the  sun  on  trips  to 
Africa  or  to  sea  water  when  scuba- 
diving  off  the  Australian  coast.  She 
speaks  of  using  coconut  oil  now  and 
then  on  her  body. 

Lauren    washes     her    long,     light 

olonde  hair  almost  every  night  and 

has  little  trouble  with  it.  Ara  Gallant. 

who  has  done  her  hair  for  many  ads. 

he  often  puts  a  bit  of  rosemary 


oil  in  her  hair  and  then  brushes  it 
through  to  add  sheen  before  a  pho- 
tography session.  Rosemary  oil,  un- 
fortunately, isn  t  the  most  pleasant 
smell  in  the  world — it's  rather  strong. 

Lauren  doesn  t  do  most  of  the 
things  that  women  are  told  to  do  to 
stay  beautiful — like  having  facials 
and  exercising  regularly,  so  she's 
hardly  an  example  to  follow  as  far  as 
her  many  personal  beauty  habits  (or 
non-habits)  go.  Born  in  Charleston. 
S.C..  she  grew  up  as  a  tomboy  in  the 
swamps  of  Florida,  where  she  col- 
lected snakes  and  hunted  alligators. 
While  her  background  is  thoroughly 
Southern,  she's  hardly  a  Scarlett 
O  Hara  type — except  for  her  drawl. 

In   his  book.   Scavullo  on   Beauty, 

Scavullo  says  of  Lauren:  "She 

showed  us  what  the  seventies'  wom- 
an should  look  like — natural,  sexy 
and  intelligent."  The  imperfect  face 
that  has  launched  dozens  of  beauty 
trends  (and  will  no  doubt  launch 
many  more)  is  now  being  seen  more 
often  in  films,  where  a  second  career 
has  been  launched.  A  girl  who  can 
face  up  to  the  most  famous  photog- 
raphers in  the  world  with  a  crooked 
nose  and  a  gap  in  her  teeth  will  most 
certainly  be  able  to  stand  up  to  the 
most   severe   movie  critics. 

Karen  Graham  has  been  the  Estee 
Lauder  girl  since  1970.  projecting  a 
pretty,  ladylike  image  in  ads  that 
ooze  with  trappings  of  the  good  life. 

As  a  personality,  she's  not  as  well 
known  as  Lauren  Hutton.  since  she 
has  not  embarked  on  an  acting  ca- 
reer and  since  she  keeps  her  per- 
sonal life  very  private.  But  Karen 
Graham's  face  is  every  bit  as  pho- 
tographed, and  it  also  has  launched* 
just  as  many  new  beauty  products.

By  PETER  QUIMME  □  There  are  really  only  two  kinds  of  picnic  wines: 
those  you  want  in  a  glass  and  those  you  don't  mind  drinking  out  of  a  plas- 
tic cud.  A  down-home  family-and-friends  barbecue  or  beach  party  calls 
for  something  unfussy — jug  wine — so  you  don't  have  to  bother  with 
glasses  and  corkscrews.  An  elegant  summer  luncheon-on-the-gr&ss,  how- 
ever, calls  for  a  glass  of  something  nice — but  not  so  nice  the  bottle  looks 
out  of  place  cooling  in  a  running  brook.  Whether  I'm  having  fried  chicken 
or  country  pate,  this  casualness  gets  translated  into  price:  for  me  the 
perfect  picnic  wine  rarely  costs  over  $4.  So  here's  my  choice  of  25  widely 
available,  inexpensive  reds  and  whites  (roses  were  covered  in  oune). 
Look  under  "Bottles"  for  "something  nice"  and  under  "Jugs"  for  "some- 
thing unfussy."  (The  selection  is  international  except  for  the  jugs— you 
can't  beat  California  for  those.)  Note:  Prices  may  vary  around  the  country.

By  JACQUES  PEPIN  □  Dessert,  from 
the  French  verb  desservir  (to  clear  the 
table),  is  by  definition  what  comes  last  in 
the  meal,  and  usually  denotes  a  light,  ele- 
gant sweet,  such  as  the  genoise. 

The  genoise  is  the  base  for  many  des- 
serts from  a  mocha  cake  to  a  crodte  aux 
Iruits  (fruit  pastry)  to  petits  lours  glaces 
and  wedding  cakes.  Once  cooled,  the 
baked  genoise  can  be  kept  for  at  least  a 
week,  covered  with  saran  and  refrigerated 
The  genoise  is  most  easily  made  with 
an  electric  mixer  with  the  whip,  but  it  can. 
of  course,  be  made  by  hand.  The  most 
delicate  step  in  making  a  genoise  is  fold- 
ing the  flour  into  the  mixture.  It  can  be 
done  successfully  with  a  rubber  spatula, 
but  professionals  are  inclined  to  use  their 
hands  If  the  flour  is  not  folded  in  suffi- 
ciently well,  there  will  be  lumps;  if  it's 
"over  folded.''  the  end  result  will  be  a 
heavy,  dry  cake  When  the  eggs  are  beat- 
en, they  should  absorb  enough  air  to  give 
the  cake  its  special  light,  airy  quality.  How- 
ever, if  the  eggs  are  overbeaten  and  cool, 
the  cake  will  lack  texture,  may  run  over 
during  cooking  and  go  up  and  down  like 
a  souffl6,  resulting  in  a  flat,  crumbly  cake 
Once  the  technique  is  mastered,  the 
genoise  is  a  sensational  cake.

(Basic  Cake) 

Butter  and  flour  for  baking  pan* 

6   large  eggs

1    cup  sifted  all-purpose  flour 

1    tablespoon  butter,  melted 

The  genoise  may  be  cooked  in  a  jelly  roll 
pan  or  regular  cake  pans,  depending  on 
what  it  is  to  be  used  for. 

Butter  two  8  by  1  Vi  -inch  cake  pans  gen- 
erously. Add  2  tablespoons  of  flour  to  one 
pan.  Tipping  the  pan  back  and  forth,  coat 
the  bottom  and  sides.  Dump  the  excess 
flour  into  the  second  pan  by  tapping  the 
bottom  of  the  first  pan.  Coat  the  second 
pan  exactly  the  same  way,  discarding 
excess  flour    Refrigerate. 

Place  the  eggs,  sugar,  vanilla  and  lem- 
on rind  into  the  bowl  of  the  electric  mixer 
(if  making  it  by  hand,  into  a  large  stainless 
steel,  copper  or  porcelain  bowl).  Place 
the  bowl  over  simmering  water  and  beat 
constantly  with  a  wire  whisk  until  the  mix- 
ture feels  warm  to  the  touch — about  half 
a  minute.  Attach  bowl  and  beat  at  high 
speed  for  six  to  eight  minutes  or  until  the 
mixture  is  pale  yellow  and  as  thick  as 
mayonnaise.  Detach  the  bowl  and  sprinkle 
with  the  flour,  folding  it  in  with  a  rubber 
spatula  as  you  go  along.  Finally,  fold  in 
the  melted  butter.  Do  not  overmix.  Pour 
the  batter  into  the  prepared  pans.  Place 
on  a  baking  sheet  in  a  preheated  350° 
oven  and  bake  25  to  30  minutes.  Properly 
baked,  the  cake  will  spring  back  when 
it's  touched,  or  if  a  toothpick  or  skewer 
inserted  in  the  middle  comes  out  clean — 
that  is.  without  any  batter  clinging  to  it. 
Cool   on   a  rack  at   room  temperature.  ■

What  is  dulse? 

I  A  marine  plant,  Atlantic  Mariculture  Ltd. 

j  of  Dartmouth,  Nova  Scotia,  informs  us, 
that  is  dried  and  used  as  food  in  Canada. 
Scotland,  Iceland  and  the  United  States 
Dulse  belongs  to  a  family  of  "sea  veg- 
etables" that  grow  in  abundance  in  the 
intertidal  and  subtidal  zones  of  Grand 
Manan  Island,  off  the  coast  of  New 
Brunswick.  As  a  youngster  growing  up  in 
Nova  Scotia,  we  ate  dulse  as  a  snack, 
much  the  way  children  eat  potato  chips 
today.  A  natural  sea  food,  dulse  is  highly 
nutritious.  It  is  available  as  whole  fronds 
(one-ounce  and  two-ounce  bags)  as  well 
as  flaked  (similar  to  parsley  flakes)  and 
powdered,  sold  by  the  pound  (like  finely 
ground  pepper).  Dulse  flakes  or  powder 
are  used  in  soups,  salads,  fish  casseroles, 
stews,  vegetables,  eggs,  etc.  Dulse  is  not 
only  popular  with  the  health  food  trade 
but  is  also  reaching  the  grocery  stores. 
It  is,  in  addition,  gaining  popularity  on 
bar  counters  as  a  replacement  for  potato 
chips.  In  flaked  form,  dulse  will  soon  be 
available  in  spice  jars  for  use  as  a  gar- 
nish in  place  of  minced  parsley  We  re- 
cently lunched  at  Brownies  Creative 
Cookery,  a  famous  health-and-natural- 
food  restaurant,  21  E.  16th  St.,  New  York 
City,  where  we  discovered  they  have 
dulse.  Atlantic  Mariculture  dulse  is  avail- 
able nationwide  in  the  U.S.  and  Canada.

territory,  which  happens  to  be  your  home 
When  considered  in  the  proper  light,  hu- 
mans are  the  most  territorial  of  all  the 
mammals.  Countries,  provinces,  states, 
towns,  villages  all  combine  in  the  human 
psyche  to  endow  one  with  a  sense  of 
security  and  identity.  Most  homes  have 
demarcations  to  help  identify  property 
lines.  Fences,  gates  and  shrubbery  con- 
tribute to  that  end. 

Indeed,  the  entire  concept  oi  prop- 
erty would  appear  to  be  a  highly 
sophisticated  extension  of  the  ter- 
ritorial instinct  inherent  in  all  mam- 
mals, including  the  domestic  dog  and 
cat.

If  a  dog  or  cat  does  not  travel  we 
consultation  with  a  veterinarian  is  i 
order.  Ask  about  the  advisability  of 
having  the  animal  tranquilized.  Tranquil- 
izers must  be  prescribed  by  your  veteri- 
narian, otherwise  the  animal  may  become 
seriously  ill.  Another  simple  solution  is 
to  have  the  pet  taken  to  the  new  home 
by  a  member  of  the  family  before  the 
movers  arrive.

Oogs  are  generally  easier  to  handle  but 
should  be  treated  with  caution  as  well 
Confine  the  animal  to  a  small  room 
during  the  carting  process  and  try  to 
spend  as  much  time  with  him  as  pos- 
sible. Be  certain  the  animal  is  properly 
confined  or  he  may  bolt  and  disappear. 
Do  not  allow  the  moving  men  to  enter  the 
room  if  you  are  not  1here,  and  remove 
the  animal  immediately  from  any  room  in 
which  they  are  working 

Take  with  you  to  the  new  home  every 
possible  possession  belonging  to  your 
dog  or  cat.  including  old  bowls,  blankets, 
pillows,  toys  and  even  small  items  of  fa- 
vored furniture  The  way  to  help  the 
animal  adjust  to  the  new  residence  is  to 
bring  as  much  of  the  scent  from  the  old 
home  as  possible.  Arrange  those  things 
that  pertain  to  your  pet  in  the  same  ap- 
proximate locations  as  before.  Feed  him 
in  the  corresponding  room  and  floor  lo- 
cation and  make  his  bed  with  the  same 
consideration  in  mind. 

During  the  first  week  or  two,  do  not 
allow  the  animal  to  roam  about  outdoors 
even  if  that  was  the  custom  before 
Many  a  homesick  dog  or  cat  has  at- 
tempted to  find  his  way  back  to  the  old 
territory.

When  first  entering  the  new  home, 
give  the  dog  or  cat  every  opportu- 
nity to  scent  post.  Have  the  cat's  old 
litter  pan  available  for  immediate  use. 
Show  him  where  it  is.  Remove  your 
housebroken  dog  by  leash  to  his  new 
toileting  area  and  encourage  him  to  stake 
his  claim.  Immediately  set  up  the  food 
and  water  dishes  and  encourage  the  ani- 
mal to  explore  the  new  indoor  terrain. 
Outside,  free-roaming  cats  and  dogs  must 
be  escorted  around  the  grounds  by  leash 
or  other  restraint. 

It  is  impossible  for  a  pet  to  fully  ap- 
preciate the  concept  that  you  and  your 
family  are  his  home.  Nevertheless,  it  is 
true.

problems,  if  one  dares  to  call  them  that,  are  her  extremely 
pelicate  bones,  very  fine  hair,  small  chiseled  nose,  which  looks 
as  if  the  sculptor's  chisel  slipped  a  bit  on  one  side,  and  being 
half  an  inch  under  5  feet  8  inches  tall,  considered  the  minimum 
height  for  a  model.

The  most  sophisticated  microprocessor 
switching  systems  will  be  much  cheaper 
both  to  make  and  to  install  than  the  old- 
fashioned  electro-mechanical  ones  they 
replace,  but  they'll  nevertheless  cost 
more  at  first — because  they'll  make  all 
the  machinery  in  our  lives  work  so  much 
more  efficiently.  But  like  pocket  calcu- 
lators that  used  to  cost  $150  and  ncrw 
cost  around  $10,  and  the  super-accurate 
electronic  watches  that  started  out  at 
$1,250  and  can  already  be  found  for  less 
than  $10,  microprocessors,  although 
much  more  sophisticated  than  the  de- 
vices the  trade  calls  "mere  number 
crunchers,"  will  also  plummet  in  price.

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controlling  everything.  The  saving  in 
coaxial  cable  alone  will  be  appreciable.

are  certainly  aware  of  the  problem, 
and  slowly  have  been  taking  steps  to  alle- 
viate the  immediate  stress  placed  on  em- 
ployees." Unfortunately,  these  "steps" 
rarely  alleviate  the  wife's  stress  before, 
during  or  after  the  transfer.  Companies 
will  be  companies — and  will  concentrate 
their  business-like  attentions  on  the  mate- 
rial aspects  of  transfer — home  selling  and 
buying,  title  searches,  moving  vans. 
But  why  do  companies  devote  their 
attention  to  the  financial  side  of  re- 
location? Why  deal  primarily  with  mate- 
rial aspects  concerning  the  male  em- 
ployee when  the  primary  effects  of  relo- 
cation shock  are  psychological  stresses 
involving  the  employee's  family? 

The  answer  is  two-fold.  As  Amy  Still- 
man,  marketing  communications  special- 
ist at  Merrill  Lynch  Relocation  Manage- 
ment Inc.  (formerly  Ticor  Relocation  Man- 
agement) explained:  "Only  4%  of  the 
employees  transferred  in  1976  were 
women.  And,  almost  uniformly,  the  other 
96% — the  husbands  transferred — were  far 
more  concerned  with  the  financial  side  of 
a  relocation  than  with  the  detail-oriented 
social  side.  That's  the  wife's  'job':  She's 
the  organizer  during  and  after  the  physi- 
cal move.  She's  the  one  concerned  with 
transferring  the  children  into  schools 
commensurate  with  their  needs  and  abili- 
ties. She  deals  with  the  nitty-gritty  details 
of  finding  doctors,  dentists,  religious  cen- 
ters, shopping  areas  and  the  like.  She's 
the  one  most  concerned  with  helping  the 
family  to  'fit  in'  with  the  new  community. 
And,  let's  face  it,  she  is  the  one  forgotten 
by  the  company  during   relocation." 

But,  though  the  transfer  picture  might 
appear  to  be  a  singularly  gloomy  cloud, 
it  does  contain  a  surprisingly  bright  sil- 
ver lining.  Of  the  estimated  500.000  job- 
related   transfers  that  take   place   in   th 
U.S.  every  year,  approximately  60,000  (r 
12.5%)  are  lucky  enough  to  have  the  ht 
of  a  professional   relocation   agency  b. 
fore,  during  and  after  the  move.  These  re 


tions:  They  buy  or  help  the  employee  sell 
his  present  home;  they  help  him  in  the 
arduous  task  of  finding  a  new  one  in  his 
transfer  community;  and  last — but  by  no 
means  least — they  provide  invaluable  aid 
in  counseling  transferee,  wife  and  family. 
As  Dr.  Tobias  Brocher  of  the  Menninger 
Foundation  has  pointed  out,  "Some 
women  need  familiar  objects  and  are  lost 
without  them.  For  these  women,  reloca- 
tion is  dislocation." 

Lynn  Gilbert  of  Gilbert-Tweed  Asso- 
ciates in  New  York  City  has  discov- 
ered a  tense  "relocation  resistance" 
trend  developing  among  America's  new 
corporate  nomads.  "We  can't  assume 
the  wife  will  go  along  with  a  promotion 
that  means  a  move.  Companies  have  got 
to  recognize  that  their  male  managers  are 
no*  bachelors  with  no  more  than  a  suit- 
case to  pack  at  the  drop  of  a  promotion." 

Relocation  agencies  aid  in  the  home- 
search  and  reduction  of  trauma  by  care- 
ful interviewing  and  screening  of  both  the 
employee  and  his  wile.  This  helps  to  es- 
tablish the  family's  priorities  on  housing, 
transportation,  religious  and  educatioral 
needs.  One  firm,  Homequity/Homerica, 
makes  a  direct  and  concerted  effort  to  in- 
clude the  wife  in  all  aspects  or  the  move 
and  to  "let  her  know  she  hasn't  been  for- 
gotten— that  she's  not  alone." 

Homequity/Homerica  arrived  at  this  ap- 
proach after  finding  that  mary  wives  suf- 
fer a  great  deal  of  transfer  trauma  simply 
because  they're  left  to  fend  for  them- 
selves after  the  physical  move.  The  hus- 
band goes  back  to  work  and  is  caught  up 
in  new  activities  and  experiences.  But  the 
wife   feels    isolated    and    at    loose    ends. 


2'. 
One  way  to  reduce  this  overwhelming 
post-move  shock  is  to  anticipate  the  fam- 
ily's needs  before  the  move.  Both  Hom- 
equity/Homerica and  Employee  Transfer 
Corporation  (or  ETC)  utilize  a  "Homefind- 
ing  Fact  Sheet"  to  uncover  such  psycho- 
logically relevant  factors  as  the  ages, 
sexes  and  school  requirements  of  chil- 
dren; the  type  of  community  desired 
(urban,  suburban,  semirural  or  rural  when 
there  is  a  choice  available);  religious  re- 
quirements: any  recreational  requirements; 
organizations  or  hobbies  the  wife  and 
family  might  be  involved  in  and  want  to 
continue  in  their  new  locale,  etc.  In  this

way,  many  potentially  disappointing  situa- 
tions can  be  averted,  and  the  family  di- 
rected to  a  community  almost  tailor-made 
to  suit  its  needs.  Homequity/Homeriaa's 
and  ETC's  homefinders  then  counsel 
transferees  and  their  wives  about  their 
new  location.  Homequity/Homerica  even 
maintains  huge  audio-visual  libraries  in  30 
cities.  In  such  libraries,  husband  and  wife 
can  watch  a  '  travelogue'  of  their  new 
community. 

The  data  gathered  by  the  fact  sheet 
is  forwarded  to  Realtors  in  the  des- 
tination city,  helping  to  cut  house-hunt- 
ing time  and  frustrations  in  half.  The

a  point  of  contacting  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce's "Newcomer  Clubs" — putting 
the  wife  and  family  in  touch  with  their  new 
community  via  cocktail  parties,  informal 
get-togethers,  even  kaffee-klatches.  This, 
in  addition  to  the  careful  planning  and 
coordination  which  Homequity/Homerica 
maintains  throughout  the  moving  itinerary, 
usually  relieves  the  wife's  anxieties  great- 
ly, allowing  her  to  adapt  to  her  new  town 
without  fear  or  apprehension. 
The  irony  ot  the  problem  lies  in  the 
fact  that  the  companies  don't  want  to 
"get  involved  in  the  private  lives  of 
their  employees.''  In  the  very  act  of 
transfering  an  employee,  a  company  not 
only  "gets  involved"  in  his  private  life,  but 
becomes  a  causative  factor  in  changing — 
perhaps  even  dissolving — that  private  life. 
Yet  company  reluctance  to  "get  involved" 
is  a  widely  held  attitude.

Some  veterinarians  recommend  a  re- 
ducing formula  that  decreases  the  dog's 
caloric  intake  to  60%  of  that  required  for 
normal  maintenance.  When  normal  calo- 
ries are  reduced  to  60%  of  the  main- 
tenance diet,  a  dog  up  to  20  pounds  in 
weight  will  lose  about  one  pound  per 
week.  Dogs  between  20  and  40  pounds 
will    lose    about    two    pounds    per   week. 


Over-feeding  your  dog  may  be 
killing  him  with  kindness 


Dogs  weighing  more  than  40  pounds  will 
lose  about  three  pounds  per  week.  Most 
dogs  take  about  eight  to  10  weeks  to 
reach  optimal  body  weight. 

Approximately  350  digestible  calories 
per  pound  of  food  is  the  acceptable  al- 
'owance  for  an  effective  weight  reduction 
diet.  Most  canned  dog  foods  contain  be- 
tween 500  and  600  calories  per  pound. 
Dry  commercial  dog  foods  contain  ap- 
proximately 1.600  to  1,700  calories  per 
pound.  This  extreme  difference  is  be- 
cause canned  dog  food  is  75%   moisture

solids  and  typically  only  10%    moisture. 

One  simple  way  to  reduce  your  dog's 
weight  is  to  reduce  whatever  diet  is  being 
fed  until  the  desired  weight  is  achieved. 
However,  this  will  make  your  dog  hungry 
all  the  time  and  possibly  force  you  to  vio- 
late the  diet  out  of  sympathy. 

An  alternative  is  to  prepare  homemade, 
low-calorie  dog  food  in  your  own  kitchen. 


Fat  dogs  are  not  born;  they 
are  created  by  indulgent  humans 


Cooking  for  your  dog  is  fun  and  reward- 
ing, especially  when  it  means  a  more  svelt, 
lean  and  longer-living  pal. 

Here  is  a  basic  weight-reduction  recipe 
that  offers  300  calories  to  the  pound  of 
food  prepared,  taken  from  a  diet  made 
available  by  Mark  L.  Morris  Jr  .  D.V.M., 
Ph  D..  of  Mark  Morris  Associates. 
REDUCING   DIET: 

'<    pound  lean  ground  beef 

up  cottage  cheese,  uncreamed 
2  cups  carrots,  canned  solids 
2  cups  green  beans,  canned  solids 
Wt    teaspoon  dicalcium  phosphate 
(This    is    necessary    to    maintain    the 
proper  amount  of  phosphorus  normal- 
ly  obtained    in   meat   or   commercial 
dog  food.  It  can  be  obtained  or  or- 
dered specially  from  a  pharmacy  and 
is  commonly  found  in  grain  and  feed 
stores.  It  is  sometimes  known  as  de- 
fluorinated  rock  phosphate.) 
Cooking    instructions:    Saute    the    ground 
beef  until  browned.  Drain  off  all  the  fat  in 
the  pan   Add  the  next  four  ingredients  and 
mix     well.     This     mixture    will    yield     1¥* 
pounds  of  food. 

To  help  satisfy  the  dog's  hunger,  feed 
him  half  his  daily  portion  in  the  morning 
and  the  other  half  early  in  the  evening. 
The  quantity  of  food  given  is  determined 
by  the  dog's  ideal  body  weight.  This  re- 
ducing diet  consists  of  85%  moisture,  7% 
protein,  1.7%  fat  and  5%  carbohydrate. 
Feeding  guide:  If  your  dog's  ideal  weight 
is  5  pounds,  feed  him  da/7y  "3  pound  of 
mixture:  if  10  pounds.  %  pound:  if  20 
pounds.  1  pound:  if  40  pounds,  1% 
pounds;  if  60  pounds,  2V2  pounds;  if  80 
pounds.  2V4  pounds;  and  if  the  dog  should 
weigh  100  pounds,  give  him  3V«  pounds 
of  the  mixture  each  day. 
Snacking  and  scavenging  should  be 
absolutely  forbidden  during  the  re- 
ducing period.  However,  since  many 
obese  dogs  are  accustomed  to  begging, 
an  occasional  tidbit  of  raw  vegetable  will 
add  only  roughage,  vitamins  and  minerals 
— not  appreciable  calories.  When  feeding 
this  reducing  mixture,  be  sure  to  give  the 
dog  each  day  a  high  quality  vitamin-min- 
eral supplement  that  supplies  the  mini- 
mum daily  requirements. 

There  will  probably  be  little  weight 
loss  for  the  first  three  weeks.  Do  not  be 
discouraged,  for  this  is  normal.  During 
the  first  weeks,  the  fat  in  the  body 
cells  are  replaced  by  water.  This  creates 
the  impression  that  no  weight  reduction 
is  taking  place.  Stand  firm  and  be  confi- 
dent that  fat  is  leaving  your  dog's  body 
and  the  loss  will  become  evident  to  you 
after  three  weeks.  ■

Bird-of-paradise  makes 
a  striking  foliage  plant  in  or 

near  a  sunny  window;  the 
blooms  are  an  exotic  bonus

gave  me  the  bird-of-paradise  (Strelitzia 
reginae  struh-LIT-zee-uh  rej-JYE-nee)  you 
see  below,  I'd  never  thought  about  grow- 
ing it  as  a  house  plant.  Now.  two  years 
later,  the  second  flower  bud  has  just 
emerged  and  the  fan  of  leaves  continues 
to  increase  in  size.  It  lives  on  a  pedestal 
in  front  of  a  sunny  window,  with  uplight-

This  bird-of-paradise,  which  has  al- 
ready flowered  once,  is  four  feet  tall 
and  grows  in  an  eight-inch  pot  with 
saucer,  placed  inside  a  basket.  It 
lives  year  round  two  feet  back  from  a 
sunny  window,  on  a  pedestal. 


find    so    attractive.    I    don't    really    care. 
whether  or  not  it  blooms. 

Besides  some  direct  sun.  here  is  the 
care  I  recommend  ior  bird-of-paradise: 
Temperature,  average  dwelling,  but  not 
below  50°  F.  Humidity,  40%  or  more  dur- 
ing the  winter  heating  season:  mist  daily. 
So/7,  two  parts  sphagnum  peat  moss  to 
one  each  of  all-purpose  potting  soil,  ver- 
miculite  and  sand:  keep  evenly  moist  ex- 
cept in  late  fall,  when  it  should  be  slight- 
ly on  the  dry  side.  Fertilize  only  in  spring 
and  summer.  Repot  only  when  the  roots 
are  practically  breaking  through  the  con- 
tainer. Dry  soil  causes  leaf  tips  to  die.  ■

Savings  that  high  are  not  common- 
place. But  the  principle  is  accurate.  If 
saving  money  is  your  top  priority,  an 
architect  usually  will  come  up  with  a  so- 
lution that  saves  your  budget  and  serves 
your  remodeling  needs. 

Third,  an  architect  can  oversee  the  job. 
In  this  capacity  he  can  intercede  in  a 
dispute  between  the  contractor  and  you. 
He  can  also  locate  and  hire  a  reliable 
contractor,    taking    that    task    from    your 


shoulders.  To  provide  design  and  super! 
vision,  an  architect  will  charge  a  full  feel 
generally  around  15%  of  the  construction 
cost.  It  could  be  more  if  the  contract  isj 
small — say.  under  $10,000 — and  he  feeld 
that  15%  isn't  enough  to  cover  the  cos! 
of  his  time  on  the  job.

In  nearly  every  case,  if  you  take] 
out  a  building  permit,  a  reassessment  will 
follow.  A  building  permit  is  required  for] 
structural  changes  in  a  house.  That  does) 
not  include  new  flooring,  roofing  or  wall!

sified  as  maintenance.

If  garden- 
ing is  a  joyful  experience  for  you  and  an

■ien  have  it  added.  No,  you  may  not 
get  back  the  price  of  its  construction  if 
you  sell  the  house.  But  in  the  meantime, 
you've  reaped  years  of  pleasure. 


Remaking  a  bath  for 
$15,000  in  a  $50,000  house 

is  one  investment 
that  doesn't  pay  at  resale 


"Gilding"  is  what  the  money  men  mean] 
when  they  talk  of  too  large  a  remodeling 
investment.  In  a  neighborhood  of  $50,000, 
houses  (modest  nowadays),  it  really  isn't 
sensible  to  spend  $15,000  to  make  a  bath  ' 
that  could  please  Cleopatra.  The  owner 
of  such  a  house  would  not  only  lose  the  \ 
investment   in   a   resale,   but   might   even 
scare  off  potential  buyers. 

•  How  long  will  it  take?  Here  are  some 
average  times,  based  on  interviews  with 
contractors  around  the  country. 

To  remodel  a  kitchen:  one  to  five 
weeks.  To  remodel  a  bath:  one  to  four 
weeks.  Adding  a  room  at  ground  level: 
three  to  S2ven  weeks.  To  convert  a  ga- 
rage to  living  space:  two  to  six  weeks. 
Reroofing:  two  to  five  days.  Re-siding: 
three  to  seven  days.  Repainting  the  Qut- 
side  of  a  house:  three  to  seven  days. 

These  averages  do  not  account  for  de- 
lays brought  on  by  bad  weather,  late  ship- 
ments or  strikes.  You  should  expect  the 
contractor  to  finish  the  work  within  the 
time  he  estimates,  barring  any  of  the 
above  delays.  If  any  delay  does  occur, 
you  are  due  a  clear  and  logical  explana- 
tion from  the  contractor.

"I'm  a  big  fan  of  mail  order.  I  once  fur- 
nished a  whole  house  in  Southampton 
from  Sears  and  J.  C.  Penney  catalogues — 
rugs,  draperies,  curtains,  furniture.  It  was 
absolutely  painless  and  I  never  had  one 
quality  problem.  Now  I  do  all  my  apparel 
shopping  by  mail.  I  keep  the  catalogues 
of  Bloomingdale's.  Bergdorf  Goodman 
and  the  sun-belt-oriented  stores  like  Nei- 
man-Marcus.  Sakowitz  and  Goldwater's 
in  Phoenix.  I  wouldn't  think  of  going  to  a 
retail  store  for  a  Cuisinart,  for  instance,  or 
for  power  tools  or  garden  equipment  and 
I  wouldn't  buy  paint  any  other  way.  I  think 
it  s  the  greatest  marketing  invention  of 
the  American  retail  scene.  I'm  talking  now 
about  legitimate  mail-order  firms — not 
quack  companies.  When  you  hear  about 
mail-order  complaints  I  think  the  problem 
is  that  many  consumers  are  careless  and 
unknowledgeable  and  order  the  wrong 
thing.  They  don't  specify  the  right  color  or 
even  the  right  object.  Actually,  product  in- 
spection is  tighter  in  mail-order  firms  and 
merchandise  is  better  packed  for  ship- 
ment than  in  most  retail  stores.  I  have 
Swiss  friends  who  order  by  mail  all  the 
time  and  their  packages  arrive  safely.   It

ideas,  mail-order  pages  are  a  gold 

mine  full  of  inspiration 

pleases  me  to  remember  that  I  introduced 
the  Duchess  of  Windsor  to  mail  order  by 
giving  her  a  Sears  catalogue.  My  one 
criticism  of  mail  order  is  that  most  cata- 
logues and  ads  are  female  oriented.  When 
you  analyze  it,  the  customer  who  needs 
the  most  help  is  the  male.  He  doesn't 
know  shopping  and  usually  doesn't  have 
the  time  for  it.  Women,  by  nature,  seem  to 
enjoy  the  shopping  process  much  more 
and  don't  mind  taking  a  little  more  time.  I 
understand  that  Sears  customers  are  two 
to  one  men  over  women,  and  everyone 
knows  that  when  a  big  family  purchase  is 
made,  a  woman  always  wants  to  have  her 
husband  along  to  share  in  the  decision.  I 
think  there  should  be  more  catalogues 
just  for  men."

How  to  cut  those  costly 
home  heating  bills 


By  JOHN  H.  INGERSOLL  □  By  now.  you  may  be  tired  of 
hearing  about  conserving  energy.  Even  we're  weary  of  reading 
about  the  wrangling  in  Washington  over  the  energy  crisis.  When 
the  subject  is  dollars  and  cents,  whether  the  country  has  an 
energy  crisis  or  not  makes  little  difference.  The  cost  of  fuel 
concerns  us,  and  that  is  going  up  as  surely  as  rain  comes 
down.  If  you've  money  to  spare  and  couldn't  care  less  about 
rising  fuel  bills,  stop  reading  right  here.  Because  we're  going 
to  discuss  ways  to  reduce  those  bills  by  10,  20.  maybe  even 
50%.  despite  the  fact  that  you  may  already  have  spent  money 
to  cut  down  on  your  use  of  energy. 

Heating  is  the  largest  single  use  of  energy  in  a  house. 
The  Federal  Power  Commission  reports  that  heating  ac- 
counts tor  53°o  of  all  energy  consumed  in  a  household. 
This  should  explain  why  so  many  words  have  been  spent  by 
the  government  and  the  media  on  saving  heat.  Every  increment 
of  heat  preserved  counts. 

How  much  saving  is  going  to  initially  cost  you  money  (new

insulation)  and  how  much  will  be  due  to  better  habits?  Here's 
one  example.  A  North  Carolina  developer  by  the  name  of  R.  B. 
Fitch  Jr  installed  a  Fitch  Energy  Monitor"  in  several  houses, 
according  to  House  &  Home,  a  professional  journal.  The  moni- 
tor electronically  reads  out  the  precise  amount  of  dollars  and 
Is  eaten  up  by  electricity,  minute  by  minute.  Since  the 
houses  are  electrically  heated,  the  monitor  was  installed  along- 
the  thermostat.  According  to  the  journal,  "One  household 
had  used  10.780  KWH  of  electricity  during  the  last  four  months 
of  1975,  before  the  monitor  was  installed.  After  it  was  installed, 
during  the  last  four  months  of  1976 — a  much  colder  period — 
the  family  used  only  5.280  KWH."  Every  KWH  saved  was  done 
at   no  dollar  cost.   The   family  simply   stopped   wasting   heat. 

what  they  did — and  what  you  can  do. 
On  cold  days,  keep  an  eagle  eye  out  tor  open  windows 
and  doors.  Silly,  isn  t  it?  01  course,  you  keep  the  doors 
and  windows  closed  when  it  s  chilly.  But  be  sure  everyone 
in  your  family  is  aware  of  this.  I  can  remember  my  father  with  a 
cardigan  around  his  shoulders  standing  in  the  open  doorway 
talking  with  the  postman  on  a  winter  morning.  All  that  time,  our 
house  heat  was  effectively  warming  the  outside  air.  Very  ex- 
pensive. I  can  also  recall  myself  as  a  youngster  throwing  open 
the  sash  after  the  first  snowfall  and  breathing  in  that  exhilarat- 
ing air.  Heating  it,  too.  Today,  that  kind  of  thoughtless  gesture 
can  be  unhealthy  for  your  bank  account. 

Lower  your  thermostat  setting.   I   talked   recently  to  a  Con- 
necticut architect  and  his  wife  who  spent  last  winter  in  a  house

set  at  60c  F.  Like  the  British,  they  wore  sweaters  and  drank 
hot  tea.  They  insisted  the  house  was  not  uncomfortable.  A*nd 
despite  an  increase  in  rates,  they  reduced  their  fuel  bill  by 
about  15%.  What  you  ought  to  know  is  that  every  degree  re- 
moved from  the  usual  norm  (72°)  saves  3%  of  the  energy 
used  to  operate  the  furnace. 

And,  yes,  do  set  back  your  thermostat  at  night.  For  years  a 
story  circulated  about  more  fuel  being  required  to  heat  up  in 
the  morning  than  was  saved  during  the  night  set-back.  Not  true. 
If  your  thermostat  does  not  have  an  automatic  set-back  device, 
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pu   might  consider  investing   in   one.   It  saves   remerr-

Close  the  draperies  at  night  and  on  sunless  days. 

Clean  the  furnace  air  filter  once  a  month  (in  a  warm-air  distri- 
ution  system).  Change  the  filter  once  a  year. 

Have  your  heating  contractor  adjust  valves  or  dampers  to 
3duce  the  heat  flow  to  kitchen  and  laundry  room,  where  heat 
'ill  collect  normally  during  the  day. 

ietore  spending  money  to  keep  the  cold  outside  and 
/armth  inside  the  house,  check  in  with  the  utility  office 
tearest  you.  Since  utilities,  by  regulation,  can  no  longer 
ctively  promote  the  use  of  gas  or  electricity,  their  personnel 
as  been  busy  working  on  ways  to  save  energy.  Many  utilities 
[round  the  nation  have  developed  charts  that  show  the  dollars 
pu  save  by  adding  energy-saving  materials  and  equipment.

If  you  live  in  a  cold  climate  and  the  walls  of  your  house  are 
tot  insulated,  filling  those  cavities  would  reduce  the  an 
mergy  needed  to  heat  your  house  and,  perhaps  mor 
ant,  make  you  more  comfortable.  Having  mineral  wo 
ion  blown  into  the  wall  cavities  is  one  way  to  solve  that  prob- 
em.  Contractor-applied  foamed-in-place  urea  formaldehyde  is 
nother  method  of  insulating  walls. 

Air  infiltration  is  a  big  energy  robber.  Old,  loose  win- 
dows are  offenders.

WORTHY   DEVICES 
Security  in  the  home  is  a  problem  facing 
many  of  us.  A  chain  lock  on  a  door  is  a 
deterrent,  until  an  intruder  comes  along 


with  wire  cutters.  Then  the  chain  might 
as  well  not  be  there.  An  improvement  on 
the  old-style  chain  lock  is  now  available. 
Called  Shur-Lock.  it  consists  of  two  hard- 
ened steel  interlocking  parts  that  slip 
apart  only  when  the  door  is  securely 
closed.  About  $5  where  hardware  is  sold. 
All  you  need  is  a  hammer  to  attach  a 
new  pre-nailed  picture  hanger  to  tough 
walls  of  concrete,  concrete  block,  brick  or 
hardwood.  The  little  gadget  is  called  Hard 
Wall  Hanger  and  it  comes  from  Jiffy 
Enterprises.  A  packet  of  five  small  or 
three  medium-size  hangers  is  about  $1. 
A  grease  Eire  m  the  kitchen  calls  for  a 
Class  B  or  C  extinguisher.  A  paper  fire  in 
a  desk  baske'  needs  a  Class  A  extin- 
guisher. In  a  fire  emergency,  who  can 
think  clearly?  To  overcome  that  problem, 
Walter  Kidde  &  Co.  developed  an  all- 
purpose  fire  extinguisher.  You  just  grab 
it,  aim  at  the  fire  and  pull  the  lever.  What 
sprays  out  is  a  dry,  nontoxic  chemical 
that  smothers  any  small  fire.  About  $18  at 
hardware  and  home  centers. 
Speaking  ol  fire,  smoke  stains  on  brick 
fireplace  facing  and  hearth  are  difficult  to 
remove.  An  aid  is  at  hand:  Fireplace  Brick 
Cleaner  from  Reading  Labs.  The  cost  is 
about  $3  for  one  pump-spray  container  of 
this  nonacid  solution. 
Contact  bond  cement  was  perfect  for

Two  of  the  com- 
panies producing  the  new  material  are 
3-M  and  Franklin  Glue  Company.  Ask  for

or  for  Franklin  Acrylic  Contact  Cement. 
They're  priced  at  around  $6  a  quart. 
On  the  subject  of  energy  again,  caulk- 
ing is  near  the  top  in  importance.  Swing- 
line  has  come  up  with  an  improved 
method  of  applying  caulk — with  its  Electri- 
Fast  electric  glue  gun.  Caulk  compounds 
provided  for  the  gun  are  for  indoor  use 
(tub  seal)  or  outdoors  (window  casing).  As 
its  name  implies,  the  gun  also  takes  glue 
sticks,  excellent  for  bonding  wood,  leather, 
etc.  Under  $9  where  hardware  is  sold.

New,  energy-effic- 
ient wood  windows  by  Andersen  replaced 
the  old  sash  and  provided  enough  glass 
for  a  southeastern  sun  to  nurture  the 
plants.  Built-ins  smooth  the  way  to  orga- 
nization. Two  of  four  pull-down  bins  (left) 
store  soil,  sand,  fertilizer  and  humus. 
Cabinets  hold  pots,  tools,  plant  ties  and 
dormant  plants.  Soffit  above  carries 
downlighting,  perfect  for  working  at  night. 
Formica  countertop  offers  an  attractive 
surface  that  cleans  up  easily.  High,  bar- 
style  spigot  (photograph,  top)  simplifies 
watering  the  potted  plants  directly.

•  The  Home  Repair  Book  by  James  L. 
Bright  (J.  G.  Ferguson,  $12.95,  bound  vol- 
ume; $9.95,  ring  binder)  covers  old  ground 


A  complex  subject  is  translated 

into  language  that's  easy 
to  understand — and  entertaining 


well.  We  prefer  the  ring  binder.  It  is  edge- 
tabbed  by  subject  and  the  pages  lay  flat. 
Topics  cover  tools  and  materials,  painting 
and  wallpapering,  heating  and  cooling, 
plumbing  and  electricity,  house  exterior 
and  remodeling. 

Ringed  in  are  six  pages  of  skeletal 
drawings,  illustrating  stage  by  stage  basic 
house  construction  and  a  typical  base- 
ment finished  as  living  space.  We  have 
yet  to  see  a  better  display  of  how  a  house, 
or  a  room,  is  built — step  by  step.  The 
drawings  are  on  overlapping  tracing  paper. 

The  680  illustrations  and  photos  in  the 
main  text  are  good,  repairs,  on  the  other 
hand,  seemed  lacking  in  depth.  Our  feel- 
ing is  that  the  author  has  tried  to  pack  far 
too  much  material  within  372  pages.  How- 
ever, the  book  is  a  helpful  compendium  of 
what  house  parts  are  and  how  they  work 
and  includes  many  useful  charts  and  lists 
(inches  to  metric,  nail  sizes,  sandpaper 
grits,  etc.).  A  worthwhile  reference  book. 
•  How  to  Fix  Damn  Near  Everything  by 
Franklynn  Peterson  (Prentice-Hall,  $15.95, 
hardcover;  $8.95  paperback)  is  a  delight. 
Peterson  translates  the  seemingly  com- 
plex subject  of  a  household  iron  into 
language  that  makes  it,  if  not  totally 
understandable,  at  least  entertaining.  Ad- 
dressing householders  correctly  as  mas 
ters  of  a  materials  empire,  Peterson  d 
scribes  both  the  workings  and  fixings

•  Woman's  Day  Homeowners'  Handbook 
by  Hubbard  H.  Cobb  (Simon  &  Schuster,

Much  of  it  covers  the  basics — safety  in 
the  home,  painting  tips,  cutting  home  re- 
modeling costs.

stripper  and  rub  stubborn  areas.''  Then 
wash  it  down  with  lacquer  thinner  and 
you're  ready  to  go. 

The  going  depends  on  the  type  of  finish 
to  be  applied.  For  an  oil  finish,  sand  the 
area  with  a  fine  sandpaper — grit  number 
220.  for  example — and  apply  the  linseed 
oil  as  directed  on  the  bottle.  If  only  a 
small  area  is  being  redone,  stripping  will 
not  be  necessary  and  simply  sanding  the 
damaged  area  will  suffice.  However,  if  the 


furniture  is  old,  the  surface  wood  may 
have  changed  color,  necessitating  a  com- 
plete refinishing  anyway.  When  this  hap- 
pens, the  wood  will  also  require  staining 
to  ensure  consistency  of  color.  Stains  are 
available  in  sprays  or  rub-ons. 
On  lacquer  finishes,  a  small  damage 
may  be  repaired  by  sanding  and  pat- 
ting on  brushing  lacquer  with  a  pad 
or  soft  cloth.  To  redo  the  entire  piece. 
revert  to  the  stripping  method.  Again,  a 
coat  of  stain  may  also  be  necessary  if  the 
wood  has  turned  color. 

For  plastic  and  urethane  finishes,  it  is 
necessary  to  remove  the  entire  surface 
with  a  solvent  no  matter  how  small  the 
damage.  Sand  it  down  and  reapply  the  fin-

ish.  This  process  seems  to  offer  more  work 
than  reward  Our  advice  is:  Don't  be  a  hero. 
Take  your  furniture  to  a  professional. 

Knowing  how  to  treat  the  finish  on  your 

furniture  will  do  you  no  good  if  you  don't 

know  what  the  finish  is.  So  ask  when  you 

buy  the  piece  or  check  with  a  local  fumi- 

dealer  if  you  are  not  sure. 

Remember  that  certain  finishes  are  best 
for  certain  woods.  Oak.  for  example,  is  a 
wood  that  twists  and  moves  more  than 
most  because  it  reacts  strongly  to  chang- 
ing conditions — heat,  humidity,  light.  Oak 
responds  best  to  glossy,  hard  finishes  like 
plastic.  Mahogany,  on  the  other  hand,  is 
very  stable  and  will  take  any  finish  well. 
Rosewood  is  the  biggest  problem.  It  will 
crack  and  "craze'  under  nearly  any  fin- 
ish, especially  plastic.  Oil  finish  is  prob- 
ably best  for  rosewood,  although  it  will 
tend  to  darken  the  wood  surface  and  hide 
some  of  the  gram.  To  add  to  the  con- 
fusion, that  same  oil  applied  to  teak  will 
bring  out  the  grain.  If  in  doubt,  it  is  best 
to  check  with  a  knowledgeable  source  be- 
fore starting  to  finish.  However,  a  good 
rule  of  thumb  is  that  most  hardwoods  will 
hold  a  finish  well,  for  they  are  known  to  be 
the  most  durable. 

A  few  final  pointers:  (1)  Protect  wood 
from  direct  sunlight  as  the  ultraviolet  rays 
will  affect  both  finish  and  wood.  This  is 
especially  true  of  cabinet  woods  such  as 
cherry  and  light-colored  paint  finishes. 
The  latter,  however,  will  invariably  darken 
somewhat  with  exposure  to  light  and  air. 
Some  ultraviolet  inhibitors  are  available 
on  the  market.  Check  with  your  local 
paint  store.  (2)  In  case  of  accidental  spills 
of  solvents  such  as  perfume  or  nail  polish 
remover,  resist  the  impulse  to  wipe  it  off. 
That  same  wipe  will  remove  the  finish.  Al- 
low spill  to  dry,  then  rub  lightly  with  steel 
wool  and  apply  a  coat  of  paste  wax.  This 
will  help,  but  nothing  less  than  refinishing 
will  repair  it  completely.  (3)  To  make  good 
furniture  last  longer  and  prevent  warping, 
turn  the  piece  upside-down  and  seal  the 
underside  with  wax.  In  prolonging  the  life 
of  wood  furniture,  the  parts  you  can't 
see  are  just  as  important  as  the  parts  you 
can.

Speed  cook — 7  minutes 
cups  milk,  heated 
3i    cup  peanut  butter  (one  six-ounce  jar — 
or  your  own.  made  in  the  electric  food 
processor,    see    recipe    below) 
V;    cup  brown  sugar,  firmly  packed

Glaze: 

■■    cup  granulated  sugar 
4   teaspoons  lemon  or  orange  juice 

Take  an  8V2 -by-five-inch  glass  baking 
pan.  Cover  the  bottom  with  kitchen 
parchment.   Set   aside. 

Heat  the  milk,  uncovered,  in  its  glass 
measuring  cup  for  about  two  minutes. 

Spoon  the  peanut  butter  into  the  bowl 
of  the  electric  mixer.  Add  the  hot  milk  and 
beat  at  slow  speed  until  thoroughly  mixed. 
Add  the  brown  sugar  and  egg  Beat  again 
until  smooth.  Sift  flour,  baking  powder 
and  salt  over  the  mixture.  Beat  for  about 
15  seconds  Stir  in  the  peanuts. 

Spoon  batter  into  prepared  pan.  Bake 
in  the  oven  for  seven  minutes,  turning  the 
pan  one  quarter  every  two  minutes.  Test 
for  doneness  with  a  toothpick.  If  the 
toothpick  comes  out  clean,  the  bread  is 
baked.  Turn  out  onto  a  cake  rack.  Discard 
parchment.  Reverse. 

While  the  bread  is  baking,  make  the 
glaze:  Mix  the  sugar  and  juice  together 
until  dissolved. 

Brush  the  top  of  the  bread  while  still  hot 
with  the  glaze. 

To  cook  in  a  conventional  oven,  place 
the  bread  in  a  preheated  325' F.  oven  for 
one  hour  or  until  it  tests  done  with  a 
toothpick  (see  above).

What  is  saucier? 

Saucier  actually  means  the  sauce  chef  in 
a  restaurant,  but  it  also  means  a  sauce 
base — rich,  quality  broth  or  stock  that  has 
been  cooked  down  or  reduced  until  it  is 
a  concentrated  essence.  In  the  French 
kitchen,  the  chef  needs  an  assortment  of 
glaces  to  make  various  sauces  to  serve 
with  meats,  poultry,  vegetables,  fish  and 
shellfish.  They  are  prepared  in  advance 
and  always  kept  on  hand.  Saucier  Cuisine 
is  the  name  of  a  new  company  now  mak- 
ing the  six  important  glaces  used  in  all 
first-rank  restaurants.  Note:  Despite  the 
name,  these  are  not  glazes  (in  kitchen 
language,  coatings)  but  ingredients.  No 
salt,  no  preservatives,  no  starch  is  added. 

What  are  the  six  glaces  and 
how  are  they  used? 

1.  Demi-glace  is  made  from  beef,  veal, 
tomatoes  and  fresh  vegetables.  Mixed 
with  heavy  cream  or  creme  fraiche  (see 
page  170),  salt  and  pepper,  the  finished 
sauce  can  be  served  with  fish,  vegetables 
or  pork  chops,  etc.  Weight-watchers  can 
skip  the  cream  and  mix  the  glace  with 
farmer's  cheese. 

2.  Glace  de  Viande,  also  made  from  beef, 
veal  and  vegetables,  is  especially  good 
combined  with  pan  drippings  from  a  roast 
of  beef,  good  over  steamed  vegetables 
(no  butter),  and  Chef  David  Liederman 
of  Saucier  Cuisine  uses  it  as  "moth- 
er" sauce  when  he  cooks  "in  Chinese." 

3.  Glace  de  Homard,  made  from  lobster 
and  fresh  vegetables  with  the  addition  of 
a  mirepois  and  butter,  is  an  incredible 
fish  sauce,  especially  delicious  with 
shrimp.  Also,  with  the  addition  of  to- 
matoes and  herbs,  it  can  be  the  heart 
of  a  lobster  bisque. 

4.  Bordelalse  is  made  from  veal,  red  wine, 
shallots  and  vegetables.  With  the  addition 
of  a  few  sauteed  shallots  and  butter,  it's 
a  sensational  sauce  for  hamburgers  and 
steak.  Much  needed,  we  suggest.  It  can 
also  be  used  for  deglazing  in  place  of  the 
customary  wine  or  water.  It  also  makes 
a  delicious  sauce  for  chicken  and  veal. 

5.  Glace  de  Volaille,  made  from  chicken 
and  fresh  vegetables,  is  a  splendid  addi- 
tion to  poultry  stuffing.  With  the  addition 
of  green  peppercorns  (those  packed  ii 
water  from  Madagascar),  it  makes  a  fan- 
tastic pan  gravy  to  serve  with  roasted 
or  sauteed  chicken. 

6.  Glace  de  Poisson,  made  from  fish, 
vegetables  and  white  wine,  can  be  served 
with  fish  and  shellfish,  of  course.

Tuesday 

On  our  way  to  Roquefort,  one  of  the  high 
points  and  reasons  for  the  trip,  we 
stopped  in  Millau  for  lunch  at  La  Musar- 
diere,  a  125-year-old  mansion  under  the 
aegis  of  Mme.  Giselle  Carnac.  where  we 
enjoyed  her  sensational  Ecrevisses  au 
Scotch  Whisky'  (shrimp  flamed  with 
Scotch  whisky). 

The  afternoon  was  spent  in  the  cold, 
humid  Roquefort  caves — so  well  venti- 
lated you  see  ferns  growing — where  the 
famous  ewe's  milk  cheese  is  cured.  At 
its  best,  it  is  fantastic.  Aside  from  serving 
it  with  good  French  bread,  it  is  often 
used  to  make  salad  dressing,  and  there 
are  many  recipes  that  call  for  Roque- 
fort in  cooking,  such  as  the  Crepes  au 
Roquefort'  (pancakes  with  a  Roquefort 
filling)  which  were  served  as  an  hors 
d'oeuvre  at  dinner  that  night  And  with 
these,  we  drank  a  Sancerre. 

Wednesday 

Our  drive  to  Mende  took  us  through  the 
picturesque  Gorges  du  Tarn  with  its 
huge,  fantastic  masses  of  rock,  deep 
open  abysses  and  magnificent  stalagmites. 
Absolutely  breath-taking.  Sometimes  you 
can  see  flocks  of  ewes  grazing  on 
the  sweet  grass  that  covers  the  plateaus. 
We  lunched  at  the  Chateau  de  la  Caze, 
a  15th-century  fortified  chateau.  The 
exceptional  menu  is  the  creation  of 
a  26-year-old  Normand.  George  Lesage. 
We  enjoyed  Le  Pile  aux  Grives  (thrush 
pate),  Les  Filets  de  Truites  Soubegrane

from  Cotes  de  Thau. 

Thursday 

From  Mende,  we  went  on  to  Valence  and 
lunched  at  Le  Pic.  The  day  was  flawless 
and  the  drive  through  the  beautiful 
Gorges  de  I'Ardeche  spectacular.  One  of 
the  highlights  of  our  lunch  was  the 
Mousse  d'Artichauts'  (artichoke  soup), 
followed  by  Gratin  d'Ecrevisses  and  a 
Souffle  a  I'Orange  Glace*  (cold  orange 
souffle). 

We  dined  with  M.  Paul  Goiffon,  presi- 
dent and  director-general  of  Chartreuse 
Diffusion,  at  La  Petite  Auberge  on  oysters 
served  with  a  white  Seyssel,  followed  by 
Loup  Grille  au  Fenouil  (local  fresh  water 
fish  grilled  with  fennel),  with  which  we 
drank  a  Beaujolais.

Sprinkle  the  gelatine  (do  not  dump)  over  '2  cup  of  the  orange 
luice.  Set  aside. 

Combine  the  egg  yolks,  orange  and  lemon  rinds,  the  re- 
maining orange  juice,  the  lemon  juice,  1V*  cups  ot  the  sugar 
and  the  salt  in  a  heavy  enameled  saucepan.  Stir  constantly  over 
very  low  heat  until  the  mixture  thickens  and  will  coat  a  spoon. 
Remove  from  the  heat.  Stir  in  the  gelatin  mixture  until  dissolved. 
Refrigerate  for  30  to  40  minutes  or  until  the  mixture  mounds 
slightly  when  dropped  from  a  spoon.  Don't  allow  mixture  to  set. 

Beat  the  egg  whites  until  they  hold  a  soft  shape.  Gradually 
beat  in  the  remaining  sugar.  Continue  beating  until  the

"d  for  creme  traiche  because  the  butterfat  is  too  low  and, 

t  jriher,  it  will  curdle  if  boiled. 

In  cooking,  creme  traiche  is  used  in  sauces  (mayonnaise, 
'.hantilly,  cream  mustard,  horseradish,  etc.)  and  in  soups 
(cream  of  carrot,  watercress,  asparagus,  curry,  etc.);  in  mousses 
(pike,  smoked  salmon),  in  meat  dishes  (veal  croquettes,  for 
example)  and  fish  dishes  Mackerel  a  la  creme  or  Sole  au  Vin 
Blanc.  Spooned  over  fresh  berries  or  fruit  pies,  it  is  perfectly 
delicious.  See  page  165  for  Crepes  Grand-Mere  and  page  166 
for  Cassolette  d  Escargots  au*  Noix.

HOW  TO  MAKE  YOUR  OWN  CREME  FRAICHE 

You  can  make  your  own  creme  traiche  as  follows:  Mix  3  tea- 
spoons of  commercial  buttermilk  with  1  cup  heavy  whipping 
cream.  Heat  to  lukewarm  (about  85  ),  then  spoon  into  a  jar  and 
let  stand  at  room  temperature  overnight  or  until  it  has  thickened. 
Stir  and  refrigerate.  In  very  hot  weather,  it  will  thicken  in  as 
little  as  six  hours;  in  cold  weather,  it  can  take  as  long  as  36 
hours.  Homemade  creme  traiche  can  be  stored  in  the  refrigera- 
tor for  about  a  week. 

ABOUT  ESCARGOTS,  1977 

The  most  popular  variety  of  escargot  (French  for  snail)  is 
helix  pomatial  (also  known  in  France  as  helices  vigneronnes  or 
vineyard  snails,  because  of  their  known  fondness  for  both  grape 
and  apple  leaves). 

Although  snails  have  been  known  since  Roman  times,  it  was 
the  French  who  put  them  on  the  dinner  table.  Today  snails  have 
almost  disappeared  from  France  and  those  processed  and  sent 
abroad  come  from  Yugoslavia  or  Turkey  and  other  Middle 
Eastern  countries.  Some  snails  are  coming  from  Taiwan  (the 
French  for  Taiwan  snails  is  akatine),  but  the  Taiwanese  snails, 
an  entirely  different  mollusk.  thrive  in  swamps,  feed  on  water 
mites  and  live  in  a  pointed,  elongated  shell.  It  is  not  comparable 
to  the  land  mollusk  that  feeds  on  vine  leaves. 

Snails  are  available  in  cans:  giant,  extra  large,  packed  in 
water;  also  available  in  shells,  prepared  in  snail  butter  and 
frozen.  Snail  shells,  packed  in  bags,  can  be  purchased  sepa- 
rately in  suitable  sizes.  ■

are  satisfying  at  equal  parts  vodka  and  liqueur,  others  at  three- 
to-one  either  vodka  or  liqueur.  It's  all  a  matter  of  what  you  like. 
The  Screwdriver  is  the  vodka  drink  that  seems  to  have 
the  most  myths  surrounding  it.  Take  your  choice  of  the  two 
most  popular:  It  was  "invented"  by  a  couple  of  American  GIs 
from  California  who  were  in  the  south  of  France  at  the  end  of 
World  War  II  and  could  find  nothing  but  vodka  to  put  in  the 
orange  juice  they  had  been  so  hungry  for  (this  story  rarely  tells 
what  the  vodka  was  doing  there).  Or  it  was  first  made  by  a 
couple  of  Californians  on  a  construction  job  in  the  oil  fields  of 
Saudi  Arabia  who  (again)  took  the  only  handy  liquor  and  juice 
and  stirred  them  together  with  their  screwdrivers. 

The  most  successful  drink  fable  is  probably  that  of  the  Harvey 
Wallbanger.  All  over  this  country  there  are  people  who  know 
someone  who  knows  someone  who  was  in  the  bar  where  a 
fellow  named  Harvey  began  banging  his  head  against  the  wall 
after  every  sip  of  this  drink.  Sorry.  The  someone  we  know  is  a 
public  relations  executive  who  was  at  the  meeting  where  the 
name  was  actually  dreamed  up — after  some  hours  of  figura- 
tively beating  brains  over  promotion  ideas  to  introduce  the 
drink  to  the  country. 

Mythical,  too,  is  the  belief  that  all  vodkas  from  the  U.S.S.R. 
were  originally  made  from  potatoes.  Some  may  have  been,  but 
most  were  made  from  grain  (usually  wheat),  just  as  most  are 
today  (though  there  is  a  new  import  from  Turkey,  Izmira,  cur- 
rently available  only  in  certain  East  Coast  areas,  supposedly 
made  from  white  beets).  At  one  ancient  time  in  Poland,  it  was 
also  rumored  that  vodka  was  a  sure  cure  for  the  flu. 

All  these  fantasies  rather  pale  when  compared  to  some  of 
the  true  Incidents  in  vodka's  history  in  this  country,  for  many 
years  a  history  of  only  one  brand.  The  original  Smirnoff  recipe 
ac'companied  some  White  Russians  into  exile  in  France  after 
the  Russian  Revolution.  When  Prohibition  ended,  in  the  late 
1930s,  Serge  Obolensky  and  fellow  emigres  began  trying  to 
promote  vodka  here,  primarily  by  having  it  served  at  balls  and 
other  society  gatherings.  Their  efforts  gave  vodka  cachet  in 
certain  circles — but  sales  were  only  at  about  6,000  cases  a  year 
when  Heublein  brought  the  Smirnoff  Co.  from  Rudolph  Kunett 
in  1939 — for  $14,000.  Recounting  some  of  his  memories  for  the 
trade  publication  Beverage  Media,  Heublein's  John  G.  Martin 
notes  that  the  first  signs  of  change  occurred  shortly  after,  when 
a  South  Carolina  distributor  who  had  purchased  25  cases  "out 
of  friendship"  ordered  another  50  cases  and  then  100  cases 
more.  When  Martin  investigated,  he  found  that  the  Smirnoff  Co. 
had  not  had  enough  vodka  corks  for  the  3,000  cases  to  be 
supplied  Heublein  in  the  takeover,  so  had  used  corks  saying 
"Smirnoff  Whiskey"  hidden  under  the  top  sticker.  The  distribu- 
tor had  discovered  this,  had  had  little  banners  printed  up  and 
was  promoting  and  selling  "Smirnoff  White  Whiskey — no  taste, 
no  smell"  all  over  the  area,  to  go  in  cola,  in  milk,  in  anything. 
All  quite  illegal,  of  course,  since  there  were  liquor  labeling 
regulations  even  then.  But  that  was  only  a  happenstance; 
the  war  was  over,  it  would  remain  only  a  promise  of  what 
could  happen. 

In  1946,  Martin  and  his  friend  Jack  Morgan,  owner  of  the 
Cock  N  Bull  Restaurant  in  Los  Angeles,  mi:

temperature,  mixed  with  equal  distilled  water  (to  cut  the  alcohol 
without    affecting   taste)    and    you'll    see    a   lot   of   difference. 

The  only  explanation  we  can  offer  is  that  (a)  vodka  can  be 
made  from  any  material,  even  sugar  cane,  though  wheat,  rye 
and  corn  are  most  often  used,  and  (b)  there  are  allowable  varia- 
tions in  the  refining  process,  the  most  common  differences  be- 
ing in  the  time  the  spirits  are  in  contact  with  vegetable  charcoal. 
While  the  end  result  can  have  no  additional  flavor  added,  the 
choice  of  base  material  and  process  is  bound  to  have  some 
impact  on  smoothness,  richness  and.  yes.  taste. 
In  our  testing — which  should  not  be  construed  as  a  com- 
prehensive study  (there  are  several  major  brands  miss- 
ing) or  as  a  broad  sampling — we  found  only  one  vodka  that 
seemed  totally  tasteless  and  odorless:  the  American-made 
Relska  Among  the  other  American  vodkas  sampled,  some  had 
a  perfuminess  reminiscent  of  gin,  though  certainly  not  the 
strongly  flavored  taste  of  gin;  Wolfschmidt,  Schenley,  Crown 
Russe.  Popov  and  Nikolai  all  fell  into  this  grouping.  Others  had 
a  taste  we  could  distinguish  from  the  first  group  only  by  calling 
■iiny;''  Gordon  and  the  best-selling  Smirnoff  (the  80  proof 
and  100  proof)  we  listed  here.  And  we  found  wide  variation  in 
e  or  smoothness. 

Of   the   imports  in   this  tasting.   Bolshoi.   from   Great   Britain, 

•  •d  very  ginlike:  Izmira,  that  Turkish  vodka  made  from  white 

was  grainy  but. had  a  trace  of  sweetness  at  the  end;  Fin- 
i.india.  a  94-proof  vodka  from  Finland  had  a  deep,  rich  grain 
flavor,  with  just  a  touch  more  perfume  than  the  smooth,  full- 
bodied  Stohchnaya  from  the  USSR.  In  past  tastings,  we  also 
noted  a  strong  gin  similarity  in  the  English  Masquers  and 
Borzoi  (which  is  being  withdrawn  from  the  U.S.  market,  though 
you  will  find  bottles  on  the  shelves  until  current  supplies  run 
out)  Carmel  vodka  from  Israel  was  more  grainy  (incidentally,  if 
you  re  looking   for   a    kosher   vodka,    the   Kord    vodkas,    from 

•  oslovakia.  come  in  kosher  and  non-kosher  versions)  and 
the  Polish  Wyborowa  has  a  full-bodied  depth. 

Under  the  Old  Mr.  Boston  and  Smirnoff  labels  you'll  also 
find  American-made  "flavored  vodkas''  available  in  small 
amounts  in  limited  areas,  but  because  of  their  sugar  content 
and  flavoring  (mostly  fruit  or  citrus  flavors),  these  are  classified 
The  flavored  imports  must  be  brought  into  the 
country  as  "specialty  drinks'  but  are  truly  vodkas  with  added 
flavoring — buffalo  grass  giving  a  slight  grassy  taste  to  Zubrovka; 
brandy  port,  vanilla,  honey  and  other  ingredients,  including  the 
leaves  of  Crimean  apple  and  pear  trees,  bringing  a  dark  amber 
color  to  Starka  (you  might  enjoy  this  with  soda);  a  mix  of  herbs 
and  spices  in  Okhotnichya;  a  spicy,  peppery  blend  in  Pertsovka 
(which  is  only  70  proof).  Any  of  these  can  be  a  most  unusual 
touch  in  mixed  drinks,  too — say  Pertsovka  in  a  Bloody  Mary:  if 
you  try  them  and  find  the  sweetness  or  the  flavoring  too  strong 
for  your  taste,  add  some  of  your  favorite  plain  vodka. 

Vodka  itself  has  only  about  70  calories  per  ounce  (for  80 
proof  vodka),  but  the  other  ingredients  in  many  favorite  mixed 
drinks  can  add  up  to  some  potent  totals:  about  245  calories  for 
a  Black  Russian  made  with  two  ounces  vodka  and  one  ounce 
liqueur;  140  calories  for  a  Bloody  Mary  with  1V&  ounces  vodka 
and  Vi  cup  tomato  juice;  210  calories  for  a  cocktail  glass  serv- 
ing of  Vodka  Gimlet,  if  made  with  Triple  Sec:  210  calories  for 
an  eight-ounce  glass  of  Vodka  and  Tonic,  using  two  ounces  of 
vodka;  175  calories  for  a  Martini  with  two  ounces  vodka  and  V* 
ounce  vermouth;  300  calories  for  a  12-ounce  Collins  glass  of 
Screwdriver  with  two  ounces  of  vodka.  If  you  freeze  ice  cubes 
of  tonic  water,  tomato  or  orange  juice  or  other  ingredients  that 
will  freeze — a  nice  touch  for  you  to  have  to  offer  guests — you 
will  run  up  even  higher  calorie  counts. 


\bdka teste 


Vodka  also  lends  itself  to  some  interesting  or  amusing  presen- 
tations. One  summer  pleasure  is  to  cut  a  plug  in  a  watermelon, 
pour  in  vodka — a  couple  of  cups  or  so.  depending  on  the  size 
of  the  melon  and  how  strong  you  like  your  drinks — then  replug 
and  chill  several  hours.  Serve  wedges  of  spirited  melon  or,  for 
an  informal  party,  punch  holes  into  the  melon  and  give  each 
guest  a  straw.  If  you  plan  to  do  this,  you'll  want  to  increase  the 
amount  of  vodka  to  about  a  fifth  for  a  large  melon.  Spears  of 
vodka-soaked  watermelon  also  make  colorful — and  good — gar- 
nishes for  Vodka  and  Tonic  or  Vodka  Collins. 


An  idea  we've  not  tried  but  under- 
stand is  relatively  easy,  as  well  as 
impressive,  is  to  use  a  hypodermic 
needle  to  inject  vodka  into  oranges, 

then  chill  very  cold;  at  serving  time,  cut 
an  opening  in  the  orange  just  large 
enough  for  you  to  poke  a  straw  through— 
and  presto,  each  person  has  an  instant 
Screwdriver.  Or  you  can  cut  a  small  circle 
in  the  top  of  an  orange,  scoop  out  the 
pulp  and  present  the  shells  filled  with 
Screwdrivers.  Be  sure  to  cut  a  straight 
sliver  off  the  bottom,  so  the  oranges  can 
be  set  down  without  spilling. 

Every  few  years  someone   revives  the 
vodka-in-a-block-of-ice  treatment— and   it 
can   be  a  most  spectacular  centerpiece. 
To  structure  an  ice  block  "container' 
to  serve  vodka  from,  you  must  take  the 
time   to   make    it   correctly.    We   tried   to 
cheat  by  freezing  smaller  blocks  to  put 
together  at  the  last  minute — and  did  save 
lots  of  time  but  ended  up  with  two  messes 
of  cracked  ice.  Start  your  block  a  couple 
of  days  ahead  and  follow  directions  care- 
fully: You  must  have  a  rather  large  con- 
tainer— gallon  pail,  a  big  stew  pot,  any- 
thing the  size  of,  say,  a  small  wastebas- 
ket.  It  can  be  round,  square  or  rectangu- 
lar, must  be  deep  enough  to  hold  a  bottle 
of  vodka  with  only  the  neck  sticking  out 
(but  not  so  tall  that  it  won't  stand  in  your 
freezer)  and  it  must  not  slope  in  at  the 
top.    The   second    container   can    be   any 
shape,  not  necessarily  the  same  shape  as 
the  large  container,   and  should   be  just 
tall  enough  and  large  enough  to  hold  a 
bottle  of  vodka  but  still  fit  inside  the  first 
container  with  at  least  two  inches  of  space 
all   around;    a    large   juice   can   is   ideal. 
To  make  the  bottom  layer,  just  pour  a 
couple  of  inches  of  water  into  the 
large  container  and  let  freeze  almost 
solid.   If  your  container   is   deeper  than 
your  vodka  bottle,  add  more  water  before 
this  layer  is  solid  and  build  up  this  layer 
to  the  correct  height.  When  the  entire  bot- 
tom layer  is  almost  solid,  set  the  juice  can 
on  top  of  it,  with  an  empty  bottle  or  some- 
thing   similar    inside    the   juice    can — just 
heavy  enough  to  keep  the  can  from  float- 
ing but  not  so  heavy  that  you're  putting  a 
lot  of  weight  on  the  bottom  layer  of  ice. 
Add  a  couple  of  inches  of  water  and  let 
freeze  almost  solid,  then  repeat  with  the 
next   layer   and   continue   in   that   marine 
until  you  reach  the  top  of  the  container 

To  finish  the  ice  block,  first  pour 
water   into   the   juice   can   and   jiggle  the 
block  around  until  the  can  separates 
the  ice  and  can  be  removed.   If  th 
cracks,  pour  a  little  water  over  the 
and  put  the  whole  block  back  in  tl 
er  for  a  couple  of  hours.  To  rem 
large  container,  simply  run  water  over 
outside  until  the  mold  slips  free.  The 
will  be  rather  heavy  to  lift;  watch 
don't  let  it  drop  and  break.

vegetables,  shells  or  any  decorative  ob- 
jects that  will  look  nice  and  cover  the  tray 
and  towel.  Or  surround  the  block  with  ice 
cubes  and  arrange  glasses  of  vodka  drinks 
without  the  vodka  among  the  ice  cubes, 
then  let  guests  pour  in  their  own  vodka 
from  the  icy  centerpiece  bottle.  If  it  is 
not  too  near  a  heat  source  (including  lots 
of  candles)  or  sunny  window,  your  icy 
server  should  last  several  hours  before 
you  need  to  change  the  towel  beneath  it 


\odka  gifts 


You  might  enjoy  creating  homemade  li- 
queurs or  flavored  vodka — to  serve  in  your 
home  or  to  give  as  gifts.  But  start  now  if 
you  want  to  do  it  for  the  holidays. 

To  make  a  flavored  vodka,  simply  add 
the  chosen  flavoring  agent  to  the  vodka, 
cover  or  recap  the  bottle  and  let  it  sit 
two  weeks.  Then  sniff  and  taste.  If  the 
flavor  is  not  strong  enough,  let  sit  a  little 
longer,  testing  every  couple  of  days.  When 
you're  pleased  with  it.  strain  off  the  vodka 
and  discard  the  additive. 
For  citrus  fruits,  use  the  rind  of  one 
large  orange,  the  rind  of  two  lemons 
or  the  rind  of  one  tangerine  per  fifth 
of  vodka;  add  the  rind  directly  to  the 
vodka.  Caraway  is  another  standby:  Use 
two  to  three  tablespoons  of  caraway  seeds 
tied  in  a  cheesecloth  bag.  Personal  pref- 
erences on  intensity  of  flavor  will  vary  so 
strongly  with  non-citrus  fruits  or  items  such 
as  mint.  1hat  it's  best  to  try  experimental 
samples.  Try  a  cup  of  vodka  for  each  test, 
using  one  or  two  pineapple  chunks,  one 
or  two  dried  apricots  or  equivalent 
amounts  of  other  dried  fruits,  a  couple  of 
cherries  or  a  couple  of  tablespoons  of 
fresh  mint  leaves;  use  a  cheesecloth  bag 
for  all  of  these. 

If  the  flavor  should  prove  too  strong 
when  you  make  your  first  test,  discard  the 
flavoring  agent,  add  some  plain  vodka, 
shake  to  mix  well  and  let  tne  iiquid  sit  an- 
other couple  of  weeks  before  using. 

The  simplest  formula  for  homemade  li- 
queurs is  to  fill  a  half-gallon  container 
with  washed  fruit  (drained  dry  on  paper 
towels),  then  add  sugar  (about  a  cup  for 
most  fruits)  and  a  fifth  of  vodka.  Jiggle  the 
container  to  spread  the  sugar  and  vodka 
around,  cover  tightly  and  let  set  undis- 
turbed for  three  months.  Strain  off  the 
liquid  into  new  containers  and  discard  the 
fruit.  These  are,  of  course,  very  general 
directions,  but  can  be  followed  for  making 
liqueurs  for  this  Christmas.  If  the  liqueur 
is  not  sweet  enough,  add  to  the  strained 
liquid  a  little  cooled  sugar  syrup  if  it's  too 
sweet,  add  some  plain  vodka:  cap  the  con- 
tainer and  let  sit  another  two  weeks  be- 
fore serving. 

//  you're  not  concerned  about  having 
liqueur  ready  for  the  holidays,  do  a 
small  test  first,  then  adjust  the  amount 
of  sugar  to  suit  the  selected  fruit  when 
you  make  the  larger  amount.  Or  you  can 
find  exact  recipes  in  Emilio  Cocconi's 
Liqueurs  for  All  Seasons  (Lyceum  Books. 
S9.95)  and  Beverly  Barbour's  Cooking  with 
Spirits  (101  Productions,  $4.95),  which  in- 
cludes several  recipes  for  liqueurs  that 
need  only  two  weeks'  aging — plus  ways 
to  cook  with  these  and  other  liqueurs.  ■

Currently,  he  is 
involved  in  expanding  and  refining 
the  Bonnetont  Cloister  Herb  Garden 
at  The  Cloisters,  the  medieval  mu- 
seum of  New  York  City's  Metropoli- 
tan Museum  of  Art.  The  garden, 
originally  started  in  the  1930s,  was 
a  mix  of  herbs  of  all  periods  when 
Williamson  arrived  there  last  spring. 
He  has  been  importing  plants  from 
Europe  and  gathering  them  from 
herb  farms  all  across  the  country 
and.  when  work  is  completed  next 
year,  the  garden  will  contain  210 
different  species  All  the  plants  could 
have  been  found  in  a  European  cas- 
tle or  monastery  garden  in  1520. 

An  herb,  according  to  Williamson, 
is  "any  plant  whose  roots,  seeds, 
leaves  or  flowers  have  some  practi-

medicinal  section  (all  medieval  monaster- 
ies had  a  physic  garden,  located  near  the 
infirmary  and  "bleeding"  room)  contains 
herbs  that  were  useful  in  treating  dis- 
eases. Every  ailment  from  "botches  of 
the  face'  to  "wagging  teeth"  was  treated 
with  an  infusion  (a  soaking  of  the  herb 
in  water)  or  a  decoction  (a  boiling  down 
of  the  herb).  The  right  herb  was  often 
determined  by  the  "doctrine  of  signa- 
tures." This  philosophy  prescribed  a  plant 
bearing  a  resemblance  to  a  part  of  the 
human  anatomy  to  treat  disorders  of  that 
area.  Thus,  the  lungwort,  whose  leaves 
are  spotted  and  lung  shaped,  was  recom- 
mended for  lung  diseases  In  herb  medi- 
cine today  lungwort  is  still  used  to  treat 
inflammation  of  the  bronchial  tubes  and 
to  induce  sweating. 

Deadly  nightshade  (atropa  belladonna), 
well  known  in  witchcraft  circles,  was 
made  into  an  ointment  that,  when  applied 
to  the  body,  created  the  illusion  of  flying 
(absorbed  through  holes  in  the  skin,  it 
acts  as  a  narcotic).  During  the  Renais- 
sance. Italian  ladies  dropped  the  juice  of 
the  plant  in  their  eyes  to  exaggerate  their

size  by  dilating  the  pupils.  Ophthalmolo- 
gists still  use  belladonnna  to  dilate  pupils, 
and  there  are  a  number  of  other  medical 
uses  for  it  But  don't  experiment  with 
deadly  nightshade  at  home — its  name  has 
been  well  earned. 

And  lest  we  equate  herbalism  with 
witchcraft,  remember  that  salicylic  acid, 
an  ingredient  of  aspirin,  is  also  the  active 
ingredient  of  willow  bark,  the  age-old 
treatment  for  rheumatic  complaints. 
Of  more  use  to  modern  gardeners 
are  the  plants  in  The  Cloisters'  kitch- 
en, seasoning  and  "salates"  (salad 
and  vegetable)  sections.  Many  of  these 
herbs  are  familiar  to  us:  rosemary,  thyme, 
basil,  fennel,  etc.  But  have  you  tried  us- 
ing tea  brewed  from  fennel  leaves  as  a 
dieting  aid  (it  works  as  a  diuretic)  or 
making  a  hair  rinse  from  rosemary  and 
camomile? 

Among  the  more  exotic  seasonings  in 
the  garden  is  herba  barona.  originally 
used  to  flavor  wild  boar.  but.  according 
to  Williamson,  equally  good  on  steak.  He 
also  recommends  candies  made  from 
angelica,  eryngo  and  elecampagne.  the 
herb  Helen  of  Troy  was  gathering  when 
she  was  abducted  by  Paris. 

You  might  like  to  try  some  of  William- 
son's favorite  recipes  using  fresh  herbs 
(they're  always  better  that  way)  from  your 
own  garden.  He  cooks  pork  chops  this 
way:  Marinate  4  pork  chops  for  1  hour 
in  a  covered  dish  in  a  mixture  of  2  tea- 
spoons of  chopped  winter  savory,  12 
crushed  juniper  berries,  1  teaspoon  of 
honey,  1  teaspoon  mustard,  1  tablespoon 
soy  sauce,  Vi  teaspoon  fresh  ginger:  grill 
until  done.

the  importance  of  her  experience,  and  the 
impression  it  might  make  in  a  personal  in- 
terview, as  did  a  young  man  who  took  a 
walking  tour  of  Europe.  The  interviewer 
was  quick  to  point  out  the  favorable  as- 
pects of  their  activities. 
Virtually  every  college  uses  certain 
accepted  methods  for  evaluating  stu- 
dents: Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  scores 
(SATs),  rank,  grades,  extracurricular  ac- 
tivities. But  the  personal  interview  is  usu- 
ally not  required  and  must  be  student- 
initiated  This  is  where  the  parents  can  be 
supportive  and  helpful.  The  parents  of  the 
first  girl  mentioned  above  encouraged  her 
to  seek  an  interview  as  part  of  the  ad- 
missions process  Furthermore,  they  had 
even  "walked  through"  the  interview  pro- 
cedure, with  the  mother  playing  the  part 
of  the  interviewer.  This  play-acting  helped 
to  ease  the  girl's  tensions  about  the  inter- 
view and  encouraged  her  to  think  about 
what  she  wanted  to  say  and  how  to  say  it. 
Students  can  find  out  from  friends  or  their 
school  the  types  of  questions  that  might 
be  asked  and  can  then  discuss  the  an- 
swers with  their  parents. 

In  some  respects,  the  college  interview 
resembles  a  job  interview — it's  a  chance 
for  the  potential  employer  to  assemble  as

much  data  as  possible  about  the  candi- 
date. William  Turner,  director  of  admis- 
sions at  Washington  University  in  St. 
Louis,  admits  "We're  developing  what 
might  be  called  a  jigsaw  puzzle.  The 
more  pieces  we  add  to  the  puzzle,  the 
better  the  picture  we  create  Often  the 
personal  interview  can  be  very  helpful, 
particularly  if  there  is  something  excep- 
tional that  can  come  out  during  it." 

An  interview,  therefore,  can  be  one 
more  opportunity  for  your  child  to  show 
that  he  can  succeed  in  that  school.  As 
Turner  points  out,  "A  highly  successful 
interview  may  overcome  deficits  in  aca- 
demic credentials,  but  it  would  have  to  be 
impressive.  There  are  unusual  cases, 
some  students  may  truly  be  late-bloomers 
or  they  may  have  had  a  difficult  home 
situation.  In  those  instances,  an  interview 
provides  some  balance  to  what  might 
appear  on  the  application  form." 
Washington  University  uses  a  1our\ 
page  comprehensive  application  that 
includes  one  essay.  However,  accord- 
ing to  Turner,  a  personal  interview  serves 
three  additional  purposes.  "First,  it  is  a 
source  of  information  for  the  student — a 
chance  for  him  to  ask  questions  about  the 
school.  Second,  the  admissions  officer 
has  the  chance  to  explore  in  greater  de- 
tail those  things  on  the  form.  And  lastly, 
it's  an  opportunity  to  see  if  the  applicant 
will  fit  into  the  educational  atmosphere  at 
Washington.  We're  looking  for  interesting

Director  of 
Admissions  Herman  Thomas  and  one  as- 
sistant read  more  than  3,500  applications 
for  admission  to  Baylor  University  in 
Waco,  Texas.  "We  take  about  2.400  stu- 
dents." he  said,  "and  there  literally  isn't 
time  to  conduct  personal  interviews  for 
all.  We  do  respond  to  requests  for  inter- 
views, but  they  certainly  are  not  required." 
Thomas  does  have  some  encouraging 
words  of  counsel,  advice  parents  and  stu- 
dents should  heed.  "I  certainly  would  ad-

school  to  seek  out  an  interview  Anytime 
a  student  feels  that  he  might  fall  short 
of  the  requirements  stated  in  the  cata- 
logue, that  student  should  insist  on  an  in- 
terview. Go  and  talk  with  the  director  of 
admissions  and  present  your  case.  Many 
times  this  leads  to  a  successful  college 
career.  Tests  don't  tell  us  everything 
Many  students  live  in  dread  of  low 
SAT  scores  and  of  what  these  scores 
may  mean  in  the  admissions  system. 
Howard  Hamilton,  director  of  admissions 
for  the  Rutherford  and  Wayne  campuses  of 
Fairleigh  Dickinson  University  in  New 
Jersey,  feels  that  "The  interview  can  defi- 
nitely be  positive  for  those  students  who 
tend  to  test  poorly  and  whose  scores  are 
not  particularly  high.  Now  that  we're  not 
allowed  to  ask  too  much  personal  infor- 
mation on  an  application,  the  interview 
can  be  meaningful.  Twb  examples  are  the 
student  who  has  a  low  SAT  score  and  the 
person  from  a  foreign  background,  both 
of  whom  speak  a  foreign  language  at 
home.  An  interview  in  these  cases  could 
turn  the  situation  around  completely." 

Some  schools,  such  as  Fairleigh  Dick- 
inson, use  only  one-page  application 
forms.  The  applicant  can,  of  course,  at- 
tach a  letter  providing  more  personal  in- 
formation, but  an  interview  is  a  good  way 
to  relate  experiences — affiliation  with  a 
religious  group,  membership  in  a  service 
organization,  volunteer  work  in  the  local 
hospital  or  participation  in  a  special 
school-community  activity — first  hand. 
And.  in  fact.  "We  actually  do  interview 
about  75%  of  those  admitted  to  our 
Rutherford  campus."  revealed  Hamilton. 

The  message  from  these  admissions 
officers  is  clear.  There  is  every  reason  to

These  days,  many  state  governors  are 
sitting  on  pins  and  needles,  but  very  few 
sit  down  to  dine  on  chairs  covered  with 
original  needlepoint.  One  exception  is 
Governor  Otis  R.  Bowen  of  Indiana. 

The  story  of  the  Governor's  needlepoint 
began  after  he  was  first  elected  in  1972. 
Feb  Knode.  a  needlepoint  expert  and 
hostess  of  a  local  Indiana  television  pro- 
gram, suggested  on  her  show  that  deco- 
rating a  complete  room  of  the  Governor's 
new  mansion  in  needlepoint  would  be  a 
nice  project  for  the  needlepoint  enthusi- 
asts of  Indiana.  She  soon  had  more  than 
300  letters  from  Hoosier  women  who 
wanted  to  become  involved.  Feb  was  in- 
vited by  Beth  Bowen.  the  Governor's  wife, 
and  also  an  ardent  needlepointer,  to 
visit  and  discuss  the  project. 
Feb,  a  loyal  Hoosier,  felt  that  the 
design  used  in  the  mansion  should 
embody  something  beautiful  and 
pertinent  to  the  state  of  Indiana  as  well 
as  something  that  would  complement  the 
decor  of  the  home  recently  purchased  for 
the  Governor.  She  chose  a  half  wreath

She  set  about  drawing  and  hand  paint- 
ing the  half  wreath  design  on  each  of  the 
eight  needlepoint  canvases  Feb  selected 
a  14-count  canvas  and  used  the  "diagonal 
tent"  or  "basket-weave"  stitch.  Once  the 
designs  were  drawn  and  painted,  the  Mar- 
shall County  women,  who  called  them- 
selves "Friends  of  Mrs.  Bowen,"  went  to 
work.

ernor's  mansion,  which  Governor  Bowen 
much  prefers  to  be  referred  to  as  the 
"Governors  residence"?  "I  would  hope 
that  some  time  we  might  because  there 
are  so  many  things  there  that  could  be 
done  in  needlepoint  and  I'm  what  could 
be  called  a  needlepoint  hound.  I  love  it!" 
She  fondly  patted  the  arm  of  the  over- 
stuffed chair  in  which  she  was  sitting  and 
which  was  completely  upholstered  in  a 
pink  floral  needlepoint  motif.  She  pointed 
to  the  large  rug  in  front  of  the  fireplace.

BOOKSBOOKS~ 

A  number  of  new  needlework  books,  con- 
taining enough  projects  to  keep  even  the 
most  inveterate  stitcher  busy  through  the 
long  winter  ahead,  has  come  our  way 
lately.  Here,  briefly,  are  some  we  found 
among  the  most  interesting. 

■  American  Heirloom  Bargello  by  Millie 
Hines  (Crown,  $9.95,  hardcover;  $5  95. 
paperback)  combines  the  beautiful  pat- 
terns of  hard-to-make  historic  quilts  and 
Navaho  rugs  with  easy-to-do  bargello 
stitchery.  Even  beginners  can  start  right 
in  on  the  simpler  patterns.  All  are  stunning 
— a  nice  change  from  the  repetitive  bargel- 
to  designs  we're  used  to  seeing. 

■  Blue  and  White:  The  Cotton  Embroider- 
ies of  Rural  China  by  Muriel  Baker  and 
Margaret  Lunt  (Scnbners,  $14.95)  is  a  col- 
lection of  the  folk  embroideries  of  the 
remote  western  provinces — not  the  color- 
ful Peking  silks  we  usually  associate  with 
China.  The  making  of  these  folk  pieces  is 
now  a  dying  craft,  but  the  experienced 
sewer  can  reproduce  the  beautiful  de- 
signs once  used  to  decorate  linens,  hang- 
ings and  clothing.  Note:  These  are  most- 
ly elaborate  embroideries  and  not  enough 
instructions   are    provided    for   beginners. 

■  A  Child's  Comfort.  Baby  and  Doll  Quilts 
in  American  Folk  Art  by  Bruce  Johnson 
(Harcourt  Brace  Jovanovich.  $12.95)  pre- 
sents the  gorgeous  quilts  that  comprised 
the  recent  show  at  the  Museum  of  Ameri- 
can Folk  Art  in  New  York  City,  a  brief 
history  of  the  craft  and  directions  (by 
Guest-Curator  Josephine  Rogers)  for  mak- 
ing four  baby  quilts  for  modern-size  cribs 
and  beds.  These  are  not  simply  adult 
quilts  made  smaller,  but  are  beautiful  pat- 
terns only  possible  because  of  their  small 
size.  The  love  put  into  making  these  quilts 
— by  mothers  for  their  children  and  by 
children  for  their  dolls — is  evident  in  each 
carefully  stitched  one. 

■  Creative  Crafts  (Sterling.  $25)  is  for  any- 
one in  search  of  a  hobby.  More  than  50 
crafts  (including  most  needlecrafts  as 
well  as  metalwork,  pottery,  mosaic,  etc.) 
are  introduced  and  pictured,  and  direc- 
tions are  given  for  at  least  one  project 
for  each.  Use  this  book  to  find  your  talent, 
then  move  on  to  more  specialized  texts 
for  detailed  help. 

■  Needlepoint  78,  the  newest  calendar  by 
Nancy  Noland  Kurten  (Sign  of  the  Bee. 
paperback,  $4.95)  contains  a  year's  worth 
of  projects  with  designs  inspired  by  Mexi- 
can folk  art.  Most  are  small  and  easy  to 
make — ornaments,  coasters,  wedding  pil- 
low, etc. — and  the  results  are  attractive.

If  you  are  among  those  contused  by  so 
many  new  make-up  colors.  Helena  Rubin- 


stein has  come  to  your  aid  with  a  new 
computer,  which  the  firm  calls  its  Skin 
Life  Instant  Beauty  Analyzer.  It  can  be 
found  in  many  cosmetic  departments. 
Helena  Rubinstein  claims  that  the  com- 
puter is  foolproof  since  it  eliminates  prod- 
ucts that  are  wrong  for  the  user. 

It's  easy  to  use:  There  are  four  simple 
questions  about  make-up — including  col- 
or of  skin,  hair  and  eyes — and  the  woman 
using  the  analyzer  selects  the  answer  that 
most  closely  describes  her  characteristics 
by  pushing  the  proper  button.  After  all  the 
questions  are  answered,  the  machine 
comes  up  with  a  beauty  identification 
number.  The  customer  then  goes  to  a 
giant  tester  and  presses  a  button  cor- 
responding to  that  number.  Suggested 
colors  for  her  to  try  light  up  from  65  eye 
shadows,  58  lip  colors  and  other  products 
programmed  into  the  computer.  From  this 
large  selection  of  colors  and  tints,  the 
customer  chooses  the  ones  she  prefers.

FOR  CHOKING  VICTIMS 

Many  a  person  who  otherwise  might  have 
choked  to  death  while  eating,  owes  his 
life  to  another  person's  using  the  Heim- 
lich Maneuver  on  him.  Choking  is  the 
sixth  cause  of  accidental  death  in  the 
U  S  .  according  to  the  Fireman's  Fund 
American  Life  Insurance  Companies,  but 
recent  widespread  publicity  about  the 
Heimlich  Maneuver  may  help  to  substan- 
tially alter  that  statistic. 

Should  someone  choke  in  your  house  or 
near  you  in  a  restaurant,  you  should  know 
the  simple  steps  to  take  to  save  that  per- 
son's life  First,  every  second  counts.  A 
choking  victim  needs  immediate  help — 
within  a  matter  of  minutes  he  will  be  dead 
from  asphyxiation  or  suffer  permanent 
brain  damage.  The  first  sign  of  choking 
is  when  a  person  suddenly  becomes  quiet 
and  looks  alarmed. 

Ask  the  victim  if  he  can  talk.  If  he  can't, 
he's  probably  choking  Strike  him  hard 
several  times  between  the  shoulder  blades 
with  the  heel  of  your  hand.  If  this  doesn't 
dislodge  the  obstruction — most  likely  a 
piece  of  food — use  the  Heimlich  Maneu- 
ver: With  the  victim  standing  or  sitting, 
wrap  your  arms  around  his  waist  from  be- 
hind. Make  a  fist  with  one  hand  and  place 
it  thumb  side  against  the  abdomen,  be- 
tween the  navel  and  rib  cage.  Clasp  the 
fist  with  your  free  hand  and  press  it  in 
hard  with  a  quick  upward  thrust.  Repeat 
as  necessary.  When  the  obstruction  is  out, 
administer  mouth-to-mouth  breathing,  and 
keep  the  person  warm  until  a  doctor  ar- 
rives. If  the  person  has  fallen,  uncon- 
scious, kneel  close  beside  the  victim's 
hips,  make  a  fist  with  one  hand  and  strike 
it  upward  with  the  other. 

You  can  practice  on  yourself  by  lo- 
cating the  proper  place  to  press,  and 
even  better,  work  with  a  partner,  alter- 
nating  the    roles  of  victim   and    rescuer. 

You  can  administer  it  to  yourself  if  you 
choke  while  alone  by  pressing  your  own 
fist  into  your  abdomen  with  a  quick  hard 
upward  thrust  or  by  pressing  your  ab- 
domen sharply  over  the  back  of  a  chair  or 
the  edge  of  a  railing,  counter  or  sink. 

The  Heimlich  Maneuver  should  not  be 
used  on  small  children:  instead  hold  them 
upside  down  and  strike  between  the 
shoulder  blades.  ■

HOUSE  PLANTS 


Start  a  collection  of 

bromeliads  and  grow  some

By  ELVIN  McDONALD  []  Of  all  the 
new  house  plants  showing  up  in  local 
shops,  bromeliads  are  among  the  most 
durably  decorative,  even  in  less-than-ideal 
conditions.  Although  the  bromeliad  fam- 
ily is  best  known  for  its  two  most  com- 
mon members.  Spanish  moss  and  the 
pineapple,  between  these  extremes  there 
are  literally  countless  varieties  you'll  find 
worth  growing  indoors  alt  year,  or  out- 
doors m  warm  weather. 

The  first  of  the  ornamental  bromeliads 
to  become  popular  was  the  dwarf  pine- 
apple, a  variety  of  Ananas.  Now  it  is  not

unusual  to  find  various  forms  of  Aechmea 
(Silver  King  is  the  most  popular),  8(7/- 
bergia.  Cryptanthus.  Guzmania.  Neore- 
gelia.  Tillandsia  and  Vriesea.  Of  these, 
Guzmania  (guzz-MAY-nee-uh)  is  the  new- 
est arrival,  a  genus  comprised  of  over 
100  tropical  American  species. 

In  Florida,  where  experimental  work 
with  bromeliads  is  being  done,  the  breed- 
ers are  concentrating  particularly  on  the 
smaller  guzmanias,  aiming  for  symmetri- 
cal rosettes  of  smooth-edged,  leathery 
leaves  and  long-lasting,  colorful,  showy 
bracts  that  bear  the  short-lived  flowers. 

Guzmanias  do  require  special  care: 
Light,  a  half-day  of  sun  indoors,  partiaj 
shade  outside;  or  you  can  grow  them  in 
a  fluorescent-light  environment.  Temper- 
ature, 60°  to  80c  F.,  with  fresh  air  circu- 
lation. Humidity.  40%  or  more.  Mist 
plants  daily  if  possible.  Give  the  leaves 
and  soil  a  thorough  drenching  twice  a 
week.  Do  not  leave  the  pot  standing  in 
water,  but  do  keep  the  cup  formed  by  the 
leaves  in  the  center  of  the  rosette  filled 
with  fresh  water.  Propagate  by  removing 
an  offset;  pot  it  in  a  mix  of  equal  parts 
soil.  sand,  sphagnum  peat  moss  and 
shredded  bark.  (Next  in  our  series  on

vakia,  with  its  capital  in  Bratislava. 
Prague  is  the  federal  capital.  People  of 
Bohemia  are  predominantly  Czech,  peo- 
ple of  Slovakia  are  predominantly  Slovak 
and  the  whole  country  is  a  mix  of  tem- 
peraments and  traditions.  In  its  1,000- 
year  existence,  this  land  has  changed 
hands  so  often  that  its  history  defies  a 
thumbnail  sketch,  but  there  are  remind- 
ers of  its  richness  and  complexity  every- 
where, with  40,000  chateaus.  castles, 
churches  and  noble  landmarks  in  ro- 
mantic plenty,  all  of  which  are  being  care- 
fully preserved. 

On  the  Danube  (which  is  not  blue  at 
all),  the  flowered  and  fountained  city 
of  Bratislava  is  larded  with  palaces. 
Its  landmark,  high  on  a  bluff,  is  Bratislava 
Castle,  a  reconstruction  of  a  13th-century 
castle-fortress  and  home  to  the  Haps- 
burgs  when  Slovakia  was  part  of  the 
Austro-Hungarian  empire.  The  old  town 
runs  a  marvelous  architectural  gamut 
through  Gothic.  Renaissance.  Baroque 
and  Rococo  beauty  that  the  modern  city's 
glass  and  concrete  and  superhighways 
can't  begin  to  match  St  Martin's  Cathe- 
dral, where  kings  and  queens  were 
crowned,  and  the  Franciscan  church  take 
you  back  to  the  13th  century.  Visit  the 
impressive  Archbishop's  Palace,  where, 
amid  18th-century  grandeur,  Napoleon 
signed  the  Treaty  of  Pressburg,  as  the 
city  was  called  in  1805.  The  Hall  of  Mir- 
rors is  now  a  favorite  wedding  place.  The 
14th-century  Old  Town  Hall,  now  a  mu- 
seum of  archives,  has  a  charming  court- 
yard, used  for  civic  events  An  avant  jazz 
concert  was  going  full  swing  when  I  was 
there,  a  reminder  that  the  most  prevalent 
American  influences  hereabouts  seem 
to  be  jazz,  Coca-Cola  and  blue  jeans.  The 
school  system  has  substituted  Russian 
for  English  as  a  second  language,  but 
I'm  told  the  young  take  private  English 
lessons,  motivated  by  the  ardent  desire 
to  sing  the  lyrics  of  American  pop  songs.

Blue  jeans — bone  fide  Levis,  not  to  be 
confused  with  locally  made  knock-offs — 
are  at  a  premium,  known  to  have  been 
swiped  off  clotheslines. 
Bratislava  for  centuries  has  been  a 
cultural  center,  its  venerable  uni- 
versity the  nucleus.  Its  music  festivals 
are  famous — the  Lyre  in  June  and  Music 
Festivities  from  September  to  October. 
It's  also  a  town  for  flower  shows  and 
horticultural  events,  and  for  a  look  at  the 
way  red  geraniums  and  salvia  can  be 
manicured,  as  they  were  last  year,  go 
to  Slavin,  the  memorial  to  the  Soviet 
soldiers  who  died  here  in  World  War  If. 

Bratislava  was  my  introduction  to  Slo- 
vakian  cuisine — hefty,  zesty.  long  on  pork 
and  dumplings,  the  sweetest  of  trout  and 
a  country  dish  of  sheep  milk,  cheese, 
onions,  bacon  and  noodles,  called  Brynd- 
zove  Halusky — and  I  suppose  you  could 
cultivate  a  taste  for  it.  I  had  no  problem 
with  the  local  red  wine  (racianska)  or 
juniper  brandy  (borovicka)  or  a  moun- 
tain-herb brandy  called  becherovka,  and 
beer  drinkers  are  in  heaven  in  this  coun- 
try where  Pilsener  was  born.

mountainside  of  Story  Smokovec  (smofce- 
a-vetch)  and  the  imposing  Grand  Hotel, 
where  everything  suggests  that  it  was 
built  in  a  grander  day  for  a  grand  clien- 
tele. H  istime  here,  the 
steep  landscape  and  rocky  mountains 
providing  magnificent  terrain  in  air  that 
makes    breathing    seem    like    a    new   ex- 


perience. Speaking  of  hiking,  500  meters, 
it  says,  from  the  Grand  Hotel  is  a  Czech 
culinary  institution  not  to  be  missed,  if 
you  can  make  it  up  what  has  to  be  a  90° 
hill  through  the  woods.  This  is  the 
Zbojnicka  Koliba.  variously  described  as 
a  shepherd's  hut  or  a  brigand's  hut — a 
log  cabin  au  nature!,  with  some  tasty  de- 
cor of  stuffed  owls,  country  jugs  and 
branches,  and  a  flaming  pit  in  the  center 
of  the  room  for  the  barbecuing  of  chicken. 
Rough  banquettes  and  tables  line  the 
room.  For  starters,  you  are  given  a  bib 
and  a  murderous-looking  knife,  bread, 
goat  cheese  and  a  flaming  cup  of  Tatran- 
sky  caj,  meaning  Tatra  tea — really  a  sim- 
ple recipe  of  caramel  syrup  in  alcohol 
lighted  with  a  match  You  gnaw  away  at 
your  chicken  while  Gypsy  music  plays, 
and  it's  actually  lots  of  fun.  except  that 
the  East  Germans  were  here  in  numbers, 
and  a  dour,  un-fun-loving  lot  they  seem, 
but  avid  eaters  to  a  man 
Nearby  Strbske  Pleso  in  the  High 
Tatras  is  a  most  impressive  resort 
tor  summer  hiking  and  winter  skiing, 
well  equipped  with  good  hotels.  There 
are  sanitoria  for  respiratory  diseases 
hereabouts,  and  to  protect  this  high.  dry. 
piney  air,  the  government  is  about  to  ban 
auto  traffic  in  the  Tatras  area.  An  electric 
tram  from  Poprad  runs  to  the  resorts, 
stopping  at  villages  on  the  way.  After 
that,  it's  shank's  mare — no  problem  at  all 
to  the  hyperactive  Czechs,  who  seem  to 
abhor  a  level  surface. 

For  an  eagles-eye  look  over  this  Car- 
pathian terrain,  take  the  cable  car  from 
Tatranska  Lomnia  to  the  peak  of  Lom- 
nicky    Stit.

you  up  8.500  feet  to  granite  outcroppings 
(or  wintry  snow  fields)  and  a  lake  in  the 
clouds.  Here  it  was  that  I  saw  a  handi- 
capped couple  hiking  on  crutches,  sham- 
ing huffy-puffy  me,  who  am  content  to 
view  mountains  with  wonder  as  long  as  I 
don't  have  to  climb  them. 
This  area  is  habitat  to  rare  flora,  fauna 
and  minerals,  all  well  represented  in 
the  cases  of  the  Tatary  National  Park 
Museum,  a  nicely  kept  little  museum  with 
an  added  display  of  Slovak  folk  artifacts 
and,  as  in  all  museums,  a  special  exhibi- 
tion lauding  the  accomplishments  of  the 
Communist  party. 

For  a  real  on-the-scene  look  at  a  Slo- 
vak rural  town,  excursion  to  Zdiar,  where 
a  farmhouse  has  been  turned  into  a  folk 
museum,  full  of  old-time  color,  and  the 
marvelously  inventive,  beautifully  crafted 
household  objects  and  costumes  give  you 
an  insight  into  times  past,  and  suggest 
that  if  life  was  rough,  it  was  surely  lively. 
Traditional  wedding  costumes — flowered, 
embroidered,  beaded,  feathered — are  bril- 
liant. The  museum  is  full  of  such  crafts 
as  are  not  plied  today — exquisitely  cut 
out  paperwork  and  brass-studded  leather 
belts.  There  is  an  exhibition  of  traditional 
red,  white  and  black  country  weaving. 
There  is,  alas,  nothing  to  buy  but  post- 
cards. Lunch  is  served  next  door  in  a 
restaurant  where  you're  expected  to  share 
the  table  with  strangers,  a  not  unusual 
aspect  of  dining  out   in  Czechoslovakia. 

Other  towns  in  the  area  worth  a  look: 
Kezmarok,  dating  from  the  15th  century,  is 
famous  for  an  extraordinary  all-wood 
church  that  can  seat  1.000  and  is  some- 
times still  used  for  concerts.  I  found  the 
modern  town  interesting  in  its  sidewalk 
traffic  of  perambulators  and  shops  full  of 
baby  clothes — bonuses  are  paid  for  ba- 
bies in  Czechoslovakia.  There  is  a  17th- 
century  castle  here,  now  a  museum,  and

of  great  importance  to  this  area  because 
it  memorializes  local  patriots  massacred 
by  the  Nazis. 

The  once  very  important  region  of 
Spiss  had  24  cities  and  certain  villages 
named  for  the  days  of  the  week.  Drive 
through  a  country  of  rolling  green  fields 
and  trout  farms,  on  roads  lined  with  ap- 
ple trees,  to  Spissky  Sabota  (Saturday) 
to  see  a  13th-century  church,  Gothic  over- 
laid with  Baroque.  In  Spissky  Stvrtok  I 
(Thursday),  there's  the  Gothic  chapel  of 
the  princely  Zapolsky  family,  across  the 
road  from  which  is  a  state-run  old  peo- 
ple's home  where  they  received  me  gra- 
ciously when  I  looked  in  there  out  of  sheer  J 
nosiness. 

In  Levoca  (Levosska),  which  was  a\ 
princely  town  in  its  day,  there  is  great  ] 
architecture  to  be  seen,  from  Gothic  on] 
up,  much  of  it  fading  away,  although  thej 
push  to  preserve  is  being  made.

After  six 
months  as  a  transplanted  Tennessean  I  sport  battle  scars  from 
playing  Superiority  Sweepstakes. 

In  Nashville.  I  was  classy  because  I  served  wine  with 
dinner  and  liked  escargots.  In  Philadelphia,  the  man  seated 
next  to  you  on  the  subway  is  likely  to  have  sweetbreads  and 
Camembert  in  his  lunchbox.  I  have,  however,  learned  to  cope. 
And  now.  to  aid  others  in  my  same  situation,  I  have  created  the 
easy-to-read,  easy-to-use  Coffee  Table  Culture  Kit. 

The  kit  contains,  among  other  things,  a  genuine  reproduction 
of  an  original  print  for  the  most-often-seen  wall,  a  guess-what- 
we-had-for-dinner  cookbook,  a  language  guide,  something 
brass,  a  quart  of  dry  sherry,  a  recent  Tchaikovsky  recording,  a 
synopsis  of  10  Broadway  musicals,  a  book  on  six  steps  to  ego 
suppression  and  an  obscure  art  book  for  the  coffee  table.

Unimpressed?  Then  you  are  a  fast  learner,  for  this  is  civilized 
behavior's  Rule  Number  One:  Do  not  be  easily  impressed  If  a 
neighbor  reveals  he  played  with  the  Boston  Pops  while  attend- 
ing Harvard  Medical  School,  look  mildly  interested  and  smile 
knowingly.  Never  say,  "No  kidding?"  or  "Gee  whiz"  or  "Gosh!" 
The  name  of  the  game  is  unemotional,  intellectual  snobbery. 
Assume  that  everyone  went  to  Harvard — unless,  of  course,  he 
is  wearing  plaid  pants  and  loafers  Then  it  was  Princeton. 

Factual  knowledge  about  literature,  art  and  music  is  not 
easily  obtained  However,  one  can  pattern  responses  to  be 
noncommital.  No  one  is  interested  in  your  opinion,  anyway. 
The  way  the  words  are  spoken  is  another  matter. 
Two  guidelines  exist  tor  patterning  one's  speech:  Go  to 
any  length  to  use  proper  grammar,  and  shun  any  ac- 
cepted or  well-known  phrases.  The  first  requirement  can  be 
effectively  faked  by  an  obvious  use  of  a  single  word — one. 
Don't  say,  "You  know  what  you  should  do  if  you  are  well  bred, 
don't  you?"  Use.  "One  knows  what  one  should  do  when  one  is 
well  bred,  does  one  not?"  Since  excesses  should  also  be 
avoided,  use  the  simple  rule  that  if  one  has  more  than  four 
ones  in  one  sentence,  substitute  one   you'  for  one  of  the  ones.

An  idea  must  be  stated  in 
familiar  concepts,  but  with  a  new  vocabulary  so  as  to  confuse 
and  impress  the  unimpressionable  listener.  For  example,  in- 
stead of  "At  any  rate.  I  agree,"  one  may  substitute  "Whichever 
scale  is  adopted.  I  acknowledge  the  truth  of  the  statement 
Once  this  loquacious  skill  is  mastered,  one  is  adequately  pre- 
pared to  meet  the  aristocrats  head  on  (or  to  put  it  in  terms 
more  in  keeping  with  your  newly  found  skill,  skull  in  place). 

Many  social  occasions  involve  choosing  foods,  and  classical 
tastes  may  be  cultivated  instantly  by  committing  to  memory  a 
few  more  rules.  Remember  the  three  As:  artichokes,  asparagus, 
avocados.  And  always  serve  vegetables  raw,  cheese  strong  and 
everything  else  smothered  in  mushrooms.  When  shopping  for 
these  delectables,  never  wear  a  fur  coat.  Tennis  togs  and  warm- 
up  suits  are  supermarket  chic,  but  not  fur  coats. 
Unadorned  basics  having  been  covered,  you  might  ex- 
pect me  to  go  with  the  usual  maxim  and  tell  you  to 
"above  all,  be  yourself."  This  is  ridiculous  advice,  but  it 
does  hold  the  key  to  the  last  lesson:  There  must  be  a  particular 
idiosyncrasy  that  will  amuse  others  and  separate  one  from  the 
rest  of  the  pampered  pack. 

A  woman  may  be  a  hat  freak  or  a  man  may  be  devoted  to 
his  tennis  shoes.  Fetishes  such  as  these  can  be  acquired 
Choose  a  color  with  which  to  be  identified,  or  a  certain  tie  or 
old  car  as  a  constant  companion.  The  more  low-class  the  re- 
tained possession,  the  better,  as  long  as  all  other  behavior  is 
beyond  reproach.

Park,"  she  said.

All  cats  are  of  the  order  Carnivora  and 
are  meat  eaters,  yet  they  still  crave 
the  vitamins  and  minerals  obtained  from 
plant  or  vegetable  matter.   Plant  material 
also  provides  the  necessary  fibers  known 
as  roughage.  This  applies  to  domestic  as 
well   as   wild    cats.    Most    premium    com- 
mercial   cat    food    provides    the    required 
vitamins,    minerals    and    fibrous    material 
needed,    but    each    cat    is    an    individual 
and  may  need  more  or  less  of  a  specific 
substance  than  is  found  in  a  generalized 
food   formula    Which   explains  why  some 
of    the    best-fed    cats    in    the    world    still 


Cats  are  meat  eaters, 

yet  they  all  crave  vitamins  and 

minerals  found  in  plants 

pounce    upon    house   plants   and    devour 
leaves,  stems  and  blossoms. 

Veterinarian  Terri  McGinnis,  in  her 
valuable  manual,  The  Well  Cat  Book 
(Random  House),  writes,  "Gastritis  is 
usually  caused  by  the  ingestion  of  an 
irritant  substance  .  .  .  cats  with  gastric 
irritation  may  seek  grass  to  eat,  but 
grass  eating  io  often  an  'enjoyable  pas- 
time' for  cats  and  not  (necessarily)  a 
sign  of  illness."  In  other  words,  if  a  cat 
regurgitates  grass,  she  may  have  had 
stomach  upset  to  begin  with,  or  she 
simply  may  have  nibbled  on  the  greens  as 
a  pleasant  snack. 


Are  cats  and  plants  more  natural  ene- 
mies than  cats  and  dogs?  Plant  experts 
Stan  and  Floss  Dworkin,  who  can  be  seen 
on  the  Garden  Spot  on  NBC's  NewsCenter 
4  in  New  York  City  answer:  "Actually, 
cats  and  plants  are  not  enemies.  They 
complement  one  another.  It  is  natural  for 
cats  to  eat  greenery  When  they  are  al- 
lowed outdoors,  they  can  chomp  on  grass 
and  they  have  no  difficulty.  It  is  important 
for  cats  to  have  something  to  scour  out 
their    insides" 

Asked  how  best  to  repel  a  marauding 
cat  from  a  favored  plant,  the  Dworkins 
advised,  "We  know  people  who  have 
sprinkled  pepper  on  the  plant.  This 
doesn't  harm  it.  In  fact,  it  might  have  a 
beneficial  effect  by  keeping  away  cer- 
tain bugs.  Cats  are  terribly  intelligent.  A 
friend  once  sprinkled  her  plants  with  red 
pepper  and  never  had  to  repeat  the  pro- 
cedure. The  cat  remembered.  Of  course, 
this  does  not  solve  the  problem  of  the 
cat  using  a  light  tray  full  of  plants  as  a 
pathway  For  that  there  is  no  answer." 
"People  hang  plants  to  keep  them 
out  of  the  reach  of  cats,"  said  Stan 
Dworkin.  "but  there  is  little  that  is 
out  of  the  reach  of  a  determined  cat. 
The  best  thing  is  to  provide  the  cat  with 
something  it  can  and  will  eat,  so  its 
natural  needs  are  provided  for.  At  the 
same  time,  make  plants  less  attractive 
by  using  pepper  as  a  repellent." 

"When  cats  have  a  choice,  they  will  go 
for  grassier  things,"  says  Floss  Dworkin. 
"Which  leads  to  one  of  the  best  solutions 
to  the  problem.  Grow  wheat  grass  in  a 
pot  specifically  for  your  cat  to  eat.  A  pot 
of  wet.  moist  soil  with  some  wheat  grass 
spread  on  top  will  come  up  in  a  couple 
of  weeks.  This  will  give  you  a  plant  that 
your    cat    will    usually    prefer    to    almost

anything.  Wheat  grass  is  cheap  and  can 
be  obtained  at  a  health  food  store." 

If  your  cat  uses  the  soil  in  your  plant- 
ers as  a  litter  box,  the  Dworkins  say  this 
will  kill  the  plants.  They  recommend 
peppering  the  base  of  the  plant,  because 
cats  sniff  the  soil  before  using  it.  An  al- 
ternate solution  is  to  place  a  grid  of 
chicken  wire  over  the  surface.  Cats  that 
climb  potted  trees  may  be  discouraged 
by  a  homemade  collar  placed  around  the 
trunk  such  as  those  used  on  ship  tie  lines 
to  repel  rodents. 

Frank  J.  Anderson  of  the  New  York 
Botanical  Garden  cautions  about 
common  house  plants  that  are  poi- 
sonous to  dogs,  cats  and  small  chil- 
dren. Anderson,  author  of  Herbals:  A,n 
Illustrated  History  (Columbia  University 
Press,  S14.95).  is  most  concerned  about 
dieffenbachia.  poinsettia  and  philoden- 
dron.  He  warns,  too,  against  outdoor 
growths  that  are  taken  indoors,  such  as 
lily-of-the-valley.  monkshood  and  olean- 
der. Plant  and  cat  lovers  should  learn 
about  poisonous  plants.  Of  the  more  than 
300,000  plant  species,  some  700  are 
poisonous.  One  book  recommended  by 
Anderson  is  Poisonous  Plants  of  the 
United  States,  by  Walter  Conrad  Muen- 
scher  (Collier  Books,  hardcover,  S6  95. 
paperback.  S3. 95).  ■

"People  who  see  my 
house  say  that  they  think 
they  are  in  Europe,"  says 
Holden.  And  this  is  not 
only  because  of  the  fur- 
nishings and  portrait  oils, 
which  are  for  the  most 
part  Italian,  French  and 
English.  Holden,  who  has 
spent  18  years  of  his  life 
living  in  Europe,  seems  to 
have  developed  a  char- 
acteristically European 
skill  of  putting  colors 
together  in  such  a  way 
that  they  blend  homoge- 
neously, with  no  sudden  or 
shocking  contrasts.  "A 


lot  of  people  must  think  I'm 
color  blind,"  he  says, 
"but  I  think  most  colors 
get  up  and  walk  out  of  the 
room.  I  also  feel  that  too 
many  rooms  look  alike 
because  they're  so 
obviously  color-arranged, 
as  if  the  decorator  said  to 
his  assistant,  'Do  it  in  the 
Scheme  Two  Yellow.'  " 
His  living  room  is  far  from 
colorless,  but  you  could 
not  give  a  color  name  to 
it.  "I  think  art  and  furnish- 
ings should  make  more  of 
a  statement  than  their 
backdrop,  so  I  painted  all 


my  walls  the  same  dusty 
green-gray.  I  couldn't  hang 
any  of  my  paintings  on  a 
brilliant  or  patterned 
wall."  His  collection  of 
iarge-scale  portraits  in 
oil  is  formidable,  ranging 
from  the  16th  through 
the  early  19th  centuries. 
"They  go  with  me 
wherever  I  move,  along 
with  my  mother's  crystal 
chandelier,  which  I'm  now 
using  in  the  entry 
hall."  Gleaming  oak 
paneling  and  the  majestic 
rise  of  the  grand 
stairway  leading  to  the 
upper  floors  give  the 
living  room  (left)  the 
aura  of  a  great  hall  in  a 
country  house.  "Life 
here  couldn't  be  more 
casual,"  says  Holden. 
Fine  possessions — 
Carolean  benches, 
French  chairs,  custom 
sofa,  glass  and  Lucite 
coffee  table  and 
bibelots — are  comfortably 
disposed  for  everyday 
use.  A  bar  (far  left)  is 
built  into  the  oak  paneling, 
along  with  bookcases 
(above)  that  hold  a 
museum  cache  of 
Chinese  Export  porce- 
lains, open  to  the  eye 
for  constant  enjoyment. 
On  a  lamp  table,  inviting 
touch  and  conversation, 
is  a  splendid  menagerie 
of  antique  Nepalese 
animals,  gold  creatures 
studded  in  jade,  garnet, 
turquoise,  aquamarine. 


Holden's  house  is  multi-leveled, 
descending  from  the  road  and  fol- 
lowing the  contours  of  a  hilly  ter- 
rain. "It's  like  having  a  penthouse," 
he  says,  "perched  high  on  a  hill, 
with  utter  privacy."  Up  a  short  stair 
from  the  living  room,  he  has  designed 
what  he  calls  a  den-dining-kitchen 
area  that  has  become  the  most 
used  part  of  the  house.  All  func- 
tions flow  together  here,  the  dining 
room  (left  and  below)  looking  past 
the  den  and  its  arched  brick  fire- 
place to  a  view  of  the  Pacific  Ocean 
and,  across  the  table,  to  the  city 
lights.  Chairs  here  are  18th-century 
Dutch,  table  accouterments  and 
silver,  18th-century  English  The 
paneled  kitchen,  carpeted  with 
antique  Orientals,  its  utilities  and 
breakfast  counter  sheathed  in 
wood  (left  center),  is  visually  con- 
genial with  the  den  and  dining 
room  but  can  be  closed  off  with  a 
sliding  wall.  In  this  open  and  free- 
flowing  area,  the  den  (right),  like 
the  rest  of  the  house,  puts  treasures 
to  everyday  use.  A  paneled  wall  is 
enlivened  with  an  18th-century 
country  English  pine  dish  cabinet, 
displaying  more  of  Holden's 
Chinese  Export  collection,  a  17th- 
century  English  portrait  by  Peter 
Lely  and  a  similarly  rare  pine 
corner  cupboard.  Leather  chair  is 
Italian  Coffee  table,  of  continental 
height,  is  topped  with  taux  marbre. 
Holden  says,  "As  a  rule.  I  prefer 
bare  floors  (in  this  case,  tiled)  with 
occasional  rugs  to  overall  carpeting. 
I  like  wall-to-wall  carpeting  in 
bedrooms,  but  never  in  bathrooms." 
Holden.  who  takes  a  very 
practical  view  of  his  metier  as  a  de- 
signer, frequently  lectures  to  uni- 
versity students.  "I  tell  them  the 
best  thing  is  to  learn  how  to  do  some- 
thing. I  don't  think  of  working  in 
design  as  esoteric.  I  think  of  my 
work  as  a  trade.  It's  knowing  how  to 
do  things  and  how  to  get  them  done."

Professionally.  Holden  has  11 
houses  under  construction 
and  a  backlog  of  clients 
awaiting  his  skills  in  archi- 
tecture and  interior  design. 
And  this  is  by  no  means  his 
first  design  for  personal  habi- 
tation. In  our  March.  1976. 
issue  we  showed  his  previous 
home.  You  may  recognize  in 
this  current  bedroom  (left)  an 
Italian  lattice  bed,  which  is 
one  of  his  favorite  movable 
pieces.  The  antique  Italian 
desk  is  another  treasure,  ac- 
quired during  his  stay  in 
Rome.  Over  it,  Holden.  the 
indefatigable  collector,  has 
hung  a  contemporary  painting 
by  Sister  Catherine  Grace  and 
above  the  old-brick  fireplace, 
a  mirror  in  an  imh-century 
Italian  mirror  frame.  Soaring 
angels  on  the  fieldstone 
mantel  of  another  bedroom 
(above  and  right)  are  carry- 
overs, formerly  in  his  living 
room  but,  because  he  loves 
his  acquired  and  inherited 
belongings,  a  space  for  them 
is  always  earmarked.  The  bed 
is  antique  Italian,  revamped 
into  king-size.  Armoire  is 
antique  French.  "Invest  in 
good  furnishings."  is  Holden's 
educated  advice,  "that's  im- 
portant, especially  in  this  era 
of  so  much  mobility.

The  incomparable  Halston,  whose  fashion  philosophy  is 
Less  Is  Best,  lives  a  Less  Is  Best  life  in  an  aura  of  chic  aus- 
terity in  a  contemporary  landmark — the  only  townhouse 
built  in  Manhattan  since  World  War  II,  and  a  further  land- 
mark because  it  was  designed,  its  architecturally  inte- 
grated furniture  included,  by  the  incomparable  modern 
architect,  Paul  Rudolph.  It's  a  many-planed,  multi-level, 
skylighted  place  of  soaring  spaces,  suspended  stairways, 
catwalk  galleries,  platforms  and  overhangs — as  complex 
a  piece  of  sculptural  geometry  as  ever  was  created,  yet  as 
devoid  of  excess  as  the  shape  of  an  egg.  It  reflects 
Halston's  astuteness  in  interior  design.  (Continued) 


What  Halston  calls  "the  main 
room"  (left)  is  a  sparse,  yet 
magnificent  expanse,  27  feet 
high  at  its  skylight  apex  and 
primarily  ornamented  by  a  glass- 
walled,  mirror-backed  garden  of 
Chinese  bamboo,  the  mirror  a 
marvelous  reflector  of  the  light 
and  action  in  the  room.  "My 
extravagant  idea,"  says  Halston. 
It  was  executed  by  Florist- 
Landscapist  Robert  Lester — the 
tab,  $4,000.  The  room  is  purely 
white  and  gray,  the  furniture 
upholstery  a  firmly  knit  flannel 
jersey  that  Halston  also  uses  in 
apparel  design.  The  floor  is 
carpeted  in  "The  Suede  Look," 
a  dense  velvet  carpet  Halston 
designed  for  Karastan  Rug  Mills,

"Except  to  sleep  or  look  at  TV, 
I  rarely  use  any  room  but  this, 
its  proportions  are  so  interesting 
to  me,"  he  says.  "And  it's  here 
that  I've  discovered  that  modern 
is  the  only  way  to  live.  I  like 
the  simplification  of  living  with 
only  a  few  things."  Dining  area 
is  raised  (above),  canopied  by  a 
sitting  room  balcony,  reached  by 
sculpture-like,  unbalustered 
steps.

"I  called  a 
real  estate  agent  and  asked  if 
a  townhouse  like  the  Rudolph 
house  was  available  and,  be- 
lieve it  or  not,  the  Rudolph 
house  itself  was  for  sale,  so  I 
bought  it."  He  is  delighted 
with  its  spaciousness,  its 
architectonic  subtleties  and 
its  light.  "It's  an  exciting 
place.  It  works  as  well  for  200 
people  as  for  two.  With  more 
than  200,  like  the  party  I  had 
for  Liza  Minelli's  first  wedding 
anniversary,  it  gets  a  little 
crowded.  The  house  doesn't 
need  decoration  and  I  don't 
like  many  art  objects  around, 
unless  they're  portable  and 
can  be  moved.  I  prefer  im- 
portant pictures — I  have  about 
400  of  them — but  I  don't  care 
to  have  a  lot  around  at  one 
time.  I  have  a  storeroom  of 
art  and  accessories  so  I  can 
change  them  about  from  time 
to  time."  Light,  which  Halston 
considers  of  utmost  import- 
ance to  how  people  look — 
and  he's  surely  an  expert  on 
that  subject — is  artfully  con- 
trolled.

a  rest  from  the  multicolor, 
nulti-design  look  that  seems 
so  prevalent  today — that  was 
the  aim  of  this  new  group  of 
wallcoverings  and  fabrics  by  C.  W. 
Stockwell,  reports  Remy  Chatain,  the 
company's  trend-conscious  president. 
Designers  Ynes  Van  Holt  and  Waldo 
Fernandez  laid  the  groundwork  for 
this  new  look  with  a  few  utterly  simple, 
widely  spaced  motifs — Chinese  sym- 
bols, an  ivy  leaf,  a  floral  outline.  To 
these  clean,  uncomplicated  patterns, 
Ms.  Van  Holt  added  a  supporting  cast 
of  striped  and  banded  prints,  de- 
veloping a  remarkably  versatile,  co- 
ordinated palette  of  color  and  pattern 
that  encourages  mixing,  matching 


and  innovative  uses  that  do  indeed 
blow  a  fresh  breeze  of  originality  into 
current-day  interiors.  See  this  in  the 
imaginative  rooms  on  these  six  pages, 
where  Dorothy  Paul,  FASID,  and  Penni 
Paul,  ASID,  demonstrate  what  interest- 
ing variety  the  new  collection 
of  fabrics  and  wallcoverings  offers. 
In  the  living  room  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Harold  Kapp,  Palm  Desert,  Calif.,  the 
broadly  spaced  simplicity  of  "Chinese 
Good  Luck  Charms"  covers  walls, 
wing  chair  and  toss  cushions.  "Pa  Chi 
Hsiang  Stripe,"  correlated  in  color 
and  vertically  patterned  with  a  more 
complex  drawing  of  good-fortune 
symbols,  upholsters  a  four-panel 
screen.  Then,  exploiting  the  versatility 
of  this  pattern,  the  designers  up- 
holstered the  cornice  with  cut-outs  of 
the  fabric  stripe.  Sofa  fabric  is 
"Maze,"  a  fretwork  pattern  suggesting 
texture,  and  although  it  relates  with 
the  Chinese  character  of  the  other 
designs,  it  is  an  almost  universally 
adaptable  pattern,  usable  with  many 
genres  of  design.  More  new  looks  to 
note:  the  shirring  of  upholstery, 
repeated  in  a  lampshade  (above) 
and  a  rediscovery  of  wool  velours  as 
a  perfect  covering  for  accent  pillows. 


Similar  patterns  in  the 
easy-to-live-with  colors 
of  sand,  rosv  rust  and 
wild  cherry  flow  from  the 
Kapp  living  room  into  the  adja- 
cent, unpartitioned  dining  room 
(left),  in  another  coordinated  mix 
of  the  new  Stockv/ell  collection. 
The  ceiling  of  "Maze"  fabric  and 
draperies  hung  like  bouffant 
pilasters  in  "Pa  Chi  Hsiang 
Stripe"  give  the  room  a  tent-like 
intimacy.  Upper  wallcovering  is 
"Bamboo  Texture,"  another  cor- 
related pattern.  A  strip  of  "Pa  Chi 
Hsiang  Stripe"  suggests  a  chair 
rail  above  a  dado  of  "Maze." 
Antique  Japanese  panels,  English

C.  W.  Stockwell,  Inc.  Chatain  calls 
these  fabric  and  wallpaper  co- 
ordinates "less  for  more,"  mean- 
ing that  from  this  small  group  of  10 
patterns  an  almost  uncountable 
number  of  fresh,  innovative  looks 
can  be  worked  out.  Certainly, 
there's  a  new  look  in  his  own 
study  (above)  where  the  Pauls  put 
a  blue  version  of  "Chinese  Good 
Luck  Charms"  on  the  walls  and 
the  Roman  shade,  made  a  dado 
of  "Pa  Chi  Hsiang  Stripe"  and 
used  its  varied  stripes  to  create 
a  cornice  and  to  band  the  shade.

Chatain  and  Designer  Van  Holt  didn't  classify 
this  new  collection  of  patterns  according  to  room 
function.  Bedroom,  bath,  dining  room,  kitchen —

texturally  patterned  companions  could  go  in  any 
room.  So,  for  that  matter,  could  "Chinese  Good 
Luck  Charms."  In  Chatain's  breakfast  room 
(below),  the  Pauls  prove  this  point,  exploring  the 
decorative  potentials  of  "Ivy"  and  "Ivy  Stripe," 
just  as  they  did  in  the  bedroom  of  the  Kapps.

By  VICTORIA  ERIN  TOWNS  Grow- 
ing a  tree  outdoors  is  no  monumental 
horticultural  task;  nature  takes  care 
of  most  of  the  labor.

Of  course,  it's  easier  to  live  with 
and  care  for  an  indoor  tree  if  you 
genuinely  like  it.  As  both  Reynolds 
and  Pritchard  point  out,  the  key  to 
decorating  with  trees  lies  in  match- 
ing plants  with  suitable  environ- 
ments. Unlike  their  outdoor  relatives, 
indoor  tree-size  plants  depend  upon

their  human  owners  for  water,  hu- 
midity, nutrients  and  protection 
from  disease.  The  owner  must  be 
earnest  about  learning  and  applying 
proper  cultural  principles.

Decorators  and  plant  people  are 
aware  of  this  human  capacity  for 
apathy  and  try  to  take  it  into  account 
when  pairing  a  person  with  a  plant.

In  choosing  to  present  the  works  of 
modern  American  craftsmen,  Mrs. 
Carter  wanted  to  call  attention  to 
the  increased  use  of  functional  art  in 
daily  life  and  the  importance  of 
crafts  as  a  bridge  between  past  and 
present.  From  one  tablesetting  (top 
left),  she  holds  a  cobalt-blue 
stemmed  goblet  with  flowing  colora- 
tions— the  work  of  Steven  Correia. 
At  another  table  (left)  she  might  well 
be  reminded  of  the  red  clay  soil  of 
her  native  Georgia  in  the  terra-cotta 
color  of  Ron  Propst's  pottery  designs 
— soup  bowl,  saucer  and  service 
plate.  Glass  blower  Arthur  Reed 
contributed  the  tumblers  that  sweep 
up  from  narrow  bases  of  flowers. 

The  boldly  drawn  blue-on-white 
design  of  the  three-piece  place  set- 
ting on  the  buffet  (above)  is  the 
handiwork  of  Dora  de  Larios,  the 
denser  patterns  of  the  plates  setting 
off  the  sharp  simplicity  of  the  bewl. 
Simplicity  characterizes  the  glass,  as 
well — a  design  accented  by  graceful 
ribbing,  the  work  of  the  Rochester 
Folk  Art  Guild.  Simplicity,  again,  but 
with  great  sophistication  appears  in 
the  work  of  Catharine  Hiersoux 
(right).  Here,  the  eye  can  see  what- 
ever the  imagination  dictates — a 
stemmed  blossom,  a  drifting  leaf.

BLACK  BEAN  SOUP,  CUBAN  STYLE, 
WITH  BANANA  GARNISH 

2  cups  (1  pound)  dry  black  beans 

1  tablespoon  salt 

2  tablespoons  olive  oil 

2  medium-size  onions,  peeled  and  minced 

3  cloves  garlic,  crushed,  peeled  and 
minced 

1/2   pound  cooked  ham,  in  small  cubes 

1  can  (1  pound)  whole  tomatoes,  coarsely 
chopped 

2  tablespoons  white  vinegar 

1/2   teaspoon  ground  cumin  (optional) 
Freshly  ground  black  pepper 
Good  dash  Tabasco 

4  cups  (3  cans,  10V2 -ounces  each) 
condensed  chicken  broth 

3  to  4  ripe  bananas,  peeled    and   sliced 
thin* 

Wash  the  beans  under  cold  running  water 
until  the  water  runs  clear.  Pour  into  a 
large  (4  to  5  quarts)  enameled  cast-iron 
casserole  with  a  cover.  Add  1  tablespoon 
of  salt  and  enough  cold  water  to  cover 
the  beans  by  at  least  2  inches.  Bring  to  a 
boil  over  high  heat,  reduce  heat  to  low, 
partially  cover  and  simmer  2  to  3  hours 
or  until  the  beans  are  sott  when  squeezed 
between  your  fingers.  Watch  to  see  that 
the  water  does  not  boil  away  and  that  the 
beans  are  completely  covered  with  liquid 
throughout  the  cooking  period.  (If  neces- 
sary, add  more  boiling  water  to  cover.) 
Drain  the  beans  and  set  aside. 

Rinse  out  the  casserole  in  which  the 
beans  cooked.  Add  the  olive  oil,  onions, 
garlic  and  1  cup  of  water.  Bring  to  a  boil 
and  boil  until  all  the  water  has  evaporated 
and  the  onions  are  soft  and  transparent. 
If  necessary,  add  more  water.  Stir  in  the 
ham,  tomatoes  with  juice,  vinegar,  cumin, 
several  grindings  of  the  pepper  mill  and 
the  Tabasco.  Bring  to  a  boil,  stirring  fre- 
quently, and  cook  over  a  moderate  heat 
until  about  half  the  liquid  has  evaporated. 
Remove  from  heat  and  set  aside. 

Meanwhile,  combine  the  beans  (about 
half  at  a  time)  with  a  cup  or  so  of  the 
broth  in  the  container  of  the  electric 
blender.  Blend  only  until  the  beans  are 
somewhat  pulverized,  not  completely  pu- 
reed. Add  to  the  casserole  with  remaining 
broth.  Stir  well,  bring  to  a  boil  and  then 
simmer  for  about  15  minutes.  Stir  the  soup 
occasionally  so  the  beans  don't  stick  to 
the  bottom.  Taste  for  seasoning.  You  may 
find  the  soup  needs  both  salt  and  pepper. 

Serve    straight    from    the    casserole    in 
heated    soup    plates    or   bowls   garnished 
with  thinly  sliced  bananas.  Serves  6  to  8.

By  HELEN  McCULLY  □  It  you've  never  eaten  baked  bananas  with  a  broiled 
sirloin  steak  or  banana  combined  with  a  lamb  curry  or  braised  with  duckling, 
as  a  garnish  for  fish  fillets,  or  turned  into  a  dazzling  souffle  or  wrapped  in  a 
crepe,  you  are  in  for  some  gastronomic  surprises.  Not  only  is  the  banana  tree 
one  of  the  most  prolific  plants  on  earth,  its  fruit  is  also  one  of  the  most  versa- 
tile. In  addition  to  being  extremely  good  to  eat,  bananas  are  highly  nutritious, 
available  the  year  round  and,  to  cap  it  all,  always  one  of  the  best  buys  in  the 
fruit  market.  Following  is  a  collection  of  most  intriguing  recipes.  For  basic  in- 
formation on  buying,  storing,  cooking  and  nutritional  facts,  turn  to  page  154. 


2  large  cooking  apples,  cored  and 
chopped  fine 

1    large  clove  garlic,  peeled  and  minced 
U    cup  curry  powder 
%    cup  all-purpose  flour 

3  cans  (IOV2  ounces  each)  chicken  broth 
Salt 

Freshly  ground  pepper 

1  cup  heavy  cream 
Lemon  juice  to  taste 

2  ripe,  firm  bananas,  peeled  and  sliced 

Melt  the  butter  in  a  large,  heavy,  oven- 
proof casserole  that  can  go  to  the  table. 
Add  the  lamb,  a  few  pieces  at  a  time,  and 
cook,  turning  it  over,  until  meat  has  lost 
its  color.  Set  each  batch  aside.  Then  re- 
turn all  the  meat  to  the  casserole  and  add 
the  onions,  apples  and  garlic.  Continue 
to  cook,  stirring  often,  until  nearly  all  the 
moisture  evaporates. 

Sprinkle  with  curry  powder  and  flour. 
Stir  until  the  meat  is  well  coaled.  Add 
the  chicken  broth,  salt  and  pepper  to 
taste.  Bring  to  a  boil.  Cover  and  place  in 
a  preheated  375°  oven  for  one  hour  or 
until  the  meat  is  tender  when  pierced  with 
a  fork.  Add  the  cream  and  lemon  juice. 
Taste  for  seasoning.  Then  add  the  sliced 
bananas.  Bring  to  a  boil  before  serving. 

Serve  to  8  with  freshly  cooked  rice,  chut- 
ney and  these  accompaniments:  chopped 
chives  or  scallions,  raisins  soaked  in  Co- 
gnac and  peanuts  or  chopped  almonds. 

BRAISED   DUCKLING 
WITH   BANANAS 

1   five-pound  duckling,  quartered,  thawed 

if  frozen 
1   tablespoon  olive  oil 
Salt 
Freshly  ground  pepper 

1  large  onion,  celled  and  minced 

2  tablespoons  flour 

1   cup  dry  white  wine 

1   can  (IOV2  ounces)  chicken  broth 

1    bay  leaf 

4  tablespoons  (V2  stick)  butter 


3  large  carrots,  peeled  and  grated 
Va    cup  Madeira 
Juice  of  V2  lemon,  strained 
6  to  8  parsley  sprigs,  minced 
2  firm,  ripe  bananas,  peeled  and  sliced 
1  -i  inch  thick 

Before  cooking  the  duckling,  cut  off  all 
surplus  fat  with  any  skin  attached. 

Heat  the  oil  in  a  heavy  skillet.  Brown 
the  pieces  of  duckling  well  on  both  sides. 

Sprinkle  with  salt  and  pepper  and 
place  in  a  large,  heavy  casserole  that 
has  a  cover.  Pour  off  all  but  about  2 
tablespoons  of  the  fat  from  the  skillet. 
Add  the  onion  and  Vz  cup  of  water.  Bring 
to  a  boil  and  cook  until  the  onion  is  soft 
and  all  the  water  has  boiled  away.  Stir 
in  the  flour,  then  the  wine  and  chicken 
broth.  Stir  until  smooth.  Season  with  salt 
and  pepper.  Pour  over  the  duck  and  add 
the  bay  leaf.  Bring  to  a  boil  on  top  of  the 
range;  place  in  a  preheated  450"  oven. 
Reduce  heat  to  350°  and  cook  1  hour 
or  until  tender  when  pierced  with  a  fork. 

Meanwhile,  melt  the  butter  in  a  skillet 
and  saute  the  carrots  over  low  heat,  stir- 
ring occasionally,  until  tender.  When  the 
duck  is  cooked,  lift  the  pieces  to  a  heated 
platter;  keep  warm. 

Skim  off  any  excess  fat  from  the  liquid. 
Bring  to  a  boil,  cook  down  until  you  have 
about  3  cups  left.  Add  the  carrots,  Ma- 
deira, lemon  juice  and  parsley  Bring  to  a 
boil  again.  Coat  the  duck  pieces  with  the

HOW  TO  EVISCERATE, 

PLUCK,  AGE.  FREEZE  AND  ROAST 

WILD  PHEASANT 

By  JACQUES  PEPIN  □  The  best  pheas- 
ant is,  of  course,  the  one  you  shoot  your- 
self. Hopefully,  it  will  be  a  female  because 
the  female  is  more  tender  than  the  male 
and  both  are  best  under  a  year  old.  No 
matter  how  you  use  the  bird,  it  must  be 
eviscerated  within  an  hour  after  it  has 
been  shot,  or  it  will  taste  bitter  and  sour. 
To  eviscerate:  Place  the  bird  on  its 
back,  make  a  slit  above  the  tail.  With  your 
fingers  or  a  wire  hook,  pull  out  the  intes- 
tines until  you  can  see  the  liver.  Cut  the 
gut  at  the  end  of  the  liver  and  discard. 
The  liver,  heart,  lungs  and  giblet  remain 
in  the  cavity  of  the  bird.  Pull  the  skin  back 
Irom  the  neck.  Holding  the  neck  firmly. 
cut  off  the  head.  Clean  the  neck  and  dis- 
card the  contents.  Tuck  the  skin  into  the 
cavity  of  the  neck. 

If  you  plan  to  eat  the  bird  without  aging 
it,  the  feathers  will  come  off  most  easily 
soon  after  it  has  been  shot. 

If  you  age  the  bird  for  a  few  days  or 
freeze  it,  leave  the  feathers  on  and  the 
meat  will  be  protected  and  remain  moist 
and  tender.  Aging  4  to  5  days  under  re- 
frigeration will  tenderize  the  bird  and  give 
the  meat  a  slightly  gamy  taste — desirable, 
I  think,  for  wild  birds.  Always  defrost  a 
frozen  pheasant  slowly  in  the  refrigerator. 
Before  plucking  an  aged  or  frozen 
bird,  drop  it  into  boiling  water  for  a  few 
seconds;  this  facilitates  removing  the 
feathers  and  prevents  pulling  the  feathers, 
which  can  tear  the  skin. 
To  prepare  for  cooking:  Cut  the  wings 
at  the  second  joint  with  the  feathers  and 
discard.  Drop  in  boiling  water  for  a  few 
seconds,  then  pluck.  When  the  pheasant 
is  "nude,"  hold  the  neck  in  one  hand  and 
the  feet  in  the  other  and  rotate  the  bird 
over  a  flame  so  that  any  fuzz  still  adhering 
to  the  flesh  is  burnt  off.  Cut  the  neck  off 
and  make  a  large  opening,  then  cut  off 
the  tail  and  empty  the  pheasant.  Separate 
the  bile  (the  little  green  sac)  from  the 
liver,  being  careful  not  to  puncture  it.  or 
the  liver  will  taste  bitter.  Take  out  the 
giblet  and  reserve  with  the  heart  and  neck 
for  stock  or  soup.  Remove  the  2  lumps  of 
fat  on  both  sides  of  the  opening  and  the 
liver.  Wrap  in  foil  or  seal  in  a  bag. 
To  roast  pheasant:  Truss  the  cleaned 
bird.  Season  with  salt  and  freshly  ground 
pepper.  Melt  2  tablespoons  of  butter  in  a 
heavy  skillet  and  brown  the  pheasant  on 
all  sides  over  medium  heat  6  to  8  min- 
utes. Roast  in  a  preheated  425°  oven  25 
to  30  minutes,  basting  every  5  minutes. 

Meanwhile  mince  the  liver  and  saute  in 
the  pheasant's  fat  or  butter.  Season  with 
salt,  pepper  and  Cognac.  Spread  on  toast 
and  serve  with  the  bird. 

Remove  the  pheasant  from  the  oven 
and  place  on  a  heated  platter.  Allow  the 
bird  to  rest  for  10  minutes  or  so  before 
carving.  The  meat  should  be  slightly  pink 
inside,    especially   near  the   leg   joint.   ■

SWEET  &  LOW: 

GOOD  DESSERT  WINE  BUYS 


By  PETER  QUIMME  □  Ask  people  to  name  their  favorite 
wines,  and  chances  are  there  won't  be  a  dessert  wine  men- 
tioned. Yet,  first-rate  French  Sauternes  and  Barsacs,  German 
Rhines  and  Moselles  of  the  Auslese  type,  sweet  Muscats  and 
Rieslings  from  California,  and  unusual  sweet  wines  like  Hun- 
garian Tokaji  Aszu  offer  more  delight  for  the  price  than  any 


As  the  finishing  touch  to  an  elegant 
meal,  a  good  sweet  wine  can  be  a  dessert  in  itself 


other  type  of  wine.  It's  only  a  matter  of  changing  fashion  that 
the  sweet  wines  revered  by  Thomas  Jefferson  and  19th-century 
Russian  dukes,  among  others,  no  longer  find  an  automatic  place 
on  the  dinner  table.  This  lack  of  popularity  has  nothing  to  do 
with  the  quality  of  these  wines,  but  everything  to  do  with  their 
low  price.  Because  most  people  drink  only  dry  wines,  fine  sweet 
wines  aren't  priced  according  to  their  true  worth.  Most  cost 
about  $4  to  $7,  a  fact  appreciated  by  the  growing  number  of 
wine  buyers  looking  for  bargains  as  well  as  those  who  for  years 
have  served  these  beautiful  wines  with  desserts.  As  the  finishing 
touch  to  an  elegant  meal,  a  fine,  sweet  wine  with  a  heady  bou- 
quet and  dramatic,  lingering  flavor  is  almost  a  dessert  in  itself. 
Why  don't  more  people  drink  or  serve  sweet  wines? 
There  are  several  reasons.  When  multi-course  dinners  were 
common,  a  different  wine  was  served  with  each  course.  Today's 
relaxed  lifestyle  has  reduced  most  dinner  parties  to  three 
courses,  (appetizer,  entree,  dessert)  accompanied  by  a  single 
wine.  This  is  changing  now  that  many  people  serve  a  light  wine 
as  an  aperitif,  so  it's  only  a  matter  of  time  until  dessert  wines  are 
served  with  the  last  course.  That  may  sound  like  a  lot  of  wine, 
but  with  sweet  wine,  most  people  would  find  more  than  one 
glass  too  much — particularly  after  other  wines  have  been  served. 
You'll  find  that  one  bottle  will  usually  serve  six  to  eight  guests, 
and  a  half-bottle  will  do  nicely  for  four. 

Another  reason  people  rarely  think  of  serving  a  sweet  wine  is 
oecause,  with  wine,  Americans  tend   to  associate  sweet  with 

Naturally  produced  sweet  white  wines 
are  among  the  greatest  wines  available  today 

cheap.  Many  inexpensive  jug  wines,  red  and  white,  are  made 
slightly  sweet  to  disguise  their  shortcomings  and  mask  bitter, 
coarse  flavors.  This  may  convey  an  impression  that  the  best 
wines  are  always  dry.  That  is  true  of  red  wines  (the  exceptions 
J  are  too  rare  to  count),  but  it  certainly  isn't  true  of  white  wines. 
J  [Naturally  sweet  wines  are  among  the  greatest  wines  produced. 
When  you  realize  how  difficult  and  costly  it  is  to  make 
these  unusual  wines,  they  seem  even  more  of  a  bargain. 
Most  of  the  famous  ones — the  Sauternes  of  France  and  the 
sweetest  German  wines — are  produced  only  when  harvest  con- 
ditions permit  the  natural  growth  of  a  unique  mold  or  fungus  on 
|he  grapes,  called  "noble  rot,"  or  less  poetically,  Botrytis 
inerea.  This  shrivels  the  grapes'  skins  and  allows  moisture  to 
escape,  thus  concentrating  the  fruit  sugars,  flavors  and  acidity. 
Botrytized  grapes  also  give  a  unique  heady,  sometimes  almost 
honeyed,  nuance  to  the  scent  and  flavor  of  wines  made  from 
them.  Because  only  the  grape  bunches  that  have  botrytis  are 
used,  picking  is  a  time-consuming  process. 

People  often  mistakenly  assume  that  these  rich,  concentrated 
wines  are  higher  in  alcohol  because  they  confuse  sweet  table 
wines  with  sweet  fortified  wines — sherry,  port,  and  Madeira. 
3randy  is  added  to  fortified  wines  during  the  wine-making 
srocess,  and  these  wines  are  thus  much  higher  in  alcohol  (18 
o  20%)  than  naturally  sweet  table  wines  (10  to  14%).  Most 
jeople  find  fortified  wines  too  heavy  to  drink  with  meals  or 
serve  with  dessert — even  if  they  are  sweet. 
The  main  reason  many  people  don't  serve  sweet  wines  is 
mply  that  they  don't  know  what  foods  to  serve  with  them. 
Mot    surprisingly,    foods    that    complement  sweet    (Continued)

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wines  are  those  that  are  inappropriate  with  dry  wines:  cakes, 
ripe  fruit — in  short,  anything  sweet.  Curiously,  these  rich 
wines  can  even  complement  intensely  rich  foods  normally 
served  with  red  wines:  goose  or  game  entrees;  appetizers  of 
smoked  meat  or  sweet,  rich  pates:  and  blue  cheeses,  to  mention 
a  few  possible  choices.  But  it's  with  desserts  that  sweet  wines 
are  at  their  best.  Here,  your  taste  is  your  best  guide,  although 
it  makes  sense  to  match  the  sweetness  of  the  dessert  to  the 
sweetness  of  the  wine:  Light  fruit  desserts  seem  to  go  best  with 
lightly  sweet  wines  such  as  German  auslese  wines;  richer, 
sweeter  desserts  (a  souffle  a  Grand  Marnier,  for  example)  really 
call  for  heavier  sweet  wines  like  chateau-bottled  Sauternes.  Be 
adventurous — there  aren't  any  hard  and  fast  "rules."  But  here 
are  two  cautionary  hints:  First,  one  or  two  hours  in  the  refrig- 
erator is  all  the  chilling  a  fine  sweet  wine  needs;  second, 
chocolate-  and  coffee-flavored  desserts  tend  to  make  most 
sweet  wines  taste  metallic.  (That's  why  coffee  is  best  served 
after  a  sweet  wine.) 

Here  is  a  short  guide  to  sweet  wines  commonly  available  from 
around  the  world. 

FRANCE 

The  greatest  sweet  wines  of  France  come  from  a  small  Bordeaux 
commune  called  Sauternes.  (This  place  name  is  borrowed  in  the 
United  States  and  used  to  label  all  sorts  of  very  ordinary  white 

Good  years  for  Sauternes  don't  always 
correspond  to  the  best  years  for  red  Bordeaux 


wines,  both  dry  and  semisweet;  the  "s"  at  the  end  of  the  name 
is  dropped,  and  so  is  any  resemblance  to  the  famous  sweet 
wines  from  that  area.)  Actually,  four  neighboring  communes 
of  Sauternes  may  also  (and  do)  call  their  wines  "Sauternes." 
Those  from  Barsac  can  be  labeled  either  Sauternes  or  Barsac. 
When  vintage  conditions  in  these  districts  are  ideal, 
some  of  the  world's  most  extraordinary  white  wine  can 
be  produced:  golden  in  color,  with  a  heady,  honey-floral  scent, 
a  sweet,  almost  oily-rich  texture,  and  incredibly  lingering  flavor. 
Sometimes  the  bouquet  has  pungent,  slightly  earthy  nuances, 
and  the  flavor  has  a  delightful  lemony  undertone.  The  one  char- 
acteristic newcomers  to  Sauternes  always  notice  is  its  intensity. 

These  are  expensive  wines  to  produce;  pickers  select  only 
those  grape  bunches  which  have  (in  a  good  vintage)  been 
affected  by  the  "noble  rot."  Wines  produced  by  this  painstaking 
method  were  once  prized  above  all  others:  in  the  19th  century, 
the  wines  of  Sauternes'  most  famous  vineyard.  Chateau 
D'Yquem,  regularly  sold  for  twice  the  price  of  mere  reds  like 
Chateau  Lafite.  Unfortunately,  D'Yquem  is  still  expensive  ($10 
to  $25  a  bottle)  and  so  rich  it  truly  calls  for  a  special  occasion. 

Fortunately,  other  outstanding  chateaus  of  the  area  produce 
wines  nearly  as  grand,  but  costing  less  than  half  the  price 
(about  $4  to  $7).  Names  to  look  for  are  Chateau  Climens, 
Chateau  Rayne-Vigneau,  Chateau  Filhot,  Chateau  de  Suduiraut, 
Chateau  Guiraud,  Chateau  Coutet  and  Chateau  Rieussec.  There 
are  also  a  number  of  regional  blends  of  Sauternes  produced  by 
some  of  the  larger  Bordeaux  shippers.  With  prices  in  the  $3.50 
to  $5.50  range,  these  can  be  the  best  Sauternes  values  of  all. 
Good  shipper  names:  B  &  G,  Ginestet,  and  Sichel. 

Good  vintage  years  for  Sauternes  don't  always  correspond  to 
the  best  years  for  red  Bordeaux.  The  1967,  '70  and  '71  were 
fine  recent  vintages;  '69  was  light;  '72  and  '73  were  very  light; 
74  was  poor;  '75  should  be  excellent.  Wines  from  light  years 
are  not  so  sweet  and  therefore  are  better  with  pat§s,  blue 
cheeses  and  fruits  than  the  richest  ones  from  the  best  years. 
Don't  hesitate  to  buy  an  old  Sauternes  from  a  good  year.  Unlike 
most  white  wines,  they  age  remarkably  well.  They  also  last 
longer  when  opened  than  dry  white  wines:  up  to  a  day,  some- 
mes  two,  if  kept  refrigerated. 

There  are  other  fine  sweet  wines  from  France,  particularly 
from  the  Loire,  Bergerac  and  the  Rhone,  but  unfortunately  they 
are  rarely  seen  in  the  United  States. 

GERMANY

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"noble  rot"  as  in  Sauternes,  but  the  pickings  aren't  combined  to 
make  a  single  wine  from  a  single  estate  for  that  year.  In  Ger- 
many, the  wines  from  each  picking  are  kept  separate,  so  that 
several  wines  of  varying  degrees  of  sweetness  can  be  offered 
from  each  estate.  German  wine  labels  make  it  easy  for  con- 
sumers to  know  how  sweet  any  German  wine  will  be,  even  if 
they  don't  recognize  the  district  or  producer  it  comes  from.  Fine 
German  wines  are  divided  into  categories  according  to  their 
natural  sugar  content.  The  category  named  on  the  label  tells 
how  sweet  you  can  expect  the  wine  to  be.  The  driest,  Kabinett, 
is  really  off-dry.  Spatlese  (or  "late-harvested"),  is  more  concen- 
trated in  flavor  and  slightly  sweeter:  Auslese  (or  "selectively 
harvested ")  is  sweet  enough  to  be  considered  a  light  dessert 
wine.  Two  additional  categories,  Beerenauslese  and  Trocken- 
beerenauslese,  are  quite  sweet,  difficult  to  produce  unless  vine- 
yard conditions  are  ideal.  And  they  are  expensive — often  cost- 
ing $20  or  even  more. 

Happily,  Auslese  wines  typically  cost  only  $4  to  $7 — how- 
ever, wines  from  famous  producers  can  cost  as  much  as 
$10.  Most  German  Auslesen  are  made  from  Riesling  grapes. 
Fine  ones  have  a  lovely,  expansive,  floral-sweet  refined  scent 
and  a  delicate,  but  lingering  ripe-fruity  flavor.  Those  from  the 
Moselle  tend  to  be  fruitier  and  may  have  wintergreen  or  honey- 
suckle nuances  in  the  scent  and  appley,  even  citrusy  nuances  in 
the  flavor.  Those  from  the  Rhine  are  flowery,  too,  but  have  a 
deeper,  more  complex,  sometimes  spicy  flavor. 

Much  lighter  and  more  delicate  in  flavor  than  Sauternes, 
Auslese  wines  are  ideal  for  serving  with  a  dessert  of  ripe  fruit 
and  a  double  or  triple  creme  cheese.  Their  moderate  sweetness 
doesn't  cloy,  and  their  surprisingly  low  alcohol  content  (10  to 
11%)  makes  them  suitable  after  lunch  or  for  late  evening  sip- 
ping with  lingering  guests. 

Through  careful  picking,  it's  possible  to  produce  small 
amounts  of  Auslese  even  in  so-so  years,  but  the  best  vintages 
have  a  richness  and  ripeness  missing  in  those  "off-years."  Right 
now  the  75s  are  your  best  bet;  this  excellent  vintage  is  widely 
available.  Also  look  for  the  outstanding  '76s,  which  are  begin- 
ning to  appear  in  wine  stores.  Older  good  vintages  include  the 
superb  '71s  (now  scarce  and  usually  expensive)  and  the  light 
but  still  attractive  '73s. 

Since  Auslesen  comprise  a  category  of  wines  that  can  come 
from  any  district  or  producer,  a  complete  list  of  examples  would 
be  very  long.  Also,  it's  common  for  German  vineyards  to  have 
more  than  one  owner,  each  producing  wines  from  that  vineyard 
under  his  own  name.  Moselle  vineyard  names  to  look  for:  Ayler 
Kupp,  Erdener  Treppchen,  Urziger  Wurzgarten,  Ockfener  Bock- 
stein,  Piesporter  Goldtropchen,  and  Wehlener  Sonnenuhr.  Some 
Rhine  vineyard  names  to  look  for:  Eltviller  Sonnenberg,  Johan- 
nisberger  Erntebringer,  Steinberger,  Hochheimer  Domdechaney, 
Niersteiner  Hipping,  and  Forster  Jesuitengarten. 

CALIFORNIA 

Decades  ago,  people  assumed  the  "noble  rot"  was  a  rare  oc- 
currence in  California.  Actually  it's  found  from  Napa  to  Monterey 
when  harvest  conditions  are  right.  Now  winemakers  are  making 
the  most  of  it,  and  creating  some  unusual  sweet  German-style 
Rieslings  with  heady,  honey-floral  scents  and  almost  apricoty 
flavors.  A  few  extremely  sweet  dessert  Rieslings  are  made  in 
tiny  quantities  and  consequently  are  very  expensive,  but  most 
cost  about  $5  to  $7.  Until  recently  these  wines,  like  German 
wines,  were  labeled  Spatlese,  Auslese  and  so  on  to  indicate 
their  degree  of  sweetness,  but  label  regulations  are  changing. 
Probably  only  phrases  such  as  "late  harvest"  or  "selected  late 
harvest"  the  English  equivalents,  will  be  allowed.  Producers  of 
"late  harvest"  style  Johannisberg  Rieslings  to  look  for:  Wente 
Brothers,  Chateau  St.  Jean,  Joseph  Phelps  and  Freemark  Abbey. 
Nof  all  fine  sweet  table  wines  are  made  from  botrytized 
grapes.  Many  of  the  lightest  sweet  wines  are  simply 
made  from  exceptionally  ripe  grapes  and  fermented  so  that 
some  of  the  natural  fruit  sugars  are  retained.  Since  Muscat 
grape  varieties  are  noted  for  their  intense,  fruity  fragrance  and 
delicate  flavors,  they  can  be  made  into  very  attractive  lightly 
sweet  wines.  Most  cost  $3.50  to  $5.  Names  to  look  for:  Robert 
Mondavi  Moscato  D'Oro,  Concannon  Muscat  Blanc,  Angelo 
Papagni  Moscato  D'Angelo.  Another  new  dessert  wine  from 
California  is  made  primarily  from  Gewiirztraminer —  Mirassou's 
spicy,  fruity  Fleuri  Blanc  (about  $4).  (Continued  on  page  149)

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COOKBOOKS  '77: 
A  GUIDE  TO  THE  BEST 
OF  THE  YEAR 


By  HELEN  McCULLY  □  It  is  stimulating  to  start  off  the  year's 
annual  cookbook  review  with  another  superb  book  from  the 
dean  of  American  gastronomy.  James  Beard's  Theory  &  Prac- 
tice of  Good  Cooking,  in  collaboration  with  Jose  Wilson 
(Knopf,  $12.95),  is  a  veritable  cooking  school  between  covers. 
It's  a  unique  book  in  which  you  will  find  the  hows  and  whys, 
the  techniques  and  the  basics  as  well  as  the  subtle  nuances 
of  fine  cooking.  As  every  real  cook  knows,  you  learn  every 
time  you  set  foot  into  the  kitchen.  With  this  book  by  your 
side,  you  will   never  stop   learning. 

Everybody  will  welcome  the  New  Larousse  Gastronomique 
(Crown,  $25)  one  of  the  world's  greatest  cookery  reference 
books.  A  culinary  classic  first  published  in  1938  (the  most  re- 
cent edition  was  1961),  it  was  written  by  Prosper  Montagne, 
maitre  culsinier.  Larousse  had  Escoffier's  blessing.  This  new, 
completely  revised  1977  edition  (30%  brand-new  material;  60% 
of  the  original  material  revised  and  updated;  plus  modern 
techniques  of  freezing  and  preserving  food)  is  far  more  than 
a  record  of  food,  it  is  a  practical  guide  to  classic  French 
cooking.  If  you  have  an  historic  interest  in  food,  you'll  want 
to  own  this  new  Larousse. 

Great  Cooks  and  Their  Recipes,  from  Taillevent  to  Escoffier, 
by  Ann  Willan  (McGraw-Hill,  $19.95),  introduces  you  to  13 
masters  of  their  craft,  starting  with  Taillevent  (13th  century) 
up  to  and  including  Escoffier  (1846  to  1935).  An  extremely 
handsome    book    with    hundreds    of    historical    illustrations,    in

color  and  black  and  white,  it  is  a  feast  in  every  sense  of  the 
word.  With  the  author,  you  cook  your  way  through  more  than 
600  years  of  the  most  delicious  dishes  ever  served  in  Europe 
or  America.  Being  a  superb  cook  herself,  Miss  Willan  (she 
is  the  founding  director  of  Ecole  de  Cuisine  La  Varenne  in 
Paris)  has  been  able  to  translate  the  original  recipes  into  mod- 
ern, workable  terms. 

The  Encyclopedia  of  Fish  Cookery  by  A.  J.  McLane  (Holt, 
Rinehart  &  Winston,  $35),  a  comprehensive  compendium  of 
fish  facts  and  lore  from  around  the  world  is,  in  the  opinion  of 
this  writer,  the  most  significant,  authoritative  and  comprehen- 
sive book  on  fish  and  shellfish  and  fish  cookery  ever  pub- 
lished. In  addition  to  a  flawless  collection  of  recipes  (McLane 
is  a  splendid  cook),  there  are  about  700  full-color  photographs 
by  Arie  deZanger.  Beard  says,  "As  a  person  with  a  passion  for 
fish  and  shellfish,  this  is  the  perfect  reference  book." 

For  any  student  of  food  and  its  history  The  Joy  of  Eating 
by  Katie  Stewart  (Stemmer  House,  $14.95)  is  a  fascinating 
book.  It  opens  with  a  chapter  on  ancient  times,  followed  by 
medieval  cooking,  "after  the  fork"  (enlightening),  then  delves 
into  Islamic,  Indian,  Chinese,  Japanese  and,  finally.  North 
American.  The  climax  is  a  section  of  recipes  starting  with 
Greek  and  Roman  and  ending  with  Early  American  (for  ex- 
ample, shoo-fly  pie,  that  old  Pennsylvania  favorite). 

Everybody  must  be  aware  of  Foods  of  the  World,  the  all- 
encompassing  cookbook  series  first  published  by  Time-Life 
in  1968.  The  editors  have  now  brought  together  in  a  single 
volume,  The  Time-Life  International  Cookbook  (Holt,  Rinehart  & 
Winston,  $12.95),  500  recipes  selected  from  the  original  series. 
With  this  cookbook,  you  can  cook  in  almost  every  language 
with  thoroughly  tested  recipes. 

In  1913,  when  the  new  and  resplendent  Grand  Central 
Terminal  opened  its  doors,  New  Yorkers  flocked  to  see  it  and 
also  to  be  seen  in  the  new  and  fashionable  Oyster  Bar  & 
Restaurant.  Today,  64  years  later  with  Jerry  Brody,  the  dis- 
tinguished restaurateur  at  the  helm,  it  remains  one  of  the 
best  places  in  town  for  a  good  fish  meal.  In  The  Grand  Oyster 
Bar  &  Restaurant  Seafood  Cookbook  (Crown,  $12.95)  Bro- 
dy has  collected  and  edited  the  best  from  the  files  {Continued) 
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of  this  old  and  famous  kitchen.  A  treasury  of  all  the  Oyster 
Bar  favorites,  with  professional  tips,  it  is  charmingly  illustrated 
by  Richard   Sommers. 

We  remember  with  pleasure  the  Collins'  first  book  to- 
gether, The  New  Orleans  Cookbook.  Now  we  welcome  with 
similar  pleasure  The  Pleasures  of  Seafood  by  Rima  and  Richard 
Collin  (Holt,  Rinehart  &  Winston,  $12.95).  Written  with  enor- 
mous charm,  it  is  informal  but,  at  the  same  time,  explicit.  What 
we  don't  understand  is  why  two  obvious  fish  enthusiasts  do  not 
give  a  single  recipe  for  a  whole  fish,  poached,  baked  or 
steamed,  stuffed  or  not.  Nevertheless,  there  are  delicious  ideas 
here  from  all  over  the  world. 

The  Complete  Asian  Cookbook  by  Charmaine  Solomon 
(McGraw-Hill,  $15.95)  highlights  the  best  culinary  traditions 
of  15  nations,  making  it  possible  for  interested  cooks  to  ex- 
plore the  cooking  of  Asia  but,  equally  important,  proves  that 
real  Eastern  meals  can  be  produced  and  enjoyed  in  Western 
kitchens.  In  addition  to  her  well-written  recipes,  the  author 
has  included  "her  voice  of  experience" — tips  that  apply  di- 
rectly to  the  recipe  in  hand.  Invaluable!  The  book,  both  for 
reading  and  cooking,  is  illustrated  with  full-color  photographs. 

One  glance  at  Feast  without  Fuss  by  Pamela  Harlech 
(Atheneum,  $12.95)  will  convince  you  immediately  that  this 
cookbook  is  a  real  find.  It  is  a  gem  and  one  of  the  most  useful 
and  impressive  books  to  come  our  way  in  a  long  time.  The 
recipes  are  beguiling,  but  the  book  devotes  chapters  to 
dishes  cooked  in  under  an  hour,  cooked  in  one  to  two  hours, 
cooked  in  over  two  hours.  There's  also  a  small  collection  of 
menus.  One  important  addition  is  the  time  indicated  for  the 
preparation  and  cooking  of  each  recipe. 

Stillroom  Cookery,  The  Art  of  Preserving  Foods  Naturally, 
by  Grace  Firth  (EMP  Publications,  $9.95)  has  brought  the 
methods  of  the  early  18th  century  into  the  20th-century  kitchen. 
The  English  "stillroom"  originally  was  a  room  with  a  still  used 
to  distill  perfumes  and  cordials;  later,  a  room  in  which  pre- 
serves, cakes,  liqueurs,  etc.,  and  tea  and  coffee  were  prepared. 
This  is  a  first-person  book  that  is  extremely  interesting  to  read, 
and  this  reader,  for  one,  was  enormously  impressed  by  the 
author's  energy,  enthusiasm  and  dedication.  How  many  Amer- 
ican women  will  make  their  own  yeast,  make  and  age  their  own 
cheeses,  smoke  and  cure  their  meat,  brew  and  ferment  bev- 
erages, we  haven't  a  clue,  but  if  enough  took  it  up,  it  would  be 
the  death  knell  of  fast  foods.  This  is  the  first  American  cookbook 
we've  seen  that  gives  both  U.S.  and  metric  measures  with  every 
recipe.  A  step  in  the  right  direction.  (Is  Washington  listening?) 

If  you  are  looking  for  a  cookbook  that  makes  slimming 
as  easy  as  eating,  Gourmet  Cooking,  The  Slim  Way,  by  Lou 
Seibert  Pappas  (Addison-Wesley,  $8.95,  hardcover;  $4.95, 
paperback)  is  just  the  ticket.  The  recipes,  divided  into  appe- 
ars, soups,  salads,  fish  and  seafood,  poultry,  meats,  vege- 
tables, fruits,  desserts  and  sweets,  all  refreshingly  imaginative, 
would  satisfy  any  man,  woman  or  child  watching  his  weight, 
in  the  appendices,  there  is  a  calorie  counter,  and  a  chart  of 
daily  energy  allowances  for  all  ages.  Every  recipe  gives  the 
calorie  count  per  serving. 

What's  so  refreshing  about  Save  Your  Stomach  by  Lawrence 
Galton  (Crown,  $8.95)  is  the  simplicity  with  which  it  is  written 
and  the  lack  of  obscure  medical  terminology.  As  a  conse- 
quence, the  author  has  given  the  answers  to  every  question 
about  the  stomach  in  plain  English  that  the  layman  can  easily 
understand.  We  think  that  every  home  would  want  to  have  this 
informative,  useful  book  in  its  library. 

Wine  is  the  Best  Medicine  by  Dr.  E.  A.  Maury  (Sheed,  Andrews 
and  McMeel,  $6.95),  with  a  supplement  on  American  wines  by 
Julius  L.  Jacobs,  is,  according  to  the  good  doctor,  a  "greatly 
neglected  supplementary  medicine."  The  Bible,  you  may  recall, 
says,  "Take  a  little  wine  for  thy  stomach's  sake."  Dr.  Maury 
says,  "Take  a  little  wine  for  every  part  of  the  body,"  and  then 
gives  specific  wines  for  specific  ailments.  As  wine  columnist 
Robert  Jay  Misch  remarked,  "Sure  beats  aspirin!"  To  bear 
out  Dr.  Maury's  passionate  belief  in  the  therapeutic  qualities 
of  good  wine,  you  will  find  chemically  analyzed  wine  remedies 
for  72  ailments  including  heart  disease  and  hypertension. 

A  cookbook  we  should  all  hail  with  delight  is  French  Cooking 
in  Ten  Minutes  by  Edward  de  Pomiane  (Farrar,  Straus  &  Giroux, 
$7.95).  It's  for  those  who  would  prefer  veloute  soup,  veal  cut- 
letsMilaneseandasparagussaladtoa  hamburger,  and  don't  know 
how  to  reconcile  the  difference  in  preparation         (Continued) 
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time.  Pomiane,  amusingly  irreverent  about  haute  cuisine,  gives 
you  the  means  to  have  both  good  food  and  the  time  to  relax 
over  a  cup  of  coffee.  First  published  in  1930,  Pomiane,  a  pro- 
fessor at  the  prestigious  Institut  Pasteur,  dedicated  the  original 
book  to  "Madame  X,  asking  for  ten  minutes  of  her  kind  atten- 
tion." Buy  this  book  and  enjoy! 

Here's  another  book  that  deserves  to  be  starred.  French 
Traditional  Cooking  by  Jennie  Reekie  (St.  Martin  s  Press,  $8.95) 
is  obviously  the  voice  of  experience.  You  know  from  the  choice 
of  recipes,  the  tenor  and  the  simplicity  of  the  writing,  that  the 
author  has  actually  cooked  these  foods.  In  addition  to  the 
recipes,  you  will  find  a  good  deal  of  detailed  information  on  the 
French  provinces  and  ingredients. 

A  third  book  dealing  with  French  cooking,  also  deserving  of 
a  star,  Oil  Est  la  Garlic,  French  cooking  in  50  lessons,  by  Len 
Deighton  (Harper  &  Row,  $6.95)  is  primarily  a  breakdown  of 
the  French  cuisine  into  its  various  elements.  It  discusses 
briefly:  meats,  cheeses,  wines,  sauces,  vegetables,  equipment 
and  menu  planning  (plus  a  glossary).  In  addition  there  are  50 
"cook-strips."  For  example,  number  eight  covers  white  stock: 
how  to  prepare  it,  how  it  is  turned  into  a  veloute,  sauce  su- 
preme, sauce  mornay,  sauce  soubise.  This  is  an  extremely 
entertaining  and  fresh  way  to  look  at  French  cooking.  The 
format  was  adapted  from  a  weekly  feature  that  appeared  for 
many  years  in  the  London  Observer. 

A  fourth  book  dedicated  to  French  cooking  by  "foreigners," 
Pates  for  Kings  and  Commoners  by  Maybelle  Iribe  and  Barbara 
Wilder  (Hawthorn,  $7.95),  is  excellent.  The  authors  write  with 
considerable,  informal  charm,  and  for  anyone  who  has  never 
delved  into  this  branch  of  charcuterie,  there's  a  strong  invitation 
within  its  cover  to  break  down  and  begin.  In  addition  to  the 
recipes  from  12  provinces  including  Paris,  the  authors  tuck  in 
bits  and  pieces  of  historical  interest.  They  both  lived  in  France 
for  many  years  and  now  have  their  pate  business,  Maison  du 
Pate,  in  both  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles. 

Not  being  an  organic  food  enthusiast,  it  is  difficult  to  give  a 
fair  evaluation  of  The  Dione  Lucas  Book  of  Natural  French 
Cooking  by  Marion  Gorman  and  Felipe  P.  de  Alba  (E.  P.  Dutton, 
$12.95).  To  anyone  dedicated  to  organic  cooking,  a  book  of 
recipes  based  on  Lucas'  original  classic  recipes  would  obvi- 
ously be  invaluable,  for  you  are  cooking  with  one  of  the  world's 
great  food  authorities.  Nutritionally,  it  is  sound,  but  it  is  well- 
established  that  organically  grown  foods  are  in  no  way  superior 
to  foods  produced  under  normal  conditions.  You  pay  more, 
however,  for  the  basic  food  ingredients. 

Craig  Claiborne,  Food  News  Editor  of  the  New  York  Times, 
describes  The  Northern  Italian  Cookbook  by  Teresa  Gilardi 
Candler  (McGraw-Hill,  $9.95)  as  "an  excellent  Italian  cookbook 
with  considerable  originality."  Dedicated  to  Northern  cooking, 
which  she  learned  from  her  mother,  and  inspired  by  native 
chefs  from  that  area,  Mrs.  Candler  has  compiled  a  book  of 
exceptional  interest.  Today,  with  food  prices  and  time  at  a 
premium,  most  of  her  simple  but  elegant  dishes  end  up  at  a 
reasonable  cost  prepared  in  a  relatively  short  time. 

We  reviewed  The  Fine  Art  of  Italian  Cooking  by  Giuliano 
Bugialli  (Quadrangle/The  New  York  Times  Book  Co.,  $15)  in 
March,  1976,  when  it  was  due  to  be  published,  and  finally,  it  is 
available.  Since  we  have  both  studied  the  book  and  enjoyed 
many  of  the  dishes,  we  can  say  again,  it  is  original  and  delicious. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  books  of  the  year,  Mediterranean 
Cooking  by  Paula  Wolfert  (Quadrangle/The  New  York  Times 
Book  Co.,  $12.95)  is  a  splendid  successor  to  her  beguiling 
Couscous  and  Other  Good  Food  from  Morocco  of  a  few  years 
ago.  We  suggest  you  read  the  book  before  you  begin  cooking 
with  it,  and  before  you  know  what's  happening  you'll  be  in  the 
kitchen  making  Frittata  di  Fiore  di  Zucca  (omelet  with  zucchini 
blossoms)  or  Klandt  bil  Karmouss  (Moroccan  pastry  stuffed  with 
figs  and  dipped  in  honey).  Exotic,  esoteric  and  delicious,  this  is 
the  cookbook  for  the  enthusiastic  food  buff.  In  addition,  the 
book  covers  information  about  markets  and  customs  of  the  15 
or  so  countries  included. 

After  you  look  into  The  Festive  Famularo  Kitchen  by  Joe 
Famularo  and  Louise  Imperiale  (Atheneum,  $15),  you  will  wish 
the  telephone  would  ring  and  this  brother-and-sister  team  would 
invite  you  to  dinner.  As  is  true  of  many  of  the  recent  good 
cookbooks,  the  authors  seem  to  be  sitting  beside  you  and  "talk- 
ing" their  recipes.  The  result  is  information  of  all  Kinds — tid- 
bits, sound  advice,  an  entire  chapter  devoted  to  (Continued) 
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"some  simple,  some  splendid"  (both  Italian  and  international) 
menus  and,  believe  it  or  not,  food  sources  all  over  the  U.S.  and 
Canada.  This  is  a  book  to  own,  use  and  enjoy. 

To  round  out  the  Italian  cookbooks,  we  have  Pasta  &  Pizza 
(St.  Martin's  Press,  $15)  with  an  introduction  by  Massimo  Al- 
berni,  covering  the  entire  history  of  pasta,  that  includes  a 
glossary  of  shapes,  categories  and  sizes  plus  the  cooking  of 
pasta.  The  recipes  collected  by  Anna  Martini  from  all  over 
Italy,  presented  regionally,  include  all  varieties  of  pasta  and 
pizza.  The  accompanying  photographs  show  the  reader  in  full 
color  how  dramatic  the  finished  dishes  can  be.  An  excellent 
reference  book,  it  is  a  book  to  cook  with,  too. 

With  the  current  interest  in  vegetable  cookery  and  vegetar- 
ianism, it  is  not  surprising  to  find  a  number  of  books  on  the 
subject  in  the  1977  lists.  An  especially  interesting  book  with  an 
entirely  new  slant  is  A  Celebration  of  Vegetables,  Menus  for 
Festive  Meat-Free  Dining  by  Robert  Ackart  (Atheneum,  $13.95). 
It  is  not,  the  author  points  out,  a  vegetarian  cookbook  (Ackart 
eats  meat).  What  makes  this  book  exceptional  is  the  fact  that 
you  can  serve  a  dinner — and  a  very  good  one — solely  with  vege- 
tables, prepared  in  interesting  and  often  surprising  ways.  Obvi- 
ously, the  desserts  are  not  vegetables  but  largely  fruits,  cooked 
or  fresh.  My  quarrel  with  the  book  is  the  style  of  the  recipes.  To 
my  mind,  they  are  confusing  and  difficult  to  follow. 

As  the  jacket  says,  this  is  truly  a  breakthrough  book.  We 
agree.  The  Seavegetable  Book,  Foraging  and  Cooking  Seaweed 
by  Judith  Cooper  Madlener  (Clarkson  N.  Potter,  $14.95)  is  ab- 
solutely fascinating.  We  have  been  familiar  with  dulse  and  kelp 
since  childhood  but  the  remainder  of  the  seaweeds  are  com- 
pletely foreign.  In  addition  to  a  breakdown  of  all  the  edible 
seaweeds,  world-wide,  there  are  recipes,  menus  and  mail-order 
sources.  Many  health  food  stores  also  carry  seaweeds. 

The  Potato  Cookbook,  From  Thinning  to  Sinning  Deliciously 
from  Soups  to  Desserts,  by  Gwen  Robyns  (Stemmer  House, 
$9.95),  covers  every  aspect  of  the  potato  from  its  discovery  to 
the  varieties  available  in  today's  markets.  The  author  gives  a 
1,200  calorie-a-day  diet  with  potatoes  playing  a  role  plus  close 
to  400  recipes,  many  unusual  and  refreshing,  including  des- 
serts. A  unique  book  with  both  black-and-white  and  full-color 
photographs.  Anybody  who  loves  potatoes — and  doesn't  every- 
body?— will  love  this  book. 

In  The  Salad  Book,  From  Seed  to  Salad  Bowl,  by  Geri  Har- 
rington (Atheneum,  $9.95),  the  author  takes  you  to  the  garden 
to  plant  your  seeds,  then  to  harvest  them  and,  finally,  leads  you 
nto  the  kitchen  and  tips  you  off  on  making  salads.  Sixty  per- 
:ent  of  the  book  is  devoted  to  such  basics  as  reading  a  seed 
;atalogue,  a  growing  guide  and  glossary,  tomatoes,  greens, 
cucumbers  and  herbs;  the  remainder  to  recipes.  It's  so  informal 
and  informative  you'll  wish  you  could  take  Mrs.  Harrington  (in 
person)  into  your  own  garden. 

Exotic  Vegetables,  How  to  Grow  and  Cook  Them,  by  Ken  and 
Dat  Kraft  (Walker  and  Company,  hardcover,  $9.95;  paperback, 
B5.95)  makes  you  want  to  have  a  garden.  Even  if  you  don't  have 
a  garden  and  are  interested  in  food  and  cooking,  this  is  an 
nvaluable  reference.  The  authors  have  many  fine  books  to  their 
credit  and  this  book  is  further  proof  that  they  certainly  know 
what  they  are  talking  about. 

An  important  cookbook,  especially  now  with  the  enor- 
inous  interest  in  this  equipment,  Cooking  with  the  Cuisinart 
rood  Processor  by  Roy  Andries  de  Groot  (McGraw-Hill,  $12.95) 
demonstrates  to  perfection  the  enormous  scope  of  the  electric 
ood  processor.  Imported  from  France,  it  is  a  fantastic  machine 
hat  chops,  slices,  juliennes,  grates,  shreds,  makes  pasta, 
grinds  meat  to  any  degree  of  fineness,  makes  mayonnaise, 
-lollandaise  and  pastry  in  less  time  than  it  takes  to  say  Jack 
tobinson.  De  Groot  presents  a  marvelous  collection  of  recipes 
jarnered  from  all  over  the  world. 

Norma  McCulloch,  New  Zealand's  leading  home  economist 
ind  an  expert  on  deep  freezing,  has  written  The  Deep  Freeze 
handbook  (The  Tradewinds  Group,  $5).  The  author  starts  off  so 
ensibly  (guide  to  standard  and  metric  weights  and  measures, 
quivalent  measures  and  substitutes,  terms)  you  know  the  book 
as  got  to  be  good.  What  kind  of  freezer  to  buy,  what  to  freeze 
nd  what  not  to  freeze,  coping  with  power  failures  or  break- 
owns,  packaging  and  labeling.  It's  all  here — everything  and 
nything  that  might  cross  your  mind  about  freezing  plus  a 
ollection  of  menus,  recipes  and  color  illustrations.  At  this 
/riting  the  book  is  only  available  by   mail  order.   {Continued)

Born  in  England,  Moira  Hodgson  traveled  the  world  with  her 
diplomat  father,  developing  a  taste  for  hot  and  spicy  foods. 
Hence,  The  Hot  &  Spicy  Cookbook  by  Moira  Hodgson  (McGraw- 
Hill,  $9.95)  with  a  marvelous  collection  of  dishes — Hunanese, 
Szechuan,  Indian,  Bengalese,  African,  Mexican,  Creole,  Carib- 
bean, Hungarian,  etc.  This  is  quite  truly  a  gastronomic  adven- 
ture— so  gird  your  taste  buds  and  plunge  right  in. 

For  youngsters,  there  are  four  cookbooks,  and  since  we  ap- 
prove highly  of  children  getting  into  the  kitchen  as  early  as 
possible,  we  recommend  them  all.  Anybody  who  has  ever  even 
seen  a  Beatrix  Potter  illustration  will  adore  Peter  Rabbit's 
Natural  Foods  Cookbook  by  Arnold  Dobrin  (Frederick  Warne  & 
Co.,  $5.95).  The  illustrations  are  absolutely  enchanting;  the 
recipes,  derived  from  the  original  Potter  books,  sound  delicious 
with,  we'd  guess,  child  appeal,  and  the  author  has  also  in- 
cluded a  section  of  helpful  hints. 

The  Fun  Food  Factory  by  Nanette  Newman,  illustrated  by 
Alan  Cracknell  (Harmony  Books,  $4.95)  is  an  extremely  attrac- 
tive book.  Each  step  in  the  preparation  of  each  recipe  is  shown 
in  full  color  with  clear  instructions.  Interestingly,  probably  be- 
cause the  book  was  originally  published  abroad,  measurements 
are  both  American  standard  and  metric.  A  good  way  to  intro- 
duce metrification  which  is,  hopefully,  on  its  way  in  the  U.S.  In 
addition,  two  full  pages  are  devoted  to  vitamins. 

I  Am  a  Cook  Book  by  Em  Riggs  and  Barbara  Darpinian,  illus- 
trated by  Martha  Weston  (St.  Martin's  Press,  $6.95),  spells  out 
in  black-and-white  cartoon  strips:  equipment,  measuring  and 
cooking  terminology.  Then  introduces  the  first  recipe:  Hard- 
Cooked  Eggs.  It  makes  enormous  sense.  In  fact,  we  can  think 
of  some  adults  who  could  use  the  book. 

For  Kids  Who  Cook  by  Susan  Manlin  Katzman  (Holt,  Rinehart 
&  Winston,  $6.50)  is  straightforward,  but  essentially  an  extremely 
useful  book  for  kids  learning  to  cook — although  it  is  sometimes 
a  bit  coy.  The  author  runs  a  kitchen  school  for  children  in  St. 
Louis  so  her  book  is  the  voice  of  experience  speaking.  She,  too, 
covers  all  the  kitchen  essentials  such  as  equipment,  cooking 
terms,  measuring,  etc. 

A  most  unusual  book,  The  Book  of  Chocolate  by  Carol  Ann 
Rinzler  (St.  Martin's  Press,  $8.95)  is  a  fund  of  information  as 
rich  as  a  chocolate  mousse.  Starting  with  the  history  of  choco- 
late, the  author  covers  the  making  of  chocolate,  chocolate  as  a 
food,  chocolate  bars,  boxed  chocolate,  chocolate  as  a  drink 
and  a  handful  of  classic  chocolate  recipes.  It  even  includes  a 
list  of  international  chocolate  companies.  An  invaluable  refer- 
ence for  anyone  exploring  the  subject  in  depth. 

Another  chicken  cookbook  almost  seems  too  much.  Never- 
theless we  now  have  The  Woman's  Day  Chicken  Cookbook, 
edited  by  Carol  Truax  (Simon  &  Schuster,  $8.95).  The  recipes, 
thoroughly  tested  in  Woman's  Day  kitchens,  cover  everything 
under  the  sun  from  roasting  to  frying,  sauteing,  broiling,  fricas- 
seeing  plus  casseroles  and  potpies.  There's  a  whole  chapter  de- 
voted to  chicken  parts  (very  useful),  and  the  chapter,  "With  a 
Foreign  Tongue,"  is  an  interesting  addition. 

Once  again,  crock  cookery  is  having  a  vogue.  Never  having 
been  an  enthusiast,  it  is  difficult  to  evaluate  a  book  on  the  sub- 
ject fairly.  Woman's  Day  Crockery  Cuisine  by  Sylvia  Vaughn 
Thompson  (Random  House,  $8.95)  strikes  us  as  a  good  book, 
perhaps  because  we  know  and  respect  Mrs.  Thompson  and  her 
cooking  prowess.  So,  if  you're  hooked  on  crock  cooking,  you'll 
undoubtedly  be  hooked  on  this  book. 

The  Southern  Junior  League  Cookbook,  edited  by  Ann  Ser- 
anne  (David  McKay,  $12.50),  a  shining  sample  of  the  best  tra- 
ditions of  Southern  cooking,  reflects  the  colorful  history  and 
rich  heritage  of  past  generations.  Twenty-nine  Southern  Junior 
Leagues  share  the  best  recipes  from  their  famous  cookbooks. 
The  result:  a  collection  of  700  delectable  and  time-honored 
recipes.  Royalties  from  the  sale  of  this  book  go  into  the  various 
Community  Trust  Funds  that  help  to  finance  the  League's  many 
community  programs. 

The  Cook's  Idea  Book  by  Valera  Grapp  Blair  (Clarkson  N. 
Potter,  $10)  is  definitely  not  a  cookbook,  but  the  author  has 
compiled  more  than  a  thousand  imaginative  ideas  for  people 
who  love  to  cook.  For  example,  if  you're  hard  up  for  sandwich 
ideas,  you'll  find  10  pages  from  cold  to  hot,  with  and  without 
meat.  The  book  even  includes  a  cook's  dictionary.  (Continued)

Rimiture  of  Distinction. 
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It's  Easy  to  Cook  by  Betty  L.  Torre  (Doubleday,  $5.95),  a  small 
collection  of  favorite  American  recipes,  is  of  special  interest, 
we  suggest,  to  young  cooks  who  are  just  beginning  to  get  their 
culinary  feet  wet.  Mrs.  Torre  makes  it  all  very  easy  with  menu 
suggestions,  preparation  and  cooking  times  and  a  glossary  of 
common  cooking  terms. 

An  extremely  handsome  book,  The  Art  of  Dessert  by  Sandy 
Lesberg  (Haddington  House/Bobbs  Merrill,  $12.95)  is  a  feast  for 
the  eye  (there  are  over  50  color  reproductions  of  some  of  the 
greatest  French  paintings)  and  also  a  feast  for  the  palate — 
some  300  tempting  sweets  from  restaurants  in  35  countries.  The 
book  opens  with  a  French  genoise  from  New  York's  famed  Four 
Seasons  restaurant  and  ends  with  a  chapter  that  includes  con- 
fections, toppings  and  sauces. 

The  author  of  this  book,  The  Sebastiani  Family  Cookbook  by 
Sylvia  Sebastiani  (Lyle  Stuart,  $8.95),  began  writing  it  in  her 
head  at  the  age  of  19  when  she  married.  She  has  been  working 
on  it  ever  since,  aided  and  abetted  by  her  husband,  August,  a 
vintner,  their  two  sons  and  two  daughters.  The  recipe  collection 
includes  old  Italian  specialties  and  interesting  variations  on 
familiar  Italian  themes. 

The  Picnic  Gourmet  by  Joan  Hemingway  and  Connie  Mari- 
cich  (Random  House,  $12.95)  could  only  be  written  by  enthusi- 
astic "picnickers"  and  good  cooks.  The  picnic  menus  sound 
so  inviting  you'll  probably  end  up  serving  many  of  them  right 
at  your  dinner  table.  In  addition  to  the  300  excellent  recipes, 
the  book  includes  such  useful  information  as  how  to  pack, 
notes  on  wild  foods  and  picnic  wines. 

In  their  introduction  to  The  Before  and  After  Dinner  Cook 
Book  by  Charlotte  McNamara  and  Lenore  Howell  (Atheneum, 
$14.95)  the  authors  suggest  that  many  modern  cooks  have  for- 
gotten the  first  course.  We  agree.  So,  with  the  recipe  for  the 
first  course  you'll  find  suggestions  for  the  main  course.  It  makes 
very  good  sense.  The  recipes  are  written  in  a  rather  confusing 
style,  but  to  offset  this  mild  criticism  we  must  add  that  they  are 
excellent   recipes   with    loads  of   useful   information. 

The  Grass  Roots  Cookbook  by  Jean  Anderson  (Quadrangle/ 
The  N.Y.  Times  Book  Co.,  $12.50)  is  a  sound  effort  by  the 
author  to  give  us  "recipes  proudly  devoid  of  instant  mixes, 
ersatz  seasonings,  potato  chips,  et  al."  Each  and  every  dish 
from  grass-roots  cooks  all  over  the  U.S.  who  still  use  old- 
fashioned  regional  recipes  is  made  from  scratch.  If  you  like  to 
eat  "for  real,"  you'll  like  this  book. 

Kitchen  Wisdom  by  Frieda  Karkin  (Holt,  Rinehart  &  Winston, 
$8.95)  is  a  collection  of  culinary  tips,  advice  and  information  in 
an  updated  version  of  the  author's  The  Cook's  Companion. 
Although  the  book  contains  a  great  deal  of  valuable  informa- 
tion, it  still  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 

Bernard  Schimmel's  Masterpieces,  published  by  the  Women's 
Auxiliary  of  the  Joslyn  Art  Museum  in  Omaha,  is  a  collection  of 
Schimmel's  recipes — the  first  American  to  graduate  from  the 
famed  Hotel  School  in  Lausanne,  Switzerland,  and  then  re- 
turn to  his  native  Nebraska  to  put  his  training  to  work.  This 
book,  representing  a  lifetime  of  culinary  experience,  is  adorned 
with  paintings  from  the  museum  and  ends  with  a  chapter  on 
wines  by  Bern  C.  Ramey.  For  each  copy  of  Masterpieces,  send

Food  in  Chinese  Culture,  edited  by  K.  C.  Chang  (Yale  Uni- 
versity Press,  $20),  is  an  anthropological  view  of  food.  We  are 
all  agreed  that,  along  with  the  French,  the  Chinese  place  a 
greater  value  on  food  and  gastronomic  delights  than  most 
cultures.  China  offers  immense  regional  and  temporal  diversity 
of  gastronomic  arts.  In  this  book,  Chang  emphasizes  the  latter. 
It  is  a  fascinating  book  from  cover  to  cover  and  invaluable  to 
any  student  of  food. 

The  Key  to  Chinese  Cooking  by  Irene  Kuo  (Knopf,  $15)  is 
steeped  in  the  Chinese  tradition  of  her  family,  yet  attuned  to 
American  ways  (the  author  was  a  New  York  City  restaurateur 
for  20  years).  Madame  Kuo,  a  born  teacher,  beautifully  articu- 
late and  "a  gifted  explainer,"  inspires  confidence  on  every 
page.  This  book  covers  four  categories  of  Chinese  cooking:  in 
liquid;  in  oil;  with  wet  heat;  with  dry  heat.  Illustrated  with  125 
line  drawings  by  Carolyn  Moy. 

The  People's  Cook  Book,  Staples,  Delicacies  and  Curiosities 
Irom  the  Earth's  Humble  Kitchens  by  Huguette  Couffignal  (St. 
Martin's  Press,  $10)  has  been  a  best  seller  in  both  France  and 
Italy.  It  pays  homage  to  the  talent,  ingenuity,  (Continued)

In  wine  books,  a  rousing  bravo!  is  due  Robert  Jay  Misch  for 
Quick  Guide  to  the  Wines  of  All  the  Americas  (Doubleday, 
$4.95).  Fifth  entry  in  his  Quick  Guide  series  (wine,  spirits, 
cheese,  world's  most  famous  recipes),  it  is  a  noteworthy  primer 
with  specific  recommendations  on  wines  from  California  and 
New  York  and  brief  commentaries  on  the  products  of  other 
states  and  other  countries  of  the  Americas.  An  invaluable  guide 
for  any  new  or  sometime  wine-lover. 

Beer  aficionados  may  find  some  unfortunate  omissions  in 
Michael  A.  Weiner's  The  Taster's  Guide  to  Beer  (Macmillan, 
$14.95),  especially  among  American  offerings,  but  what  is  there 
is  handsomely  covered.  Technical  discussions  are  clear,  tasting

Easier  to  obtain  is  the  German  Wine  Atlas  and  Vineyard

HUNGARY 

One  of  the  most  unusual  and  famous  sweet  wines  in  the  world 
is  also  Hungary's  best-known  wine:  Tokay,  or  as  it's  spelled  on 
the  label,  Tokaji  Aszu.  (There  is  also  a  dry  Tokay  called  Tokaji 
Szamorodni.)  Unlike  German  Auslesen  or  Sauternes,  Tokay  is 
basically  a  dry  wine  to  which  various  amounts  of  very  sweet 
wine  made  from  overripe  botrytized  grapes  have  been  added. 
Sweetness  varies  according  to  how  many  puttonos  (tubs)  of  very 
sweet  wine  have  been  added  to  each  barrel  of  dry  wine.  Labels 
indicate  the  number  of  these  added  puttonos — three,  four  or  five, 
the  maximum.  A  Tokaji  Aszu  of  five  puttonos  (about  $6  a  pint) 
is  an  intriguing  apricot-colored  wine  with  a  scent  and  taste  like 
honey,  caramel  and  dried  fruit.  Unlike  other  sweet  wines,  it's 
best  at  room  temperature.  ■

add  the  sliced  bananas  to  the  remaining  sauce  and  pour  into 
a  heated  sauceboat. 

Serve  to  4  with  rice  and  a  dry  red  wine.  Follow  the  entree 
with  a  green  salad. 

SOLE  GRANADA 

6  fillets  of  sole,  thawed  if  frozen 

1  cup  (2  sticks)  sweet  butter,  cut  into  pieces 
3  or  4  shallots,  peeled  and  minced 

Vi  teaspoon  salt 

Several  twists  of  the  white  pepper  mill 

Vi   cup  dry  white  wine 

Va   cup  fresh  lemon  juice  (about  2  lemons)* 

6  egg  yolks 

2  medium  ripe  bananas,  peeled  and  sliced  diagonally 

Butter  generously  a  baking  pan  large  enough  to  hold  the  fillets 
flat  without  overlapping  (otherwise,  use  two  pans). 

Arrange  the  fillets  in  the  pan.  Sprinkle  with  the  shallots,  salt 
and  pepper.  Add  the  wine  and  lemon  juice.  Place  over  a  mod- 
erate heat  and  simmer  3  minutes,  basting  frequently.  Carefully 
lift  the  individual  fillets  to  an  ovenproof  serving  platter.  Do  not 
overlap.  Reserve  1  cup  of  the  poaching  liquid. 

Place  the  yolks  in  the  top  of  a  double  boiler  and  beat  until 
slightly  thickened.  Place  over  simmering  water.  Add  remaining 
butter  and  cook,  beating  constantly  with  a  wire  whisk,  until  the 
sauce  has  the  consistency  of  Hollandaise.  Still  beating,  gradu- 
ally add  the  reserved  poaching  liquid.  Spoon  the  sauce  over 
the  fish. 

Arrange  sliced  bananas  on  top  of  each  fillet.  Place  under  pre- 
heated broiler  until  lightly  browned — approximately  2  minutes. 
Serves  6. 

*Drop  the  lemons  into  boiling  water  for  a  minute  or  so  and  they 
will  yield  more  juice. 

LOBSTER  AND  BANANA  SALAD 

Dressing 

%   cup  mayonnaise,  your  own  or  commercial 

2  tablespoons  heavy  cream 

1  tablespoon  Dijon-style  mustard 

2  or  3  green  onion  bulbs,  minced 

1  teaspoon  dried  tarragon,  crumbled 

Salad 

2  frozen  lobster  tails  (8  ounces  each) 
Salt 

1  apple,  peeled,  cored  and  cubed 

2  ripe  bananas,  peeled  and  diagonally  sliced 
Vi   cup  green  seedless  grapes,  halved 
Boston  lettuce 

Make  the  dressing  first,  so  you  can  immediately  combine  it  with 
the  fruit  and  thus  forestall  darkening.  Combine  all  the  ingredi- 
ents for  the  dressing  and  beat  together  with  a  wire  whisk. 

Drop  the  frozen  lobster  tails  into  a  large  kettle  with  enough 
boiling  water  to  cover  completely.  Add  1  teaspoon  of  salt  for 
each  quart.  When  the  water  comes  to  a  rolling  boil  again,  re- 
duce the  heat  slightly,  cover  and  cook  exactly  11  minutes.  Drain 
immediately.  Chill  in  cold  water.  With  kitchen  shears  cut  away 
the  underside  membrane.  Insert  your  fingers  between  the  shell 
and  meat  at  heavy  end  of  the  tail  and  work  the  meat  loose.  Cut 
into  generous  pieces. 

Mix  the  lobster  with  the  fruits  and  the  dressing.  Refrigerate 
until  cold.  (Not  too  long  or  the  fruits  will  lose  their  flavor.) 

Serve  to  4  in  a  large  salad  bowl  lined  with  the  lettuce.

2  oranges,  peeled  and  sectioned

Place  the  carrots  in  a  heavy  saucepan. 
Add  boiling  water  to  cover  and  a  good 
dash  of  salt.  Bring  to  a  boil,  reduce  heat 
and  cook  until  very  tender  when  pierced 
with  a  paring  knife. 

Melt  the  butter  in  a  small  saucepan.

8  tablespoons  (1  stick)  sweet  butter 
up  sugar 

1  egg 

2  cups  all-purpose  flour 
1  j    teaspoon  salt 

1 2  teaspoon  nutmeg 

1  teaspoon  vanilla 

2  large,  ripe  bananas,  peeled  and  pureed 
1 ;    cup  golden  raisins 

i    cup  coarsely  chopped  pecans, 
blanched  almonds  or  peanuts 

Butter  a  9-by-5-inch  loaf  pan.  Set  aside. 
Place  the  remaining  butter  and  sugar  in 
bowl  of  the  electric  mixer  and  beat  with 
the  whisk  until  light  and  fluffy.  Add  the 
egg  and  beat  in  thoroughly.  Place  the 
flour,  salt  and  nutmeg  into  the  sifter.  Mix 
the  vanilla  into  the  banana  puree.  Sift  the 
dry  ingredients  into  the  batter,  alternating 
with  the  banana  puree,  beating  hard  after 
each  addition.  Toss  the  raisins  in  1  tea- 
spoon of  flour  and  stir  into  the  batter  with 
the  nuts. 

Pour  into  the  prepared  pan  and  bake  in 
a  preheated  350 :  oven  for  about  1  hour 
or  until  a  wooden  pick  inserted  in  the 
center   comes   out   clean. 

BANANA  ICE  CREAM 

4  sweet,  ripe  bananas,  peeled  and  cut  up 
4   teaspoons  lemon  juice. 

strained  (juice  of  about  1 2  lemon)* 
2  cups  heavy  cream 
2  cups  light  cream 

1  cup  sugar 
Good  pinch  salt 

Mash  the  bananas  by  pushing  through  a 
sieve  or  food  mill.  Or  puree  with  the 
lemon  juice  in  the  bowl  of  the  food 
processor  with  the  steel  blade. 

Pour  both  creams,  sugar  and  salt  into 
the  can  of  the  electric  ice  cream  maker. 
Stir  until  the  sugar  has  dissolved.  Stir  in 
the   pureed   bananas   until  well   mixed. 

Follow    manufacturer's   instructions   for 
freezing.    Makes    about     1%     quarts    or 
enough  to  serve  8  to  10. 
"Drop  lemons  in  boiling  water  for  a  min- 
ute or  so  and  they  will  yield  more  jgice. 

BANANA  SHERBET 

2  cups  sugar 
4  cups  water 

6  ripe  bananas,  peeled  and  coarsely 
chopped 

13  cup  lemon  juice,  strained  (juice 
of  about  2  lemons)* 

Italian  Meringue  (see  recipe  below) 

Combine  the  sugar  and  water  in  a  sauce- 
pan. Bring  to  a  boil.  Boil  5  minutes.  Re- 
frigerate the  syrup  until  cold. 

Puree  about  half  the  bananas  with  half  I 
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the  syrup  and  half  the  lemon  juice  in  the  bowl  of  the  electric 
food  processor  with  the  steel  blade  or  in  the  electric  blender. 
Puree  the  remainder.  Combine  the  two.  Turn  mixture  into  4 
ice  trays.  Place  in  the  freezer  and  freeze  until  mushy  (in  a 
freezer  maintaining  0°,  this  takes  2  hours  or  more).  While  mix- 
ture is  freezing,  make  the  meringue. 

*Drop  the  lemons  into  boiling  water  for  a  minute  or  so  and  they 
will  yield  more  juice. 

Italian  Meringue 

V-i.   cup  sugar 

1/2    tablespoon  light  corn  syrup 

3  tablespoons  water 

4  egg  whites 

Combine  the  sugar,  corn  syrup  and  water  in  a  small  saucepan. 
Bring  to  a  boil  over  medium  heat.  Cook  until  the  syrup  reaches 
the  soft-ball  stage  (it  should  register  220°  on  a  candy  thermom- 
eter). 

With  an  electric  beater  or  in  the  electric  mixer  beat  the  egg 
whites  until  they  almost  hold  a  shape.  Then  add  the  hot  syrup  in 
a  slow,  steady  stream,  beating  constantly.  Beat  until  meringue 
holds  firm,  shiny  peaks  and  is  stone  cold. 

Pour  the  mixture  from  the  trays  into  a  large,  chilled  bowl.  Beat 
with  a  rotary  beater  for  1  minute.  Fold  in  the  meringue  with  a 
rubber  spatula.  Pour  back  into  the  trays  and  return  to  the 
freezer  until  firm  but  not  solid,  giving  the  mixture  an  occasional 
stir.  Makes  about  2Vi  quarts. 

Note  the  word  solid:  A  perfect  sherbet,  ice  or  sorbet  is  firm 
but  never  solid.  If  it  should  become  too  hard,  place  in  the  re- 
frigerator until  "spoonable." 

DATE  AND  BANANA  DESSERT 
4  to  5  ripe  bananas,  peeled  and  sliced  thin 
Vi    pound  pitted  dates,  fresh  or 

dried,  halved 
11A   cups  light  cream 

Arrange  alternate  layers  of  bananas  and  dates  in  a  serving 
bowl.  Pour  the  cream  over  all  and  chili  for  a  few  hours  before 
serving.  The  cream  soaks  into  the  fruit,  giving  it  a  soft,  slightly 
sticky  texture.  Delicious.

3  large  ripe  bananas,  peeled

Vi    cup  dark  rum

Slice  bananas  in  half  lengthwise,  cut  each  half  into  4  equal 
pieces.  Place  in  a  bowl.  Combine  the  ingredients  for  the  mari- 
nade and  pour  it  over  the  bananas.  Leave  for  about  an  hour, 
stirring  occasionally. 

To  make  the  batter:  Sift  the  flour,  sugar,  salt  and  baking 
powder  into  a  mixing  bowl.  Add  the  butter,  egg,  milk  and  rum. 
With  an  electric  beater,  mix  to  a  smooth  paste.  Let  the  batter 
stand  until  the  bananas  are  ready. 

Dip  the  banana  pieces  in  the  batter  and  fry  in  deep  oil  (375° 
on  a  frying  thermometer)  until  golden  all  over.  Drain  the  pieces 
on  paper  towels.  Sprinkle  them  with  sugar  before  serving. 
Serves  about  6.

THE  VERSATILE  BANANA

V*    cup  slivered  toasted  almonds. 

coarsely  chopped 
Salt 
4  to  6  egg  whites  (enough  to  make  1 

cup) 

Butter  a  T/i -quart  souffle  dish,  then  coat 
with  sugar.  Refrigerate.  At  the  same  time, 
place  a  baking  sheet  in  the  center  rack  of 
the  oven. 

Pour  half  the  fruit  juices  into  the  con- 
tainer of  the  electric  blender.  Add  half 
the  bananas.  Blend  to  make  a  smooth 
puree.  Pour  into  a  large  bowl.  Blend  the 
remaining  juices  and  bananas.  Combine 
with  the  first.  Stir  in  the  orange  rind, 
the  superfine  sugar,  the  toasted  almonds 
and  a  big   pinch  of  salt. 

Beat  the  egg  whites  with  an  electric 
mtil  they  hold  firm,  shiny 
when  the  beater  is  held  straight  up. 
re  whisk,  beat  about  a  third  of 
the  whites  into  the  banana  mixture.  Then 
pour  over  the  remaining  whites  and  fold 
in  with  a  rubber  spatula  Pour  into  the 
prepared  souffle  dish.  Place  on  the  bak- 
ing sheet  and  bake  in  a  preheated  375° 
oven  for  25  to  30  minutes.  Serve  at  once. 

APRICOT   SAUCE

Butter  an  8-inch  cake  pan.  Cover  the  bot- 
tom with  kitchen  parchment.

Beat  the  egg  whites  with  the  salt  until 
they  hold  a  soft  shape.  Add  the  sugar 
gradually,  beating  constantly,  until  the 
meringue  holds  firm,  shiny  peaks  when 
the  beater  is  held  straight  up.  Mix  the 
remaining  cornstarch  with  the  vinegar 
until  smooth.  Fold  into  the  meringue  with 
a  rubber  spatula. 

Spoon  the  meringue  into  the  prepared 
pan.  Smooth  around  the  edges,  leaving 
a  slight  indentation  or  "well"  from  the 
edges  to  the  center. 

Place  the  torte  in  a  preheated  300c 
oven.  Immediately  turn  down  the  tempera- 
ture to  250°.  Bake  for  IV4  hours.  Take 
from  the  oven  and  let  stand  at  room 
temperature  until  cool.  Lift  from  the  pan 
and  place  on  a  serving  platter. 

Just  before  serving,  peel  and  slice  the 
bananas.

BANANA  VARIETIES 

The  bananas  generally  available  in  our 
markets  are  all  imported  from  Latin  Amer- 
ica. Apart  from  the  bananas  familiar  to 
all  of  us,  there  are  two  exotic  varieties 
usually  found  only  in  Spanish  food  stores: 
the  lady  finger,  the  smallest  variety,  usu- 
ally 3  to  4  inches  long,  delicately  sweet- 
flavored,  thin-skinned  and  easily  bruised; 
and  the  small  plump  manzanillo  or  apple 
banana,  somewhat  suggestive  in  flavor  of 
a  mellow  apple.  The  red  banana,  usually 
available  only  during  the  holidays  and 
only  in  specialty  food  stores,  is  something 
of  a  dazzler  and  inclined  to  be  expensive. 
The  plantain,  although  also  a  member  of 
the  banana  family  and  resemblingabanana 
in  shape,  is  considerably  larger  (some- 
times up  to  1  foot).  Often  called  the 
"cooking  banana.'  the  plantain  is  coarser, 
less  sweet  and  must  be  cooked  to  be 
eaten. 

BUYING  BANANAS 
Bananas   can   be   used   at   any   stage   of 
ripeness   and   should   be   purchased    ac- 
cordingly. 

A  good  banana  is  plump,  unblemished, 
firm  and  bright  in  appearance.  Avoid  fruit 
that  is  soft  or  shows  bruising  by  marked 
discoloration. 

The  three  stages  of  ripeness  or  edi- 
bility are:  yellow  with  green  tips,  yellow, 
and  yellow  flecked  with  brown.  Which 
you  choose  depends  on  how  firm  you  like 
bananas  and  how  you  intend  to  use  them. 

The  riper  the  banana,  the  sweeter — not 
only  in  taste  but  in  fact.  Because  bananas 
are  so  easy  to  digest  they  are  particu- 
larly good  for  invalids  and  infants. 

STORING  BANANAS  AT  HOME 

Do  not  refrigerate  bananas  except  to  re- 
tard overripening.  Room  temperature  is 
always  best  for  green  or  slightly  green 
bananas.  Once  refrigerated,  bananas  will 
keep  for  several  days,  but  the  skin  will 
turn  dark.  This  in  no  way  affects  the 
fruit,  but  remember,  always  bring  bana- 
nas (in  fact  all  fruit)  to  room  temperature 
before  eating  out  of  hand  to  savor  them 
at  their  best. 

COOKING  BANANAS 

Slightly  green-tipped  bananas  are  excel- 
lent for  cooking:  baking,  broiling  or 
sauteing.  Cooking  makes  partially  ripe 
bananas  fully  digestible  and  brings  out 
their  flavor.  Firm,  yellow  bananas  are 
good  for  eating  and  as  an  ingredient  in 
breads  and  cakes.  Fully  ripe  bananas, 
flecked  with  brown,  are  best  for  fruit 
cups,  salads  and  drinks. 

To  keep  sliced  bananas  from  darken- 
ing, sprinkle  with  a  little  lemon,  orange  or 
pineapple  juice.  Always  slice  just  before 
serving. 

HOW  DO  BANANAS  STACK  UP 
NUTRITIONALLY? 

One  6-inch-long  banana  (about  3V2 
ounces)  contains  only  85  calories.  Bana- 
nas have  a  high  supply  of  potassium,  a 
fair  supply  of  calcium  and  phosphorous. 
100%  available  iron,  low  sodium  content, 
and  they  are  99.8%  fat  free  (largely  un- 
saturated with  no  cholesterol).  ■ 
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A   well-cared-for  tree   will   continue   to   grow   and    change   its 
shape,  size  and  personality." 

Many  interior  designers  and  landscape  architects  point  out 
that  there's  much  more  to  decorating  with  a  large  plant  than 
simply  placing  it  in  the  middle  of  a  room  and  calling  it  a  tree. 
Proper  care  helps  a  plant  look  its  best,  but  utilizing  a  tree  to 
best  effect  requires  a  certain  amount  of  planning  and  fore- 
thought. Decorators  employ  various  methods  of  maximizing  a 
tree's  drama  and  integrating  the  plant  with  its  surroundings. 
Often  this  involves  matching  plant  shapes  and  "moods"  to  dif- 
ferent  decorating   schemes.   A   huge   cactus  or  an    intricately

angled  Dracaena  marginata  has  superb  impact  in  clean-lined, 
modern  rooms — but  could  be  misplaced  in  Early  American  or 
rustic  country  settings. 

In  order  to  further  enhance  the  tree,  care  must  be  taken 
in  placing  and  accessorizing  it.  As  Georg  Andersen  notes,  "I 
never  use  trees  as  secondary  accessories.  They're  not!  Any 
tree  placed  in  a  room  must  be  a  primary  decorative  element.  I 
believe  in  using  them  for  their  individual  beauty.  My  favorites 
are  Agave  and  Fiddle-Leaf  Fig.  Both  possess  marvelous  sculp- 
tural qualities,  especially  when  placed  on  pedestals.  Some  of 
the  more  dramatic,  sculpturesque  trees  can  serve  as  the  only 
pieces  of  'art'  in  a  room.  In  certain  settings  I  prefer  to  place 
trees  directly  in  front  of  a  window  to  capitalize  on  interesting 
silhouettes  and  soften  the  harsh  boundaries  between  inside 
and  outside.  Not  only  does  this  enlarge  the  space  by  extend- 
ing the  indoors  out-of-doors,  it's  culturally  sound." 

Albert  Hadley,  ASID,  one  of  the  first  to  work  with  tree-size 
plants  in  interior  design,  maintains:  "Any  tree  I  use  must 
be  near  light — to  enhance  both  its  drama  and  continued  good 
health.  It  also  must  have  a  special  character,  a  naturally  sculp- 
tured quality.  I  don't  favor  any  one  plant  and  I  hesitate  to  gen- 
eralize, because  I  find  where  it's  going  to  be  used  dictates  the 
'right'  kind  of  plant." 

Interior  Designer  John  Saladino,  ASID  (of  John  Saladino,  Inc.) 
applies  his  individual  keynotes  in  harmonizing  plants  and  decor. 
"I  try  to  create  the  impression  of  a  garden  oasis,  a  lush  island — 
and  not  just  a  tree.  I  like  clustering  Spathiphyllum,  Grape  and 
Kangaroo  Ivies  and  Asparagus  sprengeri  around  the  base  of  a 
spectacular  tree,  hiding  the  tree's  pot  and  making  the  tree  the 
center  of  attention,  the  focal  point  of  the  island.  Another  trick  I

may  use  is  uplighting  an  especially  attractive,  well-formed  tree 
— this  directs  the  attention  and  adds  interesting  shadows  to  the 
barest  of  decors.  I  find  that  uplighting  and  the  resultant  sil- 
houette effects  can  add  enormous  power  to  a  room.  I  rarely  use 
trees  on  pedestals,  preferring  to  use  large  specimen  trees  when 
a  very  dramatic  mood  is  called  for.  My  favorites  are  the  varie- 
gated Ming  Tree  (Polyscias  baltouriana  marginata),  large  Bam- 
boo clumps  and  Fiddle-Leaf  Fig." 

Pritchard  and  Braun  of  Madderlake  favor  unusual  "architec- 
tural" plants  or  monumentally  sized  specimens  of  slightly  more 
common  plants.  "Among  the  plants  we  prefer  are  Polyscias 
baltouriana,  Rhapis  Palm,  Howeia  forsleriana  (Kentia  Palm), 
Euphorbia  tirucallii  and  Beaucarnea  recurvata,"  Pritchard  says. 
"If  a  wide,  spreading  plant  of  tree-like  dimensions  is  indicated 
by  the  decor,  we  like  to  use  older  specimens  of  Monstera  deli- 
ciosa  and  Philodendron  selloum — especially  those  with  thick, 
twisted  trunks  and  masses  of  air  roots  for  an  unusual  exotic 
jungle  effect." 

Luis  Rey  uses  the  principle  of  segregation  to  maximize 
a  tree's  impact.  "I  try  not  to  distract  from  the  plant's 
innate  character.  I  usually  prefer  the  purity  of  a  single  tree, 
an  isolated  floor  plant  in  a  simple  red  clay  pot.  I  steer  clear  of 
pedestals,  stands,  cachepots  and  other  accouterrr.ents.  The 
rooms  I  design  and  landscape  are  usually  very  open  and  airy, 
so  simplicity  with  trees  carries  (Continued) 
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Give  your  room  a  rich  feeling  with  this  18th 
Century  Traditional  mirror,  framed  in  a  soft  metal 
gold  finish.  Overall  frame  size  is  18"  x  44!' 
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the  theme  a  bit  further  while  highlighting 
the  tree's  personality.  When  it  comes  to 
where  to  use  a  tree.  I  have  certain  stead- 
fast rules.  I  use  indoor  trees  only  in  city 
apartments  where  there  aren't  any  out- 
door trees  to  compete  with  the  indoor 
statement.  I  prefer  trees  in  airy,  con- 
temporary room  settings.  Crowded,  high- 
ly colored  or  multipatterned  rooms  are 
out.  They'd  swallow  a  tree's  individuality 
with   nary  a  blink  " 

Renny  Reynolds  also  prefers  the  simple 
i  like  to  use  one  impressive  speci- 
men-quality tree  instead  of  smaller  group- 
ings I  love  indoor  trees — every  room 
should  have  a  tree!  If  the  price  seems  too 
high  (which  is  very  likely  right  now), 
don't  go  out  and  settle  for  a  scrawny  little 
bush.  Wait  and  save  for  a  truly  glorious 
tree — there's  nothing  like  it  for  impact." 
The  making  or  breaking  of  a  tree  s 
design  statement  can  literally  lie  at 
the  root  of  the  matter.  In  choosing  pots 
lor  indoor  trees,  remember  that  certain 
plants  just  naturally  look  their  best  in 
certain  specific  styles  of  pots.  Reynolds, 
feels  that  "the  container  must  be  tailored 
three  ways:  It  must  suit  the  plant's  soil 
and  watering  needs:  it  must  coordinate 
with  the  surrounding  decor:  and  t  must 
complement  the  tree's  personality  Clay — 
one  of  the  best  materials  for  pots — can 
now  be  shaped  to  produce  an  almost  in- 
variety  ot  styles  and  sizes:  They 
range  from  three-legged  pots  for  nostalgic 
Victoriana  decors  and  parlor  palms  to 
sleek  columns  incorporating  pot  and  ped- 
ost.il  in  one  smooth  line." 

Just  as  the  right  pot  can  add  to  or 
subtract  from  a  tree's  impact,  the  tree's 
own  shape  can  be  used  as  an  essential 
decorative  element.  Shape  conveys  rich 
impressions  and  associations — abstrac- 
tions of  mood  to  amplify  decor  themes. 
To  make  your  selection  easier,  our  list 
is  categorized  into  five  most  common, 
most  easily  recognized  plant  shapes. 

While  decorating  with  indoor  trees  has 
become  a  novel  adventure  in  interior  de- 
sign, it  also  presents  a  whole  new  world 
of  indoor  gardening,  with  new  rules. 

If  you  choose  to  buy  your  tree  fully 
grown  (instead  of  waiting  for  a  bush-size 
plant  to  grow  into  a  tree),  be  forewarned 
that  the  prices  can  be  steep.  You're  pay- 
ing for  the  time  the  grower  kept  it  in  his

greenhouse,  as  well  as  the  cost  of  sup- 
plies like  fertilizers,  soil,  pesticides  and 
pots.  A  well-grown  specimen-quality  tree 
is  well  worth  the  cost  involved;  it  will 
soon  repay  you  with  presence,  beauty  and 
dramatic  flair  hard  to  match  any  other 
way.  Horticulturally  speaking,  an  adult 
tree  is  an  excellent  investment.  Most  adult 
trees  have  a  stronger  resistance  to  dis- 
ease and  the  ravages  of  insect  pests  than 
they  did  in  their  juvenile  stage.  The  mor- 
tality rate  is,  in  fact,  so  low  among  tree- 
size  plants  that  many  may  outlive  you. 
Trees    can    be    bought    from    various 


sources.  If  you  order  yours  by  mail,  be 
sure  to  specify  that  the  tree  be  shipped 
in  its  pot,  not  bare-rooted.  This  minimizes 
the  trauma  the  tree  will  have  to  endure. 
(Write  to  Alberts  &  Merkel,  P.O.  Box  537, 
Boynton  Beach,  Fla.  33435,  for  their  cata- 
logue. Send  queries  to  Oak  Hill  Gardens, 
P.O.  Box  25,  West  Dundee,  III.  60118.) 
It  you  buy  from  a  local  source,  make 
sure  the  plant  has  been  acclimatized 
to  non-greenhouse  conditions  (i.e., 
kept  off  the  selling  floor  for  about  two 
weeks  after  shipment).  This  also  helps 
minimize  shock — though  ail  trees  grown 
in  greenhouses  will  go  into  some  degree 
of  shock  in  your  home  before  becoming 
completely  acclimatized.  During  this  set- 
tling-in  phase  keep  the  plant  in  a  somewhat 
shady  spot,  then  move  it — bit  by  bit — 
closer  to  its  permanent  position.  Remem- 
ber to  check  for  nsects  and  eggs  as  soon 
as  it's  delivered — the  time  spent  accli- 
mating it  to  sunlight  can  also  serve  as  a 
quarantine/ pest-eradication   period. 

Keep  in  mind  that,  though  every  tree- 
size  house  plant  starts  life  out  small,  its

cultural  needs  change  along  with  its  size. 
Most  trees  need  watering  fairly  infre- 
quently, since  the  huge  tubs  they're 
potted  in  retain  water  for  quite  a  while. 
The  same  goes  for  feeding.  Indeed,  in- 
door trees  must  be  continually  watched 
for  overfertilization  due  to  a  dangerous 
accumulation  of  fertilizer  salts.  It's  always 
best  to  dilute  and  to  apply  fertilizer  two- 
thirds  as  often  as  is  recommended  on  the 
fertilizer  container.  Most  plant  books  in 
giving  cultural  directions  are  referring  to 
the  more  common,  smaller  versions  of  a 
plant  and  not  to  plants  of  giant  dimen- 
sions. Plant  book  writers  forget  about  in- 
door trees  because  few  people  take  ad- 
vantage of  these  trees  and  the  impact  to 
be  gained  from  them.  A  tree  in  a  living 
room  is  a  rarity — but  then  that's  half  the 
fun,  isn't  it? 

BRANCHING 

1.  The  Madagascar  Dragon  Tree  (Dra- 
caena marginata)  grows  from  several  thin, 
bare,  woody  stems  that  will  eventually 
reach  a  height  of  five  to  six  feet — after 
many  twistings  and  turnings  along  the 
way.  The  final  mature  shape  consists  of 
many  fantastically  sculptured,  bent  and 
twisted  branches  topped  by  stiff  tufts  of 
thin,  lance-shaped  green  leaves  bordered 
in  red.  Especially  well-suited  to  contem- 
porary and  architectural,  sleek  decors,  ii 
is  fairly  easy  to  care  for. 

Light:  Bright  indirect  light  from  any  ex- 
posure. Leaves  will  droop  a  bit  in  low 
light.  Try  to  resist  the  impulse  to  'push 
Dracaena  to  the  limits  of  its  low-ligh' 
tolerance.  Temperature:  From  a  low  of 
55°  at  night  to  a  high  of  80°  during  the 
day.  Soil:  All-purpose.  Watering:  When 
soil  about  one  inch  down  is  dry,  watet 
thoroughly.  Feeding:  Twice  a  year  win 
all-purpose  plant  food.  Problems:  Reacts 
with  yellowing  and  browning  leaf  edges 
and  leaf  tips  if  over-  or  under-watered 
Prone  to  red  spider  mites.  Propagation 
Root  tip  cuttings  or  air-layer,  any  season 
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2.  Though  Pleomele  reflexa  is  most  often  sold  when  about 
two  feet  tall,  it  can  eventually  grow  to  small-tree  dimensions  of 
four  to  five  feet.  Under  the  weight  of  closely  set,  six-  to  10-inch 
lance-shaped  leaves  Pleomele's  pencil-thin  stems  gradually 
curve  down  and  around  to  a  nearly  horizontal  position,  much 
like  its  cousin  Dracaena  marginata.  Care  for  this  lovely,  full 
little  tree  is  identical  to  that  for  Dracaena,  though  Pleomele 
can  tolerate  moister  soil  in  good  light. 

3.  Most  people  keep  C/us/'a  rosea  for  its  mammoth,  thick- 
leather,  eight-inch,  deep  green  leaves.  But  its  work-free  natural 
branching  habit,  subtly  scalloped  leaf-tips  and  hefty  size  (up  to 
10  feet)  set  it  apart  from  the  more  common  Indian  Rubber  Tree, 
which  it  superficially  resembles.  Clusia  is.  indeed,  in  a  class 
by  itself.  Its  variegated  form,  C.  aureo-varlegata,  has  markings

of  deep  green,  light  green  and  cream  yellow  and  requires  a  bit 
more  light  than  rosea. 

Light:  Bright  indirect  to  some  direct  sun;  any  exposure. 
Temperature:  From  a  low  of  60°  nights  up  to  80°  days.  Soil: 
All  purpose.  Watering:  Keep  topsoil  moist.  Feeding:  Diluted  all- 
purpose  food  as  per  instructions.  Problems:  Mealybugs.  Propa- 
gation: Stem  cuttings.

4.  Though  Bamboo  (Bambusa  multiplex  nana)  is  not  strictly 
a  tree,  this  lush,  exotic  plant  is  included  on  our  list  because  of 
its  large  size  and  unique  Oriental  flavor.  It  eventually  grows 
about  six  to  eight  feet  high,  and  as  such,  falls  into  the  impres- 
sive-size category.  Thick  clumps  of  characteristic  canes  grow 
from  a  rhizome-like  rootstock.  The  leaves  are  light  green,  long 
and  thin,  spaced  out  evenly  along  the  canes.  The  overall  effect 
is  one  of  airy  fullness. 

Don't  be  alarmed  if,  from  November  to  May,  your  Bamboo 
drops  leaves  and  cane  sections  and  looks  dead.  It's  only  dor- 
mant and  new  growth  will  readily  appear  when  temperatures 
rise  and  the  days  grow  longer. 

Light:  Bright,  indirect  or  filtered  sun,  any  exposure  but  north- 
ern. Temperature:  From  60°  nights  up  to  75°  days.  So/7:  All- 
purpose.  Watering:  Keep  topsoil  moist;  water  when  topsoil  gets 
nearly  dry.  Feeding:  Light  feedings  in  spring  and  summer  with 
a  high-nitrogen  fertilizer;  up  to  every  other  week.  Problems: 
Aphids,  red  spider  mites,  low  humidity.  Propagation:  Divide 
rhizome  clumps. 

5.  Lady  Palm  (Rhapis  excelsa)  grows  up  rather  than  out  like 
some  other  palms.  Reedlike,  tufty,  seven-  to  10-inch-wide  fan-

shaped  fronds  grow  up  along  the  main  stems  and  from  suckers 
at  the  base.  The  suckers  eventually  give  Lady  Palm  a  dense, 
tightly  clustered  look,  giving  it  a  healthy  width  when  it  reaches 
maturity  at  five  to  10  feet  high.  Though  a  slow-grower,  it  has  an 
almost  cast-iron  disposition. 

Light:  Bright  indirect  light  from  an  eastern  or  western  ex- 
posure. Temperature:  From  58°  at  night  to  75J  during  the  day. 
Soil:  All-purpose,  enriched  with  added  humus.  Watering:  Allow 
soil  about  one  inch  down  to  dry  a  bit,  then  water  thoroughly. 
Feeding:  Use  a  very,  very  mild  dilution  of  all-purpose  food, 
as  per  instructions,  March  through  October.  Problems:  Mealy- 
bugs, red  spider  mites;  low  humidity  (mist  often).  Propagation: 
By  seed  or  by  suckers. 

6.  Southern  Yew  (Podocarpus  macrophyllus  'Maki')  looks  a 
bit  like  a  soft-needled,  crookedly  grown  Christmas  pine  when 
it  reaches  its  maturity  at  five  to  six  feet  high.  The  soft,  dark 
.green  needles  grow  from  two  to  four  inches  long,  densely  clus- 
tered along  branches  and  stems.  New,  bright  green  leaves 
sprout  from  branch  tips,  giving  the  tree  an  appealing  two-tone 
effect.  Use  as  a  floor  plant  or  place  on  low  pedestal. 

Light:  East,  west  or  south  exposure.  Temperature:  From  55° 
nights  to  70°  days.  If  over  70°,  needs  fresh,  circulating  air. 
So/7:  All-purpose.  Watering:  Water  when  topsoil  dries.  Feeding: 
Probably  not  essential,  but  all-purpose  plant  food,  as  per  in- 
structions, all  year  works  well.  Problems:  Hot,  dry,  air  shrivels 
leaf  tips.

7.  The  Canary  Date  Palm  (Phoenix  canariensis)  is  a  mass 
awe-inspiring    palm   of    true   tree    proportions.    A    fully   grown, 
healthy  plant  can  measure  from  four  to  nine  feet  tall,  with  trui 
six  inches  or  more  in  diameter,  though  the  larger-size  trees  aref; 
hard  to  find  since  palms  are  so  slow-growing.  The  large,  stiffy 
fronds  and  pleated  glossy-green  leaflets  arch  majestically  fromf. 
the  trunk  in  a  dense  crown.  Though  it  can  withstand  neglect,  U 
bright  light  is  a  must.

8.  The  ever-popular  Corn  Plant  (Dracaena  tragrans  massan- 
geana)  is  a  plant  without  which  no  indoor  tree  list  would  be 
complete.  The  long,  green  strap-like  leaves  grow  from  a  rosette 
crown  and  bear  a  yellow  or  chartreuse  stripe  down  the  middle 
of  each  leaf.  The  stem  is  bare,  woody  and  usually  upright  (un- 
like Dracaena  marginata),  though  the  stems  may  lean  toward 
the  light  a  bit  if  light-starved.  Because  of  its  lush,  highly 
tropical,  canopy  look,  Dracaena  tragrans  massangeana  is  not 
restricted  to  the  D.  marginata's  limited  scope  of  architectural, 
modern  decors.  Complements  almost  any  design  scheme  from 
contemporary  architectural  to  casual  interiors. 

Care  is  the  same  as  for  D.  marginata,  though  D.  tragrans 
massengeana  may  not  do  well  in  soil  mixes  containing  perlite 
or  in  fluoridated  water. 

9.  False  Aralia  (Dfrygotheca  elegantissima)  grows  from  a  deli- 
cate fern-like  juvenile  form  into  a  strikingly  unusual  tree  from 
four  to  six  feet  tall.  The  many-fingered  compound  leaves 
measure  up  to  18  inches  across  and  have  a  deep  bronzed- 
green  hue  with  a  leathery  texture  and  lacy,  serrated  leaf  edges. 
Lower  leaves  drop  off  as  plant  ages  to  show  a  slender  trunk  and 
airy  thatch  of  leaves. 

Light:  Bright  reflected  light,  with  some  sun;  east  exposure 
is  best.

It  grows  to  four  feel' 
tall  with  stems  12  inches  or  more  in  diameter.  The  skin  is  blue-' 
green  with  a  few  vertical  ridges  and  spines. 

Light:  Full  sun  from  a  southern  exposure  is  an  absolute  must;4: 
without  light  it  will  rot,  etiolate  or  both.  Temperature:  From  68°- 
nights  to  80°  days.

11.  Ponytail  Plant  or  Elephant-Foot  Tree  (Beaucarnea  recur 
vata)  can  grow  over  10  feet  tall  in  native  Mexico  and  Baja  Cali 
fornia — but  as  an  indoor  tree  it  hovers  nicely  around  four  to  si>f 
feet  high.  Leaves  are  narrow,  long  and  tough,  cascading  dowr 
from  a  rosette  crown  in  a  thick  curtain  like  wavy  hair.  The  bare 
woody  stem,  topped  with  rosette,  has  a  water-storing  swoller 
bulbous  base  covered  with  wrinkled  gray  bark.  When  multiple 
heads  begin  to  grow  up  out  of  the  base  (as  they  do  in  olde 
trees)  the  effect  is  spectacular.

3y  LEONARD  S.  BERNSTEIN  □  The  Pickle  Diet  is  no  joke, 
t  is  an  authentic,  agreeable  way  to  lose  weight.  Dieticians 
nay  look  askance,  but  how  many  dieters  do  you  know  who 
lave  lost  weight  and  kept  it  off?

He  gripes,  pleads 
nd  manipulates,  and  we  usually  surrender.  After  all,  it's  hard  to 
ght  the  diet  fight. 

There  is  only  one  way  to  deal  with  the  gremlin,  and  that  is 
3  trick  him.  The  strange  thing  is,  he  can  be  tricked  with  good 
ickles.

of  the  Hapsburgs  and  banners  of  the 
region's  towns  are  reminders  of  a  ro- 
mantic, turbulent  history.  In  this  town,  I 
experienced  my  first  vinaren,  a  tavern 
where  you  can  go  to  drink  wine  or  eat  a 
meal  that  may  not  be  as  elaborately  pre- 
sented as  in  a  first-class  restaurant,  but 
in  my  opinion  beautifully  adequate. 

No  cave  lover  I.  but  the  Tatras  has  a 
vast  nether  network  of  some  that  are 
truly  astoundingly  beautiful.  Demanovska 
Jaskyna.  in  the  Low  Tatras.  is  reached  by 
cable  car,  then  down  you  go  into  a  world 
of  blue-green  lakes  and  stalactite  ice  pal- 
aces and  agate  temples,  color  and  glim- 
mer the  like  of  which  I've  never  seen.  Nor 
have  I  ever  seen  anything  like  the  climb 
up  "They  call  this  Heartbreak  Stairway," 
called  my  young  guide  as  she  ran  up  the 
steps  ahead  of  me — and  I  believed 
her.  But  it  was  well  worth  the  panting. 
From  Podna  I  flew  to  Prague,  City  ot 
a  Hundred  Towers,  the  Golden  City, 
and  surely  one  ol  the  world's  loveli- 
est. All  the  centuries  since  the  founding 
of  Prague  Castle  in  850  seem  still  to 
exist  in  its  varied  architecture  and  his- 
toric treasures  of  the  museums  and 
churches.  One  doesn't  wonder  why  for 
centuries  after  Charles  IV  founded  its 
university  it  attracted  the  world's  great 
in  the  arts,  music,  science  and  philoso- 
phy. In  a  brief,  packed  visit  of  less  than 
48  hours,  intellectual  indigestion  was 
bound  to  strike,  and  I  was  never  quite 
sure  which  of  the  four  historic  towns 
that  now  form  Prague  I  was  in.  But  high- 
lights stand  out  Everyone  goes  to  see 
the  amazing,  mechanical  City  Hall  clock 
and  its  automated  figures  that  put  on  a 
performance  every  hour  on  the  hour — 
built  by  Hanus,  a  blind  clock  master,  two 
years  before  Columbus  discovered  Amer- 
ica. Since  the  City  Hall  is  the  scene  of

weddings,  you  may  get  the  extra  plea- 
sure of  observing  one.  Prague  Castle, 
overlooking  the  city,  has  enough  sight- 
seeing for  a  week's  visit.  It  is  really  a 
complex  of  castle,  palaces,  churches, 
government  buildings  and  the  winding, 
cobbled  Gold  Street,  once  home  to  the 
goldsmiths  who  lived  in  its  medieval 
houses.  The  saintly  Wenceslas,  he  of  the 
Christmas  carol,  has  always  fascinated 
me:  as  has  St.  Vitus.  ("Do  sit  still,"  my 
mother  would  say.  "You  act  as  if  you 
had  St.  Vitus'  dance")  How  interesting 
to  be  reminded  of  both  these  bemuse- 
ments  in  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Vitus, 
which  was  founded  by  Wenceslas.  At  10 
in  the  morning,  the  stained  glass  win- 
dows shimmer  ethereally  in  the  sunlight. 
I  was  taken,  too,  by  a  chapel  of  silver, 
dedicated  to  a  queen's  discreet  con- 
fessor whose  tongue  was  removed  when 
he  refused  to  tell  her  husband  what  sins 
she  had  confessed.  Beneath  the  Chapel 
of  St.  Wenceslas.  there  is  a  repository  of 
the  Coronation  Jewels,  dating  from  the 
11th   century   and   said  to   be   sheer   be- 


dazzlement,  but  they  are  rarely  displayed. 
In  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Rood,  however, 
there  is  dazzlement  enough  in  a  collec- 
tion of  ecclesiastical  art,  but  despite 
gold  and  precious  gems,  what  took  my 
eye  was  a  17th-century  chasuble,  woven 
and  embroidered  out  of  straw. 

Czech  orchestras  are  marvelous,  long 
on  Dvorak  and  Smetana.  For  great  record- 
ings and  perhaps  the  purchase  of  fine 
crystal  in  beads  or  stemware,  there's  a 
craft  center  in  an  old,  frescoed  palace. 

I  lunched  at  the  Vikarka  Restaurant  on 
pork,  dumplings  and  cabbage,  and  would 
urge  any  visitor  to  the  castle  complex  to 
reserve  a  place  in  advance.  I  would  also

recommend  a  walk  across  the  Charles 
Bridge,  which  is  lined  with  handsome 
sculptures.  And  surely  musts  are  the 
remarkable  Gothic  synagogue  and  the 
Jewish  cemetery,  a  forest  of  tilted  head- 
stones, one  at  the  tomb  of  Rabbi  Low, 
the  16th-century  creator  of  the  Golem, 
the  man-made  man. 

After  a  day  of  trying  to  figure  out  the 
chronology  of  Wenceslas,  Charles 
IV,  John  Huss,  Rudolph  II  and  similar 
past  heroes,  l  came  back  to  modernity 
at  a  performance  of  the  Laterna  Magica, 
that  ingenious  synchronization  of  ballet, 
mime,  film  and  recorded  sound  by  actors 
who  seem  to  be  the  equivalent  of  Czech 
national  treasures,  or  should  be. 

Somehow  or  other,  I  managed  to  get 
in  a  jaunt  to  Konopiste  Castle,  30  miles 
from  Prague — a  17th-century  castle  that 
was  home  to  the  Archduke  Francis  Fer- 
dinand, the  last  Hapsburg,  a  crack-shot 
hunter  whose  trophies  are  displayed  here 
in  their  horned  profusion,  and  who  himself 
was  shot  by  an  assassin. 

In  Prague,  I  stayed  at  the  Prague  In- 
tercontinental, which  has  one  of  the 
city's  most  beautiful  restaurants,  Zlata 
Praha  (Golden  Prague),  high  on  its  top 
floor  overlooking  the  city.  Old-school 
hotels  are  the  Alcron  and  the  Paris. 

Cedok  (pronounced  chay-dock)  is  the 
third  largest  travel  organization  in  the 
world,  besides  being  the  official  Czech 
tourist  office.  For  those  who  do  not  wish 
to  undertake  independent  wanderings  in 
this  land  where  nothing  sounds  the  way 
it  is  spelled,  they  offer  a  variety  of 
guided  tours.

FEAR  BUGS  AND 

OTHER  CREEPY  CRAWLERS 

3y  DR.  IRWIN  ROSS  □  So  many  people  are  unduly  afraid  of 
lugs,  worms  and  similar  creatures,  even  harmless  ones,  that 
ny  wife  and  I  resolved  to  train  our  children  so  that  their  reac- 
ion  to  all  living  things  would  be  one  of  interest  or  sensible 
;aution,  rather  than  one  of  abject  fear.  This  is  how  we  intro- 
luced  them  to  the  wonders  of  the  many  tiny  creatures  that  fly, 
top,  crawl  and  squirm. 

We  realized  that  our  children  had  not  been  born  with  a  fear 
if  these  creatures,  and  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  teach 
hem  certain  precautions.  They  learned  at  an  early  age  not  to 
lick  up  anything  that  they  did  not  recognize,  but  to  ask  one 
if  us  about  it.  Such  lessons  required  patience  on  our  part  and 
/e  never  failed  to  heed  a  call  no  matter  how  inconvenient  it

night  have  been.  We  have  been  awakened  from  afternoon  naps 
in  innumerable  occasions  by  a  shrill  and  excited  shout  of 
Daddy,  come  see  what  this  is!" 

Inder  these  circumstances  we  have  often  felt  like  con- 
signing all  bugs  and  worms  to  a  warmer  climate,  but  on 
he  other  hand,  the  results  have  more  than  repaid  us  for 
he  momentary  inconvenience.  We  never  showed  fear  or 
listaste  no  matter  what  we  were  asked  to  examine — and  some 
hings  that  children  can  find  are  truly  amazing.  If  their  discovery 
/as  something  harmless,  we  complimented  them  for  finding 
iiich  a  nice  pet.  If  we  knew  the  creature  would  bite  or  sting, 
/e  explained  what  it  was  and  mildly  suggested  that  they  find 
omething  else  to  play  with. 

Our  first  child  was  enjoying  his  contacts  with  nature  before 
e  could  walk.  He  would  often  sit  in  his  baby  tender  and  watch 
ie  as  I  puttered  about  the  yard.  One  day  when  I  was  digging 
t  a  flower  bed,  a  neighbor  stopped  at  the  fence  to  chat.  She 
oon  discovered  to  her  horror  that  my  son  was  gleefully  clutch- 
ig  a  writhing  earthworm  in  each  chubby  fist.  She  indignantly 
sserted  that  I  should  be  ashamed  of  allowing  the  child  to  play 
>ith  worms,  and  insisted  that  he  would  put  the  nasty  thing  in  his 
louth.  I  replied  that  he  had  not  as  yet  put  the  worms  in  his 
louth,  and  that  even  if  he  did  it  would  probably  not  be  fatal, 
he  did  not  appreciate  my  observation  that  the  worms  were 
robably  cleaner  than  the  secondhand  rubber  ball  I  had  seen 
er  own  child  gnawing  the  day  previous. 
\nother  precaution  we  have  taught  the  children  is  that 
ley  should  never  play  with  spider  webs.  When  a  spider 
*els  its  web  vibrate,  it  rushes  out  to  capture  the  insect 
iaf  might  be  entangled.  If  a  person  shakes  a  web.  the  spider 
robably  thinks  it  is  an  insect  and  bites  before  it  discovers  that 
le  person  is  not  good  to  eat.  Even  the  notorious  black  widow 
pider  is  not  especially  aggressive,  and  many  authorities  be- 
eve  that  most  bites  from  it  are  accidental. 

Often  the  children  have  asked  us  if  they  could  keep  some  of 
iieir  harmless  pets.  We  have  found  that  ideal  containers  are

ansparent  unbreakable  plastic  jars. 

My  wife  and  I  realize  that  our  children  might  be  bitten 
r  stung  by  a  painful  or  even  dangerous  spider,  scorpion  or  in- 
ect.  But  we  do  not  believe  that  our  training  has  caused  them  to 
e  exposed  to  any  more  danger  than  the  usual  child.  Neither  of 
le  boys  has  been  injured  by  anything  they  have  captured.  Of 
ourse,  they  have  been  bitten  and  stung,  but  so  have  other  chil- 
ren.  These  experiences  have  simply  taught  them  to  be  more 
lareful.  The  boys  know  that  under  any  log  or  rock  there  might 
|e  dangerous  as  well  as  harmless  creatures,  and  when  they  turn 
'ver  a  rock  or  log,  they  stand  well  to  one  side  until  they  can 
[ee  what  is  underneath.  If  they  do  find  a  dangerous  creature 
liey'll  know  how  to  react.  (Continued  on  page  227)

don't  agree  with  that  at  all.  Apparel  de- 
signers have  a  proven  track  record  in 
home  furnishings  design — look  how  phe- 
nomenally successful  they've  been  with 
sheet  designs.'' 

People  who  work  closely  with  Halsion 
invariably  comment  on  his  perfection- 
ism and  his  definite  feelings  about  what 
he  likes  and  wants.  Decisiveness  is  his 
strong  point.  All  of  which  comes  across 
in  a  conversation  with  him,  but  it  also 
comes  across  that  he's  a  pretty  hard- 
headed  realist.  If  he  would  like  to  put  all 
women  back  into  hats,  he  probably  won't 
try  to  because  he  is  well  tuned  into  the 
facts  of  today's  casual  life,  where  the 
function  of  a  hat  is  to  keep  the  head  warm 
and  the  rain  off. 

Despite  the  trailing  clouds  of  glamour 
and  the  recherche  that  his  name  evokes, 
he  is  a  practical  man  and  quite  cognizant 
of  the  way  people  really  live.  Commenting 
on  his  own  mode  of  entertaining — and  he 
is  a  frequent  host— he  says.  "People  don't 
sit  down  for  long,  formal  dinners  any  more 
— that's  old  fashioned,  so  rarely,  rarely 
do  I  set  the  table  as  you've  photographed 
it.  That  acrylic  dining  table  is  more  often 
than  not  used  as  a  bar  or  a  buffet.  Guests 
don't  sit  around  it — they  sit  around  the 
big.  marble-top  coffee  table."  The  table- 
top  was  originally  wood,  but  Halston  add- 
ed the  slab  of  marble  to  give  it  a  drink- 
and  food-proof  surface.  "People  seem  to 
like  to  be  close  to  the  floor,  so  they  sit 
right  on  the  floor  or  on  hassocks  or  on  the 
stairway.  I  never  have  an  elaborate  din- 
ner menu  with  lots  of  courses,  because  I 
find  that  people  usually  eat  less  at  night 
and  enjoy  simpler  food.  Dinner  may  start 
out  with  crudites  and  the  main  meal  may 
be  blanquette  de  veau  or  salmon  or  baked 
potato  with  caviar.  This  seems  to  me  to  be 
a  more  contemporary  and  practical  way 
to  entertain. 

Although  his  designs  for  a  celebrity 
clientele  that  can  afford  the  luxury  of 
hand  sewing,  fine  details  and  superb 
fabrics  have  made  him  a  celebrity  him- 
self, he  takes  a  most  down-to-earth  ap- 
proach to  the  400  apparel  designs  he  does 
each  year  for  the  mass  market  and  to  his 
bed-and-bath  and  rug  designing  which  is 
also  large-scale  business.  "The  mass  au- 
dience is  a  great  challenge  for  a  designer, 
a  fascinating,  complicated  thing.  I  want  to 
give  it  the  same  design  excellence  that 
goes  into  the  custom-made.  Ideally,  I'di 
like  to  work  only  in  fine  fabrics.  I'd  like, 
for  instance,  to  do  a  very  thin,  wonderful 
carpet;  I'd  like  to  have  a  top  line  of  very 
elegant  bed  and  bath  designs  in  the  very 
finest  cotton.  But  the  market  is  polyester 
and  cotton.  We  must  be  realistic.  Cotton 
today  is  priced  as  high  as  silk  used  to  be. 
Besides  that,  these  fine  materials  require 
care,  and  Americans  like  the  push-button 
life.  Women  like  to  mix  a  little  liquid  with 
some  powder  and  say  they've  made  a 
cake.  And  they  like  to  put  sheets  in  the 
washing  machine  and  forget  them.  It's 
just  a  part  of  modern  life — and  something 
that  you  cannot  change.  Whether  you  like 
it  or  not.  you  have  to  compromise.  I  dc 
think  though,  that  if  you  set  your  standards 
high  to  begin  with — and  this  I  insist  upor 
— then  maybe  the  compromises  won't  be 
too  difficult  to  make."*

Eventually  the  body  demands  real  food. 

Periodically,  I  make  my  pilgrimage  to 
Guss's  Pickle  Stand  at  42  Hester  St., 
which  sells  the  best  pickles  in  New  York, 
and  consequently  in  the  world.

I  want  three- 
quarters  sour — a  designation  that  is  at 
once  understood  and  is  highly  regarded 
among  the  pickle-scoopers  working  be- 
hind the  barrels.  Three-quarters  sour  is 
the  way  pickles  used  to  taste  in  the  old 
days  out  of  the  barrel. 

That  is  the  Pickle  Diet:  simple,  cheap, 
effective,  fun.  Don't  be  fooled  into  think- 
ing a  pickle  diet  is  just  for  laughs.  And 
don't  compromise  on  the  pickles.  Guss's 
pickles  are  special — the  jars  in  your  local 
delicatessen  are  not  Guss's,  but  you 
should  search  out  the  best  you  can  find 
before  you  start  your  diet.  And  you  really 
ought  to  try  the  Pickle  Diet.  You  have 
nothing  to  gain  and  everything  to  lose.  ■

A  list  of  taboo  species  includes  all 
spiders,  scorpions,  wasps,  bees  and 
caterpillars  with  hairs  on  their  bodies. 
Many  fuzzy  caterpillars  are  harmless,  but 
some  can  sting,  and  it  is  difficult  to  recog- 
nize the  harmless  kinds.  Some  snakes 
make  excellent  pets,  but  it  is  hard  for  a 
child  to  distinguish  the  various  species. 
Consequently,  all  snakes  are  on  the  black 
list  for  young  children. 

Among  the  playable  creatures  we  in- 
clude earthworms,  grubworms,  toads, 
small  lizards,  pill  bugs,  box  turtles  and 
many  insects.  Toads,  of  course,  do  not 
cause  warts,  and  we  have  found  that  they 
can  take  children's  rough  handling.  Pill 
bugs  are  small  gray  creatures,  about  half 
an  inch  long,  that  roll  into  a  ball  when 
they  are  disturbed.  They  are  found  under 
moist  boards,  rocks  and  leaves.  Box 
turtles  are  those  that  can  completely  with- 
draw their  bodies  within  their  shells.  They 
do  not  live  in  water,  but  waddle  about  on 
land.  Most  box  turtles  will  not  bite;  ap- 
parently they  feel  that  their  shells  are  suf- 
ficient protection. 

A  host  of  insects  are  harmless,  and 
many  of  them  are  easy  to  identify. 
These  include  butterflies,  moths  and 
their  cocoons,  grasshoppers,  katydids, 
cicadas  or  locusts.  Many  beetles  that  are 
attracted  to  lights  at  night  make  delightful 
pets  for  children.  During  the  spring  and 
summer  the  most  numerous  in  many  re- 
gions are  the  May  beetles  and  June  bugs. 
The  harmless  lightning  bugs,  which  are 
really  a  kind  of  beetle,  are  also  among 
their  favorites. 

Most  parents  are  familiar  with  a  few 
common  creatures  that  will  not  harm  their 
children;  with  a  little  effort  many  more 
can  be  recognized.  A  few  good  books  and 
an  occasional  chat  with  a  bioloqy  teacher, 
county  agent  or  scoutmaster  are  all  that  is 
necessary.  We  all  will  have  contacts  with 
bugs  and  worms  at  some  time  or  another 
whether  we  want  to  or  not.  Children  who 
are  taught  a  sensible  approach  toward 
these  creatures  will  know  how  to  react 
when  they  meet  them.  ■

retirement  that  have  nothing  to  do 
rst  is  constructive  use  of 
leisure  time,  of  the  50  or  so  hours  a  week 
which  will  no  longer  be  spent  on  the  job 
or  getting  to  and  from  it.  With  an  average 
of  about  15  more  years  to  enjoy  after  65, 
those  hours  add  up.  Second  is  finding 
self-esteem,  a  sense  of  self-worth,  in  the 
way  that  time  is  spent. 

Before  retirement,  work  provides  what 
psychologists  call  an  emotional  support 
system  for  life.  If  we  have  chosen  our 
life's  work,  or  made  the  most  of  work 
which  has  chosen  us,  we  find  in  it  both 
constructive  use  of  time  and  the  all- 
important  sense  of  self-worth  derived  from 
productivity.  It  provides,  in  short,  an 
anchor.  That  anchor  is  hauled  away  with 
the  last  clink  of  the  coffee  cups  at  the  re- 
tirement luncheon  and.  no  matter  how 
thorough  the  financial  preparations,  the 
emotional  support  is  gone  and  must  be 
replaced.  If  it  is  not.  a  1977  survey  of 
physicians  by  Sandoz  Pharmaceuticals 
found,  feelings  of  inadequacy  and  use- 
lessness  may  lead  to  declining  health 

In  order  to  be  effective,  however.  Dr. 
William  F.  Westlin,  director  of  medical 
services  at  Sandoz,  says  the  alternative 
support  system  must  be  developed  before 
you   need   it.   "If  you   know  you  will   lose

things  in  the  job  that  provide  self-esteem, 
you  must  substitute  activities  which  give 
you  personal  satisfaction.  You  must  start 
before  retirement  and  test  various  activi- 
ties outside  of  work,  see  which  ones  pro- 
vide satisfaction.  The  possibilities  include 
everything  people  do— sports,  hobbies, 
volunteer  work — but  you  won't  find  satis- 
faction in  any  of  them  after  retirement  if 
you  didn't  before." 

Educational  opportunities  are  open- 
ing up  as  colleges  and  universities 
around  the  country  develop  more  and 
more  programs  to  meet  the  specific  needs 
and  interests  of  adults.  For  credit  or  not 
for  credit,  as  commuters  or  residents, 
adults  are  taking  courses  ranging  from 
archaeology  to  zoology.  Some  are  study- 
ing just  for  fun.  in  YMCAs  and  community 
centers  as  well  as  on  college  campuses. 
Some  are  seeking  a  degree  they  never 
had  time  for  in  earlier  years;  some  build 
toward  that  degree  during  pre-retirement 
days  by  gaining  credits  for  "life  experi- 
ence" through  programs  like  CLEP.  the 
College  Level  Examination  Program. 
Some,  like  the  manager  of  a  children's 
wear  store  taking  evening  accounting 
courses  at  a  community  college,  are  look- 
ing ahead  to  a  second  career.

In  between, 
he  visits  a  house-bound  neighbor,  under 
the  auspices  of  a  church  group,  bringing 
both  groceries  and  companionship.

there  is  the  Peace  Corps,  for  overseas 
service  (Lillian  Carter  was  past  retirement 
age  when  she  joined),  and  VISTA,  its  at- 
home  counterpart. 

Second  careers  can  be  full-time,  part- 
time,  or  temporary.  They  can  be  a  logical 
outgrowth  of  your  first  career:  Witness  the 
retired  engineer  who  serves  as  a  con- 
sultant two  days  a  week.  They  can  de- 
velop, also,  from  an  earlier  avocation. 
There's  a  retired  salesman,  an  avid  week- 
end gardener,  who  found  his  second 
career  in  a  local  greenhouse.  Social  Se- 
curity limitations  on  earnings — after 
S3. 000  of  income  in  1977  you  lose  $1  in 
benefits  for  every  $2  earned — can  be  by- 
passed to  some  extent  if  you  can  concen- 
trate your  income.  Find  a  seasonal  job  or 
work  for  a  temporary  employment  agency 
(Mature  Temps  is  one  such  agency  which 
specializes  in  placing  older  workers)  for 
part  of  the  year.  You  will  receive  full  so- 
cial security  benefits  for  any  month  in 
which  you  earn  less  than  S250. 
Hobbies  can  provide  a  focus  tor  life 
after  retirement.  It  all  depends,  if  a 
hobby  is  only  an  escape  from  work-re- 
lated tensions,  only  pleasurable  because 
of  the  relief  it  provides  from  work,  it  may 
lose  all  meaning  after  retirement.  If  a 
hobby,  however,  is  a  source  of  pride  and 
pleasure  in  and  of  itself,  chances  are  it 
will  become  increasingly  meaningful  as 
more  time  can  be  spent  in  its  pursuit.  In

You  have  a  right  to  be  skeptical  about 
the  claims  for  color  retention.  During 
the  1950s,  when  the  aluminum-siding 
business  was  first  expanding,  nearly  all 
producers  coated  the  aluminum  with  an 
alkyd  formula  of  one  kind  or  another.  As 
it  is  with  most  beginning  industries,  prob- 
lems arose.  Despite  some  rather  extrava- 
gant claims,  the  alkyd  finishes  began 
eroding  after  the  first  decade  of  installa- 
tion It  wasn't  uncommon  in  areas  sub- 
jected to  salt  spray,  pollution  or  constant 
daytime  sun,  to  see  bare  metal  show 
through  the  coating  after  eight  to  14  years. 
Plagued  with  complaints,  the  manufac- 
turers scurried  to  find  better  finishes.  With 
help  from  the  paint  industry,  they  did  To- 
day, nearly  all  companies  employ  sophis- 
ticated polymers  to  coat  the  aluminum: 
fluorocarbons,  polyvinyl  chlorides  (PVCs) 
and  acrylics  are  the  favorites.  It  is  to 
these  finishes  that  suppliers  refer  when 
they  speak  of  25-  and  35-year  warranties. 
On  the  subject  of  color,  white  is  less 
popular  than  a  decade  ago.  it  still  ac- 
counts for  approximately  50%  of  siding 
sales.  But  the  desire  for  color  on  the  out- 
side of  homes  has  pushed  white  back 
from  a  75%  domination  of  the  market  in 
1967.  What  colors?  Nowadays,  just  about 
any  color  you  want.  There  are  a  few  com- 
panies that  offer  only  a  limited  choice  of

colors,  but  by  far  the  majority  give  you  a 
chance  to  select  from  10  to  20  shades, 
ranging  from  rich  dark  browns  to  spright- 
ly yellows.  Why  not  every  color  in  the 
rainbow?  Suppliers  turn  out  colors  they 
think  will  sell.  If  purple  suddenly  becomes 
a  fashionable  color  for  houses,  you  can 
be  sure  factories  will  produce  purple  sid- 
ing by  the  carload. 

Clapboard-style  siding  outsells  all  the 
others.  Most  companies  offer  a  panel  that 
shows  an  eight-inch  exposure,  top  to  bot- 
tom, and  a  panel  known  as  a  "double 
four."  When  installed,  the  double-four 
panel  displays  a  four-inch  exposure, 
though  each  panel  is  eight  inches  deep, 
formed  to  resemble  two  four-inch  panels. 
A  number  of  companies  also  make  a  dou- 
ble-five panel,  presenting  a  five-inch  ex- 
posure. Vertical  panels  and  V-grooved 
vertical  panels  are  also  available.  Most 
companies  produce  a  smooth-surfaced 
and  wood-grain-texture-surfaced  panel. 
Several  firms  have  developed  panels  that 
closely  resemble  wood  shakes. 
•  What  is  aluminum  siding  going  to 
cost?  Contractor  bids  are  generally  made 
by  the  "square."  which  refers  to  100 
square  feet  of  wall  area  (not  including 
windows).

current  price  for  installed  aluminum  sid- 
ing ranges  from  S110  to  S150  a  square. 
Most  contractors  will  break  down  the  cost 
into  the  amount  for  siding  and  the  amount 
for  trim,  which  is  generally  priced  by 
the  linear  foot. 

•  Are  there  problems  applying  alumi- 
num siding  over  old  walls?  Virtually 
none.  As  a  Moline.  III.,  contractor  put  it, 
"We'll  put  siding  on  anything  that  has  a 
foundation."  It  goes  over  masonry,  wood, 
shingles,  stucco — you  name  it. 

•  In  20  years,  must  you  get  new  sid- 
ing to  alter  the  color?  No.  One  of  the 
nice  things  about  aluminum  siding  is  its 
adaptability  to  paint.  According  to  an 
aluminum  technician,  painting  calls  for 
only  two  steps.  First,  wash  the  siding  and 
allow  to  dry.  Second,  apply  any  good 
quality  exterior  latex  paint.  It's  best  to 
put  on  two  coats,  and  the  paint  should  re- 
main in  good  condition  for  two  to  three 
times  as  long  as  paint  on  wood. 

•  Does  aluminum  toil  on  a  backer 
board  cause  condensation?  No  Foil 
on  a  backer  board,  which  indeed  is  im- 
pervious to  the  passage  of  moisture,  is  slit 
at  intervals  along  the  sheet  to  permit 
moisture  flowing  from  inside  the  house  to 
continue  its  journey  outside.  If  moisture 
were  blocked,  it  could  collect  in  the  wall 
cavity  and  reduce  the  effectiveness  of  in-

sulation  within  that  cavity.  If  enough  water 
collected,  wood  sills  and  stud  ends  might 
begin  rotting.  But  that  doesn't  happen 
when  today's  aluminum  siding  is  applied. 
Not  only  is  the  foil  barrier  broken  in 
places,  but  the  butt,  or  bottom  edge,  of  the 
aluminum  panel  has  weep  holes  through 
which  moisture  escapes. 

•  When  is  the  best  time  of  the  year 
to  have  aluminum  siding  installed? 
Any  time.  Applicators  can  put  up  alumi- 
num siding  in  a  heat  wave  or  a  cold  snap. 
Of  course,  they  would  rather  put  it  up  on 
a  moderate  day.  and  that's  something  to 
consider.  An  applicator  will  pay  more  at- 
tention to  the  job  and  less  to  himself  if 
he's  not  boiling  or  freezing. 

•  How  valuable  is  the  warranty?  Every 
responsible  manufacturer  offers  a  war- 
ranty on  his  product.  However,  they  do 
vary.  Some,  for  example,  are  transferable 
to  the  buyer  of  your  house,  should  you 
sell.  Other  companies  don't  offer  this  privi- 
lege. Read  the  document  carefully.  Don't 
sign  the  contract  to  start  work  until  you 
are  satisfied  with  the  warranty.  Note:  If 
the  siding  you're  asked  to  buy  is  produced 
by  a  manufacturer  other  than  the  one 
named  on  the  warranty,  cancel  the  deal. 
It  may  have  been  an  honest  mistake.  But 
it  also  might  be  that  the  contractor  was 
trying  to  substitute  inferior  material.  More- 
over, such  a  warranty  is  invalid.  ■

HOUSE  PLANTS 


Cactuses  that  grow  wild 
in  the  desert  make  excellent 

house  plants — provided 

that  they  receive  a  half-day  or 

more  of  direct  sunlight 

By  ELVIN  McDONALD  □  In  recent  years 
a  tremendous  number  of  columnar  cac- 
tuses like  the  one  pictured  here  have 
been  showing  up  in  local  shops.  They  vary 
in  size  from  small  young  seedlings  and 
rooted  cuttings  to  enormous  specimens 
reaching  shoulder-height  or  more.  Mos1 
belong  to  the  Cereus  tribe  and  grow  wild 
in  the  deserts  of  North  and  South  Amer- 
ica. Although  sizes  and  specific  names 
vary,  all  require  similar  care  indoors. 

In   order  to   grow  well    indoors,   desert 
cactuses  need  at  least  a  half-day  or  more 


This  nine-inch  columnar  cactus  grows 
in  a  five-inch  pot.  In  warm  weather  it  is 
placed  outdoors  to  soak  up  sun:  at 
other  times  it  is  in  a  fluorescent-light 
garden,    directly    beneath    the    tubes. 


of  direct  sun;  without  it.  new  growth  will 
be  spindly  and  malformed.  In  fall  and  win- 
ter, you  should  water  only  enough  to  keep 
the  body  of  the  cactus  plump;  in  spring 
and  summer  water  more  freely,  but  never 
leave  the  pot  standing  in  a  saucer  of 
water.  If  plant  is  potbound  repot  in  late 
winter  or  spring,  using  a  mixture  of  two 
parts  sharp  sand  to  one  each  of  all- 
purpose  potting  soil  and  sphagnum  peat' 
moss;  to  each  quart  of  this  mix,  add  one 
tablespoon  ground  limestone.  Fertilize 
cactuses  lightly  every  two  months,  only  in 
spring  and  summer.  Each  time  you  water 
a  cactus,  remember  to  give  the  pot  a 
quarter  turn  so  that  all  parts  receive  equal 
amounts  of  sun.  Average  house  and  office 
temperatures  suit  cactuses  well.  Mist  or 
shower  occasionally  to  keep  dust-free.  ■

By  ALMA  JONES  WATERHOUSE  □  When  a  piece  of  china 
is  also  a  work  of  art,  its  value  could  go  sky-high,  especially  if 
the  artist  is  sky-painter  Eric  Sloane.  And  Sloane  is  just  one  of  a 
number  of  recognized  artists  involved  in  plates,  though  he  had 
to  come  down  off  a  scaffold  to  begin  his  "I  Remember  America" 
series  for  Royal  Doulton — because  at  the  same  time  he  was 
completing  a  mural  seven  stories  high  and  half  a  block  long  for 
the  Smithsonian's  Air  and  Space  Museum. 

I  traveled  to  Eric  Sloane's  grand  old  renovated  barn-house- 
studio.  About  "Pennsylvania  Pastorale,"  his  first  plate,  he  said, 
"I  never  paint  things.  I  paint  moods  and  concepts.  With  that 
stone  barn,  the  idea  was  independence.

fashioned  terms:  "To  obtain  such  paint- 
ings by  famous  artists  at  a  low  price  is 
really  quite  something.  Then  when  you  get 
prestige  names  like  Royal  Doulton  com- 
bined with  such  names  as  Eric  Sloane, 
LeRoy  Neiman  or  John  Stobart.  you  have 
a  situation  that  causes  a  major  demand  " 

With  the  value  of  some  plates  increas- 
ing by  more  than  100%  within  the  year  of 
issue,  the  Dow  Jones  fever  can  become 
contagious.  It  is  generally  agreed,  how- 
ever, that  fine-arts  plates  should  be 
purchased  for  their  inherent  beauty  and 
quality,  rather  than  for  speculation. 
"In  the  case  of  exceptionally  beauti- 
ful plates,  the  fine-arts  concept  is 
combined  with  a  fine  product,  which 
has  its  own  intrinsic  value,"  Emil  Sam 
Polk  of  Collectors  International  by  Royal 
Doulton  believes.  "Art  is  created  to  enjoy, 
and  plates  can  bring  artists  to  more  peo- 
ple than  can  any  other  art  form." 

Other  established  companies  also  go  to 
great  lengths  to  make  certain  that  the  final 
plates  carry  out  the  intention  of  the  artist. 
In  producing  Franklin  Mint's  silver  plates, 
for  example.  Director  of  Sculpture  William 
Cousins  was  responsible  for  the  develop- 
ment of  James  Wyeth's  "Drandywine" 
series.  For  Franklin  Porcelain,  Sculptor 
Ronald  Van  Ruyckevelt,  director  of  design 
and  development,  is  supervising  produc- 
tion of  Arthur  Singer's  "Songbirds  of  the 
World."  as  authorized  by  the  National 
Audubon  Society.  And  Artist  Peter  Yena- 
wine.  director  of  design  for  Franklin 
Crystal,  has  overseen  Norman  Rockwell's

— only  the  light  blue  air." 
Talent  such  as  Granget's  is  sought 
after  in  the  world  of  collectibles,  and 
H.  G.  Lewis,  director  of  development  for 
Calhoun's  Collectors  Society,  Inc.,  signed 
up  Granget  along  with  Dominic  Mingolla 
and  Yiannis  Koutsis  to  contracts  involving 
several  million  dollars. 

Koutsis,  the  young  Greek  artist  discov- 
ered by  Stafford  Calvin,  president  of  the 
society,  brings  to  his  interpretation  of 
"The  Creation"  a  classical  tradition  that 
goes  back  to  the  time  of  the  Phoenicians.

So  beautiful  I've  decided  'American 
Sweethearts'  will  be  my  only  crystal." 
Rockwell,  an  American  artist  who 
needs  no  introduction,  previously  had 
worked  in  the  plate  medium  in  silver. 
And  his  words  are  a  good  departure  in 
our  search  for  the  artist's  viewpoint — for, 
again  and  again,  we  heard  expressions  of 
fascination  with  exploring  the  plate  form 
in  terms  of  the  artist's  own  creative  style. 

For  Gunther  Granget,  an  internationally 
known  sculptor  whose  bisque  porcelain 
figurines  sell  for  anywhere  from  $1,500  to 
$20,000  each,  nature  subjects  come 
naturally.  Just  off  a  plane  from  Germany 
on  one  of  his  frequent  visits  to  the  United 
States,  Granget  recovers  from  jet  lag  with 
a  little  quiet  reflection: 

"I  am  a  real  naturalist — in  my  work,  in 
my  home  and  in  my  lifestyle.  I  love  to 
stroll  in  the  fields  and  woods,  by  lakes 
and  on  seashores,  to  find  the  meaning  of 
life — of  my  life  and  the  life  of  nature." 

To  Granget,  who  began  working  with 
the  Hutschenreuther  Co.  25  years  ago, 
"plates  are  an  art  form — like  paintings, 
reliefs  and  prints.  All  my  plates  are  the 
expression  of  my  life  and  so  they  fit  into 
my  home  decoration  perfectly. 

"It  wasn't  until  1972  that  I  started  de- 
signing relief  plates,  which,  in  addition  to 
color,  show  the  sculptor's  work  so  you 
can  feel  it  and  touch  it.  I  always  get  ex- 
cited when  creating  a  plate  and  cutting 
the  subject  in  negative  relief."

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"Plates  to  me,  incidentally,  suggest 
Renoir.  This  medium  lends  itself  to  that 
highly  glazed  look  that  Renoir  brought  to 
its  height.  In  bone-china  plates,  the  ele- 
ment is  just  there,  allowing  the  artist  to 
arrive  at  that  surface  without  going  through 
the  process.

For  Robert  Johnson,  director  of  the 
Damascene  Studio  at  Reed  and  Barton 
Silversmiths,  the  surface  is  one  he  de- 
veloped and  patented  himself.  Relaxing 
for  a  weekend  in  the  country,  where  his 
contemporary  dwelling  overlooks  300 
acres  and  a  river  view.  Johnson  explains 
that  the  process  "was  inspired  by  the 
ancient    art    of    damascening     practiced

centuries  ago  in  Damascus,  where  the 
craftsmen  inlaid  several  combinations  of 
metals  into  steel  for  ornamentation.  The 
method  I  conceived  involved  the  use  of 
modern  technologies  of  electroplating  and 
etching,  as  well  as  the  use  of  chemicals." 
Johnson  was  one  of  the  few  private 
citizens  invited  to  meet  with  Queen 
Elizabeth  II  during  her  Bicentennial  visit 
to  Boston,  when  his  damascene  map  of 
Boston  was  presented  to  her.  And  he  has 
made  large  wall  hangings  of  damascene, 
called  insculptures,  for  interior  design.

rough  sea  and  the  people  scrambling  off 
before  they're  blown  off." 

For  the  port  scenes  to  come,  Stobart 
has  done  "a  lot  of  research,  studying  old 
etchings  and  daguerreotypes,  so  I  can 
paint  the  ports  as  they  looked  when 
The  Dashing  Wave  came  sailing  in.  And 
Royal  Doulton  has  really  perfected  the 
technique  of  capturing  on  china  exactly 
what  I  have  painted.  It's  as  if  the  viewer 
were  on  the  ship — seeing  the  ports  as 
they  were  and  experiencing  it  all." 
The  spectacular  world  of  LeRoy  Nei- 
man  is  a  hurdy-gurdy  of  living  that 
takes  the  viewer  from  yachting  so- 
ciety to  skid  row,  whirling  with  the  mo- 
tion of  on-the-scene  paintings  of  the 
Olympics,  Wimbledon,  Madison  Square 
Garden   bouts,  wherever  the  action   is. 

But  talking  in  his  studio,  Neiman's 
emphatic  response  was  paradoxically  low- 
key.  "On  a  personal  level,  of  all  the  things 
I've  done,  nothing  has  ever  been  request- 
ed more  by  family  and  friends  than  my 
Royal  Doulton  plate  series.  It's  the  one 
item  they  ask  for  and  want  for  gifts. 

"For  some  reason,  plates  are  senti- 
mental, and  there  is  not  much  room  for 
sentiment  in  art  today.  But  with  a  plate, 
an  artist  can  be  sentimental  without  less- 
ening its  value.  It's  such  a  pleasing  form, 
too.  You  can  handle  it  like  a  book  or  a 
piece  of  sculpture." 

Neiman  notes  that  he  has  done  many 
drawings  and  lithographs  based  on  his  re- 
search into  16th-century  Italian  pantomime 
characters,  but  the  concepts  in  his  Corn- 
media  dell'Arte  plates  for  Royal  Doulton 
were  "designed  specifically  to  go  into 
the  circle  of  the  plate.  It's  a  nice  scale, 
just  right  for  hand-held  pieces.

For  these  firms,  such  plates  come  from 
a  long  tradition  of  hand-painted  china.  At 
Royal  Copenhagen,  for  example,  the  tradi- 
tion has  included  such  modern  names  as 
Artist  Kamma  Svensson,  who  designed 
that  company's  first  two  Mother's  Day 
plates,  and  Hanna  Schjotz-Christensen, 
who  is  chief  painter  there  today. 

From  Holland  comes  another  Old  World 
charmer,  the  blue  Delft  of  De  Porceleyne

Fles,  founded  in  1653.  Only  skilled  artists 
are  capable  of  designing  for  and  painting 
on  the  porous  "biscuit.''  such  as  Marcelus 
de  Bruijn,  presently  the  designer  for  both 
Blue  Delftware  and  "Polychrome." 

"I  draw  and  paint  for  pleasure,  hoping 
my  work  will  be  appreciated  by  others," 
de  Bruijn  comments.  "In  my  spare  time,  I 
paint  portraits,  preferably  in  the  aquarelle 
technique,  as  well  as  still  life  and  land- 
scapes m  a  very  realistic  style."  His  in- 
terests are  seen  also  in  such  special  crea- 
tions as  De  Porceleyne  Fles'  commemora- 
tive plates  for  the  Dutch  royal  family,  in- 
cluding those  celebrating  the  25th  year  of 
the  reign  of  Queen  Juliana. 
A  big  splash  away  from  the  classic 
Copenhagen  and  Delft  blues  are  the 
vivid  colors  of  Bjorn  Wiinblad,  an 
artist  said  to  be  "born  for  the  medium." 
Wildly  popular  in  Europe,  Wiinblad's 
Rosenthal  plates  started  the  trend  of 
Europeans'  buying  back  important  plates, 
giving  additional  impetus  to  the  market. 

Settling  back  in  his  studio  in  Denmark, 
Wiinblad  says  that  he  has  been  "decorat- 
ing round  objects  all  my  life,  whether  for 
use  on  the  dinner  table  or  as  decoration. 
I  have  always  found  it  natural  to  draw  a 
decoration  within  a  circle,  because  it 
creates  a  tension  and  a  force.  It  has  al- 
ways been  the  working  form  I  preferred." 

When  Philip  Rosenthal  suggested  that 
Wiinblad  make  some  porcelain  decora- 
tions with  the  many-colored  style  for 
which  he'd  become  known,  Wiinblad  hesi- 
tated to  use  the  style  on  porcelain  rather 
than  on  paper. 

"While  working  with  some  cobalt  blue 
porcelain  things — so  emphatically  porce- 
lain—I  tried  to  combine  various  colors  on 
a  cobalt  blue  background.  Suddenly  our 
hope  of  being  able  to  work  on  porcelain 
with  the  rich  colors  of  my  posters  was 
made  possible.  The  blue  background 
chased  away  any  association  with  paper. 

"After  having  made  the  first  in  the 
Christmas  series,  I  could  see  that  it  ex- 
pressed a>l  my  conceptions  of  the  holiday 
as  a  rich  and  happy  time,  a  generous  and 
luxurious  tradition.  With  enthusiasm.  I 
threw  myself  into  the  task,  and  I  suppose 
it  is  this  enthusiasm  that  is  felt  in  these 
Christmas  plates  and  has  made  them  so 
much  in  demand."  The  first  of  Rosenthal's 
Wiinblad  Christmas  series  has  risen  from 
an  issue  price  of  $100  in  1971  to  S1.600.

Royal  Doulton.  Issued  in  1973  at  $40.  one 
of  these  plates  now  brings  more  than 
$500 — and  the  price  is  still  rising.  Or.  look 
to  Marian  Carlsen's  Mother's  Day  themes 
for  Haviland  Parlon.  The  first  in  the  series. 
brought  out  in  1975.  already  has  jumped 
from  an  issue  price  of  $37  to  approximate- 
ly $140,  and  it's  still  going  up 
It's  almost  an  Erma  Bombeck  triumph 
for  Marian  Carlsen  to  find  time  to  talk 
while  her  active  children  are  on  vaca- 
tion from  school.

Plates,  of  course,  bring  to  us  a  variety 
of  styles,  techniques  and  media.  Besides 
the  artists  we  sought  out,  the  list  would 
have  to  include  such  collector's  favorites 
as:  Picasso's  portrayal  of  Don  Quixote  on 
silver  for  Danbury  Mint  and  Vincente 
Tiziano's  mosaic  effects  on  terra  cotta 
for  Veneto  Flair;  Wedgwood's  Jasperware, 
Belleek's  Parian  china.  Lladro's  bisque 
and  Goebel's  ever-popular  Hummel  por- 
celain plates  in  bas  relief:  Royal  Doulton's 
"Flower  Garden"  series  by  Hahn  Vidal 
and  "Reflections  on  China"  by  Chen  Chi; 
the  D'Arceau-Limoges  "Lafayette  Legacy" 
collection  by  Andre  Restieau  and  "Women 
of  the  Century"  by  Francois  Ganeau; 
Royal  Worcester's  "Birth  of  the  Nation" 
by  Prescott  Baston.  Gorham's  Remington 
scenes  of  the  Old  West  and  International 
Silver's  Presidential  series:  Haviland  Par- 
Ion's  "Renaissance  Madonnas"  and  medi- 
eval tapestry  series:  the  nature  themes 
of  the  Lenox  "Boehm  Birds"  and  Pickard 
Lockhart  "Wildlife'  collection. 
James  Wyeth  is  an  artist  who  has  cre- 
ated plates  in  two  materials — Franklin 
Mint's  "Brandywine"  collection  in  silver 
and  "Seven  Seas"  series  in  crystal.  En- 
joying a  rare  moment  of  relaxation  on  his 
farm  in  the  Brandywine  River  Valley  of 
Pennsylvania,  he  mused  about  the  plate 
medium  as  "an  excellent  way  to  meet  the 
artists,  especially  for  people  who  do  not 
ordinarily  go   to   museums  and   galleries. 

"A  plate  is  more  than  a  reproduction. 
It's  like  an  engraving,  really  as  close  to 
original  art  as  a  graphic,  which  is  con- 
sidered   original,    even    though    done    in

how  the  image  would  adapt. 

"Crystal  is  difficult  to  work  with,  but 
Franklin  Mint  takes  care  all  the  way 
through  the  process — and  I  became  fasci- 
nated with  the  possibilities  of  the  way 
crystal  really  lends  itself  to  the  sea."

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THE  URBAN  URGE

all  the  years  we  lived  in  the  suburbs  it  was 
easy  to  agree  with  Ben  Franklin's  state- 
ment that  death  and  taxes  are  life  s  two — 
and  only — certainties.  Now  we  ar- 
our  fifth  year  of  owning  and  occupying  a 
late-Victorian  townhouse,  in  a  city  neigh- 
borhood where  redevelopment,  rehabilita- 
tion and  renovation  are  the  order  of  the 
day,  and  we  are  absolutely  sure  of  some- 
thing else:  Whenever  we  have  visitors  who 
have  come  in  from  our  former  suburban 
community,  the  street  scene  that  greets 
them  will  be  a  shambles. 

It  won't  matter  that  as  recently  as  half 
an  hour  ago  the  ivy  beds  were  picked 
free  of  litter,  the  sidewalk  and  even  the 
gutter  were  swept;  the  front  entry  area 
will  be  supporting  an  entirely  new  assort- 
ment of  bottles,  cans  and  miscellaneous

discards.  The  usual  groups  of  roller- 
skating,  hop-scotching,  rope-skipping 
children  of  our  younger  neighbors  will 
have  disappeared.  The  sole  representa- 
tives of  the  local  population  will  be  three 
slouching  youths  who  come  sauntering 
around  the  corner.  Two  of  them  will  be 
drinking  from  cans  and  one  eating  F  i 
fries   from    a    cardboard    container.    They 


will  be  accompanied  by  a  very  large, 
fierce  dog.  His  snarls  will  drive  off  two 
mongrels  who  have  come  rollicking  from 
the  other  corner  to  tear  at  the  bulging 
plastic  garbage  bag  that  has  illegally  been 
placed  at  the  curb  next  door,  two  days 
before  it  can  be  collected.  None  of  these 
people  or  animals  will  pay  attention  to 
the  police  car  that  flashes  past  in  all  its 
light-revolving,  siren-screaming  glory. 
By  the  time  we  have  unlocked  both  of 
our  front  doors,  have  ushered  our  guests 
through  the  vestibule  that  still  shows  the 
marks  of  a  crowbar  burglary,  and  have 
locked  both  outer  and  inner  doors  again, 
visitors  of  Type  A  are  already  so  appalled 
that  nothing  about  the  inside  of  the  house 
can  bring  them  out  of  deep  cultural  shock. 
Their  manner  delivers  the  message  they 
are  too  polite  to  put  into  words.  "Anyone 
who  voluntarily  puts  himself  into  this  kind 
of  living  situation  has  got  to  be  crazy." 

Guests  of  Type  B  are  the  opposite.  The 
mandatory  dosage  of  interior  viewing  that 
is  supposed  to  neutralize  the  scene  out- 
doors, produces  over-reactions.

around?  A:  Yes.  Five  years  ago.  pitying 
residents  told  us  how  much  more  cheaply 
the  house  could  have  been  bought  for 
five  years  earlier.  Against  today's  prices. 
our  purchase  was  a  fantastic  bargain, 
since  the  total  number  of  these  houses  is 
certainly  not  going  to  grow. 

O.  Do  you  find  that  with  this  kind  of 
house  (11  rooms  on  three  stories)  your 
running  expenses — heating,  for  instance — 
are  very  high?  A:  No  The  house  is  so 
solidly  built  that  there  is  no  heat  loss  by 
leakage.  The  neighboring  buildings  act  as 
wind  shields.  The  vertical  plan  takes  ad- 
vantage of  heated  air's  natural  tendency 
to  rise.  Rooms  not  in  use  can  be  shut  off. 
Proportionately,  our  utility  bills  are  con- 
siderably lower. 

Not  all  the  questions  relating  to  this 
kind  of  urban  living  can  be  stated  or  an- 
swered so  directly.  They  are  ignored  by 
the  spate  of  "Long  Live  the  City!"  articles 
that  have  replaced  "Rush  to  the  Suburbs, 
the  City  Is  Dead"  in  the  Sunday  supple- 
ments. As  the  clouds  of  uneasiness  given 
off  by  the  gasoline  scare  continue  to  drift 
over  suburbia,  families  are  beginning  to 
wonder:  "What  would  it  be  like?  Do  you 
suppose . . . 7 

Should  the  temptation  to  move  into 
the  city  be  smiled  upon  or  squelched? 
Not  all  suburbanites  trying  to  make  this 
decision  have  on-site  friends  with  whom 
they  can  discuss  the  pros  and  cons.  They 
deserve  candid  observation  of  the  day-to- 
day aspects  of  this  life,  in  all  its  nitty- 
gritty  detail. 

For  instance,  there  is  nothing  nittier  or 
grittier  then  getting  your  own  broom  and 
scoop  to  keep  your  property  free  of  the 
mess  other  people  and  their  dogs  have 
created.  The  oldest  inhabitant  of  our 
street  tells  me  there  was  a  time  when 
sweepers  and  flushing  trucks  regularly 
worked  these  very  pavements.  Prospec- 
tive residents  might  as  well  accept  the 
fact  that  although  there  has  been  steady 
improvement,  the  description  just  detailed 
still  exists. 

There  are  suburbanites  who  equate  city 
life  with  freedom,  meaning  freedom  from 
outdoor  chores — the  mowing,  raking  and 
edging  of  a  lawn  that  previously  had  to 
be  spaded,  seeded,  sodded,  fertilized, 
weeded  and  watered.  This  fantasy  of  un- 
limited leisure  may  come  true  for  people 
who  move  into  apartments.  But  in  our 
area,  the  only  householders  who  enjoy 
total  relaxation  are  those  who  have  no

"It  was  probably  stolen  to  order."  said 
the  police.  "You'll  never  see  it  again.  A 
slick  professional  job."  The  commentary 
was  interesting,  but  no  more  comforting 
than  to  hear  their  "Crude!  Really  crude, 
a  really  amateur  bust-in!"  early  in  the  next 
year  when  we  came  home  at  eight  one 
evening  to  a  wide  open  and  ransacked 
house.  Our  burglar-proof  locks  had  held 
magnificently.  They  were  still  holding  the 
bashed  doors  to  the  door  frames,  which 
the  crude  and  amateur  but  certainly  pow- 
erful burglars  had  crowbarred  from  the 
walls. 

It  was  our  foolish  newcomers'  idea  that 
victimization  would  bring  us  local  sym- 
pathy. The  assumption  died  during  the 
first  subsequent  conversation.  "Oh?  When 
they  broke  into  our  place,  they  backed  a 
van  to  the  door  and  took  everything.'  The 
woman's  implication  was  plain.  Having  al- 
ready stated  that  we  had  lost  some  cash, 
jewelry  and  portable  pawnables,  we  had 
in  effect  admitted  the  low  value  of  our 
furnishings. 

Insurance  did  cover  our  losses  and 
repairs  to  the  house.  Other  prospective 
renters  and  owners  in  this  kind  of  redevel- 
oping neighborhood  should  be  aware  that 
not  all  insurance  companies  will  provide 
the  same  coverage.  Don't  despair.  Gov- 
ernment action  is  providing  the  back-up 
for  policies  in  high-risk  areas. 

The  situation  regarding  minor  repairs 
that  any  owner  will  generally  undertake 
himself  is  bright  and  cheery.  We  have  be- 
come devoted  patrons  of  a  small,  clut- 
tered, dimly  lighted  hardware  store  that 
functions  as  a  retirement  club  for  wise, 
old  artisans.  One  of  this  group  is  always 
free  to  listen  to  a  sad  story,  to  assess  a 
situation,  to  dip  into  box,  drawer,  bin  or 
barrel  and  find  what  someone  needs.  De- 
tailed instructions,  gratis. 

This  change  from  frantic  prowling  of

Maintaining  an  automobile  in  the  city 
does  not  make  any  sense,  unless  there 
are  inescapable  professional  or  business 
requirements.  Our  own  feet  or  public 
transportation  will  let  us  carry  on  90  per- 
cent of  our  activities.  To  put  up  with  the 
basic  costs  of  car  ownership,  plus  the  in- 
creased insurance  and  the  additional  ag- 
gravation and  expense  of  parking — all  for 
the  sake  of  10  percent's  worth  of  travel — 
is  lunatic.  But  it  is  shamefaced  admission 
time.  Although  our  expenses  are  planned 
within  definite  limitations,  although  it 
would  be  much  cheaper  to  be  rid  of  the 
car  and  wallow  in  the  use  of  taxis  and 
rental  cars,  we  drive  our  own  car  when- 
ever we  go  out  of  the  city  and,  on  t 
occasions,  within  it:  When  we  are  headed 
toward  distant  sections  where  public 
transportation  is  slow,  in  the  evenings,  on 
weekends  and  on  holidays  when  the 
scheduling  of  public  transportation  is  less 
frequent. 


There  are  tiny  shreds  of  logic  for  this. 
Our  city  has  been  subjected  to  public- 
transportation  and  taxi-driver  strikes.  And 
reports  of  nasty  nighttime  incidents 
d.  Still.  I  must  admit  that,  although 
they  were  inconvenienced,  our  nondriving 
neighbors  were  by  no  means  immobilized 
during  the  strikes. 

In  this  neighborhood,  '"garaging"  equals 
parking  at  curbside.  though  generally 
a  block  of  the  driver's  house.

ing  with  their  ears — the  chorus  of  police 
cars,  fire  engines  and  ambulances  seems 
as  lusty  as  ever.  We  smile  and  shrug  non- 
chalantly. "The  sounds  of  the  city.  It's 
what  you  have  to  expect.  .  .  ."  Unless 
someone  particularly  asks  for  comment 
we  do  not  add  the  truth  that  these  sounds 
are  far  less  annoying  than  the  early  morn- 
ing power  mower,  the  midday  mopeding 
and  the  2  a.m.  drag  racing  that  marked 
the  suburban  life. 

There  is  one  suburban  sound  I  miss 
very  much.  Bird  song.  And  I  miss  the 
general  bird  presence.  I  was  never  the 
stalwart  stalker  of  avian  oddities;  I  did  like 
to  identify  and  pay  continuing  attention 
to  whoever  flew  in  to  share  my  habitat. 
I  have  had  to  adopt  a  perfectly  literal 
reading  of  the  statement:  The  suburbs  are 
for  the  birds.  What  the  cities  are  for  is 
people.  It  is  their  variety  that  has  to  be 
noted  here.

suit of  pointers,  we  approached  personali- 
ties whose  words  are  known  to  carry 
weight  as  well  as  wit  and  asked  them  to 
talk  about — talk 

As  social  secretary  to  former  First  Lady 
Jacqueline  Kennedy,  Letitia  Baldrige  has 
witnessed  conversation  at  its  most  pol- 
ished and  least  spontaneous — on  the  dip- 
lomatic level.  Yet  she  <  i  how 
President  Kennedy  managed  to  inject 
some  personal  warmth  into  even  the  most 
formal  state  dinner  "He  had  me  make  up 
a  list  of  the  guests  with  a  n 
each  name — what  thi 
award  or  special  interest.  Then  each  one 


received  a  personal  comment  when 
greeted."  Imagine  the  warm  glow  such 
a  remark  would  give  a  guest:  imagine 
the   political   plus   it  gave  the   President. 

This  approach  applies  as  much  to  the 
civilian  world  as  the  White  House,  with 
every  host  acting  as  his  own  chief  of 
protocol.  "Think  about  what  the  other 
person  wants  to  talk  about,"  counsels 
Ms.  Baldrige.  "If  you're  in  a  group,  it's 
the  host's  responsibility  to  choose  a  topic 
to  which  everyone  can  contribute.  A 
good  host  inspires  conversation  by  mak- 
ing guests  feel  included  and  comforta- 
ble." Comfortable,  in  this  case,  means 
more  than  a  well-padded  chair.  It  means: 
"Don't  talk  politics  in  a  gathering  of  10 
Democrats  and  one  Republican.  Don't  dis- 
cuss religion  in  a  room  full  of  Catholics 
and  one  Jew."  In  short,  no  conversation 
without    representation. 

Here,  too,  Tish  Baldrige's  tips  for  those 
who  feel  uneasy  about  talking  in  public. 
1)  Take  a  speaking  course.  2)  Study  a 
foreign  language.  Translating  thoughts 
into  a  different  tongue  often  leads  to  bet- 
ter communication  in  your  own.  3)  Use 
the  telephone  as  a  tool  to  improve  dic-

tion  and  delivery.  The  art  of  telephone 
conversation  is  rarely  given  enough  at- 
tention. 4)  Practice  speaking  into  a  tape 
recorder. 
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Patrick  O'Higgins  contends  that  good 
conversation  has  never  existed  in  the 
United  States  because  we  are  all  too  con- 
cerned with  business.  "The  only  exciting 
conversation  one  can  have,"  he  sighs,  "is 
with  one's  stockbroker." 

Bad  news  for  the  noninvestor,  but 
O'Higgins  holds  out  hope  with  a  basic 
recipe.  "Conversation,"  he  says,  "is  a 
mixture    of    many    ingredients.    Like    the

tango,  it  takes  two — one  to  talk  and  one 
to  listen.  One  must  be  an  'animator,'  a 
leader.  Add  a  conducive  atmosphere;  the 
proper  food — not  too  much;  no  liquor — 
it  blurs  the  talk;  and  people  who  stimulate 
one  another."  The  individuals  involved 
are  all-important,  he  feels,  because  "the 
art  of  conversation  is  imagination,  voice, 
inflection  and  personality.  The  greatest 
intellectuals  can  be  the  most  boring  and 
the  simplest  people  the  most  captivating." 
The  unifying  ingredient  in  all  of  this 
is  the  hostess,  whose  role,  according 
to  O'Higgins.  is  well  defined.  "In  the 
salons  of  18th-century  Europe,  men 
talked  and  women  monitored,  keeping 
the  men  from  going  off  on  a  tangent. 
That  is  the  role  of  the  hostess  today." 
Some,  it  seems,  played  it  more  aggres- 
sively than  others.  Lady  Oxford,  wife  of 
a  British  Prime  Minister,  maintained  order 
and  got  her  two  cents  in  with  a  more-than- 
occasional  "Shut  up!"  Across  the  Chan- 
nel, the  Comtesse  de  Noailles  kept  a 
firm  grip  on  the  goings-on  by  banging  on 
her  water  glass  to  announce  "The  subject 
is  lace!"  Either  one  of  these  tactics  will 
guarantee  a  hostess  both  conversation  at 
her  party  and  a  reputation  after  it. 

According  to  Phyllis  Cerf  Wagner,  our 
aptitude  at  conversation  begins  to  de- 
velop long  before  we  learn  to  talk.  "Curi- 
osity and  interest,  two  basic  qualities  of 
a  good  conversationalist,  begin  as  a  child 
explores  his  environment  and  expand  out-

ward  as  he  does.  But  some  people  invert 
along  the  way,  become  self-involved  and 
uninterested  in  others.  They  bore  easily 
and    those    who    are    bored    are    boring." 

This  is  not  to  say  that  because  you  can 
expound  on  subjects  from  dance  to  the 
Dow  Jones,  you  are  a  total  conversation- 
alist. "Good  conversationalists  are  also 
good  listeners,"  she  says.  "Listeners  draw 
others  out  because  they  are  interested 
It's  the  art  of  the  exchange."  Like  any 
art,  she  notes,  it  must  be  practiced,  be- 
cause "We  learn  by  doing." 

For  Photographer  Francesco  Scavullo, 
"doing"  is  a  constant  effort  and  the  art 
of  conversation  is  less  art  than  gift.  "In 
social  situations,  I'm  very  shy,"  he  admits. 
"Some  people  can  talk  with  anyone  but 
I  have  to  like  the  person  with  whom  I'm 
talking,  know  him  well.  Otherwise,  I'm  not 
comfortable."  (Continued)

Harold  Nicolson,  the  English  historian, 
who  said,  "99  out  of  100  people  are  in- 
teresting and  the  100th  is  interesting  be- 
cause he's  an  exception."  Sir  Harold  and 
Buckley  would  be  any  hostess'  dream. 
On  the  role  of  host  and  hostess. 
Buckley,  like  Patrick  O'Higgins,  ad- 
vocates an  aggressive  stance.  Borrow- 
ing from  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes,  he  terms 
the  host  "the  autocrat  of  the  breakfast 
table"  and  cites  former  Chief  of  Corre- 
spondents for  Time  magazine,  Richard 
Clurman.  as  a  prime  example  with  a  story 
that  rings  familiar.  Clurman  invites  eight 
to  10  people  to  dinner  and,  after  the  first 
course,  bangs  his  spoon  on  a  glass  to 
introduce  a  subject  with  a  specific  ques- 
tion. "What  do  you  think  of — ?"  He  then 
directs  the  discussion  like  a  traffic  officer, 
calling  on  guests  in  turn,  stopping  them 
if  they  stray  from  the  subject.  "It  requires 
a  lot  of  confidence,"  Buckley  admits 
"But  a  good  interchange  requires  people

taking  turns   in   conversation  and   a   host 
to  play  the  role  of  moderator." 

Lest  said  host  turn  from  moderator  to 
referee,  Buckley  avoids  inviting  people 
of  strong  mutual  antagonism  to  the  same 
event.  "This  leads  to  cheering  sections." 
he  says  and  recalls  when  liberal  Repub- 
lican Senator  Jacob  Javits  and  he  were  to- 
gether at  a  party  during  the  Johnson- 
Goldwater  election.  "The  ensuing  debate 
split  the  table." 

Surprisingly,  Buckley  does  not  consider 
any  subject  taboo.  In  fact,"  he  says, 
"some  subjects  should  be  discussed  that 
are  usually  avoided.  For  example,  a  wom- 
an who  has  lost  her  son  may  want  to  talk 
about  it.  You  should  always  bear  in  mind 
the  presumption  of  difficult  subjects,  but 
presumptions  can  be  overruled.  A  good 
conversationalist  should  discern  this." 

Kitty  Carlyle  Hart,  television  personality 
and  widow  of  the  late  Moss  Hart,  quotes 
him    in    a    thought    to    comfort    the    most 
catatonic    conversationalist.    "No    one    is 
dull."  said  Moss  Hart,  "if  they  talk  about 
something      they      know — and      everyone 
knows  about  something."

THE  POWER  OF  THE  PEN 


By  ROBERT  GOLDBERG  □  About  a  year  ago  my  wife  and  I 
received  an  engraved  invitation  to  a  wedding.  Our  name  and 
address  in  ornate  lettering  flowed  across  the  envelope  in  ever- 
changing  swirls  of  black  and  gray. 

"Goodness."  I  exclaimed  in  wonderment.  "The  Fields  must 
have  spirited  some  poor  monk  away  from  a  monastery  and 
chained  him  to  a  desk.  I  haven't  seen  such  writing  since  I  took 
you  out  of  that  convent." 

My  wife  responded  with  the  same  look  of  disdain  that  usually 
meets  my  quips.  "Don't  be  silly.  That's  calligraphy." 

At  first  I  thought  I  was  the  butt  of  some  new  invective  that 
until  now  I  had  somehow  been  sheltered  from.  She  continued 
and  clarified  its  meaning.  "Calligraphy  is  the  art  of  penman- 
ship." she  said.  "It  was  used  before  printing  to  copy  manu- 
scripts and  even  the  Bible." 

"Well."  I  replied,  "it  must  have  cost  the  Fields  a  fortune.  It 
would  have  to  take  an  hour  to  finish  one  envelope." 

Unfortunately.  I  had  just  said  the  one  thing  that  was  going  to 
change  the  pattern  of  our  lives  for  months  to  come.

daughters  approaching  marriageable  age,  it  was  clear  that  my 
wife  was  determined  to  have  calligraphy,  but  not  at  the  going 
price  of  a  scribal  monk. 

"I  am  going  to  learn  calligraphy,"  she  vowed. 

To  which  I  replied,  "You  have  the  kind  of  handwriting  that 
would  make  a  doctor  scream  with  envy.  Your  brother  is  a  phar- 
macist and  he  can't  read  your  letters.  He  has  to  call  long  dis- 
tance for  a  translation." 

My  wife  was  adamant  and  when  I  found  a  S10  check  for  an 
adult  education  course,  I  shuddered  to  think  that  this  was  mere- 
ly the  first  payment  in  a  series  of  expenses.  I  suspected  that  the 
costs  of  this  new  hobby  would  mount,  but  to  my  surprise  they 
turned  out  to  be  nominal. 

An  art  supply  store  carried  all  the  equipment  she  needed. 
This  included  five-squares-to-the-inch  graph  paper,  a  set  of  12 
Speedball  triple  reservoir  pens,  pen-point  holders  and  black  ink. 
The  total  was  less  than  $5. 

As  I  watched  my  wife  use  the  reservoir  pens,  I  learned  that 
controlling  the  quantity  of  ink  in  them  takes  skill,  patience  and 
experience.  Watching  her  has  caused  me  to  gain  new  respect 
for  our  founding  fathers  who  struggled  with  quill  and  ink. 

My  wife's  request  for  a  blotter  was  like  asking  for  the  local 
blacksmith.  Fortunately,  paper  tissues  are  an  excellent  substi-

tute.  and  so  many  a  minor  disaster  was  promptly  absorbed. 

The  key  to  successful  calligraphy,  I  observed,  is  to  keep  the 
pen  point  at  a  45°  angle.  This  causes  the  lines  or  strokes  to 
widen  or  thin  as  the  pen  curves  around  the  letter  form.  The 
graph  paper  helps  maintain  uniform  size  and  shape.  Once  a 
particular  design  for  a  letter  has  been  found,  it  is  simply  a 
matter  of  practicing  to  achieve  perfection. 

Frankly,  I  would  have  thought  this  repetition  would  drive  my 
wife  to  toss  the  whole  kit  into  the  disposal  unit.  In  this  case, 
amazingly,  she  found  that  concentrated  repetition  of  the  letter 
forms  had  a  calming  effect.  I  could  almost  see  her  with  a  monk's 
cowl  over  her  bowed  head. 

When  she  felt  secure  enough  to  practice  whole  sentences.  I 
began  to  find  notes  about  the  house.  "Take  out  the  garbage," 
was  written  so  beautifully  it  was  suitable  for  framing.  The  shop- 
ping list  was  a  masterpiece  and  a  note  to  the  cleaners  brought 
my  suits  back  a  day  early.  No  doubt  about  it,  calligraphy  has 
twice  the  power  of  a  Mailgram. 

The  other  day  I  stopped  laughing  completely.  I  even  kissed 
those  ink-stained  fingers.  The  Fields'  other  daughter  is  about  to 
be  married  and  my  wife  will  be  the  calligrapher.  At  75  cents  an 
invitation,  those  nimble  digits  are  worth  their  weight  in  gold.  ■

WHAT'S  YOUR 
WINE  IQ? 


By  ROBERT  JAY  MISCH  □  Most  people 
ive  with  misconceptions  about  nearly 
everything.  I  know  I  do — and  I'm  com- 
lonaoie  with  most  of  mine,  it  s  tacts  I  tind 
disconcerting.  Wine  is  a  suDject  rite  with 
misconceptions — a  situation  mat  s  prob- 
aoiy  trie  lesuit  01  tne  tear  01  maKing  a  mis- 
taKe  in  tne  lore  and  tne  usage  or  tne 
product  01  the  vineyard.  I  ve  laiien  victim 
to  a  tew  ot  my  own,  Dut  have  tried  to  lay 
most  of  them  to  rest  Dy  testing  tnem  m 
tne  hgnt  ot  lurtner  experience,  snould  any 
remain,  I  can  always  tall  back  on  tne  re- 
joinder ot  Britisn  wine  savant  Harry 
vvaugn  who,  when  asked  if  he  ever  rridoe 
a  mistake  about  wine,  asked  in  repiy, 
"How  long  ago  was  lunch?" 

Here  s  your  cnance  to  test  your  per- 
sonal wine  knowledge.  There  s  no  reason 
to  keep  score;  you  11  soon  discover  how 
many  ol  the  wine  "facts"  you  ve  stored 
away  are  indeed  tinged  Dy  fancy. 

1.  Always  serve  white  wines  cold,  red 
wine*  at  ivuin  temperature. 

Not  so.  Inere  are  many  red  wines  that 
could  do  well  with  a  little  chilling.  It  can 
cover  a  multitude  of  sins  in  a  less-than- 
sensational  red.  (I  don  t  think  I  d  stick  a 
Chateau  Latour  into  the  retngerator, 
though!)  And,  while  white  and  rose  wines 
are  invariably  served  cold,  that  doesn't 
mean  Irozen  half  to  death,  as  they're  often 
presented,  even  in  restaurants  that  should 
know  better.  A  bottle  ot  Montrachet  near 
the  freezing  point  is  hard  to  distinguish 
from  Squirt. 

2.  Always  open  red  wines  in  advance. 
That  s   generally   true    tor    normal    red 

wine.  However,  I  tend  to  go  along  with 
some  who  feel  delicate  aromas  are  lost 
when  wines  are  opened  too  far  in  ad- 
vance. And  I  still  remember  with  horror 
the  evening  I  served  my  two  hoarded  and 
hoary  old  clarets  to  very  special  guests. 
I  opened  the  bottles  an  hour  ahead. 
Hosannah!  They  were  wonderful.  Came 
dinner  and  I  poured  the  wine  proudly. 
Woe  was  me!  They  were  gone,  dead,  un- 
drinkable.  They  had  oxidized  and  given 
up  the  ghost  in  that  short  span.  I  learned 
my  lesson.  Older  red  wines  are  now 
opened  when  the  guests  are  seated. 

3.  Serve  only  red  wines  with  meat; 
whites  with  tish  or  poultry. 

It  may  be  the  rule  but  that  doesn't  make 
it  Holy  Writ.  What-with-what  is  a  matter  of 
common  sense  and  your  own  taste  buds. 

Would  you  like  a  delicate,  white  Graves 
with  your  T-bone?  Would  you  select  a 
big,  red  Chambertin  for  your  brook  trout? 
I  doubt  it,  although  heavenly  lightning  will 
not  strike  the  glass  from  your  hand  if 
you  do.  On  the  other  hand,  take  coq  au 
vin,  probably  the  most  popular  do-it-your- 
self wine  recipe.  Invariably  it  calls  for. 
red  wine  in  the  preparation.  No  one  in" 
his  right  mind  would  switch  to  white  at 
table  because  "poultry  takes  white."  Or, 
take  those  delectable  fish  stews  called 
matelotes.  Again,  red  wine  is  called  for — 
and,  red  wine  is  what  you  drink  with  them. 
Remember,  Germans  produce  little  red 
wine  yet  eat  meat  happily.  Misch's 
Law:  Drink  what  you  like  but  be  sure 
that  you  like  it.       (Continued  on  page  87)

Before  I  get  nasty  letters  from  the  rose 
brigade,  let  me  make  clear  that  pink 
wines  have  their  place.  But  they're  not  a 
compromise  when  you're  unsure  whether 
to  serve  red  or  white.  I  think,  when  the 
temperature  is  106°  at  your  beefsteak 
cook  out,  a  chilled  pink  would  be  prefer- 
able to  a  Chateau  Lafite.  And  a  rose  with 
salmon,  rich  fish  sauces  and  some  soft 
cheeses  would  be  an  excellent  choice. 

4.  Vou    need    different    glasses    for 
different  wines. 

Fiddlesticks!  All  you  really  need  is  a 
glass  large  enough  to  hold  a  reasonable 
serving  of  wine  when  about  half  full.  The 
empty  half  is  to  catch  the  delightful 
bouquet  most  wines  offer.  That  means  an 
eight-  or  nine-ounce  glass  because  less 
than  a  four-  or  five-ounce  serving  of  wine 
is  a  bit  miserly.  There  are  plenty  of  suit- 
able all-purpose  wineglasses  available  at 
a  cost  of  $1  to  $1.50,  some  beauties 
priced  at  $2  to  $3,  and,  of  course,  if 
you've  got  it,  flaunt  it.  Do  use  your  Bacca- 
rat crystal.  Those  teeny  "Aunt  Maude" 
glasses  (she  gave  them  to  you  when  you 
were  married)  are  fit  only  to  pass  along 
to  friends  who  need  something  to  fill 
their  china  closets,  or  to  toss  into  the 
fireplace  after  you  toast  the  Tsar. 

A  special  word  for  a  special  abomina- 
tion, the  Champagr.e  saucer.  Even  some 
restaurants  and  hotels  of  repute  still  use 
them.  They  hold  nothing,  slop  over  on 
the  tablecloth  (or  on  you)  and  allow  the 
bubbles  of  the  bubbly  to  dissipate  much 
too  rapidly. 

For  fortified  wines — sherry,  port,  Ma- 
deira— you  don't  need  as  large  a  glass 
as  for  table  wines,  but  that  doesn't  mean 
utilizing  those  prevalent  test  tubes,  either. 

5.  Drink  only  wines  of  great  vintage 
years. 

Vintage  means  how  nature  has  behaved 
in  any  one  grape-growing  year.  Have  her 
vagaries  been  generally  benign  insofar 
as  sun,  wind,  hail,  freeze,  rain  are  con- 
cerned, or  has  she  been  unkind?  All  of 
this  is  more  apparent  and  important  in 
the  more  northerly  vineyards  of  Germany 
and  France  (Champagne,  Alsace,  Bur- 
gundy, Bordeaux)  than  in  the  vineyards 
of  Italy,  Spain  or  California  where  weather 
tends  to  average  out — not  that  any  one 
year  is  exactly  like  another,  anywhere. 

Don't  play  the  numbers  blindly.  Some 
good  wines  are  made  in  off  years,  and 
some  good  wines  are  blends  of  various 
years  and  hence  carry  no  vintage  date. 
(If  you  want  to  know  all  the  dates  for  all 
the  wine  types,  get  one  of  those  little  vin- 
tage charts  that  some  stores  and  wine 
companies  provide.)  In  Bordeaux,  for  ex- 
ample, where  vintage  is  of  great  impor- 
tance, 1961,  '62,  '64,  '66  and  '69,  '70  and 
71  are  great-to-good;  '63  and  '65  poor, 
'68  hopeless.  The  72s  are  in  and  out — 
mostly  out  for  me — but  the  vintage  is  still 
young  and  some  of  the  wines  may  de- 
velop. In  Burgundy,  of  course,  72  was  a 
good  year.  In  the  off  years,  I  can  remem- 
ber enjoying  Chateau  Ducru-Beaucaillou 
in  '63,  Chateau  Latour  in  '65,  Chateau 
Prieure-Lichine  and  Figeac  in  72. 

As  for  '67,  it  wasn't  a  very  great  year, 
nor  a  really  bad  one  either.  It's  popular 
to  denigrate  it  lately  but  I've  had  many 
a  decent  bottle:  '67  (Continued)

Chateau   Meyney,   Lynch-Bages,   Foureas- 
Hosten,  Ripeau  are  a  few. 

Don't  forget  that  some  blended,  non- 
vintage,  regional  wines  can  be  splendid: 
St.  Emilion,  Margaux,  Medoc,  Bordeaux 
Superieur  of  various  shippers.  Some  of 
these  regions  are  vintaged  but  the  non- 
vintage  are  good  and  more  likely  to  be  con- 
sistent as  they're  blended  to  be  just  that. 

Need  I  remind  you  of  nonvintage 
Champagne?  All  of  the  great  Champagnes 
sold  (the  Grands  Marques-Mumm,  Moet, 
Pol  Roger,  Perrier-Jouet,  Bollinger,  Tait- 
tinger,  Krug,  etc.)  make  a  NV  (nonvintage). 
Vintage  Champagnes  are  actually  the  ex- 
ception, made  only  in  exceptional  years. 

In  California,  where  vintages  don't  vary 
much,  I  like  to  see  a  date  if  only  to  know 
how  old  the  wine  is. 
6.  Older  wines  are  better  wines. 

That's  the  cobweb  syndrome,  endemic 
in  the  U.S.  All  that's  needed  to  correct 
this  is  the  word  "some" — then  the  maxim 
would  be  true. 

Most  red  wines  improve  with  age — 
some  in  a  few  months,  some  in  a  few 
years,  some  go  on  improving  over  the 
decades.  That's  because  table  wine — 
unlike  spirits  or  fortified  wines — is  alive 
in  the  bottle  and  time  smooths  it  out, 
mutes  the  harshness  of  youth,  softens 
the  puckery  tannin  and  brings  out  the 
nuances.  How  much  time?  That  depends 
on  the  wine.  As  with  people,  some  are 
precocious,  some  late  bloomers,  some 
live  on  to  a   ripe  old  age.   It's  primarily 


a  matter  of  the  grapes  in  the  wine  (the 
Cabernet  Sauvignon  grape  of  Bordeaux 
is  the  longest-lived)  and  the  temperature 
at  which  it's  kept  (cold  inhibits  develop- 
ment; heat  speeds  it  up).  A  Beaujolais 
Nouveau  will  be  drinkable  in  two  or  three 
months  from  the  making  and  will  live  but 
two  years  or  so.  A  red  Bordeaux  (claret) 
may  hardly  be  drinkable  at  10  years  and 
can  go  on  15,  25,  50  years  or  more.  (I  had 
an  1868  claret  last  year — superlative.) 

White  wines  are  something  else.  Youth, 
freshness,  gaiety,  sprightliness,  that's 
what  you  want,  not  dull,  tired,  brownish 
maderise  taste  of  an  over-the-top  white. 
Drink  most  whites  within  one  to  three 
years  of  their  making.  California  Sauvig- 
non Blanc.  Fume  Blanc,  Pinot  Blanc, 
Riesling — give  these  a  year  or  two  or  three. 
Muscadet,  Graves — two  or  three  years, 
the  same  for  Italian  Verdicchio  and  Soave. 
Give  regular  German  wines  from  two  to 
five  years.  Germany's  Auslese  (selected 
grapes)  and  Spatlese  (late-picked  grapes) 
wines  are  heavy  in  sugar,  as  are  the  great 
Sauternes.  These  will  last  five,  even  10 
years,  Sauternes  even  more.  Most  whitj 
Burgundies,  Hermitage  of  the  Rhone,  Al- 
satian Gewurztraminer,  are  good  for  five 
or  six  years  and  some  of  Hungary's  Aszu 
Eszencia  Tokays  have  lived  a  century. 

Champagne?    It    has    a    normal    life   of 
10    years.    It's    ready    when    you    buy    it. 
Over   10 — and   you're   gambling. 
7.  Drink  only  American  wines?  Drink 
only  imported  wines? 

I've  heard  one  or  the  other  of  these 
admonitions  quite  often,  haven't  you?  I 
think  both  strictures  are  ridiculous,  mo- 
tivated  as  they  usually  ari?  by  a  number 
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of  reasons  irrelevant  to  wine.  Wine  should 
not   be   stereotyped   or   politicized.   Preju- 
dice  should    play    no   part.    Mai 
wines   (certainly  not  all)   are  superb,   but 
they're    not    the    only    ones    that    are — as 
Italy,    Spain,   California,    New    York    State 
and   others   can    rightfully   attest.    0 
other  hand,  no  one  need  prove  his  100% 
Americanism    by    parading    his    dor 
wine  diet.  We  too  have  greats  and  not-so- 
greats.  Don't  be  a  wine  snob  and  don't 
be  a  wine  chauvinist  either.  Xenophobia 
has  no   role  to   play  at  the   bungs.   Wine 
is  good  because  it's  good — not  because 
it's    French,   American    or    Hungarian. 
8.  Imported    wines    are    always    ex- 
pensive. 

Are  you  prepared  to  spend  $27.65  for 
a  bottle  of  Joseph  Heitz  1970  "Martha's 
Vineyard"  Cabernet  Sauvignon,  or  $17.50 
for  a  bottle  of  Veedercrest  1974  Merlot, 
or  $10.49  for  a  1972  Zinfandel  from  David 
Bruce?  They're  all  good  old  red,  white 
and  blue  American  bottlings,  and  that's 
what  they  cost.  You  say,  "Well,  these  are 
just  from  the  small  boutiques."  How  about 
a  Martini  "Special  Reserve"  Cabernet  or 
a  Beaulieu  "Latour  Reserve"  for  $10.50  or 
so?  Granted,  such  prices  don't  touch 
Chateau  Latour  '59  at  $54  or  '49  at  $70 
or  La  Tache  '61  at  $135,  but  in  point  of 
fact  California's  older  wines  zoom  in  price 
faster  than  other  wines  because  they're 
marketed  when  young  and  few  remain  to 
age.  I  remember  Hank  Rubin  of  the  Pot 
Luck  Restaurant  in  Berkeley,  Calif.  He 
listed  Californias  of  eight,  10,  15  years  of 
age  at  $35  and  $40.  Most  chateaux  never 
reach   such   prices   when   older.

9.  Good  wines  always  come  from 
sman  yroau^vrs. 

Tnis  canara  applies  mostly  to  U.S. 
wines.  It  seidom  occurs  to  people  to 
wonder  about  tne  size  of  the  Cnateau 
Latite  vineyard  or  the  Bolla  Wine  Co.  I 
admire  and  respect  the  contributions 
made,  and  being  made,  oy  our  boutique 
wineries,  the  lew  thousand  cases  a  year 
of  Ridge,  Bruce,  Duval,  Chaione,  Maya- 
camas,  Chappeiet,  etc.  However,  I  still 
have  plenty  oi  admiration  and  respect  lert 
for  tne  larger  producers  such  as  Beaulieu, 
Inglenook,  Krug  and  tor  the  more  sizable 
Louis  Martini,  Robert  Mondavi,  Karl 
Wente,  Sonoma,  Mirassou,  Souverain, 
Bermger  and  tne  hefty  Almaden,  Paul 
Masson,  Christian  Brothers — and  for  the 
giant  Gallo,  for  great  value  received. 
Wineries  of  every  size  have  contributed 
to  California's  renaissance.  Never  forget, 
Tiffany  &  Co.  does  a  big  business,  too! 

Here  are  a  few  "mass-produced"  wines, 
if  you  must  call  them  that,  I've  enjoyed 
recently:  Mondavi's  plain  red  and  white 
(64  ounces),  $4.59;  Masson  s  "Emerald 
Dry,"  $2.39;  Christian  Brothers  Chateau 
La  Salle,  $2.40;  Almaden's  Mountain  Red 
Burgundy  and  Mountain  White  Chablis, 
$6.89  (gallon);  Gallo  Sauvignon  Blanc, 
$1.99;  Los  Hermanos  (Beringer)  new  mag- 
num decanter  of  Gamay  Beaujolais  or 
Chardonnay,  $3.79;  Geyser  Peak's  three- 
gallon  "Wine  Sellar"  in  a  tricky  plastic 
vacuum  container  (darndest  thing  you 
ever  saw)  for  $15  (15  cents  a  glass). 

10.  Wine  should  be  stored  in  a  deep, 
cool  cellar. 

It  should,  but  do  you  happen  to  have 
one?  I  don't.  I  think  we've  all  been  read- 
ing too  many  novels  wherein  Jeeves 
descends  into  the  cellar  and  reappears 
bearing  a  cool,  dust-caked  bottle  of 
Chateau  Margaux,  1914.  Most  of  us  have 
a  clothes  closet  or  a  place  under  the 
stairs  but  no  Jeeves.  Certainly  a  50° 
cellar  is  ideal  and  I  wish  I  had  one — but 
I'll  say  this:  I've  lost  few  bottles  to 
temperature,  even  over  hot  summers.  I 
simply  leave  the  bottles  absolutely  quiet 
(I  don't  need  many  big  reds  in  hot  sum- 
mer months  anyhow)  and  they  survive. 
Wines  are  not  as  delicate  as  some  people 
make  out.  If  you're  one  for  "laying  down," 
play  it  safe — rent  a  locker  in  an  air-con- 
ditioned warehouse  or  talk  your  retailer 
into  holding  cases  for  you  for  a  charge. 

11.  All  wines  should  be  kept  lying 
on  their  sides. 

As  is  usual,  there  is  some  truth  in  this 
statement,  but  it  should  not  be  made  a 
blanket  rule.  Fortified  wines — sherries, 
ports,  Madeiras,  etc. — shouldn't  be  prone. 
When  a  bottle  lies  on  its  side,  the  con- 
tents immerse  the  cork  and  keep  it  wet, 
swollen    and    tight    in    the    bottle    neck. 


Important,  because  air  is  death  to  un- 
opened wine.  This  applies  only  to  the 
so-called  "table  wines"  of  9  to  14% 
alcohol.  The  fortified  wines — sherries, 
ports,  Madeiras — should  be  kept  stand- 
ing up.  That's  because  brandy  has  been 
added  to  "fortify"  the  wine  to  18  to  21% 
alcohol.  That's  enough  to  eat  away  at 
the  cork — not  during  a  night,  but  over 
a  long  period.  With  the  bottle  standing, 
the  liquid  does  not  touch  the  cork. 

A  word  about  screw  caps.  No  need  ever 
to  "lay  down"  patent-stopped  bottles. 
Metal  doesn't  shrink.  Incidentally,  a  screw 
enclosure  isn't  necessarily  a  quality  put- 
down.  Screw-cap  wines  can  be  quite  re- 
spectable. All  the  cap  means  is  "Drink 
me  soon — I'm  ready  when  you  are." 
12.  Leftover  wine  won  t  keep. 

It  won't  keep  a  very  long  time — table 
wine,  that  is — but  it  won't  die  on  the  spot, 
either.  An  unfinished  red  or  white,  re- 
corked  and  placed  in  a  refrigerator  will 
keep  two  or  three  days  without  too  much 
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loss  of  flavor.  If  you're  serving  a  jug  wine, 
here's  a  tip  I  find  works  very  well.  Decant 
the  gallon  into  five  "fiftns"  and  cork 
tightly.  By  so  doing  you  reduce  the 
amount  of  air  in  contact  with  the  wine — 
far  less  than  if  you  just  keep  pouring 
from  the  jug. 

Another  thing,  fortified  wines  won't 
keep  forever  as  some  people  think.  Once 
opened,  your  port,  sherry  and  Madeira 
begin  to  deteriorate,  albeit  slowly.  After 
a  few  months,  opened  or  in  a  decanter, 
these  seemingly  indestructible  wines 
definitely  show  signs  of  age.  I  find  it  pays 
to  keep  them  in  the  refrigerator  between 
drinks.  Take  them  out  long  enough  in  ad- 
vance to  warm  up  if  you  don't  relish  a 
chilly   Port  or  frigid   Bristol  Cream. 

So  now  we  have  laid  to  rest  (on  their 
sides,  of  course)  a  dozen  misconceptions. 
Hopefully,  you'll  find  our  exploration  help- 
ful, but,  alas,  for  every  myth  exposed, 
two  will  rise  in  its  place.  In  Vino,  there 
is  not  always  Veritas!  ■

In  Paris,  a  big  hate  campaign 
is  on  against  the  new  Centre 
d'Arts  Georges  Pompidou.  Its 
exposed  pipes  and  glassy  walls 
are  too  ai^anf  for  the  old  guard, 
and  even  avantists  complain  that 
it  doesn't  look  the  way  a 
museum  should.  Whether  it  is 
or  is   not   a  masterpiece,   only 
time  will  tell,  but  it  calls  to  mind 
similar  rumpuses  of  the  past  that 
ended  in  acclaim  for  the 
despised.  Consider  Frank  Lloyd 
Wright   reviled,   the  one-time 
public  outrage  at  Matisse, 
Rouault  and  Dufy,  Wagner  dis- 
missed  as  caterwauling   and 
Madama  Butterfly  booed  at  its 
premiere.  Chiefly,  we  are 
reminded  of  the  naughty  human 
tendency  to  instant  love-hate 
reactions  and  their  attendant 
pitfalls — nowhere  more  notice- 
able than  in  our  attitudes  toward 
the  design  we  choose  to  live 
with.  Whatever  does  not  speak 
immediately  to  the  heart  is 
hated,  and  whatever  jibes  neatly 
with  our  locked-in  prejudices  is 
loved.  We  embattle  ourselves  as 
traditionalists  or  modernists, 
lovers  of  yellow,  haters  of  pink; 
we  wouldn't  give  this  thing  house 
room,  but  we  adore  that.  And, 
behaving  this  way,  we  can  freeze 
ourselves  and  our  surroundings 


into  permanent  status  quo — a 
duil,  changeless  limbo  as  wear- 
ing on  the  spirit  as  on  the  eye. 
Needed  is  the  application  of  the 
"Yes,  but"  factor — which  is 
nothing  more  than  a  willingness 
to  examine  the  values  of  what 
we're  not  all  that  crazy  about, 
which  is,  of  course,  precisely 
what  some  other  people  love. 
Surprising  things  can  happen 
when  we  give  our  prejudices 
a  good,  long  look.  Former  love 
objects  may  suddenly  seem 
banal,  and  what  we  thought  we 
hated  may  have  a  lot  to  be  said 
for  it.  Try  and  see.  For  a  prac- 
tice "Yes,  but"  run,  peruse  this 
issue,  replete  with  design  news, 
much  of  it  poles  apart,  according 
to  your  predilections.  Here,  right 
off  an  artist's  easel,  are  surreal 
landscapes  interpreted  in  fabric 
and  wallcoverings,  but  there's 
also  a  house  furnished  stem  to 
stern  in  choice  antiques.  A  20- 
year-old  ranch  house  is  revital- 
ized by  the  opening  of  minds 
and  spaces.  You  can  explore  the 
intrinsic  importance  of  fine 
china,  crystal  and  sterling  and 
the  settings  they  create.  And. 
anticipating  the  holidays,  there's 
a  plethora  of  gifts  and  wrappings 
that  might  well  change  your 
whole  philosophy  of  gift-giving.

Ed/tor  RUTH  WEIL  r  Rarely,  surely  not  in  recent 
years,  has  such  bold,  provocative  innovation 
come  to  interior  design  as  the  patterning  shown 
on  these  10  pages  and  on  our  cover.  Here  is  fine 
art,  not  to  be  framed  and  hung  on  a  wall,  but 
to  mural  whole  walls  and  to  be  used  wherever 
fabric  is  called  for.  The  artist  is  Chvotzkin, 
whose  esoteric,  totally  personal  concepts  of  the 
universe,  done  in  oil  on  canvas,  so  caught  the 
imagination  of  Richard  Kirkham,  president  of 
Kirk-Brummel  Associates,  that  the  firm  commis- 
sioned a  series  of  similarly  cosmic  paintings 
which  are  now  interpreted  in  this  iconoclastic 
collection  of  wallpapers  and  fabrics,  called 
"Mindscapes."  This  is  shadow  and  substance 
joined,  the  ethereal  captured  and  made  a  palp- 
able part  of  decorative  materials,  pattern  to  be 
sensed  as  well  as  seen  for  its  deeper  meanings.

Appropriately  dreamlike,  floating 
across  the  bedroom  walls  (above)  in 
this  Manhattan  apartment  in  a  myste- 
rious patterning  are  the  ridges, 
valleys  and  shadowy  lights  of  "The 
Back  of  the  Moon,"  its  conformations 
in  salmon  to  ashes  of  roses  precise- 
ly as  the  artist's  inner  eye  perceives 
them.  "I  was  given  free  rein,"  says 
Chvotzkin,  "to  express  facets  of  the 


universe  as  l  sense  it.  These  things 
come  out  of  my  mind — hence  the  title 
— they  are  fantasies,  nothing  specific, 
the  essence  of  landscape,  whether 
it's  moon,  mountain,  sea  or  desert. 
They  are  how  I  feel,  how  their  look 
comes  to  me."  What  is  particularly 
remarkable  about  this  arresting  pat- 
tern is  the  effect  of  expanded  space 
it  gives  to  a  small  room.  Its  floating 


quality     is     repeated     in     prismatic, 
broken  stripes  of  "Spheres  of  Light," 
the  fabric  covering  chairs,  bed  and 
the    roll-up    quilt    that    serves    as    a 
bolster.  Bed  is  a  firm  mattress  on  a 
platform  carpeted,   like  the  floor,   in 
Saxony's   "Treadford."

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On  the  walls  of  this  sitting 
room  and  study  (above  and 
left)  "Ancient  Harmonies" 
reveals  the  tawny,  earthy, 
rugged  impressions  the  art- 
ist feels  for  the  world's  des- 
ert places,  mesas  and  sun- 
baked plateaus.  The  warm 
pattern  suggests  the  tropi- 
cal, underscored  here  by 
basketry,  a  rattan-bound  ta- 
ble and  a  sisal  rug.  Sofa 
and  armchair  upholstery 
echoes  the  wall  art,  the  pat- 
tern compacted  into  irregu- 
lar, very  usable  stripes.  In 
the  dining  area  of  the  living 
room  (right),  blue-and-green, 
pink-crested  waves  undulate 
across  the  walls  in  "Sea 
Shadows,"  a  play  on  the 
shapes  and  colors  of  ocean 
water.  Dining  here  is  innova- 
tive, space-saving:  diners  sit 
on  benches  at  a  Formica 
block  table  by  Keller-Wil- 
liams; an  antique  Chinese 
chow  table  holds  wine;  buf- 
fet shelf  is  built  in  along  the 
window.  Window  screen  is  a 
plastic  air-conditioner  grid. 
All  other  furniture  by  Selig. 
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"Painting  is  the  only  thing  I  know  how  to  do  and  like  to  do,"  Chvotzkin 
says.  He  is  what  the  world  calls  a  "serious"  artist,  but  dislikes  the  limita- 
tions of  the  appellation.  "I  never  think  in  terms  of  that  snobbish  attitude 
that  pits  the  'serious'  artist  versus  the  commercial  artist.  The  only  way  an 
artist  can  express  himself  is  in  his  work  and  I  do  a  lot  of  work,  whether 
it's  motivated  by  me  or  someone  else.  I've  done  magazine  illustration 
and  now  this  fabric  and  wallcovering  collection.  It  incorporates  two  ele- 
ments I  really  enjoy  working  with — it's  a  complete  immersion  in  color 
and  form — what  I  love  best."  Eleven  years  ago  he  gave  up  teaching  art  to 
do  "something  people  say  you  shouldn't  do — try  to  make  a  living  as  an 
artist."  In  that  time  his  work  has  gone  through  many  areas  of  expression 
and  development — figurative,  hard-edge,  geometric — and  at  the  moment, 
he  is  thoroughly  bemused  by  the  freedom  and  flexibility  of  natural  forms, 
interpreted  in  these  "landscapes"  of  the  cosmos.  "What  these  things  are 
actually  called  is  the  last  thing  on  my  mind.  The  whole  experience  is  get- 
ting them  down  on  canvas."  Chvotzkin  is  married,  the  father  of  two,  and 
lives  in  Florida.  His  wife,  Nancy,  is  his  business  agent,  the  one  who 
brought  his  work  to  Kirk  Brummel's  attention.  "She  balances  me  out." 
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These  unique  cosmic  landscapes, 
with  metaphysical  overtones  for 
those  who  choose  to  regard  them 
as  other  than  fascinating,  fresh- 
look  additions  to  the  home  fur- 
nishings market,  are  break- 
throughs in  themselves.  This  is 
certainly  not  material  for  herd- 
followers.  But  no  less  a  break- 
through was  Kirk-Brummel's  ac- 
complishment in  translating  fine 
art  into  wallcoverings  and  fabrics, 
despite  the  restrictions  that  manu- 
facturing processes  presented. 
Chvotzkin  was  made  aware  of 
what  inks,  pigments  and  printing 
rollers  could  do — a  learning  ex- 
perience he  found  thoroughly  re- 
warding— but  after  that,  he  was 
on  his  own.  "It's  an  artist's  color 
palette,"  he  says.  "I  worked  and 
reworked  it  to  fit  the  manufactur- 
ing requirements.  I  designed  a 
series  of  colorways,  from  neutral, 
subtle,  pastel  colors  to  the  vivid 
Gauguin  kind  of  thing — all  direct- 
ly from  my  own  palette.  But  in  no 
way  did  I  feel  that  my  own  free- 
dom of  expression  was  stultified 
when  I  put  these  colors  on  can- 
vas." Most  of  the  "Mindscapes" 
wallcovering  patterns  are  bold,  ar- 
resting and,  although  Chvotzkin 
makes  no  claim  to  being  a  wall- 
paper or  fabric  designer,  they  all

have  a  spatial  lightness  receding 
from  darker  pattern — a  well- 
known  optical  effect  that  tends  to 
"open  up"  a  room  in  which  it  is 
used.  See  this  proven  in  this 
living  room.  "Mountains  of  the 
Moon,"  a  strong  pattern  suggest- 
ing moonlight  on  mountains  afloat 
in  outer  space,  does  not  over- 
whelm the  eye  or  spirit.  On  the 
contrary,  the  areas  of  white  in 
contrast  to  the  striations  of  ethe- 
real blues  and  green-blues,  create 
a  feeling  of  airy  spaciousness.  The 
allied  fabric  pattern  is  a  slight  re- 
duction of  the  wallpaper  design, 
a  compaction  of  the  bold  wall  art 
that  puts  it  into  more  usable  scale 
as  a  covering  for  furniture.  (Turn" 
back  a  page  and  see  how  com- 
patibly this  pattern  relates  to  "Sea 
Shadows"  used  in  the  dining  area 
of  this  room.)  A  decorating  device 
that  enhances  the  wide-open  qual- 
ity of  the  room  and  gives  it  an 
interesting  change  in  plane  is  the 
raised  platform  {above)  continu- 
ing the  overall  carpeting.  Two 
chairs,  put  together  as  a  sofa,  form 
a  separate  seating  group.  Cover- 
ing the  windows,  a  sheer  light-fil- 
tering version  of  "Mountains  of  the 
Moon"  is  stretched  on  three  slid- 
ing panels.  All  upholstered  furni- 
ture, by  Selig.  Occasional  tables, 
by  Karl  Springer.  Carpeting,  by 
Saxony.  All  fabrics,  by  Kirk-Brum- 
mel.  The  "Mindscapes"  collection 
includes  nine  wallpapers  on 
Acrylitone,  a  washable  paper. 
For  use  as  upholstery,  slipcovers 
or  draperies,  there  are  eight  fab- 
ric patterns  printed  on  cotton, 
and  54  inches  wide.  Chvotzkin's 
work  is  shown  at  the  Jockey  Club 
Art  Gallery  in  Miami.  During  this 
month,  Chvotzkin's  original  "Mind- 
scapes" art  and  the  wallpaper/ 
fabric  collection  are  displayed  in 
the  studio  of  Dorothy  Lerner  in 
Philadelphia.  The  collection  is 
also  specially  featured  in  stores 
of  W  &  J  Sloane  in  New  York  City;

Chvotzkin's  highly  original,  untrammeled  forms 
may  puzzle  the  literal-minded,  but  for  those  who 
enjoy  pure  color  and  line  as  visual  pleasures  in 
themselves,  no  explanations  are  needed.  They  will 
take  their  own  message  from  the  patterning.  To 
some,  the  lively  vibrance  of  "Avatar,"  shown  in  the 
living  room  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Larry  Williams,  might 
suggest  wind,  the  flight  of  birds,  flame,  earth- 
quake. To  Chvotzkin  it  is  a  summation  of  his 
impressions  of  nature — his  expression  of  the  es- 
sence of  the  movement  and  force  in  the  universe. 
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Larry  Williams,  ASID,  is 
president  and  chief  design- 
er of  Keller-Williams,  mak- 
ers of  choice  furniture  and 
based  in  Oklahoma  City. 
This  is  his  New  York  pied-a- 
terre,  a  standard  apartment 
to  which  he  has  given  great 
distinction  by  his  inventive 
use  of  Kirk-Brummel  "Mind- 
scapes"  and  his  own  furni- 
ture design.  Here,  in  the  liv- 
ing room,  the  patterning  is 
"Avatar,"  swirled  in  earthy 
beige,  bone,  white  and  dus- 
ty pink.  A  wall  (opposite)  is 
"hung"  with  furniture — For- 
mica-framed light-box  end 
tables  topped  with  frosted 
glass,  which  are  lighting  fix- 
tures in  themselves,  and  a 
floating  sofa,  set  in  a  side- 
ighted  niche  sheathed  in 
the  same  camel-color  flan- 
nel as  the  upholstery.  The 
uncarpeted  floors  are  fin- 
ished in  the  same  pickled 
oak  antiquing  used  on  furni- 
ture. Williams,  who  is  some- 
thing of  an  authority  on 
furniture  finishes,  did  the 
exacting  job  himself.  The 
cocktail  table,  lacquered  to 
get  a  crackled  eggshell  ef- 
fect, is  what  the  Williamses 
call  their  "Grable  table"  be- 
cause they  like  its  legs. 
Covered  in  "Avatar,"  two 
amusing  poufy  ottomans 
that  look  like  men  from 
Mars,  or  octopuses,  are  in- 
dispensable mobile  seating 
units,  gliding  around  on 
casters.  Windows  are  hung 
with  Levolor  blinds,  draped 
with  "Avatar"  (above), 
which  is  also  used  for  in- 
terior portieres  (below  left). 


More  camel  flannel  appears 
on  the  corner  banquettes, 
reflected  in  a  mirrored  hex- 
agonal table.  Armchair  is  a 
French  antique.  In  the  din- 
ing room  (below  right)  the 
table  cantilevers  from  a 
false  wall  devised  by  Wil- 
liams to  hide  service  doors. 
Drawers  in  table  pedestal 
hold  flatware.  Area  rug  in

this  country — to  be 
looked  at  and  admired,  but 
not  lived  in,  and  it's  safe  to 
say  that  very,  very  few  of 
them  can  match,  in  the  qual- 
ity of  their  treasures,  the  daily- 
life  goods  and  chattels  in  the 
home  of  Carl  Barnes  in  Win- 
ston-Salem, N.C.  Give  or  take 
the  kitchen,  baths,  necessary 
electronic  devices  and  a  few 
superfine  reproductions,  the 
house  is  furnished  in  toto 
with  antiques  he  has  been  col- 
lecting over  the  many  years. 
The  genre  is  chiefly  18th  cen- 
tury, including  many  Colonial 
American  regional  pieces.  By 
chance  Barnes  acquired  his 
house  and  by  chance  he  hap- 
pened upon  the  18th-century 
paneling  and  woodwork  from

The  stretcher-base,  splay-legged  pine 
table  retains  traces  of  its  one-time 
paint,  as  do  the  North  Carolina  con- 
tinuous-back Windsor  chair  and  an- 


other Windsor,  from  early  New  Eng- 
land. A  hanging  bible  box  holds  a 
lamp;  a  200-year-old  pine  miniature 
blanket  box  serves  as  end  table  to 
the  velvet  and  leather  armchair.  Drap- 
eries are  handmade  crewel;  flame- 
stitch  sofa  fabric,  dense  as  a  rug, 
was  handloomed  in  France  for  Brun- 
schwig  &  Fils.  The  wood  paneling 
was  given  a  traditional  18th-century 
color,  "Raleigh  Tavern  Green  "  from 
Martin-Senour's  Colonial  Williams- 
burg   collection    of    interior    paints. 
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The  barn  that  fur- 
nished the  total  wood- 
work for  the  game 
room  in  the  Barnes 
house  was  built  in 
North  Carolina,  circa 
1800.  Wood  is  oak, 
the  weather-s  ide, 
grayish  brown  lumber 
turned  inward;  the 
ceiling  is  part  of  the 
old  loft,  the  mantel- 
piece log  one  of  the 
old  barn's  salvages. 
Barnes  had  the  pieces 
numbered  and  put  to- 
gether again  so  that 
all  joints  fit  and  cred- 
its his  contractor, 
Harvey  Stimpson  Jr., 
with  the  slick  reas- 
semblage.  The  uphol- 
stered furniture  is 
contemporary,  but  the 
Hitchcock  chair  and 
stretcher-base  table 
are  old,  still  in  use. 
Hearth  and  floors  are 
old,  handmade  brick. 
At  the  hearthside  a 
copper  apple  butter 
kettle  holds  wood  and 
a  pierced-top,  former- 
ly church-going  foot- 
warmer  adds  old-time 
atmosphere.  Mantel- 
piece ship,  between 
"wedding  ring"  can- 
dlesticks, is  a  19th- 
century  model  of  a 
New  England  schoon- 
er. Sofas  are  built 
into  each  side  of  the 
fireplace.  Old  barn 
doors  (above  right) 
act  as  shutters.  Wall 
decoration  here  is  a 
working  model  of  an 
English  sailing  ship, 
and  on  the  adjacent 
wall  there's  a  new 
and  working  chord 
organ.  All  the  house 
gets  lots  of  use — a 
crowd  of  150  guests 
is  not  infrequent.  Says 
Barnes,  "Some  col- 
lectors don't  use  their 
things — I  don't  collect 
anything  other  than 
what  I  need  and  can 
use."  He  also  thinks, 
"There  is  a  striking 
similarity  in  the  func- 
tional character  of 
contemporary  furni- 
ture and  furnishings 
of  the  past.  Both,"  he 
says,  "reflect  an  hon- 
est application  and 
use  of  materials." 
This  room  also  houses 
his  collection  of  19th- 
century  lanterns.  The 
Welsh  dresser  (right) 
in  yew  wood  has  a 
row  of  knife  drawers 
on  top,  and  displays 
a  collection  of  pewter 
and  more  of  his 
queensware.

Deft  remodeling  and  new 

furnishings  revitalize  a 

typical  post-war 

suburban  ranch  house 


By  SUSAN  GRANT  LEWIN  '  ]  Is  there 
hope  for  the  typical  suburban  ranch 
house?  Can  these  mundane  designs  be 
personalized  to  justify  their  inflated 
prices?  Can  these  post-World  War  II 
structures  get  the  facelifting  necessary 
to  satisfy  those  who  would  prefer 
custom  housing?  These  were  some  of 
the  questions  that  ran  through  the  minds 
of  a  young  professional  couple 
when  they  purchased  this  house  on 
eastern  Long  Island.  After  all.  they 
reasoned,  it  was  close  to  the  city  and 
the  site,  once  part  of  a  large  estate,  was 
lush  with  unusual  foliage.  They  called  in 
Architects  Jane  Siris  and  Peter  Coombs 
of  New  York  City  to  update  the  house.

□  Old  friends  gather  for  dinner 
in  a  New  Jersey  home.  "I've  mixed  up  some  Piha 
Coladas,"  says  the  host.  "Would  you  like  to  try  one 
of  those  or  something  else?"  "Oh,  I'll  try  a  Piha 
Colada,"  says  the  guest.  "Did  you  make  it  all  your- 
self or  use  one  of  the  mixes?"  "This  I  made  myself, 
using  the  canned  coconut  milk,  of  course,  but  I 
usually  keep  a  couple  of  those  mixes  on  hand  for 
some  drinks — you  never  know  what  you'll  be  asked 
for  these  days."  Variations  on  this  dialogue  have 
probably  been  repeated  a  million  times  in  the  past 
few  years.  The  only  difference  here  is  that  we  were 
the  guest  and  our  host,  also  a  writer,  grinned 
broadly  as  he  answered — he's  used  to  our  questions 
about   his   drinks   and   what   went    into   them. 
Our  friend  is  right:  You  may  hear  requests  for  all 


sorts  of  exotic  drinks  these  days — and  the  wealth  of 
packaged,  bottled  and  canned  mixes  or  pre- 
mixed  cocktails  can  get  you  smoothly  through 
almost  any  entertaining  situation,  especially  if  you 
never  even  thought  about  buying  coconut  milk. 
They  also  can  help  if  you're  planning  an  outing  to 
a  spot  where  you  can't  set  up  a  complete  bar,  if  you 
want  to  have  Ditchers  of  premixed  drinks  ready 
for  a  large  party  or  if  you  just  plain  don't  want  to 
fool  with  the  folderol  of  mixing  when  you  come 
home  for  an  evening  Daiquiri  or  Whiskey  Sour.  In 
packets,  in  bottles,  in  cans,  ready  for  you  to  add 
liquor  to  or  totally  ready-mixed,  there's  an  amazing 
array  of  products  to  choose  from.  And  if  it's  been  a 
while  since  you've  tried  what  is  available,  you  may 
find  that  you  are  in  for  some  real  taste  surprises. 


The  packaged  mixes 

General  comments:  Boxed  in  one-serving 
packets,  the  dry  mixes  offer  the  ultimate 
in  portability  and  leaves-no-leftovers  con- 
venience. But  before  you  pick  up  a  box 
and  go,  check  the  directions;  with  some, 
you  will  need  to  have  sugar,  as  well  as 
water  (or  milk),  liquor  and  ice  ready  for 
mixing.  You  also  should  have  a  shaker  of 
some  sort  (a  clean  jar  with  a  lid  will  do); 
some  are  very  difficult  to  mix  by  stirring. 
Two  major  brands — Holland  House  and 
Party  Tyme — are  sold  nationally  and  we 
concentrated  on  those.  In  most  areas,  you 
will  also  find  other  brands  marketed  on  a 
local  or  regional  basis.  We  would  note, 
too,  that  to  give  the  drinks  the  toughest 
test  possible,  we  used  only  a  minimal  one 
ice  cube  to  give  a  slight  chill  to  each. 
Many  of  the  tastes  or  flavors  we  did  not 
like  will  not  be  as  readily  apparent  if  the 
drinks  are  served  with  lots  of  ice. 
Pina  Colada — We  had  superb  drinks  from 
both  the  Holland  House  and  Party  Tyme 
mixes,  the  Holland  House  especially  so 
rich  in  coconut  flavor  that  we  almost  ex- 
pected to  see  flecks  of  coconut  floating 
in  it.  We  fault  both  for  not  specifying  light 
or  dark  rum  and  Party  Tyme  for  saying  to 
add  either  rum  or  vodka  without  indicating 
•  that  the  results  would  taste  different. 
Sours — We  preferred  the  depth  of  taste  in 
the  Party  Tyme  Whiskey  Sour,  nicely  bal- 
anced in  citrus-fruitiness  and  sweetness, 
but  the  Holland  House  Whiskey  Sour  was 
satisfactory.  A  Bar-Tender's  Instant  Whis- 
ky Sour  Mix  produced  a  drink  with 
chemical  nose  and  little  taste  but  a  boom- 
ing citrus  aftertaste.  Holland  House  Vodka 
Sour  (White  Sour)  gave  a  drink  smooth 
and     most     pleasing     in     every     respect. 


Bloody  Mary — Holland  House  stands  alone 
here,  but  the  taste  was  dominated  by 
spiciness.  Both  when  tested  at  room 
temperature  and  when  re'rigerated,  the 
drink  tended  to  separate  relatively  quickly; 
if  you  should  use  this  mix  for  a  pitcher 
of  drinks,  be  sure  to  stir  often. 
Screwdriver — Again  Holland  House  had 
the  sole  offering.  The  drink  was  pleasant 
enough,  but  the  flavor  was  a  citrusy  blend 
rather  than  oranges. 

Gimlets — Party  Tyme  produces  a  drink 
with  darker  coloring,  closer  to  what  we 
expect  in  a  Vodka  Gimlet.  We  also  pre- 
ferred its  taste — although  it  is  actually  too 
sweet  for  our  liking — because  the  Holland 
House  Gimlet  had  a  faint  synthetic  note. 
Wallbanger — Offered  only  by  Holland 
House,  the  drink  had  a  flavor  close  to  ttiat 
of  from-scratch  Wallbangers  but  a  some- 
what powdery  aftertaste.  Serve  with  lots 
of  ice,  in  a  glass  or  a  pitcher. 
Tom  Collins — An  absolute  success  for 
both  of  the  big  producers,  from  clean, 
fresh  nose  to  clean,  fresh  taste.  We  used 
gin  and  about  4  ounces  of  club  soda  per 
drink,  found  that  they'd  be  good  candi- 
dates for  pitcher  drinks  with  only  an  oc- 
casional stirring. 

Daiquiris — In  straight  Daiquiris,  Party 
Tyme's  taste  was  sweeter  but  truer,  al- 
though, again,  the  package  did  not 
specify  dark  or  light  rum.  Holland  House 
Banana  Daiquiri  had  a  marvelous  banana 
aroma  but  an  overly  sweet,  slightly  chem- 
ical taste.  We  think  it  might  be  more  suc- 
cessful if  used  to  make  a  Frozen  Banana 
Daiquiri  (instructions  are  on  the  package). 
All  three  examples  held  up  well  and 
should  need  only  occasional  stirring  if 
served  in  pitchers. 

Mai  Tai — The  taste  of  the  Holland  House 
drink  was  overwhelmed  by  a  vanilla  nose 


and  while  the  flavor  was  citrusy,  there  was 
nothing  distinctive.  The  Party  Tyme  ver- 
sion was  deeper  gold  in  color. 
Tequila  Sunrise — Both  major  lines  pro- 
duced drinks  with  powdery  taste  and  no 
discernible  flavor.  Make  sure  your  Sun- 
rises are  served  very  cold. 
Margarita — Holland  House's  version  far 
outshone  the  Party  Tyme  in  balance  of 
flavors  and  overall  taste,  although  those 
who  like  a  "puckery"  Margarita  can  enjoy 
the  Party  Tyme  one. 

The  Pussycat — Originated  by  the  makers 
of  Early  Times  Bourbon,  this  drink  is  also 
now  available  as  a  dry  mix  from  Bar- 
Tender's.  We  thought  we'd  like  it  better 
with  less  Bourbon  than  is  called  for.  but 
its  slightly  citrus  flavor  is  pleasant  enough. 
Mint  Julep — You'll  have  to  stir  hard  to  dis- 
solve this  Holland  House  mix,  but  once 
you  do,  you'll  have  a  fantastic  drink.  The 
aroma  is  perhaps  more  pepperminty  than 
plain  mint,  but  still  delightful — especially 
if  you  chill  a  serving  glass  of  crushed  ice, 
in  the  Julep  tradition. 

After-dinner  drinks — These  Holland  House 
milk-based  drinks  tend  to  separate  rather 
quickly,  so  you  might  want  to  serve  them 
with  little  stirrers  for  those  who  like  to 
linger  over  their  drinks.  Brandy  Alexander 
mix  made  into  most  appealing  drinks, 
both  as  an  Alexander  and  as  a  Brown 
Cow,  and  instructions  are  quite  clear  for 
making  both.  The  Grasshopper  had  a 
strong  mint  nose  but  nicely  balanced 
taste.  Surprisingly,  when  the  Grasshopper 
mix  was  used  for  a  Mint  Cow — with  more 
milk  and  a  dab  of  ice  cream — the  minti- 
ness  seemed  almost  too  strong.  Pink 
Squirrel  was  not  as  good:  Its  flavors  had 
a  powdery,  fake  cherry  sense  and  no  hint 
of  the  almond  that  we  had  expected  to

Do  not  let  it  stand  for  any  length  of  time  or 
it  will  thin  out.  Spoon  over  the  coconut 
and   serve   immediately.  ■

SIX-LAYER  MOCHA  CAKE 

By  JACQUES  PEPIN  D  In  France,  a 
mocha  cake  is  served  with  tea  or  coffee 
in  the  afternoon.  But  in  this  country  it  is 
frequently  served  as  a  dessert.  Use  a 
basic  genoise  (see  House  Beautiful. 
August.  1977)  or  any  sponge  cake  as  the 
base.  To  make  a  six-layer  mocha  cake, 
bake  in  two  cake  pans  (8  by  11?  inches 
each),  as  this  makes  it  easier  to  split  each 
cake.  Baked  in  advance  of  preparation, 
the  cakes  will  slice  more  easily. 

Traditionally,  a  mocha  cake  is  iced 
with  coffee-flavored  butter  cream.  To 
moisten  the  layers  before  icing,  you  will 
need  about  1  cup  of  strong,  hot  coffee, 
sweetened  and  flavored  with  dark  rum  or 
Grand  Marnier. 

Recipes  for  Rum  Syrup  and  Coffee 
Butter  Cream  appear  on   page  212. 


1.  Trim  the  cakes  so  the  tops  are  flat  and 

lyers  are  the   same   height.

D.  Holding  the  cake  flat  in  one  hand,  take 
a  handful  of  crumbs  in  the  other  and  coai 
the  sides  with  the  crumbs. 


7.  Place  the  cake  on  a  serving  plate.  Inl 
sert  a  fluted  tube  inside  your  pastry  bal 
and  fill  with  the  remaining  cream.  Decl 
orate  the  top  as  your  fancy  dictates.  Rel 
frigerate  the  cake  and  serve  cold,  a  sma| 
wedge  to  each  person.

Hot  drinks — We  tested  two  by  Party  Tyme 
and  both  were  sensational.  The  Hot  Toddy 
was  perhaps  a  little  spicier  than  a  plain 
toddy  should  be,  but  good.  The  Hot  But- 
tered Rum  was  excellent,  with  a  tasty 
spiciness  underlying  its  buttery  smooth- 
ness (you  add  the  butter).  Once  more,  we 
will  complain  about  this  firm's  just  saying 
to  add  "rum,  whiskey  or  brandy,"  without 
distinguishing  between  the  results.  (No, 
we  didn't  try  to  make  a  Hot  Buttered 
Brandy;  we're  not  sure  what  it  would  be 
like.)  A  major  problem:  Neither  drink  filled 
an  average-size  mug,  but  two  packets  of 
mix  gives  more  than  enough  for  one  mug. 
Plan  on  using  two  packages  and  mixing 
the  drink  in  a  small  mixing  bowl,  then  fill- 
ing your  mug.  (We  have  in  the  past  been 
served  hot  drinks,  especially  Gluhwein 
variations,  made  with  other  mixes  and 
thought  them  satisfactory.  We  could  find 
none  of  these,  possibly  because  our  test- 
ing had  to  be  done  several  months  before 
hot-drinks  season  arrived.) 

A  good  way  to  test  several  mixes  on 
your  own  is  with  the  Holland  House 
Variety  Pak,  boxed  with  two  packages 
each  of  mixes  for  Wallbanger,  Pink  Squir- 
rel, Vodka  Sour,  Alexander  and  Grass- 
hopper. Holland  House  will  also  soon  be 
introducing  two  new  powdered  mixes — a 
Strawberry  Margarita  and  a  Strawberry 
Sting  (a  sort  of  strawberry  sour,  to  be 
made  with  Canadian  whiskey) — later  this 
year.  But  samples  were  not  yet  ready 
when  we  did  our  tastings  for  this  story. 


The  bottled  mixes 

General  comments:  Easy  mixability — 
that's  the  great  asset  of  the  liquid  mixes. 
Since  you  are  adding  liquid  to  liquid, 
most  can  be  blended  nicely  by  stirring  or 
by  shaking.  And  with  just  a  bit  of  arith- 
metic, it's  also  quite  simple  to  use  the 
bottled  mixes  as  bases  for  punch  bowl  or 
pitcher  quantities,  with  everything  pouring 
out  of  the  one  bottle  except  the  liquor, 
the  ice  and  any  garnishes  you  might  wish 
to  add.  You'll  find  numerous  other  Bloody 
Mary  mixes  all  over  the  country,  and  per- 
haps a  few  others  in  local  or  regional 
distribution,  but  in  the  main,  this  market 
belongs  to  Holland  House. 
The  Bloody  Marys:  Holland  House  Bloody 
Mary  Mix  was  just  a  bit  bland  and  a  little 
thin.  Mr  and  Mrs  T  Bloody  Mary  Mix  had 
more  depth  to  its  tomato  flavor  and  an  all- 
around  better  balance.  Sacramento  Bloody 
Mary  Mix  (sold  in  small  cans,  each  con- 
taining the  mix  for  one  51/2  -ounce  serving) 
tasted  only  of  tomato  paste,  without  any 
other  flavoring  coming  through.  But  we'd 
say  any  of  these  could  be  offered  guests 
who  like  light  Bloody  Marys  or  like  to  add 
their  own  Worcestershire,  Tabasco  or 
lemon  juice.  Be  warned,  though:  The 
Sacramento  mix  contained  not  one  word 
about  how  much  vodka  to  add.  You'll  have 
to  experiment  to  find  the  right  proportions 
— rather  a  nuisance  especially  when 
you're  trying  to  mix  up  a  pitcher-full. 

If  you  like  highly  seasoned  Bloody 
Marys,  try  the  Holland  House  Smooth  'n 
Spicy  or  Extra  Tangy  mixes.  Smooth  'n 
Spicy  produces  a  drink  that  is  just  that, 
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a  flavorful  blend  with  spicy-hot  bite.  Extra 
Tangy  makes  a  Bloody  Mary  that  is  saucy 
without  being  so  hot,  has  just  a  scent  of 
celery  to  its  nose.  (We  preferred  one;  our 
tasting  partner  preferred  the  other;  it's  all 
a  matter  of  the  kind  of  drink  you  like  or 
want  to  serve  your  guests.) 
The  outstanding  successes:  These  mixes, 
all  by  Holland  House,  sum  up  for  us  the 
best  reasons  for  using  the  mixes — to 
make  quickly  and  easily  good-tasting  ver- 
sions of  unusual  or  complicated  drinks. 
In  this  category,  we'd  recommend  the 
Daiquiri,  tart  and  rich,  definitely  not  too 
sweet;  the  Mai  Tai,  a  pleasantly  sweet, 
citrus  blend  with  tart  finish,  what  a  Mai 
Tai  should  offer  in  both  taste  and  bouquet; 
the  Pina  Colada,  a  good,  well-balanced 
drink  with  strong,  harmonious  coconut 
flavor;  the  Old  Fashioned,  sweet,  full, 
deep,  the  simplest  way  ever  to  get  that 
taste  without  the  bother  of  muddling 
sugar,  etc.;  the  Apricot  Sour  and  the 
Blackberry  Sour,  both  surprises  to  us,  be- 
cause we'd  expected  overly  sweet  con- 
coctions but  found  nicely  rounded  drinks 
that  would  be  excellent  pitcher  alternates 
to  Kir  or  Sangria;  the  Tom  Collins  (made 
with  gin  and  about  4  ounces  of  club  soda 
for  the  individual  drink),  brisk  and  re- 
freshing, with  just  the  right  amount  of 
citrus  flavor  to  be  another  good  candidate 
for  summer  pitchers. 

The  good  drinks — There  was  nothing 
wrong  with  the  drinks  made  with  the  Hol- 
land House  Dry  Martini,  Gimlet  or  Man- 
hattan mixes.  We  just  think  these  are 
so  simple  to  put  together  that  the  mixes 
are  not  necessary.  But  if  you'd  rather  use 
them,  you  should  find  (Continued)

these  satisfactory.  The  Martini  (about  four  parts  gin  to  one  part 
mix)  and  the  Gimlet  (also  using  gin)  were  a  little  perfumy  but 
we  think  that  was  from  the  gin  we  were  using,  not  the  mix.  The 
Manhattan  is  definitely  a  sweet  Manhattan. 

We  found  both  the  Whiskey  Sour  and  Low  Calorie  Whiskey 
Sour  drinks  were  too  tart  when  made  according  to  the  direc- 
tions. You  may  wish  to  counterbalance  this  with  more  whiskey 
or  with  sugar,  and  should  test  one  glass  before  mixing  up  a 
large  quantity.  (Sours  made  with  the  Low  Calorie  Whiskey  Sour 
mix  will  total  about  125  to  140  calories,  depending  on  the  type 
of  whiskey  as  compared  with  about  160  to  175  calories  for  a 
Sour  made  from  scratch.  The  label  clearly  lists  ingredients.) 
The  disappointments:  The  Margarita  was  thin,  somewhat  per- 
fumy and  didn't  have  that  biting  follow-through  we  enjoy  in  a 
Margarita.  The  Black  Russian's  coffee  flavoring  was  too  cloy- 
ingly  sweet;  be  sure  to  try  this  out  and/or  have  extra  vodka 
handy  if  you  serve  this  to  guests.  (We  suspect  it  might  be  better 
with  some  of  the  variations — adding  milk,  ice  cream,  etc. — 
given  on  the  label  but  we  didn't  test  those.)  The  Strawberry 
Sting,  in  the  liquid  version  of  this  new  Holland  House  entry,  was 
the  only  one  of  these  liquid  mixes  that  had  a  chemical,  artificial 
hint  to  it  (though  several  are  clearly  marked  as  being  made  with 
artificial  flavors).  To  be  fair:  We  were  tasting  a  lab  sample;  you 
really  should  try  the  final  formulation  for  yourself. 

On  a  shelf  close  to  Rose's  Lime  Juice,  we  found  a  product 
called  Mi-Lem  3  'n  1  Cocktail  Mix.  a  sweetened  lemon  mix. 
The  Whiskey  Sour.  Daiquiri  and  Collins  made  according  to  label 
instructions  were  all  imbalanced.  dominated  by  the  taste  of 
lemon  But  if  you  experiment  with  proportions,  you  might  find 
it  useful  in  a  Collins,  a  Sour  or  some  rum  punches.

H.M.  Specialties 


General  comments — The  premixed  cocktails  offer  the  ultimate 
in  chill-and-serve  convenience,  and  your  choices  are  growing 
wider  and  wider  If  we  had  been  able  to  test  one  of  every  drink 
in  every  line  now  on  the  market,  we'd  probably  have  had  an 
entire  lost  week  in  our  lives,  not  to  mention  what  that  amount 
of  between-drinks,  palate-clearing  crackers  and  water  would 
have  done  to  us.  But  since  all  kinds  will  not  be  available  in  all 
areas,  we've  settled  for  giving  you  a  broad  sampling  of  what  you 
might  find,  with  a  few  notes  at  the  end  on  other  specialties  that 
attracted  our  attention  but  weren't  on  the  shelves  where  we 
shopped.  In  general,  the  quality  is  high  and  the  drinks  tasty,  al- 
though we  thought  all  benefited  from  being  chilled  before 
opening  and  from  a  good,  hard  shaking. 

Sours — We  tried  three  Sours,  all  from  Schenley's  new  Cocktails 
for  Two  line,  attractively  packaged  in  200-milliliter  bottles  (6.8 
ounces)  with  a  plastic  wrapper  that  should  minimize  bottle- 
clanking  or  breakage  on  the  way  to  outdoor  outings.  Both  the 
Whiskey  Sour  and  the  Scotch  Sour  were  crisp  and  nicely  bal- 
anced: the  Apricot  Sour  was  less  true,  with  some  sort  of  nutti- 
ness  to  the  flavor  and  little  taste  of  apricot.  (All  are  25  proof.) 
Tequila  drinks — The  Cocktails  for  Two  Margarita  (25  proof)  was  a 
fair  Margarita  that  should  be  especially  pleasing  to  those  who 
don't  like  too  much  lime  tartness.  The  Club  Strawberry  Marga- 
rita (25  proof),  from  the  Heublein  line  sold  in  convenient  half- 
pint  cans,  had  good  strawberry  flavor,  nicely  countered  with 
tartness,  but  needs  a  good  stirring  or  shaking  to  prevent  a  slight 
powderiness  from  showing.  Old  Mr.  Boston  Strawberry  Marga- 
rita (25  proof)  had  a  deeper  color  and  is  somewhat  sweeter  but 
is  nicely  flavored  and  quite  well  balanced.  (Most  of  this  line  is 
available  in  quarts  and  in  half-pint  bottles,  with  some  labels  still 
carrying  the  Old  Mr.  Boston  name  and  some  now  just  called  Mr. 
Boston.)  Duet's  Strawberry  Margarita  (24  proof)  was  another 
pleasing  mix — and  also  is  conveniently  sold  in  eight-ounce  cans 
or  750-milliliter  bottles.  Cocktails  for  Two  Tequila  Sunrise  and 
Old  Mr.  Boston  Tequila  Sunrise  (both  25  proof)  were  sweet  but 
generally  well  blended. 

Vodka  drinks — Cocktails  for  Two  Vodka  Screwdriver  (25  proof) 
is  deep  orange  in  color,  appealingly  orange  flavored.  The  Club 
Screwdriver  (25  proof)  had  a  better,  more  orangey  aroma  but  a 
sweeter,  less  pleasant  aftertaste.  The  Club  Wallbanger  (25  proof) 
is  very,  very  sweet  but  a  smooth  blend  with  just  the  right  touch 
of  licorice  flavor.  Cocktails  for  Two  Black  Russian  (25  proof) 
is  not  too  sweet  but  is  dominated  by  coffee  flavor. 
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Martinis  and  friends — The  Club  Vodka 
Martini  (40  proof)  was  dry  and  smooth, 
with  nice  grainy-vodka  follow-through  to 
the  taste.  Calvert  Cocktails  Martini  (70 
proof),  in  a  handsome  % -quart  bottle 
shaped  like  a  cocktail  shaker,  was  clean 
and  fresh,  with  a  good  flavor  of  gin  but 
not  too  perfumy.  (You'll  also  find  high- 
proof  Martinis,  gin  and  vodka  in  the 
Heublein  Cocktails  line,  especially  pack- 
aged the  past  two  holiday  seasons  in 
plastic  containers  that  resembled  cocktail 
shakers.)  The  Club  Manhattan  (40  proof) 
has  a  good  nose,  a  good  balance  of  tastes 
with  over-all  rich,  dry  flavor. 
Caribbean  favorites — The  Cocktails  for 
Two  Pina  Colada  (25  proof)  was  a  stand- 
out, sweet  but  not  cloying,  light  but  fully 
flavored.  Cocktails  for  Two  Daiquiri  (30 
proof)  was  not  so  successful,  with  a  taste 
of  powdered  sugar  coming  out  if  it's  not 
shaken  very  hard.  The  Club  Strawberry 
Daiquiri  (25  proof)  is  quite  pleasant,  with 
distinctive  strawberry  flavor  countered 
with  just  the  right  tartness  to  keep  it  from 
being  too  sweet.  Duet  Strawberry  Daiquiri 
(24  proof)  had  a  pungent  sweet-tart  mix 
but  less  strawberry  taste. 
After-dinner  drinks— You  should  be  able 
to  find  these  three  almost  anywhere,  all 
from  the  Heublein  Cocktails  line,  sold  only 
in  % -quart  bottles.  The  Brandy  Alexander 
(35  proof)  is  the  most  successful,  rich  and 
tasty,  though  you  might  want  to  add  just 
a  bit  more  brandy.  The  Pink  Squirrel  (30 
proof)  is  decidedly  sweet,  but  a  good 
blend  of  almond/cacao  flavor.  The  Grass- 
hopper (35  proof)  is  far  too  minty  for  our 
personal  taste. 

Cows  and  shakes — Heublein  started  a 
whole  new  wave  of  sweet,  dairylike  drinks 
with  the  introduction  of  the  Hereford's 
Cows  two  years  ago.  Other  lines  have 
come  and  gone  since  then,  but  you 
should  find  Hereford's  Cows  and  the  Mr. 
Boston  Snowshakes  on  sale  throughout 
the  country.  All  are  30  proof  and  we  think 
better  if  chilled  before  opening. 

In  taste,  both  the  Banana  Cow  and  the 
Banana  Snowshake  were  pure  and  rich. 
The  Coconut  Cow  has  a  true  taste  with 
very  creamy-sweet  follow-through,  while 
the  Coconut  Snowshake  is  lighter  and  not 
so  creamy  in  texture  but  handsomely  fla- 
vored. The  Strawberry  Cow  gives  a  sure 
strawberry  taste  but  is  dominated  by  over- 
powering sweetness,  and  the  Strawberry 
Snowshake  had  a  strange  off-taste  we 
didn't  care  for.  An  unusual  addition  to  the 
Snowshake  line  is  the  appealing  White 
Chocolate  Snowshake,  which  really  does 
have  a  chocolate  flavor,  and  the  Mr.

Some  other  specialties — Heublein  Cock- 
tails Brass  Monkey  (42  proof)  is  a  sort  of 
rum  punch,  lemony-colored,  generally 
citrus  in  taste  and  flavor.  Heublein  Cock- 
tails Side  Car  (52.5  proof)  is  a  blend  of 
brandy  and  citrus  tastes.  The  Old  Mr. 
Boston  Eggnog  (30  proof),  made  with 
brandy,  rum  and  blended  whiskey,  is  so 
generally  rich  and  well  blended  that  you 
could  open  and  serve  it  without  a  mo- 
ment's hesitation — or  if  you  find  it  too 
potent,  you  easily  could  mix  this  ready- 
made  with  nonalcoholic  eggnog  and  still 
come  up  with  a  most  delicious  holiday 
temptation  for  your  guests.

Freemark  Abbey  Chardonnay  1975:  A 
smooth  and  well-mannered  Chardonnay, 
though  still  young,  and  running  close  to 
S10  a  bottle,  this  was  beautifully  mated 
with  an  Escalope  of  Red  Snapper  at  the 
annual  Four  Seasons  Barrel  Tasting  Din- 
ner this  year.  On  that  spectacular  evening, 
when  14  California  vintners  showed  one 
new  wine  (often  actually  brought  from  the 
barrels)  and  an  older  one  of  the  same 
type,  we  were  also  impressed  with  the 
intensity  already  showing  in  all  three  '76 
Chardonnays  presented:  the  Freemark  Ab- 
bey, the  Simi  and  the  Cuvaison  (so  hand- 
somely paired  with  a  milky/cheese-rich 
Veloute  of  Oysters),  all  wines  to  watch  for. 

RED 

Louis  Jadot  Beaune-Therons  1972:  With 
Burgundy  prices  high  and  recent  vintages 
uneven,  we  always  dread  treading  in  that 
direction.  This  is  an  enjoyable  Burgundy 
and  widely  available,  though  it  is  about  $11 
to  S12.  Lighter  but  with  zesty  Burgundy 
taste  is  the  Cuvee  Latour  1973,  at  $5. 

Delas  C6tes-du-Rh6ne  1973:  This  is  a 
mouth-filling,  well-priced  (under  $5)  choice 
for  any  time  you  need  a  wine  of  sub- 
stantial flavor — we  had  it  with  Duck  a  la 
Rouennaise  (in  a  spicy  brown  sauce  that's 
cooked  with  chopped  duck  livers  in  it — 
perhaps  an  idea  for  one  of  your  fall  din- 
ners?). A  super  bargain  buy  from  the 
Rhone  is  Jaboulet  C6tes-du-Rh6ne  1974. 
under  $3.  lighter  but  nicely  textured. 

Parducci  Petite  Sirah  1972:  In  a  judg- 
ing to  choose  the  first  wines  for  a  Cali- 
fornia Wine  Hall  of  Fame  at  Gallagher's 
Steak  House,  one  of  New  York's  long- 
known  restaurants,  the  Parducci  (about 
$4)  was  just  edged  out  by  the  Robert 
Mondavi  1972  Petite  Sirah  (about  $6) 
listed  with  Helen  McCully's  menus  on 
page  136.  Both  are  worth  note,  deep  pur- 
ply  in  color,  rife  with  taste.  They're  young 
yet.  but  if  opened  at  least  an  hour  ahead, 
they'll  go  nicely  now  with  steaks,  lamb, 
substantial  beef,  piquant  poultry.  (If  you 
come  across  the  raisiny  Callaway  Petite 
Sirah.  the  '74  or  the  '76  yet  to  be  re- 
leased, lay  some  away,  but  these  are  too 
big  to  be  enjoyable  now.) 

Nozzole  Chianti  Classico  1971:  We  like 
Nozzole  so  much  that  when  we  walk  into 
our  favorite  Italian  restaurant — Mama 
Laura's  on  East  58th — they  only  stop  to 
ask  if  we  want  a  full  bottle  or  half-bottle 
before  pulling  the  cork.  The  '71  is  about 
S5.  already  rich  and  velvety  enough  for 
any  sophisticated  fall  dinner,  although 
will  get  better  and  better  for  several  years 
Other  Classicos  we've  recently — happily  j 
— sampled:  Ruffino  Riserva  Ducale  1969, 
the  big-bodied  centennial  bottling  of  this 
esteemed  firm:  the  1973s  of  Villa  Antinori 
and  of  Machiavelli.  still  young  but  already 
definitive  and  smooth:  1969  Melini  Chianti 
Classico  Riserva.  getting  harder  to  find 
but  a  true  joy.  especially  at  S5  a  bottle. 

Vallana  Campi  Raudii  Spanna  1964:  A 
bit  harder  to  find,  this  is  a  totally  arrived 
Spanna  in  the  lush  Gattinara  tradition  of 
Italy's  Piedmont.  About  $5  to  S6,  it's  also 
a  stylish  wine,  to   surprise  at  your  best^ 
dinners.   And    because   we   had    it  there,} 
this  gives  us  a  chance  to  mention  another 
Manhattan    wine-lover's    restaurant.

Sebastiani  Cabernet  Sauvignon,  North 
Coast  Counties:  That's  right,  it  is  a  non- 
vintage,  but  sturdy  and  tasty,  a  robust 
California  wine  that  has  out-tasted  several 
respected  Bordeaux  in  several  experts- 
only  blind  tastings.  It's  about  $5  a  bottle — 
and  especially  commendable  in  magnums 
for  large  parties,  because  it  will  comple- 
ment almost  any  hearty  meat  dish. 

Clos  du  Val  Cabernet  Sauvignon  1972: 
This  wine,  too,  has  had  a  lot  of  publicity 
for  its  showing  in  European  tastings.  It's 
worth  mentioning  again,  because  it  is  a 
premium  Californian  with  complexity  and 
lustiness  you'll  truly  appreciate.  It  is  a  bit 
harder  to  find,  though,  and  about  $8  a  bot- 
tle. (If  you  can't  find  the  '72,  seek  out  the 
lighter  but  worthy  '73,  about  $5.) 

Chateau  Figeac  1966:  This  was  the  red 
served  at  the  premiere  dinner  of  Les 
Dames  d'Escoffier,  an  important  new 
women's  wine  and  food  society.  The  wine 
is  a  commanding,  robust  Bordeaux,  about 
$10  a  bottle,  and  proved  a  stately  com- 
panion for  Hotel  Carlyle  Chef  Henri 
Thongs'  Saddle  of  Lamb.  The  Dames'  other 
choices:  Chablis  Les  Preuses  Grand  Cru, 
Domaine  de  la  Maladiere,  1974  (served 
with  oysters  at  the  reception);  Champagne 
Dom  Ruinart  Blanc  de  Blancs  1969  (which 
accompanied  the  first  two  dinner  courses: 
duck  liver  mousse  and  a  superb  Coquille 
Saint  Jacques  a  la  Nage):  Muscat  Ottonel 
Dr.  Konstantin  Frank  1974  (a  rarity  you 
won't  find  in  most  areas,  with  a  cold 
Chartreuse  souffle  dessert),  followed  by 
Hennessy  Cognac  V.S.O.P.,  Amaretto  di 
Saranno  and  Poire  William.  Any  could  be 
ideas  for  your  own  festive  dinners. 

DESSERT 

San    Martin    Vineyards    Montonico    1967: 

One  of  the  most  unusual  California  wines 
around,  this  is  a  nutty,  dark  gold  wine 
reminiscent  more  of  sherry  than  table 
wine.  In  barrels  about  nine  years  before 
it  was  bottled,  it  does  have  enough  acid 
to  give  it  fruitiness  and  keep  it  from  being 
too  sweet.  About  $8  a  bottle,  it  would  make 
an  interesting  aperitif  or  could  go  with 
light  desserts,  much  in  the  manner  of 
Italy's  Vin  Santo.  For  a  real  splurge  in 
California  dessert  wines,  look  for  the 
Chateau  St.  Jean  1975  Johannisberg 
Riesling,  Late  Harvest,  Individually  Bunch 
Selected,  Alexander  Valley,  Robert  Young 
Vineyard.  All  of  that  is  on  the  label,  but 
if  you  don't  take  this  note  with  you,  look 
for  the  one  selling  for  about  $40  a  bottle 
— the  wine  inside  is  a  honey-rich  joy.  ■

Armes  dolls;  Shindana's  Red  Foxx  talking 
doll  (he  tells  jokes),  and  Dr.  J.  (Julius  Er- 
ving)  and  O.J.  Simpson  sports  heros; 
and,  of  course,  Charlie's  Angels,  made  by 
Hasbro  (no  Charlie  doll,  though.  .  .).

are  so  up  to  date  that  just  one  year  after 
the  motor  car  was  invented  in  1894  there 
was  a  French-made  mechanical  toy  car 
with  a  stuffed  rabbit  in  the  driver's  seat. 
Popular  on  the  road  today  and.  conse- 
quently, popular  in  the  toy  world  are  mo- 
tor homes  (Barbie's  is  on  page  10)  and 
elaborately  decorated  vans,  many  with  CB 
antennas  for  added  authenticity.  Almost 
all  the  "action  figure"  dolls  have  super- 
vehicles  to  ride  in.  some  that  even  go 
beyond  what's  available  for  us  licensed 
drivers:  the  Six  Million  Dollar  Man's  Bi- 
onic  Mission  Vehicle  by  Kenner  is  for 
land  and  air.  Also  up  to  date  or  beyond 
are  the  remote  controlled  toys:  Straco's 
Radio  Controlled  Racing  Car  and  Scha- 
per's  Max  Machine.  A  word  of  caution — 
if  you're  investing  in  movable  toy  vehicles 
this  Christmas,  invest  first  in  a  good  sup- 
ply of  batteries. 

Like  toy  vehicles,  toy  kitchen  equip- 
ment clearly  illustrates  the  fact  that  while 
technology  changes,  children  don't.  Tea 
sets  and  pots  and  pans  are  as  popular  as 
ever,  but  little  cooks  of  the  20th  century 
do  have  advantages  over  their  19th-cen- 
tury counterparts:  a  microwave  oven  (by 
Little  Tikes):  a  beverage  maker,  blender, 
mixer  and  Teflon  cook  set  (by  Chilton); 
and  a  child-safe  oven  that  really  bakes 
(Kenner's  Easy  Bake  Oven). 

Stuffed  animals  will  always  be  in  de- 
mand, and  dogs,  cats,  horses  and  Teddy 
bears  (the  Ideal  Toy  Co.  was  founded  75 
years  ago  with  the  first  "Teddy")  will  al- 
ways be  found  beneath  the  tree.  Steiff 
has  been  producing  tame  and  exotic  zoo

animals  since  1880.  Occasionally,  a  new 
breed  will  become  popular,  such  as  the 
recently  introduced  Muppets  (Fisher  Price 
makes  Kermit  the  Frog  and  Fozzie  Bear; 
Child  Guidance  hatches  Big  Bird),  and, 
occasionally,  a  rare  species  makes  an  ap- 
pearance— new  this  year  are  Animal  Fair's 
wombats.  Mak  and  Zak. 
Although  19th-century  children  made 
do  without  TV  and  movies,  they  did 
have  the  stereoscope,  the  magic  lan- 
tern and  other  "optical  viewers"  to  teach 
and  entertain  them.  We  still  have  viewers, 
made  by  such  firms  as  GAF,  Kenner  and 
Child  Guidance,  but  these  days  you  can 
buy  "talking"  pictures,  too.  This  year, 
along  with  Spiderman  and  Bionic  Man 
photo  cards,  children  may  actually  be  re- 
ceiving the  same  pictures  19th-century 
children  did — GAF's  Old  Time  Stereo 
cards  were  taken  from  stereoscope  photos. 
As  well  as  viewers,  today  there  are 
video  and  electronic  games  that  began 
mesmerizing  children  of  all  ages  last 
Christmas.  You  can  expect  the  same  this 
year.  The  companies  have  come  up  with 
so  many  new  sports  to  play  while  sitting 
in  front  of  TV — motorcross,  slalom  skiing, 
target  shooting,  auto  racing,  blackjack, 
etc. — that  your  far-ily  may  not  have  to 
brave  the  cold  all  winter.  Sears'  Video  Ar- 
cade, its  cartridge  television  system, 
comes   with   27   different   games   on   the 


basic  cartridge  and  you  can  buy  addi- 
tional cartridges  for  a  total  of  more  than 
100  games.  Coleco's  Telstar  Arcade,  also 
with  optional  cartridges,  is  another  "pro- 
grammable microprocessor  game,"  and 
the  firm's  Little  Genius  Electronic  Learn- 
ing Calculator  with  four  functions,  lights 
and  buzzers  can,  if  anything  can,  help 
make  math  fun.  We  couldn't  possibly  ex- 
plain how  Parker  Brothers'  Code  Name 
Sector  game  works  in  this  space,  but  be 
warned  that  you  play  against  a  computer 
as  well  as  your  opponent. 

Visit  a  museum  or  antiques  shop  to  see 
the  old  toys,  or  take  a  look  at  The  Golden 
Age  of  Toys  by  Jac  Remise  and  Jean 
Fondin  (New  York  Graphic  Society).  For 
new  toys,  take  a  walk  through  a  toy  store 
it's  an  eye  opener!  And  if  you're  con- 
fused about  how  to  buy  the  new  toys, 
about  what's  right  for  your  child,  read 
Irene  Clepper's  Growing  Up  With  Toys,  a 
Guide  lor  Parents  (Augsburg)  for  some 
sound,  general  advice.

There's  a  crocheted  ici- 
cle by  Jean  Stamsta.  a  knitted  silver  wire 
fish  by  Arline  Fisch  and  an  imaginary 
glazed  clay  Santa  in  a  whimsical  polka- 
dot   kayak  by  Bill   Stewart. 

Indigenous  American  crafts  are  also  on 
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the  tree.  The  Southern  Highland  Handi- 
craft Guild  submitted  an  array  of  corn 
husk  dolls,  and  the  American  Indian  cul- 
ture is  represented  by  beaded  dolls  and 
pottery  animals. 

Besides  being  a  delight  to  the  eye  of 
all  the  dignitaries  who  will  visit  the  Mon- 
dale home  during  the  holiday  season,  this 
tree  brings  to  our  attention  the  vitality  of 
all  of  today's  crafts  disciplines.  Since  her 
husband  took  office,  Mrs.  Mondale  has 
proven  a  generous  supporter  of  the  arts, 
and  her  Christmas  tree  project  is  another 
example.

August  West,  24,  from  Norwalk,  Conn.,

:himney  sweeps,  describes  a  chimney  fire 
is  a  frightening  event.

chimney  runs  between   $30  and  $50,   ac- 
cording to  Mrs.  Horton. 

Or,  you  can  try  cleaning  the  flue  on 
your  own,  provided  you  don't  feel  uneasy 
scaling  your  roof.  The  cleaning  process 
isn't  complicated.  First  step  is  to  close  off 
the  cold  fireplace  so  that  falling  soot 
doesn't  tumble  onto  the  living  room  rug. 


Sporting  a  chimney  sweep's  traditional 
black  top  hat,  Eva  Horton,  p.esident  of 
Kristia  Associates,  describes  a  chim- 
ney brush  during  a  seminar  for  the 
newly   formed   Chimney   Sweep   Guild. 


Up  on  the  roof,  poised  over  the  chim- 
ney, your  cleaning  begins  by  drop- 
ping a  weighted  brush  down  the  flue 
opening.  The  brush  is  special,  ordered 
to  fit  the  size  of  the  flue.  A  chimney  brush 
has  bristles  jabbing  out  in  all  directions 
from  a  straight  wire  stem,  much  like  the 
needles  on  a  spruce  bough  or  a  porcu- 
pine tail.  Lead  weights  hang  below  the 
brush  and  a  strong  cord  is  attached  to  the 
top.  You  lower  the  brush  into  the  flue  until 
it  strikes  the  smoke  shelf;  then  retrieve  it. 
Repeat,  until  the  flue  walls  are  clean.  As 
Mrs.  Horton  says,  "When  you  hear  pieces 
of  soot  going  clinkety-clink  down  the  flue, 
you  know  you've  been  successful  with 
the  chimney  brush."  The  object  is  not  to 
produce  a  squeaky  clean  flue,  but  only  to 
break  away  the  crust. 

A  chimney  sweep  then  removes  the 
fireplace  cover  and  sucks  up  the  fallen 
soot  with  a  commercial  vacuum  cleaner. 
Do  not  use  a  home  vacuum  cleaner.  If 
you  own  a  shop  vac,  use  that.  Otherwise, 
take  out  the  fallen  soot  by  hand,  using  an 
old  brush  or  broom  and  carefully  sweep- 
ing it  onto  newspapers.  It's  dirty  work. 
That's  why  the  sweeps  dress  in  black. 

Want  more  instructions  and  a  little  lore 
thrown  in?  Eva  Horton  has  written  a  42- 
page  manual  to  aid  you.  The  Homeown- 
er's Resource  Book  on  the  Art  of  Sweep- 
ing Chimneys  sells  for  $1  paper  covered 
and  $2  with  a  vinyl  cover,  postage  in- 
cluded.

Cats  cannot  be  commanded  like  dogs. 
They  generate  their  own  brand  of  rough- 
house  play.

Siamese  and 
other  exotic,  short-haired  breeds  have 
sophisticated,  lively  personalities. 
According  to  Child  Psychologist  Dr.  Lee 
Salk:  "It  is  feasible  to  give  one  dog  (or 


cat)  to  two  or  three  children.  Then  it  be- 
comes a  member  of  the  family.  When  you 
have  a  little  baby,  you  don't  reserve  the 
baby  for  one  member  of  the  family  and 
not  the  rest.  Incidentally,  anybody  who 
plans  to  give  a  child  a  pet  ought  to  con- 
sult the  parents  in  detail  before  doing  so. 
It  would  be  a  disaster  any  other  way.  It's 
a  big  responsibility  and  should  not  be 
looked  at  in  the  same  way  as  bringing  a 
box  of  candy  to  someone." 

There  is  no  better  place  to  acquire  a 
cat  or  dog  than  at  your  local  animal  shel- 
ter, such  as  Bide-A-Wee  or  SPCA-type 
organization.  Every  city  and  town  has  an 
animal  pound  and  it  pays  to  investigate 
it  Adopting  a  dog  or  cat  from  a  shel- 
ter costs  the  least  money  (often,  all  you 
have  to  give  is  a  voluntary  contribution, 
though  some  charge  a  nominal  fee). 

Noncommercial  and  serious  amateur 
breeders  are  your  best  bet  for  the  finest

dogs  available.  Contact  the  American 
Kennel  Club  (51  Madison  Ave.,  New  York 
City  10010)  for  lists  of  reputable  breeders. 
The  same  applies  for  cats.  Write  to  the 
Cat  Fanciers'  Association,  Inc.  (P.O.  Box 
430.  11  Globe  Court.  Red  Bank.  N.J. 
07701)  for  breeder  listings.  Be  cautious  of 
stray  dogs  and  cats,  puppies  and  kittens 
from  backyard  breeders  and  those  offered 
free.  Pet  shops  tend  to  be  inconsistent. 
Some  sell  fine,  healthy  animals,  purchased 
from  reliable  sources.  Many  do  not.  In- 
sist on  a  health  guarantee  when  you  buy. 
Then  have  the  animal  checked  out  by 
your  own  veterinarian. 
Before  making  your  final  selection,  at- 
tend local  cat  and  dog  shows.  Look  at 
the  breed  specimens  and  ask  questions 
of  the  breeders.  Most  of  them  will  be  glad 
to  talk  to  you.  Consult  professional  dog 
trainers  and  cat  handlers.  Buy  a  good 
book  on  the  subject.  Among  some  of  the 
best  available  are:  A  Practical  Guide  to 
Impractical  Pets  by  Emil  P.  Dolensek, 
DVM.  and  Barbara  Burn  (Viking):  Great 
Pets  by  Sara  Stem  (Workman);  The  Cat 
Catalog  edited  by  Judy  Fireman  (Work- 
man); and  Choosing  the  Right  Dog  by 
John  Howe  (Harper  &  Row). 

When  selecting  a  puppy,  pick  one  that 
is  outgoing  and  friendly.  Stay  away 
from  the  timid,  cowering  animal.  He 
should  be  curious  with  no  discharge  from 
the  eyes,  ears  or  nose.  The  coat  must  be 
loose  and  supple,  with  no  bare  spots. 

When  choosing  a  kitten  select  one  that 
has  a  plump,  firm  body  and  a  lively  dis- 
position. Its  coat  should  be  thick,  even 
and  glossy.  The  eyes  should  be  clear,  the 
ears  and  nose  free  from  excessive  mois- 
ture or  discharge. 

Find  out  if  the  animal  has  been  inocu- 
lated. Ask  what  it  was  inoculated  for,  when 
and  which  type  of  inoculation  was  used. 
Make  a  note  of  this  information.  It  will  be 
valuable  when  the  animal  is  taken  for  its 
first  regular  visit  to  a  veterinarian.  When 
presenting  the  animal  to  his  new  owners, 
it's  a  good  idea  to  bring  along  a  leash, 
collar  and  proper  food  for  at  least  two 
days.  A  good  dog  or  cat  care  manual 
makes  a  thoughtful  accompaniment.  ■

By  ELVIN  McDONALD  □  Although  I 
have  around  300  plants  in  my  apartment, 
one  of  my  favorites  is  a  dwarf  palm  liKe  the 
one  shown  here.  Mine  is  at  least  10  years 
old  and  stands  three  feet  tall,  with  about 
24  inches  of  bare  trunk  and  a  crown  of 
healthy  green  fronds.  Displayed  on  a  ped- 
estal 42  inches  high,  it  gives  the  effect  of 
a  much  larger  palm. 

When  I  acquired  my  dwarf  palm  in  1968 
it  was  growing  in  a  2v2-inch  pot  and  stood 
barely  eight  inches  tall.

even  better.  Temperature,  average  house 
or  office:  protect  from  hot  and  cold  drafts. 

40%  or  more;  tolerates  less  if 
the  soil  is  moist  and  the  fronds  are  show- 
ered weekly  with  water  Soil,  a  mix  of  equal 
parts  all-purpose  potting  soil,  sand  and 
sphagnum  moss.  Keep  the  soil  evenly 
moist  by  watering  when  topsoil  is  dry.  Do 
not  leave  the  pot  standing  in  a  saucer  of 
water  for  more  than  a  few  hours.  Soil  al- 
lowed to  dry  out  causes  leaf  tips  to  die  (I 
trim  off  the  brown  with  scissors)  and  may 
lead  to  red  spider  mite.  If  mites  attack, 
wash  fronds  daily:  if  mites  persist,  spray 
with  a  miticide  such  as  Kelthane.  Trans- 
plant to  a  one-inch-larger  pot  every  year 
or  two:  replace  old  soil  with  fresh,  but  dis- 
turb the  roots  as  little  as  possible.  Fer- 
tilize lightly,  twice  a  month  in  spring  and 
summer.  (Next  in  our  series  on  house

Today,  things  electrical  need  not  be  rooted  forever  inside 
i/alls.  You  can  make  changes  that  won't  show  when  you  leave, 
'ou  can,  with  light,  redecorate  your  home  completely. 

How?  By  using  track  lights,  floods,  spots,  strip-plugs,  can- 
sters,  dimmers  and  bulbs  in  their  infinite  variety.  All  can  turn 
our  home  into  the  pleasant,  romantic  setting  you  crave,  with- 
lut  costing  your  life  savings. 

What's  more,  many  of  these  bright  blessings  simply  plug 
nto  any  wall  outlet  for  complete  portability.  Others  are  easy  to 
nstall  with  screws,  expansion  anchors  or  pressure-sensitive 
ape,  making  them  as  uncomplicated  to  remove  as  your  paint- 
rigs  and  wall  hangings.

:anister.  This  is  a  great  way  to  light  a  corner  or  foyer  and 
lourish  your  plants  at  the  same  time.  For  art  gallery  ambience, 
set  angled  canisters  on  shelf  or  table  to  highlight  paintings  and 
vail  objects.  Prices  for  these  vary  from  $20  to  $60. 

Other  highly  portable  innovations  are  tube  lamps  that  have 
ittle  metal  rectangles  holding  cigar-size  bulbs  inside.  They  are 
narvelous  for  highlighting  and  backlighting  favorite  objects  on  a 
jookcase,  etagere,  shelf-lined  wall  or  in  an  armoire.  Scatter 
hem  about — clamp  to  shelf  edge,  lay  flat,  stand  on  end  or  at- 
ach  with  double-face  tape.  To  install,  add  extension  cord  and 
ust  plug  in.  Tube  lamps  are  priced  at  about  $10  to  $20. 
zor  pure  drama,  let  light  flow  from  under  a  bed,  sofa  or 
mposing  chest.  Have  it  halo  a  skirted  table.  You  do  it  with, 
)f  all  things,  a  fluorescent  fixture  and  extension  cord.  The  ef- 
ects  of  such  lighting  are  dramatic.  Furniture  will  seem  to  float, 
jut  be  sure  all  elements  in  the  setting  are  worthy  of  display. 

It's  easy  enough  to  experiment  before  investing  in  fixtures 
although  fluorescents  are  most  economical).  Try  a  strong  flashl- 
ight or  high-intensity  lamp  under  the  furniture  to  test  the  effect. 
Fluorescent  lighting  can  be  used  safely  near  drapery,  on  car- 
peting, under  upholstered  furniture,  because  it  generates  so  lit- 
tle heat.  No  other  kind  of  light  or  fixture  should  be  used  in  such 
:onfined  spaces.) 

Use  fluorescent  downlight  to  enrich  the  gleam  and  texture  of 
draperies  by  installing  fixtures  inside  valances.  Run  a  cord  from 
he  nearest  wall  outlet,  along  baseboard  and  window  frame  and 
jp  into  the  valance.  Use  tape  or  insulated  staples  to  hold  cord 
n  place.  If  a  sofa  is  backed  by  a  luxurious  fall  of  drapery  or  a 
Dank  of  tall  greenery,  put  fluorescent  fixtures  right  on  the  floor 
aehind  it.  You  may  find  that  the  surge  of  light  and  shadow  this 
creates  will  be  entrancing. 

When  buying  fluorescent  tubes  for  decorative  home  use.  Gen- 
sral  Electric  residential  lighting  spcialists  advise  ordering  "de- 
luxe" colors  such  as  Warm  White  Deluxe.  It  is  especially  flatter- 
ing to  skin  tones  and  a  room's  warm  hues.  Cool  White  Deluxe 
does  delightful  things  for  cooler  colors  and  whites.

and  decorative,  but  think  of  them  for 
kitchen  and  bath,  as  well.  Here,  such 
portables  serve  loyally  as  task-lighting 
sources  and  are  far  more  efficient  than 
the  weak  blur  that's  usually  in  the  middle 
of  the  ceiling  or  over  the  sink. 

Somewhat  less  portable  in  a  day-to-day 
sense  is  track  lighting.  For  apartment 
life,  it  is  probably  the  most  practical  of 
all  modern  systems.  It  is  certainly  the 
most  versatile.  Basically  a  track  system 
consists  of  a  lightweight  metal  channel 
with  continuous  power  strip  inside. 
Swivel-type  floods  or  spotlights  in  many 
styles  and  colors  clip  or  snap  onto  the 
track.  These  lights  can  be  positioned 
anywhere  along  the  channel  and  angled 
in  any  direction.  You  can  install  track 
lights  on  walls  or  ceiling  with  wood 
screws  or  expansion  anchors.  This  is  as 
close  as  you  will  come  to  adding  built-in 
lighting  to  someone  else's  building.  But 
track  lighting  is  as  portable  as  a  pin-up 
albeit  bigger  and  heavier.  When 
you  shop,  ask  for  a  track  with  special 
cord  that  enables  you  to  plug  it  into  the

the  most  practical  of  all  systems 

is  track  lighting 


t  wall  outlet.  If  this  cord  is  not  long 
enough  augment  it  with  a  three-conductor 
type  extension  cord.  Run  the  cord  neatly 
across  ceiling  and  down  walls.  For  this 
purpose,  there  are  cord  concealers  in  the 
form  of  clamps,   channels  and  tubes. 

Track-light  kits  make  good  sense  for 
apartment  dwellers.  Everything  needed 
for  complete  installation  is  in  one  pack- 
age. Prices  for  a  kit  with  four-foot  track 
and  two  to  four  lights  will  range  in 
price  from  $60  to  $100.  However,  you 
can  buy  the  components  separately. 
Track  lengths  vary  from  two  to  12  feet 
and  snap  together  with  special  connec- 
tors. With  these,  you  can  make  linear 
sequences  lhat  are  L-.  T-  and  X-shaped. 
There  are  no  rigid  rules  about  where 
to  place  track  lights  except  perhaps 
these  two:  Never  have  it  where  the  light 
will  shine  in  people's  eyes  and.  to  cor- 
rectly light  a  wall  hung  with  paintings, 
install  ceiling  track  three  feet  from  the 
wall  and  set  the  lights  at  a  30°  angle  to 
avoid  glare  spots. 

Sometimes,  finding  convenient  ways  to 
turn  lights  on  and  off  can  be  more  of  a 
problem  than  deciding  where  to  place  a 
fixture  or  lamp.  Apartments  just  don't 
offer  much  flexibility  in  this  regard.  The 
solution,  then,  is  to  make  the  most  of  the 
electrical  outlets  you  have  with  yards  of 
extension  cord  (making  sure  it's  the  right 
weight  for  the  job  it's  to  do)  and  adding 
new  switch  devices.  For  instance,  timers 
and  photoelectric-eye  units  turn  long- 
burning  lights  on  or  off  automatically. 
Strip  plugs,  narrow  wands  with  several 
plug-in  receptacles  attached  to  a  long 
cord,  are  handy  for  hooking  up  extra  ap- 
pliances in  kitchen  or  bath.  They  can  be 
mounted  on  walls  and  cabinets.  Use  strip 
plugs  wherever  outlets  are  too  few  or  dif- 
ficult to  reach.   (Continued  on  page  127)

It's  better  to  live  in  a  way  that  suits 
you  and  not  get  carried  away  trying 
to  live  grandly  and  elaborately  when 
that  kind  of  thing  isn't  really  related 
to  your  life."

Mark  and  Duane  Hampton  recreate  for  their  family 
'the  Christmases  of  our  childhoods'

terior Designer  Mark  Hampton  and  his 
family  celebrate  Christmas,  they  imbue 
it  with  the  warmth  of  tradition  and  fond 
memories.  Says  Duane  Hampton:  "We 
try  to  give  our  children  some  idea  of 
the  Christmases  Mark  and  I  remember 
from  our  childhoods — his  in  Indiana 
and  mine  in  Oregon."  Now.  in  New 
York  City,  they  make  a  special  effort  to 
recreate  the  experience  of  an  old-fash- 
ioned country  Christmas,  as  if  to  coun- 
teract the  modern,  rushing  city  around 
them.  The  Hamptons'  living  room,  a 
central  gathering  place  for  family  and 
friends,  is  redolent  of  holiday  charm. 
Deep  red  lacquered  walls  set  a  cozy 
scene  and  are  the  perfect  foil  for  the 
wood-burning  fireplace — much  prized 
in  Manhattan  apartments — and  the  or- 
namented tree.

Accessories  throughout  are  equally 
eclectic:  brass  bowls  and  baskets  of 
fruit,  Art  Deco  tiered  candle  holders 
and  assorted  pieces  of  ivory.

By  HELEN  McCULLY  and  MOLLY 
SIPLE  Z  The  celebration  of 
Christmas,  that  most  personal  of 
all  holidays,  follows  time-honored 
traditions,  lovingly  handed  down 
from  generation  to  generation,  not 
only  in  our  own  country,  but  in 
foreign  lands  as  well.  Bringing  in 
the  yule  log.  trimming  the  tree,  at 
tending  midnight  services — are  al 
familiar  customs  renewed  year  at 
ter  year.  Christmas  is  also  cele 
brated  in  the  coming  together  o 
family  and  friends.  The  holiday 
feast  is  shared  in  a  spirit  of  much 
merriment  and  good  cheer.  The 
menu  is  often  dictated  by  tradition. 
too.  On  these  pages  we  present  an 
array  of  holiday  sweets  from 
around  the  world.  To  assemble 
our  collection  of  recipes  we  asked 
10  restaurateurs  to  contribute 
desserts  culled  from  their  child- 
hood memories.  Among  our  good- 
ies are  "Ravioli  Dolci."  a  sweet- 
ened variation  on  ravioli  from  Italy, 
the  elegant  "Buche  de  Noel"  from 
France  (there's  a  Swiss  version, 
too),  cookies  from  Austria  that  can 
decorate  the  tree  and  a  multi-lay- 
ered "Prinzregenten  Torte"  from 
Germany.  Greece  is  represented  by 
Vasilopita."  a  bread  with  a  good 
luck  charm,  and  Czechoslovakia 
by  "Vanocka."  a  braided  bread. 
Brazil  contributes  Vudin  de 
Neve."  meringue  with  an  egg  yolk 
sauce.  Why  not  begin  a  new  tradi- 
tion with  your  family  with  one  of 
our  international  sweets?  Recipes 
by  our  chefs  begin  on  page  120. 
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Chef  Paul  Steindlerof 
Paul's  Restaurant,  New 
York  City,  presents  a 
freshly  baked  loaf  of 
"Vanocka,"  a  rich  bread 
filled  with  almonds  and 
candied  fruit  (opposite),  a 
tradition  at  Christmas  in 
Czechoslovakia.  It's 
composed  of  a  series  of 
braided  ropes  of  dough 
layered  one  upon  the 
other.  Steindler  reminisces, 
"This  wonderful  bread  is 
the  final  course  of 
Christmas  Eve  dinner  and 
is  served  to  every  living 
soul  in  the  household, 
including  cows  and  goats." 
In  Czechoslovakia,  the 
Christmas  Eve  meal  itself 
consists  of  a  soup  made 
of  carp.  The  fish  is  also 
served  fried,  coupled  with 
potato  salad  and 
horseradish.  This  is 
followed  by  roast  goose 
with  tea  for  the  children, 
and  tea  and  rum  for  the 
adults.  Then  to  Mass  and 
home  for  open 
sandwiches  and  grog. 
Table  accessories  are 
Czechoslovakian 
hand-painted  pottery  and 
cut  crystal. 


^FRENCH 


In  France,  the  traditional 
Christmas  dessert  is 
"Buche  de  Noel,"  a 
sponge  cake  and  butter- 
cream  re-creation  of  the 
yule  log.  Our  Buche 
(right)  is  the  creation  of 
Michel  Le  Borgne, 
executive  chef  of  dining 
halls  at  Yale  University, 
New  Haven,  Conn.,  and  a 
native  of  Brittany.  As  he 
recalls,  "A  Christmas  Eve 
at  home  began  with  cafe 
au  lait  and  18-inch  crepes 
before  Midnight  Mass, 
and  after,  a  feast. 
Reveillon  de  Noel. 
Specialties  for  this  meal 
included  local  Belon 
oysters,  lobster,  then 
Guinea  fowl  with 
chestnuts  and  endive 
salad.  To  refresh  the 
palate,  there  were 
Calvados  and  the  regional 
wine,  Gros  Plant."  The 
Buche  was  the  grand  finale 
to  the  meal,  which  lasted 
until  dawn  when  onion 
soup  was  served  to  clear 
the  head.  Here  the  dessert 
is  served  amid  antique 
and  modern  Quimper,  the 
hand-painted  pottery 
indigenous  to  Brittany. 


AUSTRIAN 


A  profusion  of  sweets  is  one  of  the  most  ta 
delights  of  Christmas.  Why  not  set  up  this  cu? 
in  your  own  home  with  the  assortment  of  irres 
ble  cooKies  we  show  here  (left)?  Arno  SchmicC. 
executive  cnef  at  New  York's  Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel,  created  these  tempting  goodies — all  troM 
his  native  Austria.  There  are  cinnamon  stars, 
raspberry-filled  pmwheels  covered  with  con- 
fectioners   sugar,  delicate  anise  drops,  almond 
bars  and  hazelnut  "Husar's  Love.'    These 
may  be  baked  in  the  weeks  before  Christmas 
stored  m  air-tight  tins,  where  the  flavors  will 
develop    Schmidt,  who  as  a  child  often  helped 
bake  the  cookies,  recalls.

before  family  and  friends  Frequently,  a  large  ham 
is  also  served — and  second  helpings  of  this 
bountiful  repast  are  expected.  The  traditional 
desserts  are  plum  pudding  and  little  mince  pies 
An  unusual  but  equally  suitable  dessert  is  "Trifle" 

suggested  by  Augustin  V.  Paege.  owner  of 
New  YorK  s  Box  Tree  restaurant.  Dried  almond- 
flavored  sponge  cake  layers  are  laced  with  sherry 
and  layered  witn  apricots,  custard  and  nuts. 
Chantilly  cream  coats  the  top.  richly  decorated 
with  fruits,  berries  and  fresn  mint  leaves.

^BRAZILIAN 


Many  people  celebrate  Christmas  in 
the  cold,  snowy  days  of  winter  and 
are  obliged  to  cook  with  preserved 
fruits  or  else  pay  high  prices  for  fresh 
ones.  Christmas  in  Brazil,  however, 
falls  in  a  hot  month  when  fresh  fruits 
are  plentiful.  Because  of  this, 
peaches,  pears,  papayas,  apricots 


and  pineapples  play  an  important  part 
in  the  Christmas  menu.  Here, 
Dona  Helma,  owner  and  cook  at 
Casa  Brasil,  serves  the  traditional 
Christmas  dessert,  "Pudin  de  Neve," 
accompanied  by  poached  fruits.  This 
dessert,  a  wistful  tribute  to  non- 
existent snow,  is  made  with  egg-white 
meringues,  their  frothy  texture  bal- 
anced by  a  light,  smooth  sauce 
made  from  the  egg  yolks  and  flavor- 
ed with  a  touch  of  Grand  Marnier. 
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The  rest  of  the  Christmas  Day  bill  of 
fare  includes  melons  filled 
with  fruits  and  turkey  garnished  with 
poached  pears  served  with  green 
beans  and  mashed  potatoes.  Dinner 
is  followed  by  coffee,  cakes  and 
candy  and  perhaps  a  swim  in  pool  or 
ocean.

CUBAN 


The  incomparable  texture  and  the  delightful  coolness  of  fresh- 
baked  flan  {left)  is  a  holiday  tradition  in  Cuba  where  its 
taste  is  distinguished  by  the  aromatic  yet  subtle  flavor  of 
anise  seed.  At  Victor's  Cafe,  established  over  14  years  ago  as 
New  York  City's  first  major  Cuban  restaurant.  Chef  Duviel 
Godines  includes  both  lemon  peel  and  freshly  grated 
cinnamon  in  his  version  of  this  popular  dessert,  shown  here 
with  fresh  papaya,  pineapple  and  oranges.  It  is  a  simple 
though  elegant  finale  to  the  feast  of  El  Dia  de  los  Reyes,  or 
The  Day  of  Kings.  Roast  suckling  pig.  yuca  and  casaba 
(both  native  vegetables)  are  followed  by  turrones.  tiny  Cuban 
pastries  of  various  shapes,  with 
assorted  fillings.  Mangos,  papayas, 
pineapples  and  other  tropical  fruits 
are  standard  fare,  as  are  the  much 
loved  saffron  rice  and  black  beans. 
Celebrated  on  January  6.  the  Day  of 
Kings  is  a  happy  day.  indeed,  when 
gifts  are  exchanged  and  bands  play. 
New  Year's  Eve  is  a  special  event  as 
well,  highlighted  by  the  custom  of 
eating  12  green  grapes,  symbolizing 
the  months  to  come.  In  contrast 
to  most  other  countries  where  the 
holiday  excitement  reaches  its  peak 
on  either  Christmas  Eve  or  Christmas 
Day.  December  25  in  Cuba  is  reserved 
for  church.  China  is  by  Ceralene.

2  pounds  brown  sugar 

5  dozen  oranges 
4  dozen  lemons 

3  grapefruit 
10  bananas 

2  mint  sprigs 

10  bottles  (fifths)  dry  white  wine 

6  fifths  light  rum 
1   fifth  dark  rum 

Squeeze  juice  from  oranges,  lemons  and 
grapefruit,  pouring  into  a  large  crock  that 
contains  the  sugar.  Add  the  fruit  rinds 
and  the  sliced  bananas,  plus  the  mint  and 
wine.  Let  stand  overnight.  Next  day,  add 
the  rums.  Strain  off  and  discard  the  fruit 
pulp  and  skins.

"Even  though  a  part  of  my  reputa- 
tion over  the  years  has  been  built  on 
unusual  drinks  like  these,  I'm  the 
first  to  admit  that  in  every  gathering 
there  are  those  who  like  their  liquor 
straight  or,  at  least,  in  the  form  of 
familiar  cocktails.  Here  are  two  of 
the  latter  which  can  be  premixed 
and  will  stand  up  well  through  an 
open  house." 

MARTINIS 
101/2    ounces  gin 
1   ounce  dry  vermouth 
14  ounces  water  (takes  place  of  ice 
meltage) 


Mix  the  above  in  a  pitcher,  pour  back  into 
a  fifth  bottle  and  store  in  a  container  of 
ice  ready  for  pouring  straight  up  or  on 
the  rocks.  Garnish  each  cocktail  with  a 
twist  of  lemon,  an  olive  or  onion,  accord- 
ing to  guest's  desire.  Makes  6  to  8  drinks. 

MANHATTANS 
16  ounces  Bourbon 
8  ounces  sweet  vermouth 

Premix,  as  the  above  Martinis,  eliminating 
the  water.  Serve  each  drink  in  cocktail 
glass  and  add  a  maraschino  cherry  for 
garnish.  Makes  6  to  8  drinks. 

STOCKING  THE  BAR 

"A  big  part  of  being  able  to  relax 
during  your  own  open  house,"  says 
Bergeron,  "is  to  have  enough  liquor 
on  hand  and  a  sufficient  supply  of 
extra  punch  chilling  in  the  refrig- 
erator. With  many  people  watching 
their  weight,  consumption  of  straight 
drinks  and  cocktails  has  declined, 
whiie  white  wine  as  a  cocktail  con- 
tinues to  soar  as  a  relatively  low- 
calorie  alternative.

.    NEW  LIGHT

These  days,  any  emphasis  on  extra 
lighting  may  seem  contrary  to  concerns 
about  energy  waste.  Yet  this  is  not  en- 
tirely true.  In  almost  every  case,  special- 
effect  lighting  uses  smaller  bulbs  of  lower 
wattage  than  the  general  lighting  we  are 
accustomed  to  .  .  .  three  or  four  lamps 
per  room,  each  with  150-watt  bulbs,  all 
turned  on.  Furthermore,  wall  and  furni- 
ture color  will  influence  how  much  light- 
ing you  need.  The  Duro-Lite  Home 
Lighting  Institute  finds  that  in  a  room  with 
light  colors,  100-watt  bulbs  instead  of 
150  will  give  you  adequate  illumination. 
It  also  suggests  that  a  narrow  hallway 
with  pale  walls  needs  only  a  25-watt  bulb 
for  safe  lighting. 

Fluorescent  light  is  especially  famous 
tor  the  money  and  energy  it  saves. 
It  uses  only  one-fourth  the  power  of  in- 
candescent lights  and  lasts  two  to  four 
times  longer. 

Dimming  switches  are  mood-makers 
that  also  save  energy.  They  are  inexpen- 
sive, easy  to  install  and  can  be  used  and 
reused  when  you  move.  They  give  dra- 
matic lighting  for  dining  and  other  areas 
where  minimal  light  is  all  you  need.  Re- 
member, though,  if  you  or  any  nonpro- 
fessional installs  dimmers,  be  sure  all 
electric  current  is  first  turned  off  at  the 
fuse  box.  Also,  carefully  label  and  store 
the  landlord's  original  switch.  He'll  expect 
you  to  put  it  back,  should  you  move. 

You  may  say  that  mood  lighting  is  great 
and  its  special  effects  are  what  you  yearn 
for,  but  you  may  reasonably  ask,  "What 
about  lighting  for  tasks  not  generally 
pursued  in  darkness  or  a  glamorous 
glow?  The  answer,  not  surprisingly,  is  to 
rely  upon  tradition.  For  study  and  writing, 
there's  no  substitute  for  a  good  desk 
lamp,  preferably  one  with  swivel  head  or 
flexible  neck.  Floor  lamps  are  still  ideal 
for  reading,  especially  those  with  a  swing- 
arm  or  that  adjust  in  height.  Under- 
cabinet  and  wall-mounted  fluorescent  fix- 
tures (with  extension  cords)  are  best  for 
kitchens  and  bathrooms. 
Obviously,  lighting  your  home  proper- 
ly and  effectively  is  not  accomplished 
with  the  flick  of  a  switch  or  two. 
"Lighting  for  the  home,"  says  Architec- 
tural Lighting  Consultant  Douglas  Baker, 
"is  entirely  different  from  that  needed  in 
any  other  interior.  Stores,  restaurants, 
offices,  theaters  all  use  different  tech- 
niques. The  home  requires  all  of  these. 
But  learning  what  to  do  isn't  difficult  if 
you  experiment  a  little."  He  advises  in- 
vesting $5  at  any  hardware  store  for  a 
clip-on  lamp  with  swivel  socket  and  re- 
flector hood.  Use  it  to  try  out  different 
effects  of  light  in  all  parts  of  a  room — 
on  the  floor,  behind  plants  and  furniture, 
over  sculpture,  on  tops  of  bookcases  and 
armoires.  "Lighting,"  Baker  emphasizes, 
"is  the  servant  of  space,  not  the  other 
way  around.  First  arrange  furniture  and 
art  objects  where  you  want  them.  Then 
make  the  lighting  adapt." 

Susan  Forbes,  ASID,  and  Joel  Ergas, 
lighting  specialists  of  Forbes-Ergas  De- 
sign Associates,  Inc.  of  New  York  City, 
feel  that  lighting  solutions  will  come  out 
of  what  you  want  to  happen.  More  texture? 
More  color?  More  gleam?  Use  what  you

The  wine  cocktail  in  its  current  incarna- 
tion is  a  bit  of  a  California  phenomenon. 
Not   surprising,    since    the    Golden    State 
generally  shows  the  way  in  things  bibu- 
lous— and  they  do  grow  a  lot  of  wine  out 
there.  Californians  respect  and  enjoy  their 
finer  vintages,   but   they  also   know  that 
wine   is  for  fun.   So   they   cheerfully   mix 
vino  with  soda  and  fruit  juices,  splash  in 
a  dollop  of  cordial  or  some  fragrant  fruit 
syrup,  even  shake  it  with  a  prepared  cock- 
tail   mix     Sometimes    several    wines    are 
combined  for  new  spectrums  of  taste,  and 
a   garnish   of  fruit   is   always   a   welcome 
i  to  any  wine  drink.

aged  wines;  it  would  be  a  waste — and  a 
sin — to  mix  with  the  great  growths  ol 
Bordeaux  and  Burgundy,  or  with  premium 
California  varietals.  Look,  instead,  for 
fresh,  fruity  wines  without  too  much  time 
in  cask  or  bottle.  The  category  some- 
times referred  to  as  mid-varietals  in  Cali- 
fornia is  particularly  appropriate.  These 
are  generally  decent,  well-made  wines 
with  reasonable  body,  yet  not  overwhelm- 
ing or  aggressive  in  character.  They  add 
their  own  flavor  accents  to  mixed  drinks' 
while  combining  smoothly  with  the  other 
ingredients.  Interesting  possibilities  in- 
clude Chenin  Blanc.  Sauvignon  or  Fume 
Blanc,  French  Colombard.  Gray  Riesling, 
and  Emerald  Riesling  among  the  whites; 
Ruby  Cabernet.  Gamay,  Gamay  Beau- 
jolais,  Barbera  and  Zinfandel  among  the 
reds.  The  group  known  as  generic  or 
blended  wines  is  also  worth  exploring. 
They're  usually  labeled  Chablis,  Rhine, 
Burgundy  and  Claret.  Nearly  all  rose 
wines  may  be  used — the  younger  the  bet- 
ter.   Sparkling   wines   are   excellent,   and

the  forthright,  less  costly  American  sher- 
ries, ports  and  vermouths  are  admirable, 
too,  for  mixing  purposes.  Above  all.  stay  in 
a  moderate-price  range — under  S3  a  bot- 
tle. Don't  overlook  jug  or  carafe  wines, 
and  if  you  have  a  favorite  jug  wine,  by 
all   means  use  it  for  mixing. 

Rules  and  techniques  for  mixing  with 
wine  are  not  too  different  from  those  for 
making  any  kind  of  cocktail.  However, 
wine  drinks  usually  take  less  ice  and 
sugar,  since  you  don't  have  to  dilute  or 
counteract  the  harsh  bitter  quality  char- 
acteristic of  whiskey  and  most  other 
spirits.  Wines  and  mixers  should  be  cold 
before  you  start — even  mixing  equipment 
and  glassware  should  be  chilled.  Ice 
should  be  hard-trozen  and  never  reused. 
Simple  syrup  (2  cups  sugar  simmered  with 
1  cup  water  for  5  minutes)  combines  more 
easily  than  regular  sugar  and  can  be 
substituted,  measure  for  measure.  Most 
drinks  simply  require  brisk  stirring;  those 
that  contain  cream  or  other  hard-to-blend 
ingredients  should  be  shaken.  Fresh  fruit 
— almost  anything  in  season — adds  eye 
appeal  to  wine  drinks  and  tastes  good 
after  the  drink  is  finished.  Cut  fruit  in 
pieces  large  enough  to  hold  their  shape, 
and  serve  on  picks  so  the  fruit  can  be 
easily  retrieved  from  the  glass.  Fruit  may 
be  prepared  in  advance;  arrange  the  cut 
fruit  in  a  single  layer  on  a  flat  plate,  cover 
with  plastic  wrap  or  a  damp  towel  and  re- 
frigerate until  needed.  Wineglasses  of  vari- 
ous shapes  and  sizes,  goblets  and  stand- 
ard barware  are  all  acceptable  for 
serving,  as  long  as  they're  large  enough 
to  hold  the  drink,  ice  and  garnish  com- 
fortably. Incidentally,  if  you've  been  gifted 
with  a  set  of  tinted  or  otherwise  decorated 
wineglasses  that  would  normally  detract 
from  your  regular  wine  service,  here  at 
last  is  a  good  use  for  them. 

The  recipes  that  follow  include  crisp, 
dry  aperitif  cocktails  to  accompany  hors 
d'oeuvres.  light  refreshers  for  casual 
sipping  and  rich  but  not  cloying  after- 
dinner  choices.  Don't  hesitate  to  add  your 


personal  touch  when  the  feeling  moves 
you — an  unusual  garnish,  a  distinctive 
glass,  a  dash  of  color.  And  by  all  means, 
experiment  with  new  combinations.  Since 
no  two  wines  are  exactly  alike,  there  will 
always  be  a  slight  variation  in  taste  de- 
pending on  the  wines  you  choose  to  use. 
That  sense  of  anticipation  adds  to  the 
pleasure  of  mixing — and  serving — wine 
cocktails.  A  votre  sante!

fabrics,  objects  you've  always  possessed 
— and  create  new  effects  with  light,  being 
bold  and  adventurous.  "Avoid  boring  solu- 
tions." they  warn. 

When  you're  ready  to  shop,  take 
along  a  floor  plan  and  measurements 
of  the  rooms  you'll  be  lighting,  in- 
dicate location  of  doors,  windows.  ceilj„ 
ings  fixtures,  wall  outlets,  switches.  Don't 
forget  to  include  ceiling  height  as  well 
as  size  and  positions  of  beams  and  other 
obstructions.  A  plan  like  this  is  particu- 
larly important  if  you  want  track  lighting. 
Check  out  camera  and  restaurant  equip- 
ment shops.  They  have  specialty  lights 
and  accessories  that  may  be  just  what 
you  are  looking  for.  Lighting  fixture  stores 
and  showrooms  will  offer  advice  pro- 
vided you  don't  go  on  a  busy  day.  ■ 
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
